In  this  time  of  disturbance  among  the  nations  of  the  world  we  feel  more 
the  need  of  brotherhood  than  ever  before.  Therefore,  give  us  grace  and 
wisdom  to  acquit  ourselves  like  brave  men.  Bless  the  rulers  of  our 
countries  here  represented. 

In  the  great  peace  conference  to  assemble  in  Washington,  on  the  eleventh 
of  November,  we  pray  that  the  results  from  such  a  meeting,  by  the  nations 
of  the  world,  may  be  as  joyous  as  was  the  news  the  day  the  armistice  was 
signed.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Drawing  for  Seats  report  that  they  have  performed 
their  duties  and  the  Jurisdictions  are  allotted  seats  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SIRE  AND 
COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  It  is  some  nine  years  since  we  have  held 
an  annual  session  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  15  years  since  we  have 
been  privileged  to  enjoy  the  hospitality  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  the  “  Queen 
City  ”  of  the  West.  While  the  membership  of  the  Order  has  increased 
from  1,600,712  to  2,570,965  in  this  period  of  time,  we  find  that  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  city  has  doubled,  and  now  stands  at  well  over  600,000.  Many 
of  us  will  recall  with  pleasure  the  reception  accorded  to  us  at  the  time  of 
our  last  visit,  and  we  are  now  assured  of  a  most  hearty  welcome  on  the 
part  of  all  officials  and  citizens  who  have  generously  anticipated  our  coming 
with  open  hearts  and  homes. 

It  is  beyond  the  power  of  any  of  us  to  estimate  the  extent  of  our  fra¬ 
ternal  operations  in  the  past  15  years,  or  to  say  what  the  Order  has  actually 
done,  but  the  vast  amount  paid  out  for  benefits  and  relief  and  our  wonder¬ 
ful  growth  in  membership  will  show  that  we  are  keeping  pace  with  the 
progress  of  the  times.  As  far  as  statistics  will  give  evidence  of  the  Order’s 
accomplishments  our  records  will  tell  their  own  story;  but  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  standing  as  it  does  in  the  forefront  of*fraternal  benefit  organizations, 
has  extensive  possibilities  within  its  grasp.  The  past  is  written  in  history, 
the  future  is  full  of  promise  and  opportunity. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

In  the  years  1919  and  1920  we  have  had  the  greatest  increases  in  our 
membership  since  the  Order  was  instituted,  and  we  have  never  found 
ourselves  in  better  or  more  satisfactory  condition.  Each  branch  has  enjoyed 
a  period  of  splendid  progress,  and  notwithstanding  commercial  and  finan¬ 
cial  depression  all  reports  received  thus  far  this  year  indicate  continued 
prosperity  all  over  the  continent.  For  this  remarkable  showing  we  must 
all  feel  very  grateful  indeed.  Our  standing  as  to  membership  is  as  follows: 
Number  of  subordinate  lodge  members  1,933,735;  number  of  encampment 
members  318,332 ;  number  of  Rebekah  members,  sisters  637,230 ;  brothers 
288,610;  number  of  Patriarchs  Militant  35,910;  total  number  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  Order  2,570,965. 

Subordinate  Branch. — As  will  be  seen  from  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report, 
the  subordinate  branch  of  the  Order  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  extraordinary 
activity  and  progress.  In  many  Jurisdictions  the  gains  have  been  away 
beyond  anything  previously  experienced,  while  in  most  others  the  showing 
has  been  good.  In  this  connection*  I  am  glad  to  note  that  in  a  number  of 
the  Jurisdictions  Grand  Lodges  have  taken  action  to  provide  for  increases 
in  the  charges  for  admission  fees,  degrees,  dues,  etc.,  so  that  correspond¬ 
ing  provision  may  be  made  for  benefits  to  be  paid  that  will  more  nearly 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  case  on  account  of  the  highly  increased  cost 
of  living  in  recent  years. 
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Rebekah  Branch. — This  branch  of  the  Order  has  gone  forward  with  leaps 
and  bounds  and  the  increase  in  membership,  as  you  will  see,  is  away 
beyond  our  most  sanguine  anticipations.  However,  as  the  years  roll  on  and 
as  the  work  and  undertakings  of  this  branch  are  developed  along  lines 
consistent^  with  the  great  purposes  of  the  Order,  we  may  expect  that  the 
Rebekahs' will  assume  their  full  share  of  what  is  expected  of  us. 

Encampment  Branch. — The  encampment  branch  of  the  Order  has  also 
been  exceedingly  prosperous  and  appears  to  have  taken  on  a  new  lease  of 
life.  I  hope  the  good  work  that  has  been  so  well  commenced  will  continue 
in  the  years  that  are  to  follow. 

Patriarchs  Militant  Branch. — Perhaps  in  no  branch  of  the  Order  has 
there  been  such  a  great  revival  as  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  It  has  been 
my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  be  present  at  a  number  of  their  meetings, 
where  the  greatest  enthusiasm  has  prevailed.  They  are  willing  to  turn  out 
when  and  as  occasion  may  require,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  many  occasions  on  which  they  have  honored  me  in  providing  an 
escort  where  I  happened  to  be  visiting.  May  they  continue  to  prosper. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  have  been  particularly  blessed 
during  the  year  in  that  no  calamity  of  any  kind  has  overtaken  the  Order, 
and  that  everything  points  to  continued  activity  and  large  increases  in 
our  membership. 

HOMES  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  and  inspect  a  large  number  of  the  Homes 
which  are  so  splendidly  maintained  in  a  number  of  our  Jurisdictions,  and 
needless  to  say  I  have  been  very  much  impressed  with  the  excellent  work 
being  done  by  the  Order  in  this  way.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  believe  that 
this  very  definite  and  practical  work  on  the  part  of  the  Order  must  com¬ 
mend  itself  very  strongly,  not  only  to  our  own  members,  but  also  to  those 
who  are  without  our  fold. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  special  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  upon  the 
Homes,  showing  their  cash  value,  cost  of  maintenance,  etc.,  many  and 
various  methods  are  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  financing  our  Homes. 
In  view,  therefore,  of  the  growing  demands  made  upon  us  in  this  respect, 
and  looking  into  the  future  with  all  its  possibilities  for  growth  and  exten¬ 
sion  along  these  lines,  I  feel  that  each  and  every  Jurisdiction  having  and 
maintaining  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  would  be  well  advised  to  make  pro¬ 
vision  in  part  for  the  future  by  establishing  a  substantial  endowment  fund 
in  connection  with  it. 


LIFE  MEMBERSHIP. 

There  seems  to  be  a  fairly  wide-spread  opinion  that  if  provision  were  made 
in  our  laws  for  life  membership,  it  would  be  a  good  thing.  I  have  been 
unable  to  give  the  matter  sufficient  consideration  to  give  you  any  details 
as  to  the  best  means  by  which  the  desired  results  might  be  worked  out, 
but  I  am  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  proposal  has  sufficient  merit  to 
warrant  us  having  a  thorough  investigation  and  report  upon  it.  The  whole 
matter  might  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  report  upon  at  next  session. 
The  argument  is  advanced  that  life  membership  would  be  very  helpful  in 
many  respects,  and  would  overcome  in  many  instances  the  suspension  of 
members  for  non-payment  of  dues.  A  member  taking  life  membership,  it 
is  advocated,  might  be  required  to  pay  an  amount  worked  out  on  an  actu¬ 
arial  basis,  and  being  sufficient  to  provide  an  interest  income  at  least  equiv¬ 
alent  to  that  which  would  be  paid  in  annual  dues  by  the  ordinary  member 
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of  the  same  age.  On  this  basis  the  life  memberships  paid  in  would  consti¬ 
tute  an  ever-increasing  capital  account,  the  revenue  from  which  might  be 
used  for  the  payment  of  current  expenses  or  sick  and  mortuary  benefits  as 
required. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

As  the  work  of  the  Order  progresses,  the  membership  generally  is 
becoming  more  and  more  alive  to  the  necessity  and  desirability  of  keeping 
well  posted  as  to  what  is  being  done  and  undertaken  in  the  various  Juris¬ 
dictions  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We  have  a  fairly  large  number 
of  Odd  Fellows’  journals  being  published  in  the  interests  of  the  Order. 
Some  of  them  are  exceedingly  good,  while  possibly  some  of  them  might  be 
somewhat  improved.  In  this  connection,  I  wrish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  splendid  work  being  done  by  the  Fraternal  Press,  and  at  the  same 
time,  may  I  suggest  to  individual  members  that  they  can  find  no  better 
means  of  keeping  well  informed  as  to  the  Order  and  its  work  than  by  being 
regular  subscribers  for  some  one  or  more  of  these  journals.  The  best 
informed  member  can  certainly  be  of  more  assistance  to  his  own  lodge, 
and  to  the  Order  as  a  whole,  than  the  brother  who  takes  but  little  interest 
in  happenings  outside  and  beyond  the  sphere  of  his  immediate  lodge 
connection  and  acquaintance.

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  all  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  world: 

At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (see  Report  No. 
49)  the  Grand  Sire  was  instructed  to  issue  a  circular  to  the  various  Juris¬ 
dictions,  calling  their  attention  to  the  great  inroads  that  tuberculosis  is 
making  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  taking  the  United  States  as  an  example, 
showing  that  one-tenth  of  all  the  deaths  in  that  country  were  from 
tuberculosis  alone,  and  while  approximately  there  were  70,000  United 
States  soldiers  killed  in  active  service  during  the  World  War,  there 
were  150,000  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  same  period. 

The  statistics  of  the  United  States  are  taken,  but  they  apply  to  all  other 
countries,  Canada  being  about  the  same  rate  as  the  others,  and  it  has 
become  apparent  that  something  must  be  done  to  fight  this  great  enemy. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  no  authority  to  issue  a  mandate  to 
the  various  Jurisdictions  compelling  them  to  contribute  for  the  building 
of  a  sanitarium,  and  yet  we  feel  that  something  should  be  done;  there¬ 
fore,  I  make  this  appeal  to  the  various  Jurisdictions  to  take  the  matter 
into  their  consideration,  and  if  sufficient  force  is  put  into  the  effort,  it 
appears  to  me  that  perhaps  enough  money  could  be  raised  to  build  a 
sanitarium  somewhere,  where  it  would  be  of  benefit  to  humanity. 

I  trust  you  will  give  this  your  earnest  consideration.

During  the  year  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  a  great  many  Grand 
Lodges,  Grand  Encampments,  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  Military  Coun¬ 
cils  and,  in  addition  to  these,  I  have  visited  a  large  number  of  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  encampments,  Rebekah  lodges  and  cantons,  as  well  as 
several  other  functions  and  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the  Order. 

My  journey ings  for  this  purpose  have  taken  me  pretty  well  all  over 
the  continent,  and  I  sincerely  regret  that,  owing  to  conflict  of  dates,  I 
was  unable  to  visit  some  of  the  Jurisdictions  which  I  had  intended  to 
reach.  In  this  connection  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  since  a  visit  by  the 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Order  to  any  Grand  Jurisdiction  invariably  gives  a 
new  impetus  to  the  work  and  lends  encouragement  to  officers  and  mem¬ 
bers,  it  might  be  well  for  many  of  our  Jurisdictions  to  consider  their 
dates  of  meetings.  I  have  found  for  instance  that  several  Jurisdictions 
will  meet  on  exactly  the  same  dates  or  within  a  very  few  days  of  each 
other,  and  if  such  Jurisdictions  lying  contiguous  to  one  another  would 
so  arrange  their  dates  of  meeting  a  little  further  apart,  it  would  not  only 
allow  of  the  Grand  Sire  visiting  them  in  succession,  but  would  also  make 
it  possible  for  the  officers  of  the  several  Jurisdictions  concerned  to  ex¬ 
change  fraternal  visits  among  themselves.  Such  an  arrangement,  I  am 
sure,  would  be  most  advantageous  to  all  concerned. 
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In  each  and  every  place  visited  I  was  received  with  every  possible 
consideration  and  courtesy.  The  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  found  expression  in  many  and  varied  ways,  and  on  most  occasions 
I  was  simply  overwhelmed  with  kindnesses  and  special  attentions.  An 
expression  of  my  gratitude  is  hereby  publicly  extended  to  all  with  whom 
it  was  my  privilege  to  meet  in  this  way. 

While  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  sufficient  space  in  our  records  to  give 
detailed  accounts  of  all  my  visits,  I  feel  that  I  cannot  pass  over  some  two 
or  three  of  them,  which  I  report  on  as  follows: 

The  102d  Anniversary  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Pursuant  to  a  promise  made  Grand  Representative  Bradford  some 
months  ago,  that  if  possible  I  would  come  to  Washington  for  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  102d  anniversary  of  the  Order,  I  accepted  a  very  urgent  invi¬ 
tation  from  the  committee  in  charge  of  such  celebration,  extended 
through  him,  and  am  glad  to  make  special  mention  of  this  celebration 
which  was  characterized  by  a  signal  honor  extended  to  your  Grand  Sire 
and  to  our  Order  by  the  participation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  the  exercises.  I  had  not  anticipated  this  feature  of  the  celebra¬ 
tion  when  I  accepted  the  invitation,  but,  later,  when  advised  that  Presi¬ 
dent  Harding  had  accepted  an  invitation  to  honor  our  Order  by  his 
presence  at  the  exercises,  I  deemed  it  appropriate  to  express  my  appre¬ 
ciation  in  my  address  on  that  occasion  as  follows: 

“  And  now,  Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of  the  2,500,000  members,  located 
as  you  have  heard  in  the  various  countries  of  the  world,  the  great  major¬ 
ity  of  whom  are  connected  with  the  organization  on  this  North  American 
continent,  we  desire  to  extend  to  you  the  congratulations  of  them  all, 
on  your  elevation  to  the  highest  position  in  the  gift  of  your  fellow-citizens. 
We  are  satisfied  that  the  people  have  made  no  mistake  in  electing  you 
to  this  office,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  fulfil  the  duties 
thereof  with  credit  to  yourself  and  honor  to  those  who  elected  you. 

“  Allow  me  personally,  as  one  who  owes  allegiance  to  another  flag, 
and  who  resides  on  the  northern  half  of  this  American  continent,  to 
express  to  you  our  appreciation  of  the  kindly  relationship  that  exists 
between  these  two  great  nations.  We  are  all  proud  to  say  that  for  over 
100  years  no  forts  or  soldiers  have  ever  been  placed  on  what  to  us  all  is 
but  an  imaginary  line,  separating  the  two  countries  one  from  the  other; 
and  it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  this  relationship  may  continue  to  exist 
for  all  time  to  come,  showing  the  world  that  nations  can  live  in  peace 
and  harmony,  one  with  the  other,  and  settle  any  disputes  that  may  arise 
between  thorn  by  arbitration. 

“We  trust  that  soon  the  day  will  come  when,  owing  to  the  influence 
exerted  by  the  two  great  English  speaking  nations,  war  will  cease  and 
all  questions  will  be  settled  without  the  use  of  the  sword.” 

The  President’s  response,  which  I  feel  should  have  a  place  in  our 
records,  although  not  accurately  reported,  was  substantially  as  follows: 

“  I  very  heartily  appreciate  the  cordiality  of  your  greetings,  Mr. 
Oliver.  It  is  a  very  pleasing  thing  for  an  American  of  the  United  States 
to  hear  such  words  coming  from  an  American  who  hails  from  Canada. 
After  all,  we  on  this  continent  are  Americans  no  matter  what  flag  we 
pay  allegiance  to.  I  like  the  fellowship  of  Canada.  I  say  this  to  you 
because  we  have  the  same  fundamentals  of  government,  the  same  ideals, 
and  both  are  devoted  to  the  same  fraternalism  of  humankind. 
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“  I  believe  in  fraternity.  You  find  it  manifest  in  all  walks  of  life.  Life 
loves  fellowship.  One  does  not  need  to  belong  to  a  church  to  worship 
God.  We  can  worship  Him  in  a  house,  but  all  people  love  the  associa¬ 
tion  of  the  church  because  there  is  added  strength  in  association.  I  like 
fraternity  because  it  brings  out  the  best  there  is  in  humankind.  You 
cannot  belong  unless  you  believe  in  truth,  justice  and  love. 

“  If  I  could  have  one  outstanding  wish  above  all  others  to-night,  it 
would  be  that  the  nations  might  be  committed  to  fraternity.  In  fra¬ 
ternity  comes  understanding.  Understanding  is  the  greatest  thing  in 
the  world.  If  nations  understood  each  other  and  sought  to  deal  justly, 
there  would  never  be  any  war.  If  nations  understood  one  another,  the 
world  would  be  better.  I  hope  during  my  term  of  responsibility  as  your 
servant  that  I  shall  have  the  co-operation  not  only  of  these  millions  of 
Odd  Fellows,  but  the  co-operation  of  all  Americans  in  proving  to  the 
world  that  we  have  nothing  and  want  nothing  that  is  not  rightly  and 
justly  our  own.  But  we  intend  to  have  that. 

“  If  I  seem  to  rush  away  I  am  happy  to  have  come  and  pay  my  tribute 
to  a  great  Order  that  has  its  great  influence  on  American  life  and  on  the 
life  of  the  world.  I  will  bid  you  Godspeed  and  I  hope  America  will 
continue  to  grow  in  favor.  I  have  come  to  be  quite  a  “  jiner  ”  myself. 
I  have  yet  to  know  an  order  that  has  not  been  helpful  to  me  as  a  patri¬ 
otic  American.  Talk  about  democracy.  The  Western  Continent  is  the 
best  and  greatest  democracy  on  earth.  All  men  are  precisely  on  the 
same  footing  after  all.  If  you  can  just  promote  that  fraternity  or  democ¬ 
racy,  you  will  have  a  new  order  of  mankind. 

“I  joined  an  order  some  time  ago,  I  do  not  know  why.  When  I  sat 
at  the  banquet  table  following  the  initiation,  I  found  myself  seated 
next  to  the  young  man  who  had  been  my  chauffeur  for  seven  years.  That 
was  the  finest  thing  that  could  have  happened  to  both  of  us.  'He  had 
been  in  my  employ  for  some  time.  I  had  never  known  him  as  a  fellow 
man.  That  night  we  met  as  brothers  in  fraternity.  He  was  a  better 
chauffeur  and  I  was  a  better  employer  from  that  day  on.  We  met  as 
man  to  man  and  we  understood  each  other  from  that  night. 

“We  sometimes  overboast  our  claims  to  democracy,  but  I  speak  not 
only  for  a  fraternalism  among  nations,  but  for  an  America  that  practices 
what  she  preaches.  I  am  not  going  to  make  any  suggestions  to  Canada, 
but  I  want  Canada  to  always  look  to  the  South  and  fix  her  eyes  on  the 
best  representative  democracy  in  the  world.  I  also  want  Canada  to 
know  that  she  can  give  11s  her  trust  because  we  are  seeking  the  same 
fulfilment  in  the  onward  march  of  humankind.” 

Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  who  had  accepted  an  invitation  by  the 
committee  to  deliver  the  oration  of  the  occasion,  responded  most  fit¬ 
tingly  to  the  President’s  gracious  words  and  beautifully  expressed  senti¬ 
ments. 

I  should  perhaps  make  special  mention  of  what  I  consider  a  most 
gracious  act  by  President  Harding  in  sending  word  to  me  before  the 
exercises  began,  to  please  delay  my  address  until  his  arrival,  as  he  might 
be  a  few  minutes  late  and  he  wished  to  hear  what  I  might  have  to  say. 

It  was  a  special  honor  which  I  shall  ever  appreciate  not  only  because 
the  President  of  the  United  States  extended  this  distinction  to  me,  a 
citizen  of  another  country,  but  also  that  it  was  during  my  administra¬ 
tion  that  the  Order  was  given  this  gracious  compliment  and  recogni¬ 
tion  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  not  as  a  member  of  our  Order, 
but  in  his  official  capacity.  ■. 
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In  addition  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  there  were  a 
number  of  distinguished  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress  present. 

On  the  evening  preceding  the  celebration,  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebek- 
ahs  of  the  District  of  Columbia  gave  a  complimentary  banquet  to  Past 
Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  and  myself  at  the  Hotel  Washington,  which 
was  likewise  attended  by  a  number  of  distinguished  senators  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  Congress,  as  well  as  distinguished  citizens  of  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Grand  Master  Bert  V.  Wolfe  and  the  Order  in  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia  are  to  be  complimented  for  this  splendid  celebration,  and  the  mem¬ 
bership  generally  should  be  proud  of  the  recognition  given  to  our  Order 
and  its  work,  and  thus  acknowledged  by  President  Harding  and  other 
high  officials  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

The  100th  Anniversary  in  Philadelphia. 

The  100th  Anniversary  of  Pennsylvania  Odd  Fellowship  was  cele¬ 
brated  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  June  4-10,  1921,  in  connection  with  the  98th 
annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  the  32d  annual  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  proved  a  most  success¬ 
ful  and  historic  event  in  Odd  Fellowship. 

On  Saturday,  June  4,  a  bronze  tablet  was  unveiled  on  the  site  of 
Upton’s  Hotel,  and  the  presentation  address  on  behalf  of  Pennsylvania 
Lodge,  No.  1,  was  made  by  Wilson  K.  Mohr,  P.  G.  M.,  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

On  Sunday,  June  5,  the  centennial  anniversary  service  was  held  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W. 
Barnes  Lower  and  the  anniversary  address  was  by  Hon.  M.  Clyde  Kelly, 
Congressman  from  the  30th  District  of  Pennsylvania.  The  music  was 
furnished  by  a  Welsh  choir  of  150  voices  and  an  orchestra  of  50  men. 

Monday,  June  6,  the  anniversaiy  reception  was  held  at  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Opera  House.  More  than  5000  persons  were  present  to  hear  the 
Hon.  William  C.  Sproul,  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Hon.  J. 
Hampton  Moore,  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  deliver  addresses 
of  welcome.  Grand  Master  Shannon  and  Anna  J.  Cline,  President  of 
the  Rebekah  Assembly,  made  the  responses.  Addresses  on  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Hon.  William  C.  Shaeffer,  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  together  with  a  male  glee  club  of  40 
voices  and  the  singing  of  the  children  from  the  Homes  were  prominent 
features  of  the  reception. 

Tuesday,  June  7,  was  the  anniversary  pageant,  when  it  was  esti¬ 
mated  that  20,000  brothers  and  sisters,  with  scores  of  bands,  paraded 
through  the  streets  of  Philadelphia  and  through  a  Court  of  Honor,  for 
which  $25,000  was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council.  This  was  followed 
in  the  evening  by  the  anniversaiy  ball  which  followed  the  conferring  of 
the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  at  the  Second  Regiment  Armory.  The  grand 
march  was  led  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Mrs.  J.  Hampton  Moore,  wife  of 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Wednesday,  June  8,  the  anniversaiy  banquet  was  held  at  Scottish  Rite 
Hall,  where  covers  were  laid  for  750.  An  interesting  program  of  ad¬ 
dresses  and  music  together  with  dancing  followed  the  banquet. 

An  outing  at  Willow  Grove  Park  on  Thursdajq  June  9,  and  a  day  at 
Atlantic  City  on  Friday,  June  10,  completed  the  events  of  the  cen¬ 
tennial  celebration  which  lacked  nothing  in  interest  and  enjoyment. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Rebekah  Assembly  held  their  sessions 
during  the  morning  of  each  day.  There  were  1200  representatives  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  350  delegates  in  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  now  has  a  subordinate  membership  of  205,000  and  supports  four 
Orphans’  Homes,  two  Homes  for  aged  Rebekahs  and  two  Homes  for 
aged  Odd  Fellows,  their  wives  and  widows. 

The  guests  besides  the  Grand  Sire  and  Mrs.  Oliver  were  Hon.  Alfred 
S.  Pinkerton,  Past  Grand  Sire,  Wm.  H.  Cox,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  J. 
Edward  Kroh,  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  Hon. 
Wm.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary  of  Indiana;  Hon.  H.  J.  Emmins,  Grand 
Representative  of  Texas;  Hon.  Wm.  C.  Kohlmetz,  Grand  Master  of 
New  York;  Hon.  Burton  A.  Gaskill,  Grand  Master,  and  Harry  S.  Pine, 
Grand  Secretary,  of  New  Jersey;  and  Col.  Fred  A.  Groom,  Military 
Secretary  of  Maryland. 


In  Ontario. 

Following  my  election  as  Grand  Sire  and  on  my  return  to  Toronto,  the 
members  of  all  branches  of  the  Order  extended  to  Mrs.  Oliver  and 
myself  a  most  hearty  and  enthusiastic  welcome,  and  we  were  the  hon¬ 
ored  guests  at  a  special  banquet  held  in  the  King  Edward  Hotel.  I 
shall  not  take  space  to  elaborate  upon  the  affair,  but  it  was  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  and  successful  functions  which  it  has  ever  been  my  privi¬ 
lege  to  attend. 

Then  at  the  time  of  visiting  our  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  held  in 
Brantford,  Ont.,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  officers  and  members  knew  no 
bounds.  No  words  of  mine  can  quite  do  justice  to  the  occasion,  but  I 
shall  always  remember  with  heartfelt  gratitude  the  many  expressions  of 
good-will  and  appreciation  extended  to  us.  On  this  occasion  I  was 
made  the  recipient  of  a  handsome  four-piece  sterling  silver  service,  and 
Mrs.  Oliver  was  presented  with  a  most  elaborate  bouquet  of  roses. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  called  upon  to  deal  with  a  number  of 
matters  which  seem  to  have  been  the  cause  of  some  disagreement  in  the 
Jurisdictions  concerned.  My  replies  to  inquiries  have  been  dealt  with 
as  promptly  as  circumstances  would  permit.  The  decisions  rendered  are 
as  follows: 

Decision  No.  1. — Can  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  grant  its  subordinate 
lodges  the  privilege  of  drawing  a  by-law  providing  that  after  a  brother 
shall  have  received  52  consecutive  weeks’  sick  benefit,  the  lodge  may 
pay  SI. 00  per  week  during  the  continuance  of  disability? 

Answer. — Yes. 

m  * 

Decision  No.  2. — Can  a  lodge  at  a  prior  meeting  decide  by  vote  to 
omit  a  meeting  on  the  regular  night,  when  it  falls  on  a  holiday? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Decision  No.  3. — Can  a  brother  in  a  soldier  or  sailor  uniform  of  the  U.  S. 
Army  or  Navy  wear  regalia  while  in  the  lodge-room,  and  when  the  lodge 
is  in  session? 
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Answer. — The  regulations  mentioned  in  regard  to  soldiers’  and  sailors’ 
uniforms  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  Navy  only  refer  to  the  street.  They 
are  not  allowed  to  wear  anything  on  their  clothing  on  the  street,  but  in 
a  lodge-room  it  is  different,  and  they  will  have  to  comply  with  our 
regulations  and  wear  a  collar  of  the  highest  degree  which  they  have 
attained. 

Decision  No.  4. — Statement. — A  brother,  a  member  in  good  standing 
in  “A”  Lodge  in  Oklahoma,  on  December  1,  1919,  makes  application 
for  membership  in  “  B  ”  Lodge  in  Oklahoma,  on  his  official  receipt,  the 
receipt  showing  his  dues  paid  to  June  1,  1920.  He  has  moved  his  resi¬ 
dence  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  “  B  ”  Lodge.  On  December  8,  he  is  elected 
to  membership  in  “  B  ”  Lodge,  on  his  official  receipt,  and  the  same  day 
the  Secretary  of  “  B  ”  Lodge  notifies  “  A  ”  Lodge  and  requests  a  transfer 
certificate  for  the  brother,  enclosing  with  the  request,  a  fee  of  25  cents 
in  payment  for  the  certificate.  On  December  16,  “  A  ”  Lodge  issues  trans¬ 
fer  certificate  for  this  brother  and  mails  it  to  the  Secretary  of  “  B  ” 
Lodge,  by  whom  it  is  received.  The  Secretary  of  “  B  ”  Lodge  then 
notifies  the  brother  of  the  receipt  of  the  transfer  certificate,  on  regular 
form,  which  notice  is  received  by  the  brother  on  December  18.  The 
brother  does  not  appear  and  sign  the  constitution  of  “  B  ”  Lodge.  On 
January  1,  1920,  the  brother  is  a  resident  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  “B” 
Lodge,  but  has  never  signed  the  constitution  of  “  B  ”  Lodge.  On  July 
1,  1920,  the  brother  is  a  resident  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  “  B  ”  Lodge,  but 
has  never  signed  the  constitution  of  “  B  ”  Lodge.  On  October  1,  1920, 
the  brother  moves  back  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  “  A  ”  Lodge  and  has  never 
signed  the  constitution  of  “  B  ”  Lodge.  On  the  issuance  of  the  transfer 
certificate  by  “  A  ”  Lodge,  the  Secretary  of  “  A  ”  Lodge  sends,  with  the 
transfer  certificate,  a  cheque  for  the  unearned  dues  of  the  brother,  and 
shows  on  his  minutes  that  the  brother  has  withdrawn  from  “  A  ”  Lodge, 
and  shows  the  brother  withdrawn  on  his  report  for  the  year  1919.  The 
cheque  is  payable  to  the  brother.  On  receipt  of  the  cheque  by  “  B  ” 
Lodge,  the  Secretary  of  “  B  ”  Lodge  retains  the  cheque  itself  with  the 
transfer  certificate  and  application,  and  does  not  show  the  brother  on 
his  minutes  as  a  member  because  he  has  not  signed  the  constitution  of 
“  B  ”  Lodge  and  does  not  show  the  brother  in  his  report  for  1919  for 
the  same  reason.  The  Secretary  of  “  A  ”  Lodge  does  not  notify  the 
brother  of  his  dues  being  delinquent  for  the  reason  that  he  does  not 
consider  him  a  member  of  “  A  ”  Lodge  and  supposes  that  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  “B”  Lodge.  No  notice  is  ever  mailed  the  brother  that  he  is 
not  in  good  standing. 

The  Constitution  of  Oklahoma  provides,  Article  XVII,  Sec.  1,  page 
127,  as  amended:  A  member  of  a  lodge  who  shall  become  in  arrears 
for  an  amount  equal  to  three  months’  dues  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  sick 
or  funeral  but  not  attentive  benefits,  provided  notice  as  required  by 
Section  3  of  this  Article  has  been  sent  or  delivered  to  the  delinquent 
member,  and  the  notice  provided  by  said  Section  3  is  the  regular  printed 
form  of  notice  of  delinquency. 

On  December  1,  1920,  this  brother  dies  while  residing  within  the 
Jurisdiction  of  “  A  ”  Lodge,  and  there  being  no  change  in  the  conditions 
as  herein  stated. 
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Question  (a). — What  lodge  should  report  this  brother  as  a  member  on 
January  1,  1920? 

Answer. — Neither. 

Question  (£>).— What  lodge  should  pay  per  capita  tax  on  this  brother 
January  1,  1920? 

Answer. — N  either. 

Question  (c). — What  lodge  should  report  this  brother  as  a  member  on 
July  1,  1920,  “  statement  of  membership  and  gains  ”? 

Answer. — N  either. 

Question  (d) . — What  lodge  should  pay  per  capita  tax  on  this  brother 
July  1,  1920? 

Answer. — Neither. 

Question  ( e ). — To  what  lodge  did  this  brother  belong  on  September 
30,  while  living  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  “  B  ”  Lodge? 

Answer. — N  either. 

Question  (/). — To  what  lodge  did  this  brother  belong  on  October  3, 
while  living  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  “  A  ”  Lodge? 

Answer. — Neither. 

Question  ( g ). — What  lodge  owes  funeral  benefits  to  the  widow  of  this 
brother? 

Answer. — N  either. 

Question  (h) . — What  proceeding  is  necessary  to  restore  this  brother  to 
beneficial  membership  in  “A”  Lodge  before  his  death? 

Answer.— In  Report  No.  11,  Page  474,  Journal,  1918,  the  Judiciary 
Committee  states  that  if  the  holder  of  the  certificate  becomes  sick  or 
disabled  so  as  to  be  entitled  to  benefits  during  the  period  covered  by 
the  advanced  payment  of  dues  to  the  body  granting  the  certificate,  the 
certificate  is,  ipso  facto,  canceled;  but  if  no  such  sickness  or  disability 
intervenes,  the  right  to  complete  membership  in  the  new  body  by  de¬ 
positing  the  certificate  and  signing  the  constitution  continues  without 
limit  as  to  time.  The  standing  of  the  holder  of  such  certificate  after  the 
expiration  of  the  period  covered  by  the  advanced  payment  of  dues,  is 
the  same  as  a  non-beneficial  member  of  the  body  granting  the  certificate 
and  he  can  become  a  beneficial  member  in  the  new  body  only  by  com¬ 
pleting  his  membership  therein  and  in  accordance  with  its  laws. 

Decision  No.  5. — Is  the  holder  of  a  withdrawal  card  eligible  to  become 
a  member  of  a  lodge  within  whose  territorial  jurisdiction  he  does  not 
reside,  but  the  deposit  of  such  withdrawal  card,  consent  being  given  by 
the  lodge  within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  resides? 

Answer. — All  that  is  necessary  is  the  consent  of  the  lodge  within  whose 
Jurisdiction  he  resides.  If  that  consent  is  given  he  may  become  a 
member. 

Decision  No.  6. — Can  a  member  of  the  Rebekah  lodge  apply  for 
membership  by  transfer  certificate  to  the  lodge  in  this  State,  which  is 
nearest  her  residence,  provided  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  in  which 
she  resides  will  grant  the  necessary  release  of  Jurisdiction?  See  Code 
Sections  486  and  490. 

Answer. — Yes,  she  can  apply  for  membership  by  transfer  certificate, 
the  Grand  Master  of  each  Jurisdiction  and  the  lodge  giving  permission 
for  her  to  join  outside  of  her  Jurisdiction. 
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Decision  No.  7. — When  a  brother  or  sister  has  been  regularly  elected 
to  membership  by  deposit  of  withdrawal  card,  dismissal  certificate,  or 
as  an  Ancient  Member.  Please  give  the  definition  of  the  title  “Ancient 
Member.” 

Answer. — An  Ancient  Member  is  one  who  has  resigned  membership 
when  in  good  standing  in  the  Order;  one  who  holds  an  expired  with¬ 
drawal  card,  or  one  who  was  a  regular  member  of  a  lodge  when  it  became 
defunct. 

Decision  No.  8. — (a)  Five  members  were  present  at  a  lodge  meeting, 
an  application  for  membership  was  balloted  on,  only  five  members 
voted.  Was  this  ballot  legal? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  in  conflict  with  local  law.  (See  Code,  Section  514, 
page  244,  Section  811,  page  370.) 

Question  (5). — Can  a  lodge  hold  a  meeting  and  transact  business  with 
five  members  present  if  three  of  them  are  in  arrears  for  dues?  Is  the 
business  legal  thus  transacted? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  in  conflict  with  local  law. 

Question  ( c ). — Is  it  legal  to  use  funds  of  the  lodge  to  purchase  jewels 
for  their  members  or  others  for  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  (d) . — Is  it  legal  to  solicit  funds  for  a  cottage  or  restroom  at 
the  State  Fair  Grounds,  this  building  to  be  used  for  the  entertainment 
of  Odd  Fellows  during  fair  week  and  used  one  week  in  the  year? 

Answer. — No. 

Decision  No.  9. —  (a)  Does  the  Grand  Patriarch  have  the  right  to  declare 
a  vacancy  and  appoint  a  Grand  Representative? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  ( b ). — Does  the  Grand  Encampment  have  the  right  to  declare 
a  vacancy  at  its  coming  session  in  May  and  elect  a  Grand  Representative? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  (c). — May  any  other  than  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
declare  a  vacancy  under  such  circumstances? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  (d) . — May  the  brother  elected  Grand  Representative  in  1920 
resign  and  allow  the  Grand  Encampment  to  elect  a  successor? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  (e). — In  view  of  the  fact  that  his  term  of  office  would  not 
begin,  if  he  should  be  declared  eligible,  until  the  meeting  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  is  there  any  way  to  declare  a  vacancy  before  that 
time? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Decision  No.  10. — By-law.  No  benefits  shall  be  paid  for  the  first 
week’s  sickness,  the  sum  of  $5.00  shall  be  paid  for  the  period  of  13  weeks, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  13  weeks,  the  sum  of  $2.00  shall  be  paid  for  a 
period  of  26  weeks,  and  then  $1.00  per  week  during  the  period  of  con¬ 
tinued  sickness. 

Question. — Is  this  by-law  in  harmony  with  Section  3  Code? 

Answer. — You  could  not  in  my  opinion  approve  such  a  by-law.  You 
could  approve  one  to  pay  $5.00  for  13  weeks,  then  $2.00  for  39  weeks. 
The  fact  that  you  paid  $5.00  for  the  first  13  weeks  does  not  overcome 
the  law  as  laid  down  in  Section  3  of  the  Code  that  you  must  pay  not 
less  than  $2.00  per  week.  If  the  lodge  wants  to  pay  $5.00  a  week  for 
the  first  13  weeks,  all  right,  but  they  must  pay  $2.00  per  week  for  the 
balance  of  the  first  year. 
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Decision  No.  11. — Would  the  decision  of  Grand  Sire  Goudy  (De¬ 
cision  No.  29,  page  311,  S.  G.  L.  Journal,  1918)  be  construed  to  eliminate 
the  provision  mentioned  in  Section  861,  and  to  nullify  the  requirements 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Virginia  as  service  of  High  Priest  as 
additional  qualification  for  the  office  of  Chief  Patriarch? 

Answer. — No.  (See  Section  861  of  the  Code.) 

Decision  No.  12. — Is  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  or  a  Past  Noble  Grand, 
not  yet  a  member  of  the  Grand  Body,  but  will  be  before  being  installed, 
eligible  to  run  for  Grand  Lodge  office  or  Grand  Encampment  office? 

Answer. — No.  (See  Sections  400  and  401,  pages  189  and  190  of  the  Code.) 

Decision  No.  13. — Facts:  January  29,  1915,  brother  suspended  for 
non-payment  of  dues;  July  16,  1919,  reinstated  by  paying  the  amount 
of  one  year’s  dues,  $6.00.  Paid  no  dues  at  that  time.  October  4,  1919, 
paid  one  year’s  dues,  $6.00,  December  19th  was  taken  sick  and  has  been 
an  invalid  ever  since. 

Question. — Is  he  entitled  to  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — Your  uniform  constitution  is  very  clear  on  this  matter.  This 
brother  was  in  good  standing  when  he  took  ill,  but  was  not  entitled  to 
benefits  until  six  months  after  being  reinstated,  therefore  I  agree  with 
you  that  he  would  be  entitled  to  benefits  from  January  16,  1920. 

NECROLOGY. 

The  memorial  proclamation  issued  in  May  last  contains  the  names  of 
many  distinguished  members  of  the  Order  and  Past  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives.  Some  of  these  brothers  have  been  for  many  years  members  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  of  them  have  given  freely  of 
their  time  and  energy  in  the  service  of  the  Order.  This  list  of  honored 
dead  who  have  passed  on  to  the  Great  Beyond  and  the  names  of  others 
specially  mentioned  will  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee  so  that 
fitting  tribute  may  be  accorded  to  those  who  will  meet  with  us  here  no  more. 

FOREIGN  RELATIONS. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  communications  have  passed  between 
us  and  the  various  Jurisdictions  not  on  the  American  continent.  These, 
however,  were  mostly  of  a  general  character  and  can  readily  be  dealt 
with  by  our  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  considering 
such  matters.  In  one  case  an  appeal  was  made  for  a  loan  of  $250,000, 
that  it  might  be  handed  over  to  the  city  of  Vienna  for  a  period  of  25 
years  without  interest.  This  appealed  to  me  as  being  entirely  beyond 
the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

SITE  FOR  NEW  BUILDING  IN  BALTIMORE. 

Under  instructions  given  at  last  session  the  Executive  Officers,  along 
with  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  visited  Baltimore  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  a  suitable  site  for  a  new  building.  After  viewing 
a  number  of  properties  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a  site  on  North 
Charles  Street,  and  this  was  done.  A  full  report  of  this  transaction  will 
be  submitted  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire. 

THE  PASSING  OF  HON.  JOHN  B.  GOODWIN. 

Although  our  late  esteemed  and  respected  brother,  Past  Grand  Sire 
Goodwin,  who  for  16  years  had  been  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  little  time,  the

announcement  of  his  decease  on  May  12,  came  to  all  of  us  with  a  distinct 
sense  of  loss. 

On  receipt  of  the  sad  news,  I  immediately  wired  to  our  Executive 
Officers  to  meet  me  in  Baltimore  to  be  present  at  the  funeral  and  to 
attend  to  other  necessary  matters  of  detail.  On  account  of  distances  to 
be  travelled  within  the  short  limit  of  time,  it  was  unfortunately  impos¬ 
sible  for  many  of  the  Jurisdictions  to  be  rspresented.  My  home  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Ontario  sent  Rev.  W.  Cox,  Grand  Representative,  and  while 
at  the  services  I  took  the  part  of  Noble  Grand  and  Brother  Cox  acted 
as  Chaplain. 

During  his  term  of  office  as  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Goodwin  applied 
himself  with  marked  energy  and  ability  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  while 
for  many  years  prior  to  that  he  had  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
attention  to  the  up-building  of  the  Order.  While  we  mourn  his  depar¬ 
ture  from  our  midst,  the  Order  as  a  whole,  will,  I  am  sure,  join  me  in 
extending  to  Mrs.  Goodwin  and  other  members  of  the  bereaved  family 
an  expression  of  our  sincerest  sympathy  with  them  in  their  loss.  We 
trust  that  the  great  weight  of  sorrow  which  has  come  to  them  may  be 
somewhat  lightened  by  the  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  while  Brother 
Goodwin  has  been  called  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above,  his  distinguished 
services  to  the  Order  in  the  past  are  very  highly  appreciated.  As  our 
Committee  on  Necrology  will  make  more  extended  reference  to  and 
will  a  give  a  more  complete  account  of  our  late  brother,  I  shall  content 
myself  with  leaving  the  matter  in  their  hands. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  SUCCESSOR  TO  BROTHER  GOODWIN. 

The  death  of  Brother  Goodwin  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  appoint 
another  brother  as  Grand  Secretaiy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for 
the  unexpired  term.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  fact  that  for  some  16 
years  Bro.  J.  E.  Kroh  had  acted  as  assistant  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  I 
felt  that  he  should  be  qualified  in  every  respect  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  I 
accordingly  made  the  appointment,  and  on  June  1,  1921,  he  was  regu¬ 
larly  installed  into  office  by  me. 

AUDIT  OF  BOOKS. 

Before  making  the  appointment  of  a  new  Grand  Secretary  and  turning 
over  to  him  the  responsibilities  of  the  office,  I  felt  that  it  was  best  to 
have  a  complete  audit  made  of  all  our  books  and  accounts.  This  was 
accordingly  arranged  and  done  and  a  report  of  it  will  be  submitted  for 
your  consideration.  While  everything  was  found  to  be  in  satisfactory 
condition,  and  the  books  and  accounts  in  order,  I  would  suggest  that  a 
yearly  audit  of  our  books,  etc.,  in  head  office  should  be  made  and  reported 
to  our  annual  sessions. 

INCREASE  IN  THE  BOND  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Your  Executive  Committee,  in  arranging  for  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  to  be  bonded,  felt  that  it  would  be  wise  to  carry  a  bond  on  our 
Grand  Secretary  for  the  same  amount  as  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  viz., 
$50,000.  You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  this  was  arranged  without  any 
additional  cost  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Your  confirmation  of  our 
action  in  this  respect  is  asked.

My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Eastin, 
and  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  who  have  on  several  occasions  rendered 
me  every  possible  assistance  and  encouragement.  As  for  all  the  members 
of  the  Order,  I  cannot  say  enough.  They  have  at  all  times  done  everything 
in  their  power  to  make  my  visits  and  my  work  as  pleasant  and  agreeable 
as  possible.  In  this  connection,  I  have  tried  to  show  my  appreciation  of 
these  delightful  services  by  giving  to  the  work  of  the  Order  the  very  best 
that  I  could  during  my  term. 

As  we  meet  in  annual  session  to  consider  whatever  problems  may  await 
solution,  and  to  legislate  for  our  requirements,  we  enjoy  the  personal  and 
fraternal  intercourse  which  enables  us  to  know  one  another  better  and  to 
understand  each  other’s  viewpoint.  And  after  all  are  not  the  closer  contact 
and  better  understanding  among  the  greatest  needs  of  the  world  to-day?  I 
trust  that  our  meeting  together  as  we  shall,  and  all  the  work  of  the  session, 
may  be  productive  of  much  good  for  the  Order  and  advancement  for  the 
cause  of  humanity.  If  our  standard  is  kept  up,  and  if  each  will  do  his 
part,  we  shall  have  satisfactory  results.

The  Grand  Sire  submitted  the  following  additional  Decisions 
rendered  since  his  original  report;  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary 

Decision  No.  14. — Questions  A  and  B. — Clause  20,  Section  21,  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution  says  distinctly  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals  or 
any  other  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  make  the  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  matters  in  controversy  and  affecting  the  rights,  duties  and  obliga¬ 
tions  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  any  of  its  members  and  the  report  so  made 
when  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary,  within  15  days  from  the  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  the  said 
report  shall  have  been  adopted,  to  notify  the  parties  immediately  interested. 
Unless  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is 
not  in  force. 

Question. — An  applicant  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  a  lodge  situated 
in  a  certain  town,  by  initiation,  must  receive  the  consent  of  the  lodge  nearest 
to  his  residence  before  he  can  join  another  lodge. 

Answer. — It  is  not  necessary  for  him  to  receive  the  sanction  of  more  than 
the  lodge  nearest  the  one  that  he  should  join. 

Decision  No.  15. — Question. — A  charge  having  been  made  against  a 
brother,  he  having  been  legally  tried  and  acquitted,  can  an  appeal  be  taken 
from  that  decision? 

Answer. — Yes,  it  is  the  privilege  of  either  the  accused  or  the  accuser,  if 
the  decision  does  not  meet  with  their  approval,  to  carry  the  case  up  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  if  they  comply  with  all  necessary  conditions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

Officers  and  Representatives:  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  to  this  the 
ninety-seventh  annual  communication  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
the  result  of  the  work  of  the  several  branches  of  the  Order  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1920,  as  set  forth  in  detail  and  compiled  in  the  office 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  also  a  detailed  report  of  the  business  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1921.  In  present¬ 
ing  the  magnificent  report  of  the  work  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Order 
for  the  past  year,  I  believe  it  is  the  sentiment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  that  the  entire  membership  should  be  the  recipients  of  their  heart¬ 
iest  congratulations  for  their  splendid  devotion  and  co-operation  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  year  1920  the  banner  year  in  Odd  Fellowship,  as  all  branches  of  the 
Order  have  made  gains  never  before  approached  in  the  history  of  our  great 
Fraternity.  May  the  wonderful  result  attained  in  1920  be  an  inspiration 
for  even  greater  results  in  the  future,  and  the  time  be  not  far  distant  when 
we  may  have  three  millions  of  souls  marching  under  the  banner  of 
Friendship,  Love  and  Truth,  and  the  good  the  Order  is  doing,  of  which  we 
are  without  means  to  measure,  prove  a  benediction  to  mankind  throughout 
the  world. 

For  1920  the  net  increase  in  membership  has  been  divided  as  follows: 
Subordinate  membership  139,099;  Encampment  membership  54,154;  Re- 
bekah  membership,  sisters  60,128,  brothers  35,579;  Patriarchs  Militant 
membership  6,240. 

RELIEF  AND  RECEIPTS  OF  SUBORDINATES  IN  1920. 

The  total  expenditures  for  relief  in  1920  were  $7,541,914.31,  as  compared 
with  $7,187,862.81  for  1919,  and  the  total  receipts  were  $27,601,590.59,  as 
compared  with  $23,885,579.31  for  1919. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY’S  OFFICE. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1921,  the  sale  of  supplies,  etc.,  has 
amounted  to  $187,487.55,  and  the  net  profit  on  supplies,  etc.,  has  been 
$23,170.49. 


GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  session  of  1921  will  consist  of  two 
hundred  and  seven  regular  Representatives,  the  same  as  last  year,  also  one 
special  Representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  Brother 
William  Lucas,  Past  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  having  been  elected  as  a 
Representative  to  the  1921  session.  Brother  Lucas,  no  doubt,  will  receive 
a  warm  welcome  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  is  the  third  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  Australasia  that  has  attended  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
sessions  in  the  last  fifteen  years.  In  1908  the  Body  was  honored  by  the 
presence  of  Brother  George  T.  Clarke,  Past  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  and 
again  in  1910  Brother  J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  of  Australasia,  attended 
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the  session,  and  at  this  session  we  will  be  honored  with  the  presence  of 
Brother  Lucas. 


NECROLOGY. 

On  the  evening  of  May  12,  1921,  the  world  of  Odd  Fellowship  was  called 
upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Past  Grand  Sire, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant  General.  Although  Brother  Goodwin  had 
been  in  failing  health  for  the  past  two  or  three  years,  when  the  end  came 
it  was,  as  always,  a  shock.  The  long  service  of  Brother  Goodwin  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  he  having  been  a  Past  Grand  Sire  and  for  16  years 
Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant  General,  gave  him  probably  a  wider  ac¬ 
quaintance  among  our  membership  than  had  any  other  Odd  Fellow.  Every 
one  who  knew  him  held  him  in  the  highest  esteem.  He  was  a  true  southern 
gentleman,  courteous  and  kind  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His 
love  for  the  Order  was  sincere  and  came  from  the  depths  of  his  heart,  and 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years  he  frequently  expressed  the  regret  that 
he  could  not,  on  account  of  his  physical  condition,  meet  and  mingle  with 
the  membership  as  he  formerly  did.  In  his  views,  Brother  Goodwin  was 
always  charitable  and  preferred  to  praise  the  good  qualities  of  his  fellow 
man  rather  than  to  criticize  his  faults,  thus  emulating  by  example  as  well 
as  by  precept  the  teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship.  In  the  passing  of  Brother 
Goodwin  the  Order  has  lost  an  out-standing  figure,  and  a  most  honored 
member,  his  family  a  true  and  devoted  husband  and  father,  and  the  State 
a  good  citizen.

Since  the  last  session  Bro.  LaRoy  M.  Penwell,  Grand  Representative  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas,  died.  Brother  Penwell  had  served  but  one  of 
the  two  years  for  which  he  had  been  elected.  He  was  an  active  and  useful 
member  of  the  Order  in  Kansas.

The  Fraternal  Press  continues  to  render  valiant  service  in  promoting 
the  interests  and  progress  of  the  Order,  being  the  medium  through  which 
the  membership  is  advised  of  the  activities  of  their  brother  Odd  Fellows 
from  ocean  to  ocean,  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  even  around 
the  world,  conveying  new  thoughts  and  new  ideas  and  adding  encourage¬ 
ment  and  inspiration  for  increased  activity  and  the  more  thorough  devotion 
to  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship,  doing  all  of  this  unstintingly,  and  in 
most  instances  without  the  hope  of  financial  gain,  but  out  of  pure  love  and 
devotion  to  the  principles  of  the  Order  which  they  represent.  They  deserve 
and  should  receive  the  heartiest  moral  and  financial  support  of  the  entire 
Order. 
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APPOINTMENT  OF  GRAND  SECRETARY  TO  SUCCEED  BRO.  JOHN  B.  GOODWIN. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary,  that  office 
being  vacant,  the  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  Joseph  Oliver,  appointed  J.  Edw.  Kroh, 
lone  time  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  as  Grand  Secretary  to  succeed  Brother 
Goodwin  for  the  unexpired  term,  the  appointment  being  in  effect  from  June 
1,  1921,  and  he  was  installed  in  that  office  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  at  the  Hotel  Den¬ 
nis,  Atlantic  City,  June  1,  1921. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  ASSISTANT  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Upon  my  return  to  the  office  from  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Printing  Supplies  and  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  at  Atlantic 
City,  I  appointed  as  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  Bro.  Edgar  B.  Pohlman, 
and  he  was  installed  in  office  on  June  10,  1921,  by  Bro.  Nathan  Billstein, 
Grand  Representative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland,  who  had 
been  delegated  by  Grand  Sire  Oliver  to  perform  this  duty. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

FINANCIAL. 

In  the  table  of  “Appropriations  and  Expenditures,”  published  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  expenditures  authorized  by  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Journal,  1920,  page  619. 

In  compliance  with  Report  95,  Journal,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  been  deposited  during  the  past  year  to  the 
credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company  of  Maryland, 
with  the  exception  of  that  portion  of  the  receipts  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  which  came  from  the  Canadian  Jurisdictions.  Near  the  close  of  our 
fiscal  year  1920,  owing  to  the  difference  in  the  rate  of  exchange  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  and  in  order  to  realize  the  face  value  of  Canadian 
remittances,  the  Executive  Officers  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  through  the  kindness  of  Grand  Sire  Oliver,  arranged  to  open  an 
account  with  the  National  Trust  Company,  Limited,  Toronto,  Ontario,  for 
the  deposit  of  all  Canadian  items.  This  deposit  was  to  be  an  inactive  one, 
not  to  be  drawn  on  for  current  expenses  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  to  bear  interest. 

On  deposits  in  The  Fidelity  Trust  Company  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
there  has  been  received  as  interest  to  July  31,  1921,  $651.74. 

On  deposits  in  The  National  Trust  Company  of  Toronto,  Ontario,  there 
has  been  received  as  interest  to  July  31,  1921,  $493.38. 

In  compliance  with  Report  48,  Journal,  1915,  page  221,  the  bonds  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  were  exe¬ 
cuted  and  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire. 

In  compliance  with  Report  41,  page  216,  Journal,  1919,  the  sum  of  $100 
was  sent  to  each  Fraternal  paper  which  was  certified  as  a  member  of  the 
International  I.  O.  O.  F.  Press  Association. 


WAR  RELIEF  FUND. 

In  compliance  with  Report  14,  page  553,  Journal,  1920,  all  contributions 
to  the  War  Relief  Fund  have  been  returned  to  the  contributors,  and  the 
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accrued  interest  transferred  from  the  War  Relief  Fund  to  the  general  fund 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  following  letters  received  from  the 
different  Jurisdictions,  relative  to  the  general  condition  of  the  Order: 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Pollard,  Grand  Secretary:  “  We  are  glad  to  report  that 
the  membership  of  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Alabama 
show  a  substantial  increase  during  the  year  1920.  The  prospects  are  very 
gratifying  and  we  hope  to  show  a  handsome  gain  for  the  year  1921.  Our  Odd 
Fellows’  Home  is  a  success  m  every  way,  and  the  happy  family  of  bright¬ 
eyed  boys  and  girls  are  enjoying  good  health,  peace  and  prosperity.  ” 

C.  O.  Jacobs,  Grand  Scribe:  “Conditions  in  Alabama  for  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  indicate  a  continued  increase  during  the 
year.  It  is  true  business  is  off  some  at  present,  but  we  have  continued  to 
grow  through  the  same  conditions,  and  now  that  some  of  the  industries  are 
resuming  operation,  I  am  sure  there  will  be  a  better  growth.  We  all  regret 
very  much  that  we  did  not  reach  the  1000  mark  last  year,  but  expect  to  go 
well  over  that  membership  during  1921.  ” 

May  D.  Brunson,  Secretary:  “  When  the  final  reports  are  in  for  January 
we  may  not  show  a  very  great  gain  in  membership,  but  we  are  holding  our 
own.  Have  a  total  of  six  new  lodges  since  last  Assembly,  wTith  one  revived. 
Our  work  of  equipping  the  new  concrete  laundry  at  the  Home,  built  by  ua 
last  year,  has  gone  rapidly  forward  and  at  the  present  time  more  than  $900 
has  been  paid  in  on  this  for  1920-1921.  The  Rebekah  lodges  of  Alabama, 
although  small  in  number,  are  pressing  onward  and  upward.  ” 

Alberta. — O.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  have  pleasure  in  intimating 

that,  while  our  net  increase  for  the  year  1920  was  not  as  large  as  we  would 
have  desired,  yet  we  show  a  good  healthy  growth,  and  better  prospects  ahead, 
than  we  have  had  for  the  past  few  years.  ” 
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D.  J.  McKitterick,  Grand  Scribe:  “The  Grand  Encampment  of  Alberta 
is  progressing  very  favorably  at  the  present  time.  The  membership  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  practically  the  same  as  it  was  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  although  a  very  large  number  of  members  were  initiated.  The  losses 
were  the  result  of  suspensions  by  two  of  the  larger  encampments.  The 
prospects  look  very  good  for  a  substantial  increase  this  year  and  also  for 
the  institution  of  one  or  two  new  encampments.  The  work  in  the  different 
branches  of  the  order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  being  carried  on  very  harmon¬ 
iously.” 

Mrs.  Ada  Day,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  Alberta 

is  on  the  increase.  You  will  notice  in  the  journal  which  I  mailed  to  you  a 
few  days  ago  that  we  had  a  net  gain  of  523  members  for  the  year  1920.  We 
also  have  two  applications  on  file  for  charters,  and  we  are  expecting  another 
one  any  day. 

Arizona. — Nettie  Scott,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 

ship  in  Arizona  is  in  a  very  encouraging  condition.  Another  lodge  was 
instituted  in  December,  1920,  at  Jerome,  with  a  membership  of  43.  We  now 
have  23  lodges.  The  last  session  of  the  Assembly  was  held  at  Clifton,  which 
is  a  mining,  town,  and  was  well  attended.  The  lodges  are  working  along 
harmoniously,  the  officers  doing  their  work  faithfully  and  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Order.  The  Odd  Fellows’  and  Rebekahs’  Home  which  is  located  at 
Safford  is  progressing  nicely  and  expect  it  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  present  year.  The  plans  provide  every  convenience  and  comfort  for 
those  who  will  occupy  the  Home.  Our  President,  Sister  Cora  Suder,  did 
splendid  work  during  her  term  of  office  and  conducted  the  business  of  the 
Assembly  in  a  very  business-like  manner.  ” 

Arkansas. — H.  J.  Nemnich,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  calender  year  1920 
finds  Arkansas  still  in  the  advancing  column.  The  increase  is  not  large,  yet 
any  increase  shows  up  much  better  than  a  decrease;  and  if  all  jurisdictions 
will  continue  on  the  increase,  even  though  small,  yet  it  shows  that  the 
principles  of  the  Order  are  being  exemplified  to  the  outside  world,  and  are 
being  received  by  them. 

“  The  financial  condition  of  the  lodges  in  this  State  is  not  in  as  good 
a  condition  as  I  would  like  to  see  it.  Yet  it  is  from  no  fault  of  our  members, 
but  rather  the  decline  in  the  farm  products,  that  has  caused  this  depression. 
Our  membership,  that  is  a  majority  of  them,  come  from  the  farming  and 
hard-working  class.  They  are  good  Odd  Fellows,  but  their  finances  are  on 
the  blink  this  year.  We  trust  that  this  may  soon  be  remedied  by  a  more 
universal  distribution  of  the  marketing  prices  of  products  in  general.  ” 

Robert  Koehler,  Grand  Scribe :  “  The  Patriarchal  branch  for  the  year 

shows  a  gain  of  1076,  although  from  reports  of  the  activities  so  far  this  year 
we  will  not  show  as  great  a  gain  as  last  year.  The  interest  that  is  being  taken 
is  greater  than  ever  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

Emma  Hamilton,  Secretary :  “  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  lodges  over 

the  Jurisdiction  of  Arkansas  are  doing  a  fine  work.  On  April  9, 1  mailed  to 
you  the  Grand  Lodge  report,  showing  the  condition  of  this  branch  of  the 
Order,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  this  will  furnish  the  information  that  you 
ask  for.  ” 
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British  Columbia. — Fred  Davey,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe: 
“  Although  the  result  of  the  year’s  work  has  not  come  up  to  our  expectations, 
yet  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  membership  in 
both  the  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  during  the  year  and  our 
hopes  are  sanguine  and  the  prospects  are  encouraging  for  the  future.  ” 

Frances  A.  Walker,  Secretary:  “It  is  with  pleasure  I  report  that  during 
the  year  ending  April  30  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  in¬ 
creased.  Two  lodges  have  been  added  to  our  number  and  the  prospects  of 
another  in  the  near  future.  We  have  now  41  lodges  with  a  membership  of 
3045.  An  increase  of  88  brothers  and  291  sisters  during  the  year.  We 
therefore  feel  we  are  prospering  in  every  way.  Jubilee  Rebekah  Lodge,  No. 
34,  Vancouver,  merged  with  Phoenix  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  17,  Phoenix, 
November  23,  1920.  The  Rebekahs  are  still  taking  an  active  part  in  raising 
fimds  for  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  Home  Furnishing  Fund.  $4,362.08  is  now  on  hand. 
Our  President  of  the  past  year  visited  many  of  the  lodges  and  found  all 
working  in  harmony.  ” 

California. — H.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  net  increase  of  3280  members  for  year  ending  December  31,  1920, 
the  largest  in  any  one  of  the  68  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  California.  Last  year  was  reported  46,292  members  in 
good  standing;  this  number  has  grown  to  49,572  in  398  lodges;  600  brothers 
died  during  the  past  year;  3777  brothers  were  relieved  by  receipt  of  sick 
benefits,  amounting  to  $240,459.85;  $43,579.27  was  expended  for  the  burial 
of  brothers;  $5,917.40  was  paid  for  the  relief  of  widowed  families.  To  assist 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the  Home  for 
Orphans  each  subordinate  lodge  member  was  assessed  one  dollar  and  the 
amount  of  $48,534.50  has  to  this  time  been  turned  over  to  the  trustees  of 
the  Orphans’  Home.  At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  just  closed  another 
assessment  of  50  cents  was  levied  for  the  same  purpose  and  will  realize 
$25,000  more.  This  is  one  of  the  methods  used  by  the  brothers  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  to  help  and  assist  the  Rebekahs  in  their  noble  and  unselfish  under¬ 
taking.  The  sum  of  $18,018.75  is  invested  in  United  States  Liberty  bonds, 
the  income  from  which  amount  is  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of  orphans 
of  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs.  In  California  thousands  of  young  men  are 
seeking  companionship  among  men  and  women  who  are  true  to  American 
principles  as  set  forth  by  our  Order  and  many  of  these  will  be  seeking 
membership  therein.  From  indications  a  greater  gain  will  be  made  during 
the  present  year  than  that  of  last  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
United  States  Gov.ernment  appreciates  and  acknowledges  the  services 
rendered  thereto,  by  the  receipt  of  a  Certificate  from  the  United  States 
Treasury  Department  extending  thanks  for  valuable  services  patriotically 
rendered  in  behalf  of  the  Liberty  Loans  in  the  Federal  Reserve  District. 
Our  energetic  Grand  Master,  K.  C.  Keene,  visited  in  almost  every  part  of 
this  magnificent  State ;  in  fact,  he  attended  during  his  term  of  office  as  Grand 
Master  158  subordinate  lodges,  19  Rebekah  lodges,  16  District  meetings,  and 
61  miscellaneous  visits,  having  rendered  assistance  and  encouragement 
therein  and  imparted  enthusiasm  to  every  branch  of  the  Order.  We  all 
regret  the  decease  of  our  highly  esteemed  Grand  Secretary,  John  B.  Goodwill. 
Past  Grand  Sire.  ” 

Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe:  “As  will  be  seen  by  my  report  for  1920, 
California’s  patriarchal  branch  has  made  the  banner  year  in  its  history’ 
going  over  the  top  with  10,400  members  in  its  110  encampments.  Over 
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one-fifth  of  the  brothers  in  the  subordinate  lodges  are  encampment 
members.  From  the  outlook  of  1921  is  going  to  distance  all  records.  Since 
January,  unusual  activity  is  manifest,  and  at  this  writing  several  new  camps 
are  in  process  of  formation,  and  prosperous  work  is  being  done  all  along  the 
line.  Without  doubt  I  think  that  1921  will  pass  the  11,000  mark,  which  will 
be  a  splendid  and  gratifying  percentage,  and  is  the  result  of  untiring  work 
by  our  earnest  officials. 

Eola  M.  Cyrus,  Secretary:  “The  year  1920,  chronicles  one  of  the  very 
best  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  our  State.  Our  gain,  more  than  double 
any  previous  year,  was  4004.  Our  new  Orphans’  Home,  now  in  course  of 
construction,  will  rank  among  the  best  built  buildings  of  its  kind.  Corner¬ 
stone  was  laid  in  the  presence  of  thousands,  March  20.  Dedication  will  be 
September  20,  1921.  Greatest  of  interest  prevails  in  the  matter  of 
furnishings.  ” 

Colorado. — O.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary:  “  While  I  have  not  checked 
back  I  am  positive  that  the  gain  we  made  in  the  year  1920  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Current  reports  from  lodges  show  that 
they  are  all  doing  work  and  the  progress  of  the  order  is  steadily  going  on. 

“  In  accordance  with  the  advice  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  given  on 
many  occasions  in  the  past,  this  Jurisdiction  through  the  Grand  Lodge  last 
fall  voted  to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $200,000  during  the  next  five 
years,  selecting  a  Campaign  Committee.  Our  progress  already  made  in 
this  glorious  work  is  very  encouraging  for  the  future  and  we  confidently 
expect  to  arrive  at  the  goal.  ” 

J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am  pleased  to  report  the  continued 
increase  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Colorado.  Our  gain 
during  the  past  year  being  540,  and  I  confidently  expect  the  coming  year 
will  be  equally  as  prosperous. 

“  The  raising  of  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  maintenance  of  our  Home 
in  which  are  sheltered  our  brothers  and  sisters  and  where  our  orphan  boys 
and  girls  are  permitted  to  enjoy  the  comforts  and  pleasures  of  a  home — 
many  of  them  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives — has  created  an  impetus  in  the 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  which  has  extended  to  all  branches. 

“  The  outlook  is  bright,  and  I  hope  another  report  will  show  a  larger 
increase  than  the  past  year. 

“  This  is  based  upon  the  activity  exhibited  by  the  Grand  Officers  and 
the  patriarchs  all  over  the  Jurisdiction. 

Lily  I.  Lamont,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  Branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 

Colorado  is  in  a  prosperous  condition;  the  reports  showing  a  good  gain  in 
membership,  and  the  lodges  working  in  harmony.  The  year  1921  will  be  au 
eventful  year  for  Colorado  for  we  are  starting  on  our  campaign  to  raise 
$200,000  to  Endow  our  Home,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  money  is 
coming  in  fine,  and  we  hope  when  the  five  years  which  have  been  allotted 
to  raise  this  fund  have  passed  to  have  more  than  raised  the  amount  we  have 
set  out  to  obtain.  During  the  year  1920  four  new  lodges  were  instituted 
and  four  consolidated.  ” 

Connecticut. — William  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary:  “  As  anticipated 
the  first  year  of  the  second  century  of  our  Order  shows  Connecticut  making 
the  largest  net  gain  that  has  ever  been  recorded  for  this  Jurisdiction. 
December  31,  1920,  shows  28,416  members,  a  gain  of  1515  for  the  year; 
assets  $1,131,075.81,  gain  in  assets  $55,230.45.  We  hope  for  a  good  report 
for  1921  but  are  fearful  that  present  conditions  of  business  will  make 
some  difference  with  the  results.  ” 

William  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe:  “We  are  pleased  to  report  the 
first  year  in  the  second  century  of  our  Order,  1920,  the  best  ever  recorded

We  hope  to  see  the  good  work  go  on.  ” 

Mary  E.  Johnson,  Secretary:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rebekah 
branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  a  most  flourishing  condition.  The  net 
gain  in  membership  for  the  year  1920  being  1157,  which  is  the  largest  net 
gain  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  this  State. 

“  In  addition  to  the  regular  lodge  work  the  members  are  raising  a  fund 
for  an  infirmary  which  the  Odd  Fellows  contemplate  erecting  in  connection 
with  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home.  The  amount  raised  last  year  was  $1,410.26;  we 
now  have  a  fund  of  $12,627.49  for  that  purpose. 

“  The  prospects  for  the  year  1921  seem  equally  as  bright.” 

Delaware. — Otto  M.  Rurkhard,  Grand  Scribe:  “  The  Encampment 
branch  of  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and 
while  we  are  not  taking  in  as  large  classes  as  we  did  last  year  we  are  making 
steady  progress.  We  hope  to  institute  one  or  two  new  encampments  in  the 
near  future  and  keep  on  with  the  good  work.  ” 

District  of  Columbia. — J.  T.  Allison,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  year  1920 
shows  a  gain  in  every  branch  of  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  gain 
in  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges  was  over  10  per  cent,  and  it  seems 
that  the  momentum  gained  last  year  will  give  us  a  larger  gain  this  year.  A 
new  lodge  will  soon  be  instituted  with  a  membership  of  about  100,  and 
nearly  every  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  been  busy  with  degree  work  since 
January  1.  ” 

Mrs.  Edna  Ohlander,  Secretaiy:  “The  officers  and  members  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  as  well  as  the  general  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Rebekah  Branch  of  the  District,  are  more  than  pleased  with 
the  work  accomplished  during  this  year.  We  are  indebted  to  the  efficient 
officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  and  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  for  the  won¬ 
derful  co-ordination  of  these  two  bodies  and  of  the  hearty  support  of 
the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  have  left  nothing  undone  that  could 
add  to  our  pleasure  or  profit.  Degree  directors  and  their  teams  have  striven 
to  bring  out  all  of  the  beautiful  teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  to 
impress  our  candidates  with  the  ideals  of  the  Rebekah  degree.  We  have 
added  numbers  to  our  rolls  as  well  as  quality,  and  feel  that  when  the  older 
members  have  stepped  aside  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  work  well  done,  we 
will  have  a  reserve  force  of  workers  ready  to  step  into  line.  We  have 
increased  our  membership  this  past  year  as  well  as  clearing  our  rolls  of 
those  who  at  present  do  not  seem  to  grasp  the  high  ideals  of  this  branch  of 
the  Order.  ” 

Florida. — M.  M.  Little,  Grand  Secretary:  “  Our  Grand  Lodge  session  has 
just  closed  and  we  had  a  very  pleasant  session  indeed.  We  were  honored 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Order  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  with 
the  presence  of  the  Grand  Sire,  who  was  a  source  of  inspiration  to  the  con¬ 
vention.  Our  Order  will  show  quite  an  increase  over  last  year,  in  its  mem¬ 
bership  roll ;  something  like  600  more  I  think. 

“  The  new  Grand  Officers  have  set  a  high  mark  for  the  ensuing  year’s 
work.  The  Grand  Master  said  he  would  aim  at  an  increase  of  2000  in  the 
membership  this  year.  Let  us  hope  that  this  may  be  attained.  ” 

Jno.  T.  Dale,  Grand  Scribe:  “  It  affords  me  very  great  pleasure  indeed  to 
report  that  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Florida  is  in  a  more  flourishing  con¬ 
dition  to-day  than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  We  have  made  a  gain  of  208 
members  during  the  1920,  every  encampment  showing  a  creditable  increase, 
with  the  exception  of  two,  which  show  a  slight  decrease.  We  have  just 
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concluded  our  1921  session,  and  the  enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  officers 
and  members  was  very  commendable  and  highly  encouraging,  and  we  are 
confidently  looking  forward  for  a  splendid  showing  at  our  1922  session.  ” 

Mrs.  Nettie  Robb  Gunz,  Secretary:  “Since  our  last  annual  report  our 
Assembly  has  made  excellent  progress.  We  have  instituted  four  new  lodges 
and  made  a  net  gain  of  300  members.  There  is  much  enthusiasm  displayed 
by  the  lodges  and  we  are  hoping  for  a  still  larger  gain  the  next  year. 

“  Our  out-going  President,  Sister  Josie  Morrow,  has  been  untiring  in  her 
efforts  to  make  our  lodges  bigger  and  better,  and  the  attendance  and  interest 
shown  at  Arcadia  at  the  Assembly  meeting  last  month  bears  witness  to  the 
results  of  her  efforts. 

“  The  Home  in  Gainesville  has  received  a  large  share  of  the  interest  of 
the  lodges  and  we  bespeak  an  even  greater  share  for  the  present  year.  We 
have  23  children  and  two  old  ladies  in  the  Home  and  they  seem  like  one 
big,  happy  family. 

“  Our  Assembly  was  honored  in  the  visit  of  Grand  Sire  Oliver,  we  fully 
appreciated  both  the  honor  and  the  pleasure  of  this  courtesy;  he  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  Grand  Representative  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  whom  we 
were  also  glad  to  honor  because  he  is  ever  ready  to  assist  the  Rebekahs. 

“We  are  anticipating  a  prosperous  year  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  Florida.  ” 

Georgia. — T.  H.  Robertson,  Grand  Secretary :  “  Despite  the  period  of  de¬ 
pression  through  which  we  are  passing,  our  reports  for  1920  from  both  the 
lodges  and  the  encampments  show  substantial  gains  in  membership. 

“  While  some  of  our  lodges  are  still  dormant,  the  great  majority  of  them 
are  forging  steadily  ahead. 

“  Our  principal  objective  now  is  the  building  of  the  R.  T.  Daniel  Memorial 
Home  for  our  orphans  and  widows.  Towards  the  accomplishment  of  this 
we  are  pleased  to  report  progress.  We  have  the  deeds  to  a  splendid  tract 
of  land  centrally  located,  worth  $25,000.  We  have  in  cash  about  $25,000. 
We  have  adopted  plans  for  our  buildings  and,  despite  hard  times,  we  hope 
to  raise  the  balance  of  funds  needed  and  dedicate  our  Home  before  next 
report.” 

Mrs.  M.  C.  Strickland,  Secretary:  “Georgia  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship 
is  building  up  very  satisfactorily,  we  have  gained  in  lodges  and  membership 
the  past  year,  12  new  lodges  having  been  added  to  our  list  and  a  gain  of 
426  members. 

“We  had  on  December  31,  1920,  1976  members.  On  November  6,  work 
day  for  our  Robert  T.  Daniel  Memorial  Home,  the  Rebekahs  sent  in 
$1278.06;  we  are  going  to  have  a  fine  Home  in  the  near  future.  Our  mem¬ 
bers  all  over  the  State  are  enthusiastic  workers  for  this  grand  purpose. 

“We  also  have  fine  degree  staffs  all  over  the  Jurisdiction  and  our  branch 
of  Odd  Fellowship  is  progressing,  is  enthusiastic  and  is  working  for  the 
cause  we  love.  I  am  sure  the  report  for  1921  will  show  greater  improvement 
in  every  branch  in  Georgia  than  for  many  years  past.  ” 

Idaho. — Presley  F.  Hore,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe :  “  1920 
was  the  best  year  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  Idaho.  A  net  gain  of  830 
members  in  the  subordinate  lodges — practically  10  per  cent. 

“  On  May  15,  1921,  the  new  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Caldwell  was  opened 
to  residents,  and  10  aged  members  are  now  residing  there.  The  Home  cost 
$85,000.  There  is  no  indebtedness,  and  $65,000  is  in  the  endowment  fund. 
The  Home  site  consists  of  34  acres.  Fourteen  acres  are  in  hay,  some  in 
pasture,  and  the  balance  is  laid  out  in  ornamental  driveways  surrounding  the 
building.  Sarah  P.  Driscoll,  Past  President,  of  Payette,  Idaho,  is  matron 
of  the  Home. 
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“  In  the  Encampment  Branch  a  net  gain  of  286  members  was  made.  This 
branch  of  the  Order  has  doubled  in  Idaho  in  the  past  five  years. 

“  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  is  now  planning  to  erect  an  administration 
building,  of  brick,  in  which  to  house  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Grand  Scribe  and  the  various  boards  and  committees  of  the  Order.  ” 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary :  “  Illinois,  we  believed  in  the 

year  1919  had  reached  the  highwater  mark  which  would  never  be  attained 
again.  The  year  of  1920,  however,  has  proved  to  be  a  more  prosperous  one, 
measured  by  general  interest  and  growth  in  membership.  Our  net  gain  for 
last  year  in  subordinate  membership  was  10,331,  being  the  largest  ever  made 
by  this  Jurisdiction  in  12  months.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  has 
done  nearly  as  well. 

“  Our  Grand  Officers  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  business  and  economic 
condition  of  the  country  would  not  warrant  us  in  expecting  anything  like 
this  gain  during  the  present  year,  but  the  first  half  of  1921  will  show  splen¬ 
didly,  probably  as  large  as  the  preceding  year. 

“  The  word  efficiency  has  been  a  very  prominent  one  in  the  vocabulary  of 
our  Grand  Officers.  We  have  urged  our  officers  to  commit  the  Secret  work 
of  the  Order;  organize  degree  staffs;  perfect  themselves  in  the  work  of  the 
Order  so  that  the  use  of  rituals  could  be  discontinued.  We  have  made  a 
steady  growth  along  these  lines.  Our  Orphans’  Home  and  our  Old  Folks' 
Home  are  always  an  inspiration.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Illinois  is  taking  a  higher  view  of  the  aims,  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  Order,  and  we  confidently  look  for  continued  interest  and  growth  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  ” 

Sam  J.  Baker,  Grand  Scribe:  “  You  will  rejoice  with  me  in  the  splendid 
work  of  the  patriarchs  of  Illinois.  This  is  by  far  the  best  report  ever  sent 
from  this  Jurisdiction,  and  while  it  shows  a  phenomenal  growth  in  our 
encampments,  the  indications  are  pointing  to  a  greater  work  during  the  year 
1.921. 

“  You  will  note  that  the  per  cent  of  gain  in  membership  in  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Illinois  exceeds  that  of  any  other  department  of 
this  State.  Our  officers  are  active,  and  with  a  strong  interest  in  the  prosperity 
of  Illinois’  encampments.  The  patriarchs  are  enthusiastic,  and  are  proving 
loyal  to  the  cause.  The  degree  work  is  taking  color  of  higher  ideals  and 
the  worth  of  patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  is  being  revealed  as  never  before.  ” 

Mae  E.  Crowell,  Secretary:  “  The  general  condition  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction  is  better  than  ever  before,  the  close  of  the  year  1920  showed 
the  gain  in  membership  of  8029  to  be  the  largest  we  have  ever  had,  and  the 
smallest  number  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues.  There  is  a  general  dis¬ 
position  on  the  part  of  the  lodges  to  have  a  higher  rate  of  dues  and  initiation 
fees. 

“  Our  president,  Sister  Alice  M.  Trees,  has  launched  an  Illinois  First  cam¬ 
paign  for  members,  at  the  same  time  impressing  upon  the  membership  that 
the  high  standard  of  qualifications  for  a  Rebekah  must  not  be  sacrificed 
in  the  desire  for  numbers.  She  has  outlined  to  the  lodges  a  well-perfected 
plan  whereby  the  21  lodges  having  the  largest  gain  in  membership  will  each 
have  a  celebration  meeting,  with  the  Assembly  officers  present,  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September;  the  plan  provides  for  the  distribution 
of  these  meetings  over  the  entire  state  and  the  lodges  are  much  interested, 
thus  good  will  result. 

“  Our  District  Assemblies  are  each  showing  a  decided  increase  in  interest 
and  attendance  and  the  Rebekahs  of  Illinois  will  do  their  part  in  pro¬ 
moting  world  wide  fraternity.  ” 
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Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary :  “  The  condition  of  the  Order 

in  Indiana  has  never  been  better  in  my  knowledge,  or  any  record  that  I  may 
possess.  Our  gain  in  the  subordinate  lodge  in  1920  was  4711,  and  we  have 
never  equalled  that  number  in  any  one  year.  Our  present  term  seems  to 
be  duplicating  the  same  period  of  last  year,  if  not  more  so.  The  working 
spirit  is  splendid,  harmony  prevails  everywhere,  and  the  prediction  is  that 
the  year  1921  will  exceed  that  of  last  year.  ” 

W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe:  “Our  gain  in  the  Grand  Encampment  last 
year  was  1760,  probably  the  largest  gain  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
reporting,  and  the  work  continues  at  this  time  to  such  an  extent  that  I  am 
sure  that  this  will  far  exceed  the  year  previous.  Our  total  membership  is 
the  largest  we  have  ever  reported,  and  the  work  that  is  being  reported  from 
different  parts  of  the  State  indicates  a  still  greater  growth  for  1921.  We 
believe  in  the  encampment  and  work  for  it.  We  have  no  more  beautiful 
or  impressive  degrees  in  the  Order.” 

Laura  B.  Morris,  Secretary:  “  The  37th  annual  session  of  the  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana,  was  held  at  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  in  Indianapolis, 
May  16-17,  1921.  On  May  17  over  1300  Rebekahs  went  on  an  excursion  to 
the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  at  Greensburg;  a  new  chapel  erected  in  the  Home 
building  was  dedicated.  Indiana  has  a  total  membership  of  51,862. 

“  The  state  of  Indiana  is  divided  into  districts  with  officers  and  hold  not 
less  than  two  meetings  each  year.  The  President  has  divided  the  state  into 
five  divisions  and  each  elective  officer  gives  special  attention  to  the  territory 
assigned  to  her,  and  visits  where  needed.  The  Rebekahs  of  Indiana  paid 
per  capita  tax  of  $7703.40  the  past  year  for  maintaining  the  Home  at 
Greensburg.” 

Iowa. — L.  W.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  We  considered 
the  year  1919  a  splendid  one  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  Iowa,  and  the  year  1920 
has  been  almost  as  good  so  far  as  increase  in  membership  is  concerned,  the 
net  gain  in  subordinate  members  being  3071. 

“  Good  reports  are  coming  in  from  all  over  the  State,  many  of  the  lodges 
report  taking  in  large  classes.  A  great  many  men  have  been  out  of  employ¬ 
ment  during  the  past  winter  and  this  has  affected  our  increase  in  certain 
localities,  but  indications  are  that  1921  will  maintain  the  same  good  record 
we  have  made  during  the  past  two  years. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  has  prospered,  proportionately, 
better  than  the  subordinate.  Five  new  encampments  were  instituted  during 
1920  and  the  net  increase  for  the  year  was  1668.  Exceptional  activity  is 
displayed  in  nearly  all  of  the  larger  encampments  in  the  State,  and  while 
we  have  the  largest  number  of  encampment  members  we  have  ever  had  in  the 
Jurisdiction,  we  expect  it  to  be  materially  increased  during  the  present  year.” 

S.  Elizabeth  Matheney,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  degree  in  this  State 
is  certainly  in  a  very  flourishing  condition  at  this  time  and  the  best  of  good 
fellowship  prevailing.  Interest  is  being  marked  in  the  study  of  our  work, 
and  we  find  our  membership  becoming  more  proficient  in  the  unwritten  work 

and  the  ritual.  . 

“Our  Homes  are  in  good  condition,  and  our  residents  enjoying  good 
health.  We  are  now  looking  forward  to  having  a  boys’  dormitory  just  as 
soon  as  business  conditions  permit.  Our  sisters  have  taken  steps  to  raise 
money  for  the  furnishing  of  same. 

“We  have  a  membership  of  54,222,  a  gain  for  the  last  year  of  5487 
members. 

“  As  we  go  over  the  State  we  find  our  lodges  interested  not  only  in  their 
lodge  work,  but  in  having  nicely  equipped  lodge  rooms  and  well  furnished, 
and  upon  inquiry  we  are  always  informed  that  the  sisters  are  doing  a  large 
part  in  this  work.” 
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Kansas. — A.  M.  Bain,  Grand  Scribe:  Our  net  increase  in  encampment 
membership  in  Kansas  for  the  year  since  my  last  report  is  1232  (almost 
exactly  25  per  cent) .  Eight  new  encampments  were  instituted  by  now  Past 
Grand  Patriarch  I.  W.  Taylor,  previous  to  Grand  Encampment  session  last 
October,  and  five  more  by  his  successor  since,  with  still  others  in  immediate 
prospect.  We  are  all  surely  gratified  at  this  splendid  showing,  the  greatest 
so  far  in  our  history.  And  the  best  of  it  is  that  we  bid  fair  to  equal  the 
record  this  present  year.” 

Katie  A.  Horne,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Kansas  is  pros¬ 
pering  as  usual.  Several  new  lodges  have  been  organized  the  past  year. 
Only  one  delinquent  lodge  within  our  Jurisdiction  speaks  well  for  the  prompt¬ 
ness  of  the  lodges  in  the  transaction  of  their  business.  Among  the  added 
helps  at  the  Home  during  the  year  is  the  organization  of  a  band,  composed 
of  the  larger  boys.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  subordinate  branch 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Kentucky  in  1920  has  done  splendid  work.  We  have 
an  increase  of  over  2000.  We  have  established  a  number  of  new  lodges, 
but  one  of  the  greatest  advances  we  have  made  was  the  big  campaign  started 
April  1,  1920,  to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $500,000  for  our  Odd  Fellows' 
Orphans’  Home.  We  have  so  far  secured  in  pledges  over  $350,000  from 
about  7000  members.  We  are  starting  another  big  campaign  to  close  that 
matter  up  and  we  hope  in  a  short  time  to  be  able  to  report  the  full  amount 
secured.” 

R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Scribe:  “  During  1920  the  Encampment  branch  of  the 
Order  has  shown  a  material  increase  in  membership.  We  have  had  a  number 
of  new  encampments  instituted  and  this  branch  of  the  Order  is  getting 
along  fine. 

Mrs.  Anna  Breiel,  Secretary :  “  Our  Order  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  is 
doing  fine.  All  lodges  seem  to  be  taking  in  new  members  and  reinstating 
old  members.  Getting  quite  a  few  new  lodges,  also  reviving  some  delinquent 
ones,  and  we  feel  sure  that  we  will  be  able  to  show  a  splendid  gain  this  year. 
We  are  also  introducing  district  conventions  in  our  State  which  we  feel  will 
help  us  a  great  deal.” 

Louisiana. — Mrs.  Hattie  C.  Denison,  Secretary:  “The  year  1920  was  a 
prosperous  one  for  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Louisiana.  It  shows  advance¬ 
ment  in  every  part  of  the  work.  Four  new  lodges  were  instituted  during  the 
year.  Old  ones  were  revived  and  a  splendid  gain  was  shown  in  membership. 

“  The  Rebekahs  contributed  generously  toward  the  upkeep  and  endowment 
fund  for  the  Home  at  Crowley. 

“  We  expect  1921  to  be  the  banner  year  for  Rebekahism.  One  new  lodge 
has  been  instituted,  and  three  more  are  in  progress.  With  wide-awake 
energetic  leaders,  we  ought  to  succeed.” 

Maine. — James  R.  Townsend,  Grand  Secretary  :  “  The  forward  movement 
of  Odd  Fellowship  still  continues  in  Maine.  During  the  year  1920,  a  net  gain 
of  1012  was  made  in  the  membership  of  our  subordinate  lodges,  bringing  up 
our  total  on  December  31,  1920,  to  29,144.  All  reports  indicate  that  the 
lodges  are  even  more  active  in  1921. 

“We  are  accumulating  a  Home  fund  and  the  lodges  are  now  paying  a 
special  assessment  of  $1  per  member,  each  year  for  five  years,  for  this  purpose. 

“  The  total  has  now  reached  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  the  interest  is  being 
used  to  assist  lodges  in  the  care  of  disabled  and  indigent  members.”

William  E.  Plummer,  Grand  Scribe:  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  my 
prediction  of  last  year  has  been  more  than  fulfilled.  The  year  1920  was 
again  a  very  prosperous  one  for  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction. 
The  year  1919  was  the  banner  year  for  our  encampments,  and  we  would  have 
been  satisfied  to  have  kept  up  with  that  record,  but  1920  proved  the  best  year 
in  our  history,  as  our  net  increase  was  1147  against  822  for  1919. 

“Forty  encampments  were  on  the  honor  roll  last  year,  initiating  from  10 
to  208  candidates  each,  while  15  encampments  initiated  from  1  to  9  candi¬ 
dates,  leaving  only  5  encampments  in  the  State  doing  no  work  for  the  year. 

“  One  encampment  deserves  special  mention.  This  is  a  small  Encampment 
of  41  members,  who,  encouraged  by  the  Grand  Patriarch,  set  to  work  to  secure 
a  membership  of  100.  They  succeeded  so  well  that  on  June  8,  the  Grand 
Officers  went  to  Houlton  where  they  conferred  the  partiarchal,  golden  rule 
and  royal  purple  degrees  upon  201  candidates,  making  a  gain  of  500  per  cent 
in  membership  in  one  night.  A  record  hard  to  beat,  and  it  also  shows  what 
can  be  done  by  united  and  persistent  work  on  the  part  of  the  members  of 
any  encampment.  We  will  make  a  good  showing  for  the  year  1921.” 

Grace  E.  Walton,  Secretary:  “I  am  glad  to  report  progress  in  Rebekah 
work  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  weaker  lodges  are  receiving  special  attention 
from  our  Assembly  officers  with  excellent  results.  District  meetings  are  held 
in  nearly  every  district  each  year  thus  promoting  the  social,  as  well  as  the 
fraternal  spirit  among  the  lodges.  We  have  145  Rebekah  lodges,  three  having 
been  added  in  1920.  Total  membership  from  statistics  compiled  December 
31,  1920,  28,300,  net  gain,  1433.  Interest  in  the  Home  movement  is  growing 
and  the  fund  is  reaching  a  figure  that  is  very  encouraging.  A  part  of  the 
accrued  interest  is  used  to  assist  those  in  need  until  such  time  as  the  Home 
shall  be  erected.” 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  must  say  that  I  am 
greatly  disappointed  at  the  showing  made.  Prospects  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  were  bright,  our  gain  for  the  first  six  months  in  the  subordinate 
branch  was  389  and  was  in  hopes  that  our  increase  would  be  double  this 
number,  but  as  stated  before  I  am  disappointed  to  find  that  our  net  gain 
is  only  345  and  our  gain  in  the  Rebekah  branch  is  only  96,  conditions  and 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  being  in  great  measure  responsible  for 
results.  Our  membership  are  greatly  interested  in  Home  matters,  we  expect 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $150,000  for  this  purpose  and  as  soon  as  the  home  is 
completed  and  in  operation,  I  believe  that  inside  of  five  years  our  member¬ 
ship  will  be  doubled.” 

D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe:  “Our  showing  as  regards  membership 
is  not  up  to  our  expectations,  nevertheless  we  show  an  increase  and  the 
indications  are  that  the  present  year  is  going  to  show  a  much  more  satisfac¬ 
tory  increase  in  membership.” 

Georgia  Boyd,  Secretary :  “  At  the  end  of  1920  our  membership  showed 
an  increase  of  96  over  that  of  1919,  the  total  membership  being  5350.  We 
have,  at  the  present  time,  65  lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction,  with  the  prospect  of 
others  in  the  near  future. 

.  “  During  the  year  $10,000  has  been  raised  by  Rebekahs  of  Manitoba  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  new  Odd  Fellows’  Home.  Lodges  everywhere 
show  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  and  next  year’s  report  should  show  a 
decided  increase  in  membership.  Our  aim  this  year  is  to  raise  $15,000  more 
for  the  Home  furnishing  fund,  and  assist  our  brother  Odd  Fellows  in  their 
effort  to  raise  the  building.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary:  “  The  year  just 
closed  has  been  the  best  in  our  history;  our  net  gain  in  membership  being 
1063,  while  the  cash  assets  of  the  lodges  have  increased  $31,000,  and  three 
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new  lodges  have  been  added  to  our  roll.  The  interest  is  still  being  main¬ 
tained,  and  while  I  hardly  expect  as  great  an  increase  during  the  present 
year,  I  am  satisfied  that  our  next  report  will  show  substantial  progress.  Our 
Home  fund  was  increased  $14,266.06  during  the  year,  and  has  now  reached 
the  substantial  sum  of  $33,871.54,  and  we  expect  to  reach  the  $50,000  mark 
by  June  30.” 

Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe :  “  Our  report  shows  a  gain  of  309  mem¬ 
bers,  or  about  19  per  cent;  our  finances  also  appear  to  be  flourishing.  The 
prospects  for  this  year  appear  to  be  fully  as  bright  as  they  were  for  the  last.” 

Ida  M.  Pollard,  Secretary:  “  Every  lodge  in  our  Jurisdiction  is  desirous 
of  a  Home  for  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  are  putting  forth  every  effort  for 
this  object. 

“  At  present  we  have  $6747.15  toward  the  Home,  and  all  lodges  are 
sending  in  the  larger  sums  this  year  for  this  object. 

“We  have  become  affiliated  with  the  Association  of  Rebekah  Assemblies, 
and  two  of  our  members  have  the  honor  of  being  on  committees.  Two 
dormant  lodges  have  been  resuscitated,  and  one  new  one  organized,  with 
the  prospect  of  two  more.  Our  officers  realize  that  they  must  instruct  along 
practical  lines  and  the  lodges  must  be  encouraged  and  helped  to  realize 
their  responsibility;  hence  we  are  having  better  lodges  and  better  degree 
work.” 

Maryland. — Mrs.  Susan  Jones,  Secretary:  “  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  send 
this  brief  report  of  ‘  My  Maryland  ’  work.  The  centennial  year  to  us  was 
a  great  year,  and  those  who  gathered  with  us  to  honor  the  name  of  Wildey 
were  a  blessing  and  inspiration  to  us;  yet  the  question  came  frequently, 
why  has  Maryland  no  Home  for  its  needy?  And  as  we  answered,  there 
would  come  into  our  hearts  a  sadness  that  we  had  no  visible  Home,  but  we 
had  been  at  work,  and  are  now  so  rejoiced  that  we  will  soon  have  our  Home. 
One  of  the  delights  of  the  past  year  was  the  giving  and  receiving  of  funds 
for  our  Home,  and  at  the  session  of  our  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  at  the  roll 
call  of  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  in  April  last,  the  loving  sacrifice  of 
our  members  was  over  $120,000  laid  on  the  altar,  as  their  names  were  called, 
as  a  foundation;  with  more  constantly  coming.  We  hope  this  year  to  double 
this  amount.  The  increase  in  the  past  year,  under  the  leadership  of  our 
tireless  and  loyal  President,  Margaret  F.  Roberts,  was  12  lodges,  and  1768 
members,  and  the  good  to  lodges  who  were  indifferent  and  almost  on  the 
verge  of  surrender  cannot  be  estimated.  Our  Rebekahs  are  having  a  broader 
vision  of  the  privileges  of  our  beautiful  degree,  and  there  is  an  increase  of 
interest  in  all  the  deputies,  and  in  the  membership.  Death  has  visited  us 
this  past  year  and  taken  from  us  some  of  our  best  and  most  loyal  workers; 
we  will  miss  their  work,  and  the  influence  of  their  good  lives.” 

Massachusetts— George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  enclose  here¬ 
with  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  concerning  the 
subordinate  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1920.  It  is  the  best  report  in  every  respect  which  has  ever  been  submitted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  We  show  a  membership  of  70,300, 
which  is  a  net  gain  of  4984  for  the  year  1920. 

“  This  wonderful  and  unprecedented  gain  was  made  possible  by  reason 
of  the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  being  held  in  Boston 
last  September,  and  because  of  the  exceptional  service  which  was  rendered 
during  nine  months  of  the  year  by  Bro.  George  L.  Dolloff,  Grand  Master, 
in  anticipation  of  the  coming  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  Boston. 
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“  Our  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  were  considerably  less  than 
1  per  cent.  The  whole  number  withdrawn  was  also  less  than  1  per  cent, 
while  the  number  of  admissions  by  transfer  and  by  deposit  of  card  exceeded 
the  whole  number  of  withdrawals,  which  is  an  unusual  and  exceptional 
statement. 

“  The  average  membership  of  our  subordinate  lodges  throughout  the 
state  is  292,  and  these  lodges  have  total  invested  funds  amounting  to 
$3,292,110.74.  Never  has  the  general  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  state 
been  better  than  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  under  the  leadership  of 
our  present  Grand  Master,  Hon.  Silas  D.  Reed,  we  hope  and  expect  to  make 
equally  as  favorable  a  report  for  the  year  1921.” 

George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Scribe :  “  I  enclose  herewith  the  annual  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  the  best  report  in  every 
respect  which  has  ever  been  sent  to  you  from  this  office.  We  report  a  net 
gain  in  membership  of  1942,  which  is  the  largest  increase  in  the  history  of 
this  Grand  Encampment.  And  not  only  the  largest,  but  more  than  double 
the  greatest  gain  ever  heretofore  reported. 

“  Our  Grand  Patriarch,  Bro.  Herbert  A.  Holland,  reports  that  this  is 
due  to  the  harmony,  co-operation,  enthusiasm,  and  an  earnest  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  the  various  encampments  who  have  given  liberally 
of  their  time  and  energy  that  their  encampments  might  grow  in  stength 
and  influence. 

“  Sixty-seven  encampments  out  of  a  total  of  78  were  upon  the  ‘  honor  roll  ’ 
for  the  year  1920.  It  was  a  wonderful  year  for  all  branches  of  the  Order. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  an  equally  wonderful  record  for  this  present 
year  of  1921. 

“  We  are  to  institute  three  new  encampments  next  month,  each  with 
a  membership  of  100  or  more,  and  several  more  encampments  are  in  process 
of  formation.” 

Sarah  A.  Barry,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction 
were  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  at  the  present  time.  We 
made  a  gain  in  contributing  members  during  the  year  1920  of  4111.  Six 
new  lodges  will  have  been  instituted  from  May  5,  1920,  to  May  4,  1921.  On 
December  31,  1920,  our  membership  was  42,804.  The  lodges  are  still  taking 
in  large  classes  of  initiates  and  we  are  preaching  quality  before  quantity. 
We  are  as  much  interested  in  the  residents  of  the  Home  as  ever,  and  trying 
to  do  our  part  to  make  them  contented  and  happy.” 

Michigan. — Fred  A.  Rogers,  Grand  Secretary :  “  I  am,  indeed,  very  much 
pleased  to  report  that  the  1920  record  of  Michigan  Odd  Fellowship  shows 
a  net  gain  of  10,744,  which  is  by  far  the  greatest  increase  of  any  year  in  the 
history  of  our  Jurisdiction,  bringing  our  membership  up  to  something  over 
91,000.  A  gain  of  over  19,000  the  past  two  years  is  a  fairly  good  record. 
While  so  large  a  gain  is  most  gratifying,  the  real  cause  for  rejoicing  is  the 
fact  that  Michigan  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  promulgating  and  living  the 
principles  of  the  Order  in  such  a  manner  as  to  attract  these  thousands  of 
our  citizens  to  the  altars  of  our  great  Fraternity.” 

I.  G.  Reynolds,  Grand  Scribe :  “  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  faith¬ 
ful  patriarchs  we  are  able  to  report  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  5420  for 
the  year  1920,  and  we  are  hoping  for  another  splendid  gain  for  this  year.” 

Etta  M.  Smith,  Secretary:  “The  year  just  closed  and  the  work  so  far 
in  1921  is  very  gratifying. 
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“  The  membership  has  now  reached  56,638,  or  a  gain  of  5237  last  year. 
Nearly  all  lodges  are  doing  splendid  work  and  the  number  of  suspensions 
is  less  than  last  year. 

“  A  certificate  of  merit  is  given  by  the  President  this  year  to  the  lodges 
having  no  suspensions  during  the  terms  ending  December  31,  1920,  and  June 
30,  1921,  and  who  at  the  latter  date  have  no  members  who  are  more  than 
one  year  in  arrears  for  dues.  This  certificate  gives  special  credit  to  the 
financial  secretary.  Many  of  the  lodges  are  working  hard  to  possess  one 
of  these  certificates  and  with  splendid  success.,, 

Minnesota. — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary:  “  This  (my  34th)  annual 
report  shows  that  the  year  1920  was,  for  our  Jurisdiction,  the  most  pros¬ 
perous  one  in  its  history.  A  net  gain  of  2964  is  beyond  that  of  any  previous 
year.  I  attribute  this  result  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  initiations  was 
1000  greater  and  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  was 
perceptibly  less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  One  hundred  and  eighty-five 
of  our  255  lodges  show  gains  in  membership,  and  our  lodges  added  $199,791.08 
to  the  assets  of  the  Order  in  Minnesota.  Since  our  last  annual  session 
(June,  1920),  we  have  instituted  eight  subordinate  and  10  Rebekah  lodges, 
and  we  have  as  many  more  in  view  during  the  next  two  or  three  months. 
Since  January  1  the  work  and  enthusiasm  have  continued  unabated,  and 
the  present  year  of  1921  bids  fair  to  equal  if  not  largely  exceed  that  of  1920. 
We  confidently  anticipate  a  membership  of  30,000  on  December  31,  1921. 
Social  meetings  and  inter-visitations  of  lodges  have  largely  contributed  to 
intensify  the  work  and  stimulate  interest  in  the  Order.  A  ‘  drive  ’  is  on  for 
a  third  building  at  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  for  which  we  are  striving  for  a 
fund  of  $150,000  or  $200,000.  Like  several  other  Jurisdictions,  our  Home 
is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  a  third  building  is  badly  needed.  We 
are  now  caring  for  35  adults  and  54  children — 89  in  all.  Our  Rebekah 
sisters  are  still  taking  an  animated  and  motherly  interest  in  the  Home, 
and  have  done  many  little  things  to  make  life  at  the  Home  a  pleasure  and 
comfort  to  those  who  by  unfortuitous  circumstances  have  been  compelled 
to  take  up  a  residence  there.  All  branches  of  the  Order  in  Minnesota  are 
active  in  the  work,  and  consequently  everybody  is  happy  and  determined 
to  make  1921  the  banner  year  in  Minnesota.” 

M.  H.  McDivitt,  Grand  Scribe:  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Minnesota 
is  enjoying  the  greatest  era  of  prosperity  in  its  history.  During  the  past  two 
years  we  have  carried  on  a  campaign  of  education,  not  only  in  the  encamp¬ 
ments,  but  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  with  the  result  that  the  members  in 
Minnesota  are  awakening  to  the  value  of  the  Patriarchal  Order. 

“  For  the  10  years  from  1895  to  1905  the  net  gain  was  297.  For  the  15 
years  from  1905  to  1920  the  net  gain  was  1159.  For  the  one  year  of  1920,  the 
net  gain  was  1163.  The  year  of  1921  will  go  well  over  the  2000  mark.  We 
have  issued  charters  for  six  encampments  since  last  December  apd  have 
several  applications  pending. 

“  The  two  preceding  years  of  my  term  were  spent  in  reorganization  work, 
and  we  now  have  61  encampments,  with  no  drones  and  none  delinquent.” 

Lucy  Bolton,  Secretary:  “  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  has  had  the  greatest 
gain  in  the  history  of  the  Rebekah  degree  in  our  Jurisdiction.  The  net 
gain  for  1920  was  more  than  twice  as  many  as  last  year.  The  net  gain  is 
2252,  and  the  total  membership  December  31,  1920,  was  18,438,  of  whom 
12,797  were  sisters  and  5641  were  brothers.  Ten  new  lodges  have  been  insti¬ 
tuted  since  the  Assembly  met  last  June,  having  a  membership  of  422.  Two 
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more  lodges  are  ready  for  organization,  and  seven  or  eight  petitions  for 
others  are  pending.  We  expect  a  membership  of  20,000  by  the  time  our 
Assembly  meets  again.  There  were  80  lodges  on  the  roll  of  honor  for  having 
no  suspensions.  Ninety  lodges  are  on  the  roll  of  honor  for  gain  in  member¬ 
ship,  55  being  in  Class  A,  with  gains  varying  from  20  per  cent  to  118  per  cent; 
and  35  in  Class  B  with  gains  from  10  per  cent  to  20  per  cent.  Almost  $2000 
has  been  contributed  for  the  Home  fund,  besides  which,  many  have  sent 
generous  sums  for  the  building  fund.  There  were  655  sick  calls  reported,  and 
over  $1400  contributed  for  special  relief.” 

Mississippi. — Mrs.  Jennie  Staines,  Secretary:  I  think  we  have  every 
reason  to  feel  encouraged  as  we  instituted  one  lodge  and  organized  another 
last  year,  1920,  and  we  have  reinstituted  three  lodges  this  spring,  1921,  which 
gives  us  a  much  larger  membership  than  we  have  had  in  years.” 

Missouri. — Ben  Weidle,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
Missouri  has  continued  to  gain  in  membership  and  in  finances.  Our  lodges 
are  in  the  best  condition  they  have  been  in  for  many  years.  The  forward 
movement  began  a  few  years  ago,  and  continues  to  make  satisfactory 
advancement.  We  feel  that  we  have  gotten  to  that  point  where  we  can  move 
still  forward  until  we  reach  100,000  in  Missouri. 

“  Our  higher  education  fund  is  the  means  of  giving  great  assistance  to 
a  number  of  aspiring  children  who  have  been  educated  in  our  Home. 

Our  endowment  fund  is  growing  steadily,  and  the  outlook  for  Odd 
Fellowship  could  not  be  brighter.” 

Mrs.  Otillia  M.  Parker,  Secretary:  “Our  Jurisdiction  is  happy  to  report 
that  the  year  1920  was  a  very  successful  one.  The  term  closed  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  32,360,  showing  a  net  increase  of  2614. 

The  President,  Ethel  A.  Langford,  labored  unceasingly  to  promote  the 
healthy  growth  of  the  Order.  At  the  beginning  of  her  term  52  delinquent 
lodges  were  reported.  She  and  her  co-workers  spared  no  efforts  to  have 
these  lodges,  numbers  of  which  had  been  dormant  for  years,  become  active 
again,  or  to  cut  off  the  dead  branches.  As  a  result  35  charters  were  sur¬ 
rendered  and  6  consolidations  took  place.  And  it  is  exceedingly  gratifying 
to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the  term  there  was  no  lodge  delinquent  for 
more  than  one  year;  and  that  there  were  only  nine  lodges  which  failed  to 
forward  reports  and  tax  for  the  year  1920,  the  smallest  number  delinquent 
in  years. 

“  There  were  18  lodges  instituted,  but  due  to  the  pruning  of  dormant 
ones,  a  net  decrease  of  23  lodges  resulted;  leaving  the  total  number  of 

lodges,  477. 

“  On  the  honor  roll  of  lodges,  having  no  members  suspended  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  and  none  more  than  one  year  in  arrears,  19  are  recorded;  129 
lodges  are  listed  as  having  had  no  suspensions;  and  52  lodges  reported  a  net 
increase,  each,  of  over  20  members. 

“  The  Rebekahs  again  gave  evidence  of  their  loving  interest  in  the  Home 
at  Liberty  by  generous  contributions,  in  addition  to  the  regular  per  capita 
tax.  A  special  refurnishing  fund  was  raised,  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
amounting  to  $2319.27.” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe :  “  Consider¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  we  have  had  several  years  of  extreme  drought,  affecting 
a  large  portion  of  our  Jurisdiction  in  which  many  of  our  subordinate  lodges 
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are  situated  and  the  hard  times  and  financial  losses  resulting  therefrom  not 
only  to  our  members,  but  to  all  residents  of  the  affected  districts,  we  still 
show  a  net  increase  of  260  members  for  the  year  just  closed. 

“  Our  Grand  Lodge  officers  are  touring  the  Jurisdiction  as  I  write  and 
first  reports  from  them  indicate  a  prosperous  year  ahead  of  us. 

“  The  conditions  affecting  our  Jurisdiction  apply  to  the  Encampment 
branch  as  well,  but  we  are  able  to  show  a  net  increase  of  130  members  for 
1920  and  our  Grand  Encampment  officers,  after  a  trip  of  inspection,  report 
that  everywhere  this  branch  is  growing  and  should  show  a  good  substantial 
increase  in  membership  next  year.” 

Nellie  W.  Neill- Josselyn,  Secretary:  “The  year  1920  proved  to  be  one 
of  substantial  growth  in  membership  for  the  Rebekah  Lodges  of  Montana 
and  1921,  thus,  far,  is  keeping  up  the  good  record.  There  is  no  lack  of 
interest  in  any  part  of  our  State. 

“We  are  now  publishing,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Assembly,  a  monthly 
bulletin  which  is  assisting  the  work  greatly.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “We  are 
just  a  little  elated  over  our  showing  this  year  and  are  expecting  even 
greater  things  next  year.  Our  future  has  much  promise  for  us.  While  we 
are  doing  more  work,  we  are  also  doing  it  better  and  our  leaders  are 
laying  deep  and  strong  the  foundations  of  our  principles  in  every  locality 
where  our  banner  has  been  planted. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  shows  its  best  record 
to-day  and  activity  in  all  our  subordinates  is  most  noticeable.  We  seem 
to  be  coming  into  our  own,  and  are  ardently  hoping  for  the  time  to  come, 
when  every  Odd  Fellow  in  Nebraska  will  be  enrolled  a  patriarch. 

“  For  our  Rebekah  branch,  we  have  been  inclined  to  let  the  girls  sing 
their  own  song.  While  we  have  been  more  than  glad  to  join  in  the  refrain, 
‘  Home,  Sweet  Home,’  which  is  their  constant  hymn. 

“  Nebraska  is  making  no  great  effort  to  secure  a  home  endowment  fund, 
girls  and  boys  alike  rather  believing  that  the  knowledge  of  ample  provision 
for  Home  needs  would  only  tend  to  lessen  interest  in  its  care  and  main¬ 
tenance. 

“  In  our  present  plans  every  sister  and  brother  in  the  State  feels  a  per¬ 
sonal  interest  and  responsibility,  and  we  have  no  fear  that  the  number  of 
Home  residents  will  grow  out  of  proportion  to  our  Order’s  increase  in 
numerical  strength.” 

Emma  L.  Talbot,  Secretary :  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rebekah 
lodges  in  Nebraska  are  doing  splendid  work.  While  we  made  good  gains 
in  membership  in  1920,  large  classes  are  being  initiated  in  most  every  lodge 
and  I  look  for  even  a  larger  gain  in  1921.  You  see  the  President’s  slogan, 
20,000,  is  aiming  high. 

“  We  are  still  very  much  interested  in  our  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  at  York,  and  are 
doing  everything  for  the  pleasure  of  the  residents.  President  Harriet  G. 
Cain  is  planning  to  collect  $5000  this  year  to  build  a  swimming  pool  for  the 
children  at  the  Home. 

“We  are  ever  striving  to  make  our  lodges  a  credit  to  the  grandest  Order 
in  the  world.” 

Nevada. — William  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  gain  of  120  members  in  the  subordinate  branch 
of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  year  1920.  Since  January  1,  1921, 
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iwe  have  made  a  much  larger  gain  and  instituted  one  new  lodge.  The 
reports  of  the  Rebekah  branch  also  show  a  substantial  gain  for  the  past 
year,  and  a  new  lodge  is  expected  to  be  instituted  in  the  near  future. 

“  The  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  is  also  on  the  up  grade,  having  made 
a  gain  of  one  new  encampment  and  126  members  during  1920,  and  have 
already  instituted  another  encampment  this  year,  and  the  increase  of 
membership  will  exceed  at  least  200.” 

Miss  Lizzie  R.  Mudd,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  lodges  of  Nevada  are 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  Our  membership  has  made  a  good  gain 
this  last  year.  Lodges  that  have  not  taken  in  members  for  years  have  taken 
renewed  interest  and  are  initiating  new  members.  The  lodges  throughout 
the  State  are  working  for  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  peace  and  har¬ 
mony  prevail.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary:  “In  presenting  the 
usual  formal  reports  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I  take  opportunity  also, 
to  speak  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction:  Again 
New  Hampshire  ‘  goes  over  the  top,’  beating  its  own  record  of  1919  in  the 
matter  of  initating  more  Odd  Fellows  than  ever  before  in  its  history.  And 
while  the  lead  of  1920  was  small  (only  10),  it  is  especially  gratifying  to 
forge  ahead  of  the  previous  year  which  gave  extra  results  by  reason  of 
the  impetus  that  the  centennial  year  of  the  Order  awakened.  In  summariz¬ 
ing  the  returns  for  the  past  year,  we  find  the  following  results:  There  were 
initiated  into  the  several  lodges  1098  and  137  were  added  by  card,  etc., 
making  a  total  of  1235  additions.  The  deductions  were  201  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  318  by  death,  160  by  card,  etc.,  totaling  679,  leaving  a  membership 
of  16,  353  at  close  of  1920 — a  net  gain  of  545  for  the  year.  There  were  eight 
of  the  104  lodges  in  the  State  that  did  not  initiate  during  the  year.  Of  the 
96  that  were  more  or  less  active,  11  initiated  25  or  more;  nine  went  20  or 
better  and  seven  show  between  15  and  20  candidates. 

“  The  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  was  equally  prosperous,  showing  a  net 
gain  of  594,  with  a  total  of  17,489  and  thus  keeping  practically  a  thousand 
members  ahead  of  the  subordinate  lodge  membership — a  condition  which 
no  other  Jurisdiction  can  boast  of,  and  one  of  which  our  Rebekahs  are 
justly  proud.” 

Hendrick  A.  Currier,  Grand  Scribe:  “  The. Encampment  branch  in  New 
Hampshire  has  made  a  very  substantial  gain  during  the  past  year  of  538 
members.  This  is  the  largest  gain  ever  made  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  the 
prospects  are  exceedingly  good  for  a  large  gain  in  1921.” 

Martha  L.  Sargent,  Secretary:  “Regardless  of  the  reconstruction  period, 
the  condition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  New  Hampshire  is 
exceedingly  gratifying.  We  have  had  no  increase  in  number  of  lodges,  but 
a  substantial  increase  in  membership.  During  the  past  year  we  added  a 
goodly  sum  to  the  Orphans  Home  fund  which  is  steadily  increasing.  The 
most  cordial  peace  and  harmony  exists  among  all  branches  of  the  Order  and 
the  future  is  full  of  promise.” 

New  Jersey. — Hairy  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary:  “  The  past  year  has  been 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  our  Order  in  this  State.  Largest  net 
increase  in  membership  ever  recorded,  while  the  work  of  the  Order  has 
steadily  progressed  in  every  department  of  our  activities.” 

Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe:  “  For  the  Encampment  branch  of  New 
Jersey,  I  am  proud  to  state,  that  every  prospective  condition,  outlined  in 
my  report  of  last  year,  has  been  more  than  fulfilled. 
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“  The  slogan  of  Grand  Patriarch  John  Drechsler,  ‘  Not  less  than  1000  net 
gain  in  membership/  has  become  a  positive  reality;  we  have  admitted  by 
initiation  1313  brethren,  and  I  am  much  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  net 
gain  for  1920  of  1085  patriarchs.  This,  of  course,  represents  the  largest 
accession  ever  before  recorded  since  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  New  Jersey. 

“  The  supplementary  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  for  the  term  January  1  to 
April  30  of  this  year  will  show  an  additional  gain  of  150  to  200,  all  of  which 
is  most  gratifying,  and  speaks  volumes  for  the  earnest  work  and  devotion 
to  the  cause  displayed  by  the  administrative  staff  of  the  Jurisdiction  under 
the  most  efficient  leadership  of  the  Grand  Patriarch. 

“  May  the  good  work  continue  and  ‘  go  on.’  ” 

Ida  S.  Dixon,  Secretary:  “  The  Rebekahs  of  New  Jersey  feel  very  proud 
of  the  success  they  have  achieved  during  the  past  year,  and  look  forward 
to  even  a  better  gain  for  next  year.  We  have  instituted  four  lodges  and 
expect  another  one  in  the  near  future.  We  have  a  membership  of  5429  up 
to  January  1,  1921.  Two  lodges  that  have  been  dormant  for  some  time  were 
revived  last  year  and  initiating  new  members  and  reinstating  old  members. 
It  seems  renewed  interest  is  general  throughout  the  State.  We  now  have 
68  lodged.” 

New  Mexico. — C.  Bert  Smith,  Grand  Secretary:  “ The  Order  in  this  State 
is  in  fine  condition,  upwards  of  75  per  cent  of  the  lodges  made  a  gain,  both  in 
membership  and  finances,  during  the  last  year. 

“  Our  efficient  and  well  beloved  Grand  Master,  L.  E.  Byrne,  has  visited 
during  the  last  few  months  practically  all  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
and  just  now  we  are  beginning  to  feel  the  results  of  his  visits  in  orders  for 
supplies,  in  letters  to  this  office  stating  they  are  taking  on  new  life  and 
expect  to  do  more  for  the  Order  than  ever  before. 

“  At  the  last  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  minimum  initiation  and 
degree  fees  were  raised,  which  action  possibly  in  a  very  few  instances  affected 
the  weaker  lodges  in  the  inland  towns  or  villages,  yet  seems  to  have  stimu¬ 
lated  the  larger  lodges  to  greater  endeavor,  as  it  has  been  universally  felt 
that  we  have  cheapened  the  Order,  by  keeping  the  dues  and  fees  down  to 
such  low  rates. 

“We  therefore  look  forward  with  bright  hopes  to  the  future  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  New  Mexico.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary:  “I  am  happy  to  say  that 
every  department  of  our  Fraternity  in  this  State  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
As  you  will  note  from  report,  the  increase  in  membership  during  1920  was 
9376.  I  believe  that  when  the  reports  for  1921  are  filed  they  will  show  that 
the  progress  of  1920  has  been  maintained  if  not  surpassed  during  the  present 
year.” 

Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe:  “Enclosed  herewith  find  annual  report  of 
Grand  Encampment  of  New  York,  which  you  will  be  glad  to  see  shows 
activity  in  this  Jurisdiction,  the  gain  for  the  year  being  3460. 

“  From  all  accounts  that  I  receive  from  different  parts  of  the  State  there 
is  much  enthusiasm  among  the  patriarchs,  and  am  in  hopes  that  the  next 
report  will  exceed  in  gain  that  of  1920.” 

Miss  Agnes  E.  Rogers,  Secretary :  “  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most, 
successful  for  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The 
gain  of  nearly  7000  in  membership,  the  institution  of  16  new  lodges,  the 
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voluntary  contribution  of  nearly  $3000  for  our  State  Home,  and  the  great 
interest  manifested  in  the  utility  sale  to  be  conducted  at  the  Assembly  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Assembly  Home  Fund,  show  most  encouraging  prospects 
for  continuing  interest  in  our  great  Fraternity.  The  new  Home  is  to  be 
splendidly  located,  and  we  hope  to  see  definite  action  very  soon.  The  work 
in  the  lodges  shows  that  thought  and  care  is  taken  in  its  perfection,  and  it 
is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  report  an  upward  trend  in  all  our  lodge  activities.” 

North  Carolina. — John  D.  Berry,  Grand  Secretary:  “  In  transmitting  the 
annual  report  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  I  regret  that  we  do  not  show  a  substantial 
gain  in  membership.  However,  we  believe  that  a  brighter  day  has  dawned 
for  Odd  Fellowship  in  North  Carolina.  We  have  had  several  handicaps  to 
overcome  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  10  years,  and  I  believe  that  we 
are  now  building  on  a  solid  foundation. 

“  Our  recent  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  was  the  most  enthusiastic  and 
optimistic  meeting  we  have  had  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  many  years.  The 
spirit  of  fraternal  optimism  prevailed  and  everybody  went  away  with  a 
determination  to  ‘  Carry  on  ”  during  the  coming  year.  We  had  splendid 
exemplifications  of  the  four  subordinate  lodge  degrees  and  of  the  Rebekah 
degree,  which  stimulated  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  among  those  in  attend¬ 
ance.  Considerable  interest  is  now  being  manifested  in  the  organization  of 
degree  teams.  The  ‘  Seven  men  degree  team,’  which  was  originated  by 
Past  Grand  John  H.  Teckenbrock,  of  Indianapolis,  was  introduced  into  our 
Jurisdiction  last  year,  and  we  are  beginning  to  reap  some  of  the  fruits  of 
this  splendid  plan.  Not  only  are  ‘  Seven  men  teams  ’  being  organized  all 
over  the  State,  but  larger  teams,  and  we  are  stressing  the  importance  of 
better  degree  work,  which  is  bound  to  bring  results.  We  hope  to  report 
a  large  gain  in  numbers  during  the  year  1921.” 

Miss  Pattie  E.  Beck,  Secretary:  “  The  Rebekah  branch  in  North  Carolina 
has  just  closed  a  very  gratifying  year’s  work.  While  we  have  lost  one  lodge, 
six  new  ones  have  been  organized  and  one  reorganized.  Nine  lodges  report 
no  suspensions.  The  members  have  responded  loyally  to  all  calls  made  by 
the  President.  Harmony  and  good  will  prevail,  and  a  great  interest  in  our 
Home  is  being  shown  by  the  Rebekahs.” 

North  Dakota. — Don  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary:  “We  feel  well  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  progress  made  in  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past 
year.  The  conditions,  financially,  have  not  been  as  good  as  we  would 
like  to  have  had  them,  but  notwithstanding  this,  we  have  made  a  net  gain 
of  600  in  membership,  and  have  established  two  new  subordinate  lodges. 
We  have  the  matter  of  locating  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  under  consideration, 
and  that  will  likely  be  settled  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
We  have  in  the  general  Home  fund  about  $70,000,  and  have  collected  over 
$20,000  of  the  first  installment  of  our  endowment  fund.  The  money  is  all 
well  invested  in  interest-bearing  securities.  We  have  paid  out  from  income 
from  investments  over  $3500  for  aid  to  worthy  people  in  the  Order.  The 
spirit  amongst  the  members  is  fine,  and  with  few  exceptions  the  lodges  are 
quite  active.” 

Chas.  H.  Lee,  Grand  Scribe :  “  In  sending  in  my  report  this  year  I  am  very 
sure  you  will  be  pleased  to  note  the  big  increase — big  for  North  Dakota — 
of  between  four  and  five  hundred,  and  the  institution  of  two  new  encamp¬ 
ments.  From  reports  sent  in  to  this  office,  the  report  for  1921  will  be  still 
larger,  and  this,  too,  in  the  face  of  the  greatest  financial  crisis  that  has  ever 
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struck  this  Jurisdiction.  But  the  whole  Order  is  growing  wonderfully,  why 
should  not  the  encampment  branch  get  its  share?  The  scribes  the  past  year 
have  sent  in  the  reports  in  good  shape  and  on  time,  with  one  or  two  excep¬ 
tions,  and  this  is  encouraging.  It  shows  that  the  whole  body  of  Patriarchs 
have  been  alive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  and  desirous  of  its 
growth.” 

Georgia  M.  Packard,  Secretary:  “  North  Dakota  Odd  Fellowship  has  made 
wonderful  advancement  during  the  past  year. 

“  Six  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  and  two  delinquent  lodges  were 
reinstated,  the  total  gain  in  membership  for  the  term  ending  December  31 

1920,  is  849. 

“  Donations  to  the  Home  fund  about  $1500. 

“  Home  fund  tax  received  with  reports  has  reached  $504.38  during  the 
term  for  1920. 

“  Our  total  State  membership  at  the  close  of  term  December  31,  1920,  was: 
brothers  1775,  sisters  3350,  total  5125. 

“We  feel  that  the  year  just  passed  has  proved  to  be  well  worth  our  efforts 
and  the  increase  in  membership  and  money  very  gratifying. 

“  We  can  report  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  our  North  Dakota  Home  that 
the  matter  of  location  is  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  with  full  power  to  act. 
We  have  $70,000  in  fund  for  establishment  and  $22,000  of  our  $165,000 
endowment  fund  collected  and  invested.” 

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  Odd  Fellows  of  this 
Jurisdiction  are  somewhat  1  chesty,’  and  justly  so,  over  the  magnificent 
showing  of  the  past  two  years,  and  especially  so  over  the  decided  increase 
in  membership  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920,  over  that  of  the 
year  previous.  One  year  ago  we  thought  we  had  reached  the  summit  in  gain 
with  an  increase  of  4223,  but  we  certainly  went  ‘  Over  the  top  ’  during  1920 — 
our  subordinate  reports  for  that  year  showing  a  gain  in  our  membership  of 
5450,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  Ohio  Odd  Fellowship,  and  giving  us  a  total 
membership  of  100,285. 

“  While  we  cannot  hope  to  equal  the  good  work  of  the  last  two  years  in 

1921,  our  Brotherhood  is  not  ‘Laying  down  on  the  job.’  We  will  not  have 
any  loss  to  report  next  year.” 

F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe:  “The  encampments  of  Ohio  are  in  better 
condition  both  financially  and  numerically  at  this  report  than  they  have 
ever  been.  The  net  gain  in  finances  is  over  $33,000,  and  in  membership 
we  have  a  net  gain  of  2936  members.  At  the  close  of  the  year  not  a  single 
encampment  was  overdrawn  in  its  treasury,  which  indicates  the  prosperous 
condition  generally  prevailing.  The  present  outlook,  even  with  the  business 
depression  prevalent  over  the  State,  is  of  the  very  best  and  we  are  assured 
of  another  good  year  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Mrs.  Emma  M.  Bell,  Secretary:  “  Ohio  Rebekahs  are  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition;  the  year  1920  showing  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  nearly  5000, 
which  bears  out  our  prediction  of  last  year;  and  judging  from  the  sale  of 
petitions  for  membership  from  this  office  since  January  the  increase  for  1921 
bids  fair  to  surpass  the  1920  record. 

“  During  the  year  13  new  lodges  have  been  added  to  the  list  and  we  still 
have  five  more  to  institute. 

“  A  tile  floor  with  marble  base  has  been  placed  in  the  Home  at  Springfield 
at  a  cost  of  $7000,  which  the  Rebekahs  have  succeeded  in  raising  and  the 
full  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Ohio.  We  still  have  a 
very  nice  little  balance  on  hand.” 
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Oklahoma. — G.W.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  Order  is  in  the  best  shape 
in  Oklahoma  at  the  present  time  that  it  has  ever  been.  Our  net  gain  in  1920 
was  a  little  less  than  5000  and  everything  is  still  moving  in  the  right  direction. 
The  coming  of  the  automobile  has  put  a  large  number  of  our  small  lodges 
out  of  business,  but  our  membership  has  not  suffered  as  a  result.  We  have 
140  less  lodges  than  we  had  10  years  ago  and  15,000  more  members.  Our 
Grand  Masters  do  not  permit  a  new  lodge  to  start  unless  they  guarantee 
a  membership  of  not  less  than  30  at  the  close  of  their  first  meeting,  none 
of  whom  were  admitted  for  the  sole  purpose  of  enabling  the  lodge  to  be 
organized.” 

H.  A.  Herwig,  Grand  Scribe :  “  The  Oklahoma  encampments  began  the 
year  1919  with  2056  members  and  closed  with  2939,  a  net  increase  of  883. 
The  prediction  made  then,  that  this  record  would  be  outdone  in  1920, 
has  been  amply  verified,  for  we  closed  that  year  with  4579  members,  a  net 
increase  of  1640.  Our  finances  and  quality  of  degree  work  has  kept  pace 
with  our  membership,  or  rather,  our  membership  and  finances  keep  pace 
with  the  quality  of  our  degree  work.  There  is  no  diminution  in  our  activity.” 

Martha  E.  Reger,  Secretary:  “I  am  pleased  to  report  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Oklahoma  in  a  very  active  and  prosperous  condition.  Annual 
reports  show  the  total  membership  17,772,  a  net  gain  for  1920  of  3131.  We 
have  organized  31  new  lodges  and  with  very  few  exceptions  all  lodges  are 
very  active  and  making  large  gains  in  membership.  The  association  meet¬ 
ings  being  held  in  all  parts  of  the  State  report  large  attendance,  and  interest 
good.  These  conditions,  with  the  untiring  zeal  and  activity  of  our  President, 
Mrs.  Helen  Taggart,  give  us  assurance  of  the  largest  gains  of  our  history  for 
1921.  Our  Rebekah  lodges  gave  to  the  Homes  $2272.49,  besides  much  bed¬ 
ding  and  clothing  not  included  in  reports.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  two 
Homes  and  the  interest  of  the  Jurisdiction  centers  in  them.” 

Ontario. — William  Brooks,  Grand  Secretary:  “  I  have  pleasure  in  sending 
you  herewith  a  summary  of  the  work  of  our  subordinate  lodges  in  this 
Jurisdiction  for  the  year  1920.  It  is  rather  difficult  in  a  few  words  to 
give  you  any  reasonable  idea  of  all  that  has  been  accomplished,  but  from 
my  report  you  will  note  that  splendid  headway  has  been  made.  Our 
initiations  for  the  year  numbered  5442,  and  after  taking  into  account  all 
losses,  the  net  gain  for  the  year  was  3360.  The  general  condition  of  our 
lodges  is  particularly  good,  and  everywhere  throughout  the  Jurisdiction 
there  is  a  feeling  of  confidence  and  optimism. 

“One  of  our  most  outstanding  accomplishments  in  recent  months  is  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  our  Home.  A  year  ago  we  found  that  our 
accommodation  was  taxed  to  the  limit  and  that  additional  provision  would 
have  to  be  made.  At  our  last  session  of  Grand  Lodge,  legislation  was  passed 
whereby  an  assessment  of  $2  was  placed  upon  each  individual  member  of  the 
subordinate  branch  of  our  Order,  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  quarterly  install¬ 
ments  of  25  cents  each;  and  with  this  assurance  of  the  necessary  financial 
support,  the  Home  Board  immediately  took  steps  to  provide  additional  build¬ 
ings.  The  addition  to  our  main  building  has  some  50  additional  rooms,  and 
we  have  provided,  in  a  separate  building,  a  splendid  infirmary,  which  will 
meet  all  our  requirements  in  this  connection  for  some  years  to  come.  The 
work  has  been  so  rapidly  pushed  forward  that  we  expect  to  have  the  new 
buildings  ready  for  occupancy  not  later  than  June  1  of  this  year. 

“  The  cost  of  the  new  buildings  with  furnishings,  etc.,  will  be  about 
$110,000,  and  one  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  whole  thing  is  that 
we  will  not  have  a  single  dollar  of  mortgage  indebtedness  standing  against 
the  property. 
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“  Naturally  we  are  looking  forward  with  every  confidence  to  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September  in  such  a  way  as  to  have 
all  visiting  brothers  go  back  to  their  homes  from  the  session  feeling  that 
they  have  had  a  real  good  time  in  the  city  of  Toronto.” 

Miss  Violet  Pearce,  Secretary :  “  The  Rebekah  branch  in  Ontario  is  flour¬ 
ishing  well;  and  since  the  last  annual  session  in  June,  1920,  14  lodges  have 
been  instituted,  all  with  a  good  membership.  We  have  six  others  to  be 
instituted  before  we  again  meet  in  annual  session.  The  lodges,  as  a  whole, 
are  taking  a  better  grasp  of  the  work,  and  much  more  attention  is  being 
paid  to  perfecting  themselves  in  the  ritualistic  work,  and  to  visiting  among 
the  sick. 

“  The  membership  on  December  31,  1920,  was  7484  brothers,  13,815  sisters, 
a  total  of  21,299;  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  1882.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary:  “Inclosed  find  annual  report 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  year  ending  December  31,  1920,  showing 
a  net  gain  of  2557,  total  membership  of  25,109,  and  assets  of  $2,022,567.27. 
The  past  year  developed  a  magnificent  harvest  for  all  secret  orders,  and  we 
reaped  our  full  share.” 

Mrs.  Ora  Cosper,  Secretary :  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order  is  most  prosperous  in  the  State  of  Oregon.  In  fact, 
we  are  enjoying  a  real  boom,  as  our  gains  have  been  unprecedented. 

“  Three  new  lodges  have  been  added  and  we  closed  the  fiscal  year  with 
a  membership  of  23,036,  a  gain  of  2990  over  the  previous  year. 

“  Lodges  have  contributed  over  $1000  to  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  Home,  for  a  fund 
for  music  lessons  for  our  children  residing  there. 

“We  have  had  a  capable  corps  of  officers  and  all  have  worked  for  the 
very  best  interests  of  the  Order.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  Jurisdiction  of 
Pennsylvania  is  enjoying  the  proud  distinction  of  having  reached  her 
‘  centennial  ’  year  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Pennsylvania  Lodge, 
No.  1,  was  instituted  in  1821,  at  what  was  then  Upton’s  Tavern,  located  on 
Dock  Street,  this  city,  and  from  that  time  on  we  have  been  steadily  increas¬ 
ing,  until  to-day  the  one  lodge  has  grown  into  1130  lodges  and  the  five 
members  who  formed  themselves  into  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
have  grown  until  on  the  first  of  January,  1921,  we  numbered  202,758  brothers 
in  our  Order. 

“We  have  made  great  strides  since  our  last  report  to  you,  and  from  indL 
cations  and  reports  coming  constantly  to  the  office,  the  movement  is  still  on. 
Our  financial  increases  are  keeping  pace  with  the  numerical  increase  in  our 
Order,  and  our  lodges  to-day  are  in  a  better  condition  financially  than  they 
have  been  in  many  years  past. 

“  Above  all  this,  however,  is  the  growing  spirit  of  fraternity  which  seems 
to  permeate  the  membership  of  our  several  lodges  in  a  stronger  degree  than 
ever  before,  and  which  is  making  itself  felt  in  our  grand  old  Keystone  State, 
and  we  believe,  also,  in  matters  that  are  of  national  interest.” 

Hattie  M.  Ritter,  Secretary:  “  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you 
that  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Pennsylvania  has  surpassed  all  expectations  the 
last  year.  Never  in  the  history  of  Pennsylvania  has  this  branch  of  our 
Order  been  so  prosperous. 

“  Our  statistics  show  that  from  December,  1919,  to  December,  1920,  we 
have  had  a  gain  of  6227,  making  our  membership  December  1,  1920,  40,049. 
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To  the  present  writing  35  Rebekah  lodges  have  been  instituted  since  May  1 
1920,  with  a  total  membership  of  over  1500.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  the 
majority  of  these  lodges  instituted  the  last  two  years  have  made  their 
initiation  fee  from  one  to  five  dollars.  The  largest  number  of  charter 
members  on  the  lodges  instituted  last  year  was  177. 

“  Lodges  that  have  been  dormant  for  years  have  revived  and  taken  on  new 
life  and  initiating  classes  of  candidates.  The  good  work  is  continuing  and 
we  are  hoping  that  when  the  statistics  are  made  up  in  December,  1921  that 
our  membership  will  have  reached  50,000.” 

Quebec.— W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Scribe :  “lam  pleased  to  report  that  the 
forward  movement,  started  during  the  previous  year,  continued  during  1920 
and  we  are  able  to  report  a  15  per  cent  gain  for  the  year,  but  we  did  not 
achieve  all  we  hoped  for.  The  progress,  however,  may  be  considered  satis¬ 
factory. 

'T>u^riS .Elizabeth  Spencer,  Secretary:  “We  have  had  a  very  successful  year 
Ihe  lodges,  with  very  few  exceptions,  all  report  a  gain  in  membership  and 
no  members  in  arrears  for  dues.  Our  suspension  list  has  decreased  as  a 
consequence.  We  have  instituted  two  new  lodges  since  January  1. 

“  We  close  our  Assembly  year  with  33  lodges  and  a  membership  of  2485.” 

Rhode  Island.  Kirtland  H.  Wilson,  Grand  Secretary:  “  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  report  the  subordinate  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  in  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition.  Our  gain  last  year,  while  not  as  large  as  that  for  the  year  1919,  was 
nevertheless  a  most  satisfactory  one.  Our  membership  is  progressive  and 
we  are  now  making  plans  for  an  Odd  Fellows’  Temple,  to  be  located  in 
Providence.  It  is  planned  to  make  it  a  State  building,  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Grand  Lodg6.  Bonds  aro  being  sold  to  the  members,  and  the  manner 
in  which  they  are  subscribing  indicates  their  earnest  interest  in  the  Order 
We  hope  the  year  1921  will  exceed  that  of  1920  in  membership  increase.” 

Kirtland  H.  Wilson,  Grand  Scribe:  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  in 
1920  we  made  the  largest  net  gain  in  our  history.  Our  encampments  are 
admitting  young  and  active  members,  and  this  fact  indicates  a  continued 
growth.  We  are  going  ahead  with  our  plans  to  make  1921  even  better  than 
1920  for  this  branch  of  our  Order.” 

Saskatchewan.— Geo.  M.  Baird,  Grand  Secretary:  “Due  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  adverse  crop  conditions  in  many  sections  of  the  Jurisdiction,  we  are 
not  able  to  report  so  favorably  for  the  year  1920  as  for  past  years.’  Many 
lodges  had  been  holding  members  in  arrears  with  the  hope  that  they  would 
settle  them  up,  and  retain  their  membership. 

“  However,  the  returns  for  December  31  show  that  they  had  applied  the 
suspension  act  and  cut  off  the  dead  timber.  As  a  result  our  net  gain  for  the 
year  was  but  397,  with  a  total  membership  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  9745 
The  suspensions  were  719  for  1920  as  compared  with  408  for  1919,  but  the 
majority  of  the  lodges  are  showing  an  increasing  activity,  and  we  are  looking 
for  the  present  year  to  make  amends  for  the  past  one.  Five  new  lodges 
were  instituted  in  1920,  with  a  good  number  of  live  prospects  in  view 
for  1921. 

M.  H.  Anderson,  Grand  Scribe:  During  the  year  1920  we  experienced  a 
period  of  prosperity  that  has  placed  our  Branch  in  an  enviable  position. 
The  net  increase  being  about  136.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  institute  another 
encampment,  and  with  bright  prospects  for  further  institutions  we  feel  quite 
optimistic  of  a  continued  increase.” 
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Mrs.  M.  H.  Anderson,  Secretary:  “  Again  our  branch  of  the  Order  in  the 
Prairie  Province  is  able  to  report  progress.  We  have  instituted  10  lodges, 
have  applications  for  charters  out  for  13  more  which  we  expect  to  institute  as 
soon  as  seeding  is  done. 

“  Last  year  our  gain  was  very  small,  but  this  year  we  can  report  a  gain  of 
777,  which  we  hope  will  be  our  lucky  number. 

“  All  our  lodges  are  in  splendid  financial  condition,  and  with  times  coming 
back  to  normal  this  year  should  be  the  ‘  best  yet.’ 

“  The  Rebekah  Assembly  meets  in  Regina  this  year  on  June  1  and  2,  and 
we  expect  to  have  a  record  meeting,  as  the  different  lodges  are  coming  in 
for  degree  competition.  As  this  is  the  first  time  we  have  ever  tried  anything 
in  this  line  we  are  looking  for  good  results,  and  expect  this  work  will  be  an 
inspiration  to  the  smaller  lodges,  and  a  great  help  to  us  all,  as  we  are  never 
to  old  to  learn  lessons  from  the  wTork  of  our  beloved  Order.” 

South  Carolina. — L;  N.  Zealy,  Grand  Scribe:  “  I  am  delighted  to  report 
that  all  local  encampments  have  reported  and  we  have  made  a  gain  of  55  in 
membership,  and  also  in  finances,  and  with  a  bright  outlook  for  the  present 
year.  There  is  more  interest  being  taken  by  the  members  and  we  look  to 
the  institution  of  at  least  one  new  encampment  and  perhaps  more,  as  we 
sxpect  to  have  the  influence  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  end.” 

Mrs.  P.  E.  Hardy,  Secretary:  “Will  report  that  we  have  nine  Rebekah 
lodges  in  this  State,  membership  377.  We  have  just  been  reorganized  one 
year  and  hope  to  have  more  to  report  next  year.”' 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “  It 
is  with  pleasure  that  I  transmit  my  annual  reports,  making  a  good  showing 
for  South  Dakota  for  1920  in  all  three  branches  of  the  Order.  The  year  was 
a  prosperous  one  in  every  way.  and  the  prospects  for  1921  at  this  time  are 
for  a  still  greater  gain  all  along  the  line. 

“  Our  net  gain  in  subordinate  lodges  was  1723,  Rebekah  lodges,  1730,  and 
encampments  1031.  The  total  persons  belonging  to  the  Order  in  South 
Dakota  is  25,409. 

“  Many  of  the  lodges  own  their  own  halls  and  others  are  preparing  to  build 
or  acquire  homes  of  their  own.  Financially  our  lodges  are  in  fine  condition, 
the  invested  funds  of  subordinate  lodges  amounting  to  $672,359.41. 

“  Our  Home  continues  in  first-class  condition  attracting  more  attention 
year  by  year,  and  is  the  only  fraternal  home  in  South  Dakota. 

“  Our  Rebekah  lodges  deserve  much  credit  for  their  zeal  and  earnest 
work,  and  at  the  present  rate  will  soon  equal  or  excel  the  subordinate 
membership.” 

Tennessee. — Miss  Annie  J.  Grosmann,  Secretary:  “  I  am  pleased  to  state 
that  the  Rebekahs  in  Tennessee  are  growing  slowly  but  surely,  from  October, 
1919,  to  October,  1920,  we  had  an  increase  of  14  new  lodges  and  three  reor¬ 
ganized. 

“  The  members  are  taking  more  interest  in  the  work  and  are  more  anxious 
to  do  their  work  well  from  the  many  inquiries  I  receive. 

“  The  members  are  working  harder  for  the  Home  than  ever  before. 
Peace  and  harmony  abound  among  our  members,  and  we  feel  sure  that 
more  will  be  accomplished,  as  the  prospects  are  good  for  continued  growth.”

Texas. — E.  Q.  Vestal,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am  glad 
to  inform  you  that  the  subordinate  and  encampment  branches  of  Odd 
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Fellowship  in  Texas  are  in  splendid  condition.  In  fact,  both  branches  now 
have  the  largest  membership  and  in  1920  had  the  largest  gain  in  the  history 
of  the  organization  in  Texas,  and  indications  since  January  1  are  that  we  are 
going  to  have  another  splendid  year.  Great  enthusiasm  seems  to  prevail 
and  the  membership,  we  are  pleased  to  note,  is  taking  a  great  interest  in 
making  themselves  proficient  in  all  lines  of  the  work  in  the  Order. 

“We  feel  that  we  are  now  receiving  a  growth  that  is  to  be  permanent  and 
will  continue  in  the  years  to  come.” 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary :  “  During  the  year  there  have  been  31 
new  lodges  organized  and  38  dormant  ones  placed  on  the  roster  of  live 
lodges  again.  There  are  14,093  members  in  good  standing,  a  gain  over  last 
year  of  1741,  a  total  gain  of  members  in  the  past  year  of  2839.  The  death 
rate  was  less  the  past  year  than  in  many  years.  The  loss  by  suspension  less, 
and  by  transfer  greater,  but  all  in  the  Order. 

“The  meeting  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  held  in  Waco  March  21  and  22, 
was  one  of  interest,  and  the  Secretary’s  report  was  full  of  glad  tidings  for 
the  Order.  It  showed  a  great  amount  of  work  done  by  her,  and  that  many 
new  lodges  had  been  added  to  the  roster  and  many  of  the  old  ones  brought 
to  life  by  her  efforts. 

“  The  special  taxes  were  raised  from  10  cents  per  member  a  year  to  20 
cents,  and  the  per  capita  tax  to  $1.80  a  year  instead  of  $1.60  a  year. 

“A  contribution  was  given  to  the  Ex-Student’s  Association  of  $114.30, 
the  amount  being  made  up  in  a  few  moments  by  the  members  present. 

“  The  President’s  report  showed  she  had  by  contributions  from  lodges  and 
associations  over  the  state  placed  70  mattresses  in  the  Home  at  Corsicana. 

“  All  reports  showed  activity  in  the  Order,  and  all  seemed  willing  to  work 
for  a  greater  future  in  the  Order.” 

Utah. — Chas.  A.  Stain,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  47th  annual  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  held  April  18  to  21,  has  passed  into  history  and  we 
are  now  on  our  journey  into  another  year.  Our  session  was  a  splendid  one. 
While  our  Jurisdiction  is  small  in  numbers,  the  spirit  of  our  Fraternity  is 
felt  in  almost  every  town  and  hamlet  in  the  State. 

“  I  am  more  than  pleased  to  report  that  our  net  gain  is  339  and  four  new 
lodges  for  the  past  year.  This  has  given  us  great  hope  for  the  future.  At 
this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Past  Grand  W.  F.  House,  of  Corinne 
Lodge,  No.  4,  presented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  with  one  hundred  acres 
of  land,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  fertile  valleys  in  the  State,  for  the  purpose 
of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home.  Our  Grand  Representatives,  P.  P.  Christensen 
and  E.  H.  Smith,  are  standing  for  small  cottage  homes,  to  be  built  from  time 
to  time  as  they  will  be  needed  and  with  this  large  tract  of  land  within  four 
miles  from  a  sugar  factory,  will  make  this  cottage  home  plan  self-supporting. 

“  The  efforts  made  by  our  Grand  Lodge  officers  have  been  arduous,  the 
retiring  Greand  Master,  Dr.  Harry  Phillips,  as  well  as  the  Grand  Secretary, 
visited  evey  lodge  in  the  State  with  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives.  This  Jurisdiction  has  had  a  splendid  business  administration,  and  our 
incoming  Grand  Master,  Harvey  Cluff,  present  attorney  general,  has  taken 
hold  of  the  reins  of  government  of  the  Order  this  coming  year  with  the 
same  spirit  and  ambition  as  the  outgoing  Grand  Master. 

“  During  the  past  year  the  Home  Board  has  expended  the  sum  of  $1388.75 
for  relief  of  worthy  brothers  and  sisters  of  various  lodges  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction,  and  they  have  now  net  resources  of  $30,368.86  which  are  mostly 
out  on  loans,  at  from  7  to  8  per  cent  interest,  secured  by  mortgages  on 
valuable  real  estate.” 
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Vermont— Frank  W.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  Grand  Lodge 
Session,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Vermont,  was  held  in  St.  Johnsbury,  June  20,  1921. 
It  was’  largely  attended  and  I  feel  that  the  inspiration  gained  by  the 
representatives  from  the  several  lodges  will  mean  greater  work  the  coming 
year  for  the  Order.  The  year  1920  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  one,  as 
we  have  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  over  400.  From  correspondence 
with  the  lodge  secretaries,  since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  are  assured 
of  a  large  gain  in  membership  for  the  present  year.  Weak  lodges  have 
taken  on  new  life  and  strong  ones  have  increased  their  efforts.” 

Gerry  F.  Walker,  Grand  Scribe:  “Encampment  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ver¬ 
mont  during  the  past  year  has  shown  much  more  enthusiasm  than  usual 
and  the  patriarchs  have  been  very  conscientious  in  the  work.” 

Miss  Emma  H.  Gates,  Secretary:  “The  Rebekah  branch  has  been 
unusually  prosperous  in  Vermont  during  the  past  year.  Only  twice  in 
the  history  of  the  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  has  the  gain  in  member¬ 
ship  been  as  large,  and  the  interest  and  activity  have  kept  pace  with  the 
numerical  growth.  There  is  every  indication  of  a  large  attendance  at  the 
approaching  Assembly  Session  to  be  held  in  St.  Johnsbury  on  May  20,  and  an 
enjoyable  as  well  as  most  profitable  occasion  for  the  consideration  of  matters 
pertaining  to  the  advancement  of  the  principles  of  our  Order  is  anticipated.” 

Virginia— T.  Wiley  Davis,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
Virginia  Odd  Fellowship  in  better  condition  than  for  years.  We  made  the 
best  report  last  year  that  this  Jurisdiction  had  reported  to  that  time.  We 
now  report  an  increase  in  membership  of  1808  over  last  year.  We  sent  out 
to  the  lodges  a  special  report  to  ascertain  the  increase  since  January  to 
April  10.  These  have  not  been  tabulated  as  yet,  but  will  show  an  increase 
of  more  than  1000.  We  are  continuing  our  effort  to  clear  the  field  of  dead 
timber  and  to  consolidate  weak  lodges,  and  when  this  work  is  completed 
our  efforts  will  show  better  results.  There  will  be  an  effort  at  the  Grand 
Lodge  session  in  Staunton  next  month  to  increase  the  miserably  low  fee 
for  admission  and  if  it  is  increased  to  a  reasonable  figure  it  will  tend  to 
minimize  the  drops  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  thereby  assist  the  future 
growth.” 

E.  M.  Bunch,  Grand  Scribe:  “Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Virginia 
has  had  quite  a  good  year  in  1920  and  prospects  are  bright  for  1921. 

“  Our  increase  in  membership  was  the  largest  for  1920  than  any  year  in 
the  past  decade  and  interest  was  more  evidenced  in  the  work  of  the  patri¬ 
archal  degrees  than  for  years.  Several  of  the  larger  encampments  have 
organized  teams  whose  work  is  of  the  highest  degree,  and  large  attendance 
at  regular  meeting  shows  the  appreciation  of  the  members  of  their  efforts. 

“Since  January  1,  1921,  hardly  an  active  encampment  in  the  Jurisdiction 
but  that  has  reported  a  goodly  number  of  applications  and  introductions 
and  if  the  interest  continues  1921  will  close  with  even  larger  gains  than  1920.” 

Mrs.  Ola.  L.  Bunch,  Secretary:  “  I  am  gratified  to  report  to  you  that  the 
year  1920  was  a  very  good  year  for  the  Rebekahs  in  Virginia.  We  had  more 
initiations  and  less  suspensions  than  usual  and  closed  with  a  net  gain  of  more 
than  in  many  years.  Prospects  for  1921  seem  very  good  indeed.  Already 
we  have  instituted  four  new  lodges  and  have  reports  from  many  old  lodges 
showing  a  large  number  of  initiations  since  January  1.” 

Washington. — Fred  W.  Bier,  Grand  Secretary:  “The  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction  continues  to  grow  and  prosper.  The  year  1920  has  been  very 
kind  to  us.  Our  gain  for  the  last  year  was  2181  and  our  total  membership 
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is  now  31,827.  While  business  and  labor  are  very  much  unsettled  at  this 
time,  which  may  militate  against  us,  yet  I  hope  1921  will  not  show  a  loss. 
Harmony  and  the  best  of  feeling  prevail  in  all  our  lodges.” 

Geo.  R.  Chamberlin,  Grand  Scribe :  I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that 
the  Encampment  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  had  another  very  prosperous 
year,  and  will  show  a  net  gain  of  1517  for  year  ending  December  31,  1920. 
We  feel  very  much  gratified  over  the  work  done  by  the  various  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  I  feel  confident  that  this  coming  year  will  come  up  to  the 
standard.  There  have  been  three  new  encampments  instituted  since  oui- 
last  report,  and  there  is  yet  a  broad  field  for  the  establishment  of  this  branch 
of  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  finances  were  never  in  better  condition,  and  Patri¬ 
archal  Odd  Fellowship  is  by  patient  labor  and  constant  vigilance  coming 
into  its  own.  We  are  soon  to  hold  our  Grand  Encampment  session  in 
Spokane,  one  of  the  leading  Odd  Fellow  cities  in  eastern  Washington,  conse¬ 
quently  we  are  anticipating  a  pleasant  and  profitable  session.” 

Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary:  “  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Evergreen 
State  is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition.  The  year  1920  proved  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  our  history.  Our  Jurisdiction  rejoices  in  a  net  increase 
of  3637,  with  a  total  membership  of  28,751.  There  were  four  lodges  insti¬ 
tuted  and  one  resuscitated.  Seward  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  Anchor¬ 
age  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  7,  of  Alaska,  were  annexed  to  our  Jurisdiction. 
Four  lodges  instituted  since  January  1.  Our  President,  Sister  Ella  T.  Morri¬ 
son,  gave  a  most  devoted  service,  through  her  efforts  our  dormant  lodges 
consolidated  with  the  stronger  ones,  thus  saving  them  to  our  Order.  Eighty- 
five  lodges  are  enrolled  as  having  no  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
and  81  lodges  reported  as  having  initiated  over  20  during  the  year.  Many  of 
the  lodges  are  donating  their  Liberty  Bonds  and  War  Saving  Stamps  to  our 
Home  endowment  fund.  An  amendment  to  our  laws  was  passed  at  our  recent 
session,  making  the  minimum  fee  for  initiation  $3.  The  prospects  for  1921 
show  that  we  will  have  another  large  gain  in  our  Jurisdiction.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe:  “  I  am  glad  to  report  a  very 
satisfactory  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920,  being 
523,  or  nearly  15  per  cent.  The  reported  gains  for  Wisconsin’s  Encampment 
branch  have  heretofore  been  small,  we  feel  that  the  ‘  ice  is  broken  ’  and  that 
hereafter  our  gains  will  show  a  decided  increase;  and  it  should  be,  for  the 
reason  that  the  subordinate  lodges  are  growing,  and  there  is  no  good  reason 
why  the  Encampment  branch  should  not  get  a  good  percentage  of  the 
growth  of  the  subordinate  lodges. 

“  I  am  looking  for  a  still  greater  increase  next  year,  because  all  of  the 
subordinate  encampments  appear  to  have  taken  on  new  life — they  are  all 
reporting  more  or  less  work,  and  are  ordering  supplies  that  indicate  their 
interest  in  the  Order.” 

Emoroy  Perry,  Secretary:  “Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  We  have  a  gain  of  748  members 
the  past  year.  On  our  roll  of  honor  for  a  net  gain  of  over  10  members  40 
of  our  lodges  are  listed  and  77  lodges  dropped,  no  members  for  non-payment 
of  dues.  We  have  instituted  11  new  lodges  since  our  last  assembly  and 
expect  one  or  two  more  before  our  year  closes. 

“  Our  silver  offering  that  is  to  be  used  to  build  an  addition  to  the  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Homes  is  steadily  increasing.  We  have  $6253  in  this  fund  and  more 
will  be  added  in  June.  Our  members  are  very  much  interested  in  the  Home 
and  kindly  remember  the  residents  at  Christmas  time. 

“  One-half  of  our  per  capita  tax  is  sent  annually  to  the  Home. 
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“  Our  President,  Vice-President  and  Warden  are  having  interesting  and 
helpful  meetings  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  find  most  of  the  lodges  in  a 
prosperous  and  harmonious  condition 

Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  “I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  a 
very  prosperous  condition  as  will  be  seen  from  the  annual  report  just  sent 
in,  the  same  showing  an  increase  of  313  members  for  the  past  year,  which  is 
very  encouraging  to  the  Grand  Officers  and  the  membership  in  general. 
While  we  have  not  instituted  any  subordinate  lodge  we  have  resuscitated 
all  of  the  lodges  that  appeared  to  be  dormant,  and  at  this  writing  every 
lodge  has  reported  to  this  office  for  the  past  year  and  we  have  no  delinquents, 
which  I  assure  you  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report. 

“  The  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  annual  report,  this  report  showing  an  increase  for  the 
past  year  of  244  patriarchs,  which  is  very  encouraging  to  the  Grand  Officers 
and  bespeaks  well  for  the  interest  taken  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  We 
have  instituted  two  new  encampments  and  resuscitated  one  dormant  one 
and  we  only  have  one  delinquent  encampment  at  the  close  of  the  last  term. 
We  believe  the  prospects  are  good  for  the  institution  of  a  new  encampment 
in  the  near  future,  and  we  trust  to  be  able  to  report  another  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership  in  our  next  annual  report.” 

Emma  R.  Sturgeon,  Secretary:  “Am  pleased  to  report  that  this  seems 
to  be  the  banner  year  for  Wyoming  Rebekahs,  as  we  have  made  a  net  gain 
of  471  new  members.  Have  consolidated  two  lodges,  revived  one  and 
instituted  one. 

“  Every  lodge  in  the  State  is  working  hard,  donations  for  our  Home  fund 
have  been  very  generous.  We  hope  by  next  year  to  be  able  to  report  that 
we  have  the  Home  started  which  we  are  all  looking  forward  to. 

“  In  letters  received  at  my  office  I  find  very  little  discord,  but  great 
enthusiasm. 

“  Rebekahs  of  Wyoming  stand  for  ‘  Fraternity.’  ” 

OVER-SEA  JURISDICTIONS. 

Australasia. — J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary:  “You  already  know  that 
we  are  sending  as  Grand  Representative,  Bro.  William  Lucas,  Grand  Sire 
of  Australasia,  and  I  have  assured  him  that  a  welcome  awaits  him  there, 
that  will  overtop  anything  he  has  met  with  in  Odd  Fellowship. 

“  Our  report  shows  some  progress  for  the  year  1920,  as  a  little  over  1000 
members  have  been  added  to  the  roll.  The  sub-Jurisdiction  of  New  Zea¬ 
land  has  done  well,  with  a  net  increase  of  704  members.  The  other  sub- 
jurisdictions,  with  one  exception,  have  each  made  progress  and  the  total 
results  would  have  made  a  much  better  showing,  but  for  the  fact  that  one 
of  the  principle  Jurisdictions  on  the  mainland  is  chronically  on  the  down-hill 
grade,  and  is  closing  lodges  and  losing  members  at  a  rather  alarming  rate. 
For  some  unexplained  reason  it  has  not  furnished  a  report  for  1920. 

“  Industrial  unrest  throughout  Austraslasia  is  no  doubt  militating  against 
the  revival  we  were  hoping  would  ensue  after  the  termination  of  the  great 
European  war,  and  our  present  hope  is  that  the  conferences  between 
employers  and  employees,  will  by  mutual  forbearance,  lead  to  more  satis¬ 
factory  conditions  than  obtain  at  present. 

“  Since  my  last  annual  report  the  oft  postponed  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia  has  been  held  at  Dunedin,  New  Zealand.  It  was  rather 
barren  of  any  effective  legislation,  which  is  to  be  deplored,  as  several 
important  matters  requiring  consideration  have  been  hung  up  for  a  long 
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period.  New  Zealand  hospitality  is  proverbial,  and  on  the  occasion  of 

LnlHirur  the  triennial  session,  wTas  much  in  evidence.  c 

“  I  have  lately  been  on  a  health  trip  to  the  little  island  Jurisdiction  of 
Tasmania.  Odd  Fellowship  is  active  there  and  with  pardonable  pnde  the 
members  claim  to  have  the  largest  Rebekah  lodge  in  Australasia.  _ 

‘‘Queensland  the  youngest  of  our  sub-jurisdictions,  is  furnishing  an 
object  lesson  in  practical  fraternity,  by  the  establishment  of  a  Home  foi 
aged  Odd  Fellows  and  orphans,  which  it  is  intended  to  open  m  August 
next  with  befitting  ceremony.  A  fine,  two-story  building,  stan  ir*S 
a  prominent  site,  it  will,  at  its  dedication,  be  completely  furnished  and  w 
beP absolutely  free  of  debt.  The  only  other  Home  m  Australasia  is  m  th„ 
State  of  Western  Australia,  and  is  an  undoubted  success. 

“  Australasia  sends  fraternal  greetings  and  good  wishes  to  the  Grand  bi  , 
Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  in  session  assembled  at  1  oronto  Uanacia, 
which  we  leave  to  our  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Lucas,  to  further  emphasize  in 

person.’’ 

‘  Netheelands.-W.  J.  Verleur,  Grand  Secretary I  am 
enclosed  the  annual  report  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Netherlands  for  1920. 
The  large  increase  of  our  membership  will  doubtlessly  strike  you,  whils 
2?lK  branch,  which  has  been  introduced  in  this  count?  Since 
January,  1920,  may  rejoice  of  a  great  prosperity.  On  the  whole,  there  is 

prevailing  in  Order-life  in  Holland  a  fair  activity. 

“The  lodges  and  clubs  undertake  a  great  amount  of  work  outside  t  . 
Order  itself  and  therefore  bring  into  practice  also  in  the  profane  world  the 

principles  of  benevolence  and  charity.  .  .  with 

“  As  in  this  country,  the  members  of  the  Order  are  not  satisfied  only  with 

forming  the  pecuniary  obligations  legally  prescribed,  but  at  the  same  time 
in  a  high  degree  adhere  to  the  ethical  principles  of  the  Order, ?  the  brotherly 
spirit  amongst  the  brethren  is  thereby  considerably  benefited. 

Sweden  — Fred.  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary:  “As  a  matter  of  course  our  Odd 

wfhnve  taken  active  part  in  the  benevolent  work  of  our  people  for  those 
Fellows  nave  ta  £nceg  of  the  long>  cruei  war.  Last  year  130  indigent 

children  from  Central  Europe  were  received  in  Odd  Fellows’  private  homes 
for  six  months  (I  think  that  some  of  them  are  still  there),  traveling 
exoenses  clothing  and  everything  being  paid  by  voluntary  contributions  of 
our  members.  A  good  deal  of  money  has  also  been  collected  and  sent  to 
Berlin  and  Vienna,  partly  in  cash  and  partly  m  clothing  and  food,  for  the 

SU“  ^remittance  of  100,000  kronen,  which  we  sent  some  time  ago  to  our  Odd 
Fellows  in  Vienna,  has  been  used  by  them  as  fundament  for  a  home  for 
suffering  babies,  which  they  are  going  to  open  on  the  7th  mst. 

“  Our  Order  here  is  held  in  high  esteem.  Our  king  is  protector  and  our 
crown  prince  honorary  member  of  our  Order.  One  of  our  princes  is 
president  of  the  Swedish  Red  Cross,  with  which  we  have  in  several  instances 

cooperated  in  benevolent  work.” 

Denmark.— S.  F.  O.  Ravn,  Grand  Secretary:  “  The  condition  of  the  Order 
in  the  Danish  Jurisdiction  is  very  satisfactory.  The  yearly  accession  of 
brethren  is  quite  considerable  and  is  increasing  every  year  Moreover  the 
persons  admitted  are  in  very  good  social  position,  as  the  lodges  general  y 
do  not  admit  new  members  until  very  thoroughgoing  investigations  (accord¬ 
ing  to  strict  regulations)  have  taken  place.  As  a  consequence  hereof  the 
work  in  our  Jurisdiction  mainly  turns  upon  ideal  objects,  while  the  relief 
service  is  of  inferior  significance. 
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“  In  cases  where  the  Society  is  at  work  on  the  accomplishment  of  matters 
of  public  good,  you  will  find  the  Order  as  assisting  part,  and  the  assistance 
of  the  Order  in  such  cases  is  often  called  on  by  State  and  institutions.” 

New  Zealand. — William  Reid,  Grand  Secretary:  “  We  had  a  very  agree¬ 
able  Grand  Lodge  session,  and  a  good  deal  of  advanced  legislation  was 
brought  forward  and  carried.  The  medical  question  has  always  been  difficult 
one  to  grapple  with,  and  the  contract  system  has  failed  owing  to  the  exacting 
demands  of  the  doctors. 

“  We  are  establishing  a  pooling  system,  which  will  be  centralized  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  will  comprise  all  lodges  which  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
present  system,  and  who  desire  to  join;  the  members  will  attend  the 
medical  man  as  ordinary  patients  and  a  certain  proportion  of  his  bill  will 
be  paid  out  of  the  pool.  Other  legislation  of  a  forward  nature  was  carried, 
which  would  not  interest  you. 

“  We  had  a  very  successful  year  and  increased  our  numbers  by  704  and 
our  funds  by  £10,226,  the  total  assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge  being  now 
£146,414. 

“  An  organizer  was  appointed  at  the  session  on  a  two-year  engagement 
and  we  hope  with  his  assistance  to  make  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  numerically,  what 
we  can  claim  that  it  is  financially,  one  of  the  leading  friendly  societies  in 
the  Dominion. 

“  The  visit  of  Brother  Borst  aroused  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  which  did 
much  to  assist  us  in  our  propaganda  work  and  left  an  impression  on  the 
members  which  it  will  take  a  long  time  to  efface.”

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THE  PRESENT  SESSION  IN  CANADA. 

We  are  delighted  at  the  privilege  of  again  meeting  on  Canadian  soil 
and  to  accept  the  generous  hospitality  and  sincere  fraternal  greetings  of  our 
warm-hearted  Canadian  brothers  and  sisters.  The  present  session  is  the. 
third  to  be  held  in  the  splendid  city  of  Toronto.  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  first  met  in  Toronto  in  1880  when  the  city  was  little  beyond  its 
infancy.  There  are  but  few  persons  that  will  be  privileged  to  attend  this 
session  that  attended  the  session  of  1880.  Again  in  1906  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  met  in  Toronto,  and  many  who  attended  that  session  will 
recall  with  great  pleasure  the  splendid  reception  that  was  tendered  them  at 
that  meeting,  and  during  the  15  years  that  have  intervened  have  been 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  they  would  again  have  the  privilege  of 
meeting  in  this  city  and  be  the  recipients  of  the  hospitality  of  not  only  the 
Ontario  membership,  but  of  the  membership  of  the  entire  Dominion  of 
Canada.  During  this  time  the  city  of  Toronto  has  made  wonderful  prog¬ 
ress  in  growth  and  population,  as  well  as  along  commercial  and  financial 
lines,  and  we  now  return  to  find  it  the  premier  city  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  taking  rank  as  a  city  of  first  magnitude  among  the  cities  on 
the  North  American  continent.  While  Toronto  has  grown  and  prospered, 
our  Order  has  also  made  wonderful  progress.  When  we  first  met  here  41  years 
ago,  the  membership  was  less  than  600,000  subordinate  members.  When  we 
again  met  here  in  1906  our  membership  had  increased  to  1,217,145  sub¬ 
ordinate  members,  and  now  we  all  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  present 
number  of  subordinate  members  has  reached  1,933,735.  A  matter  of  signifi¬ 
cance  in  connection  with  these  statements  showing  the  growth  of  our  Order 
in  the  past  four  decades  is  that  our  increase  for  each  decade  has  been 
approximately  300,000.  The  success  that  the  Order  has  achieved  in  the 
years  that  have  passed  should  be  an  inspiration  for  its  progress  and  use¬ 
fulness  in  the  future. 

The  present  session  will  be  of  especial  interest  to  the  membership  of  the 
Body  from  the  fact  that  it  will  be  presided  over  by  a  Canadian  brother  on 
Canadian  soil,  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Order  this  has  occurred, 
Bro.  Joseph  Oliver,  the  present  Grand  Sire,  being  the  second  Canadian 
brother  that  has  been  honored  by  election  to  that  high  and  important  office. 
The  presence  of  Bro.  William  Lucas,  Past  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  as  a 
Representative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  will  also  add  addi¬ 
tional  interest  and  pleasure  to  the  occasion.

It  is  my  pleasure  and  duty  to  acknowledge  the  splendid  co-operation  and 
service  of  all  members  of  the  Order  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  in 
contact  in  my  official  work,  and  express  to  them  my  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  their  co-operation.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  I  have  been  in 
closer  official  relations  with  Grand  Sire  Oliver,  Grand  Treasurer  Cox  and 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  and  Sub-Committee  on 
Finance,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  especially  acknowledge  their  co-operation 
in  the  work  in  connection  with  my  office,  as  also  the  co-operation  of  Col. 
Fred  A.  Groom,  Military  Secretary.

During  the  year  that  has  passed  since  our  meeting  in  Boston  the  Order 
has  probably  made  the  greatest  progress  in  its  history,  and  the  position

Bill  1. 

Reps.  Erickson,  Bimey  and  Davis,  of  Illinois,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Your  Representatives,  having  been  petitioned  by  some  of  the  former  for¬ 
eign  language  lodges  of  Illinois  to  secure  a  modification  of  Section  373A  of 
the  Code  of  General  Laws,  do  hereby,  at  the  special  request  of  these  lodges, 
submit  said  petition  and  offer  the  following  amendment  to  said  Bill: 
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Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  373A  of  the 
•  Code  of  General  Laws,  reading: 

“  Section  373A.  The  Language  in  which  Subordinate  Bodies  May  Work. 
No  Grand  Body  shall  hereafter  authorize  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  on  the  continent  of  North  America  to  work  in  any  other  than  the 
English  language. 

“  On  or  before  June  30,  1919,  all  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  on 
the  continent  of  North  America  working  in  any  language  other  than  the 
English  shall  surrender  their  rituals  in  exchange  for  rituals  printed  in  the 
English  language  (which  shall  be  furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
without  charge),  and  thereafter  all  work  of  such  lodges  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  English  language.” 

be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  last  paragraph  the  following  words : 

“  Provided,  however,  that  lodges  or  encampment  which  were  working  in  a 
foreign  language  on  September  1,  1918,  which  lodges  or  encampments  are 
unable  to  give  the  ritualistic  work  in  the  English  language,  may  petition  the 
Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs  of  their  Jurisdiction  to  permit  said 
lodges  or  encampments  to  give  the  ritualistic  work  in  the  language  in  which 
the  lodge  was  instituted.  The  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs,  upon 
being  satisfied  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  lodge  or  encampment  to  confer 
their  ritualistic  work  in  the  English  language,  may  issue  a  dispensation  to 
such  lodge  or  encampment  permitting  such  lodge  or  encampment  to  do  its 
ritualistic  work  in  the  language  in  which  the  lodge  was  instituted,  which  dis¬ 
pensation  shall  be  valid  and  legal  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  Grand 
Master  or  Grand  Patriarch  issuing  it.  No  dispensation  shall  be  granted  to 
any  lodge  or  encampment  to  do  its  ritualistic  work  in  any  other  language 
than  the  English  where  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  are  able  to  speak  the  English  language  intelligently  at  the  present 
time,  and  no  dispensation  shall  be  granted  to  a  lodge  or  encampment  to 
use  any  language  other  than  the  English  after  five  years  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  Bill.” 

So  that,  when  so  amended,  said  paragraphs  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  373A.  The  Language  in  which  Subordinate  Bodies  May  Work. 
No  Grand  Body  shall  hereafter  authorize  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  on  the  continent  of  North  America  to  work  in  any  other  than  the 
English  language. 

“  On  or  before  June  30,  1919,  all  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments  on 
the  continent  of  North  America  working  in  any  language  other  than  English 
shall  surrender  their  rituals  in  exchange  for  rituals  printed  in  the  English 
language  (which  shall  be  furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without 
charge),  and  thereafter  all  the  work  of  such  lodges  shall  be  conducted  in 
the  English  language. 

“  Provided,  however,  that  lodges  or  encampments  which  were  working  in 
a  foreign  language  on  September  1,  1918,  which  lodges  or  encampments  are 
unable  to  give  the  ritualistic  work  in  the  English  language,  may  petition  the 
Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs  of  their  Jurisdiction  to  permit  said 
lodges  or  encampments  to  give  the  ritualistic  work  in  the  language  in  which 
the  lodge  was  instituted.  The  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs,  upon 
being  satisfied  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  lodge  or  encampment  to  confer 
their  ritualistic  work  in  the  English  language,  may  issue  a  dispensation  to 
such  lodge  or  encampment  permitting  such  lodge  or  encampment  to  do  its 
ritualistic  work  in  the  language  in  which  the  lodge  was  instituted,  which  dis¬ 
pensation  shall  be  valid  and  legal  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  Grand 
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Master  or  Grand  Patriarch  issuing  it.  No  dispensation  shall  be  granted  to 
any  lodge  or  encampment  to  do  its  ritualistic  work  in  any  other  language 
than  the  English  where  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  are  able  to  speak  the  Enlish  language  intelligently  at  the  present  time, 
and  no  dispensation  shall  be  granted  to  a  lodge  or  encampment  to  use  any 
language  other  than  the  English  after  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage 
of  this  Bill.”

Bill  2. 

Reps.  Pittenger,  Hohenstein,  Warham,  and  Sorenson,  of  Minne¬ 
sota,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Legislation : 


A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
OPERATION  OF  A  TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIUM,  UNDER 
THE  DIRECTION  OF  A  COMMITTEE  AND  FOR  RAISING 
FUNDS  FOR  SAID  PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  one  or  more  sanatoriums, 
for  the  treatment  of  Odd  Fellows,  their  wives,  and  children,  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis.  Such  sanatorium  or  sanatoriums  shall  always  be  under  the 
control  and  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  2.  There  is  hereby  created  a  committee  of  nine  members  to  be 
known  as  the  “  Board  ”  of  Trustees  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium.  The  first  “  Board  ”  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Sire  at  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  shall  hold 
office  as  follows:  Three  members  for  two  years,  from  the  date  of  their 
appointment ;  three  members  for  four  years  from  the  date  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment;  and  three  members  for  six  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  on  the  second  day 
of  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  when  the  terms  of  office,  as 
above  provided,  shall  expire,  for  a  full  term  of  six  years,  three  members 
of  said  “  Board  ”  being  appointed  every  two  years.  All  appointments  shall 
be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
In  case  of  vacancy,  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  other  disability,  the 
Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  member  who  shall  fill  said  vacancy  until  the 
next  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  appointment 
shall  be  made  and  ratified  as  above  provided  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

The  members  of  the  “  Board  ”  shall  be  members  of  the  Order  and  possess 
the  qualifications  necessary  to  entitle  them  to  visit  the  sessions  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Sire  shall  be,  ex-officio,  the  tenth 
member  of  the  “  Board.” 

Section  3.  Said  “  Board  ”  of  Trustees  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows’  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  authority 
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and  power  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  provisions,  includ¬ 
ing  the  power  to  organize  and  select  officers,  hold  meetings,  establish  regu¬ 
lations  for  its  government,  employ  such  persons  as  it  may  consider  neces¬ 
sary  and  proper,  make  expenditures,  enter  into  contracts,  and  incur  obliga¬ 
tions,  borrow  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sanatorium,  and  mortgage  or 
pledge  the  real  and  personal  property  in  their  possession  and  control,  for 
such  purposes,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  required  and  proper  in  the  con¬ 
struction  and  operation  of  one  or  more  tuberculosis  sanatoriums,  as  pro¬ 
vided.  It  shall  also  render  full  reports  of  its  acts  to  each  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  4.  There  is  hereby  levied  upon  and  assessed  against  each  Grand 
Body  on  the  continent  of  North  America  until  further  legislation,  by  this 
body,  a  tax  in  the  sum  equal  to  ten  cents  per  capita  per  year,  in  each  of 
the  Grand  Jurisdictions  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  to  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  by  him  remitted  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows'  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  appropriation  from 
time  to  time  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(Indefinitely  postponed.  Report  35  and  action  on.) 

Bill  3. 

Reps.  Sorenson,  Pittenger,  Warham,  and  Hohenstein,  of  Min¬ 
nesota.,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Legislation: 


A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHING  OF 
A  JUVENILE  BRANCH  OF  THE  ORDER,  AND  PROVIDING 
FOR  A  GOVERNING  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  SAME. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge : 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established  the  “Juvenile  Branch 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,”  in  which  the  membership  shall 
be  composed  of  young  men  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one 
years,  and  possessing  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  the  “  Committee  ”  here¬ 
inafter  referred  to.  The  “  Order  of  Thomas  Wildey  ”  shall  always  be  under 
the  control  and  jurisidiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  2.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established  a  “  Committee  ”  of 
nine  members,  holding  office,  except  as  hereinafter  qualified,  for  six  years, 
and  known  and  designated  as  the  “  Governing  Council  of  the  Juvenile 
Branch  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.”  The  first  “  Governing 
Council  ”  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  at  this  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  hold  office,  as  follows:  Three  members  for 
two  years;  three  members  for  four  years;  and  three  members  for  six  years. 

Their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire  on  the  second  day 
of  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  a  term  of  six  years,  three 
members  of  said  “  Governing  Council  ”  being  appointed  every  two  years. 
All  appointments  shall  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  The 
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Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  case  of  vacancy  on  said  “  Governing  Council,” 
caused  by  death,  resignation  or  disability,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a 
member  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  The  members  of  the  “  Governing  Council  ”  shall  be  members  of  the 
Order,  and  possess  the  qualifications  necessary  to  entitle  them  to  visit  the 
sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Sire  shall,  be  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  “  Governing  Council  ” 
and  shall  be  the  governing  official  of  the  said  “  Juvenile  Branch.” 

The  Grand  Secretary  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  “  Governing 
Council  ”  and  shall  be  Grand  Secretary  of  the  said  “  Juvenile  Branch,”  and 
shall  make  annual  and  complete  reports  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Section  3.  The  “  Governing  Council  ”  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  establish  laws  and  regulations  for  the  said  “  Juvenile  Branch,”  obtain 
revenue  from  fees  and  dues,  charter  lodges,  and  formulate  by-laws  for  the 
same,  adopt  a  ritual,  determine  the  qualifications  for  membership,  emplo}^ 
assistants,  make  expenditures,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  and 
proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Grand  Bodies  shall  have 
power  to  appropriate  their  general  funds  and  to  levy  assessments  upon 
their  subordinate  bodies,  by  per  capita  or  other  form  of  tax,  for  the  erection, 
equipment,  support,  maintenance  and  endowment  of  such  Homes  as  may 
be  established  under  the  provisions  of  Section  466.

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  265  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  endow¬ 
ment  ”  in  the  fourth  line  thereof  the  following:  “(other  than  an  endow- 
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ment  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  Home  that  is,  or  may  be,  estab¬ 
lished  under  the  provisions  of  Section  466),”  and  also  by  inserting  in  said 
section  after  the  word  “  maintenance  ”  in  the  tenth  line  thereof  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “  and  endowment  as  aforesaid,”  so  that  the  said  section,  when  amended, 
shall  read: 

Section  265.  Endowment  Associations,  Insurance,  etc.  No  Grand  Lodge 
or  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  power  or  authority  to  levy  assessments 
or  collect  dues  or  fees  for  the  purpose  of  creating  or  maintaining  any  endow¬ 
ment  (other  than  an  endowment  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  Home 
that  is,  or  may  be,  established  under  the  provisions  of  Section  466),  or  other 
fund  to  be  disbursed  directly  or  indirectly  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  benefits  in  any  form  to  be 
disbursed  by  such  Grand  Bodies,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  fire  insur¬ 
ance  for  the  property  of  its  subordinates.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  proper  assessments  or  collections  for  the  construc¬ 
tion,  maintenance,  and  endowment  as  aforesaid,  of  Homes  for  the  aged  and 
indigent  members  of  the  Order  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows. 

(Adopted.  All  present  voting  Yea.  Report  39.) 

Bill  6. 

Rep.  Pope,  of  Pennsylvania,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS  MAY  AUTHORIZE  NON -BENEFICIAL 

SUBORDINATE  ENCAMPMENTS  TO  EXPEND  FUNDS  FOR 
THE  BENEFIT  AND  ADVANCEMENT  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  a  new  section  be 
added  to  the  Code  to  be  known  as  Section  320A,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  320A.  Grand  Encampments  may,  by  legislation,  permit  subordi¬ 
nate  encampments  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions  which  do  not  pay 
benefits  of  any  character,  to  provide  by  law  for  the  expenditure  of  any  funds 
in  their  possession  for  the  benefit  and  advancement  of  the  Order. 

(Substitute  Bill  adopted.  All  present  voting  Yea.  Report  72, 
and  action  on.)

Rep.  Mahoney,  of  Wisconsin,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

A  BILL  TO  AMEND  SECTION  496  OF  THE  CODE  RELATING  TO 

NON-BENEFICIAL  MEMBERSHIP. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  496  of  the 
Code  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  figures  50  where  they  occur  in  the 
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ninth  line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  45,  so  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  496.  Non-Beneficial  Membership — How  Acquired.  When  a  per¬ 
son  shall  have  been  regularly  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Order  and 
shall  have  retained  membership  therein  not  less  than  five  years  and  shall 
thereafter  have  become  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  shall  have 
taken  a  withdrawal  card  and  allowed  it  to  expire  without  deposit,  or  shall 
have  resigned  his  membership,  or  shall  have  been  a  member  of  a  lodge  or 
encampment  which  surrendered  or  forfeited  its  charter,  and  shall  at  the 
date  of  his  application  be  over  45  years  of  age,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
admitted  to  any  lodge  or  encampment  upon  producing  the  proof  of  his 
former  membership  required  by  law,  as  a  non-beneficial  member,  and  shall 
be  required  to  pay  such  fees  and  dues  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  law  ol 
the  Jurisdiction  to  which  his  application  shall  be  made. 

(Not  adopted.  Report  85.)

When  a  beneficial  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or 
encampment  who  shall  be  over  45  years  of  age  shall  desire  to  become  a 
non-beneficial  member,  he  may  withdraw  from  the  lodge  in  any  manner 
prescribed  by  law  and  apply  for  admission  as  a  non-beneficial  member,  and 
if  elected  he  shall  thereafter  be  subject  only  to  the  obligations  imposed  by 
law  upon  non-beneficial  members  and  entitled  only  to  the  rights  of  such 
members.” 

(Not  adopted.  Report  83.)

Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  shall  have  power 
to  provide  by  law  that  applicants  over  45  years  of  age  may  be  received 
into  membership  as  non-beneficial  members  by  initiation.”

ACT  TO  AMEND  SECTION  688  OF  THE  CODE  OF  GENERAL  LAWS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  688  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws,  as  amended  at  the  1920  session,  be  further  amended 
by  changing  “  year  1920  ”  in  the  proviso,  at  the  end  of  said  section,  to  read : 
years  1920  and  1921,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read: 

“  Section  688.  Grand  Representatives.  Grand  Representatives  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  receive  any  stated  compensation  or  other  emolument,  but 
shall  be  aiiowed  mileage  at  10  cents  per  mile  one  way  to  be  computed  from 
their  respective  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  by  the  nearest  traveled  route  according  to  the  distances  laid  down  in 
the  United  States  Postal  Guide  and  a  per  diem  of  $5  for  not  less  than  six 
days  for  each  regular  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  provided, 
that  for  the  years  1920  and  1921  the  mileage  allowed  shall  be  11  cents  and 
the  per  diem  $7.50  in  lieu  of  the  amounts  above  named,  and  that  in  view 
of  the  emergency  arising  because  of  the  increase  in  railroad  and  hotel  rates 
that  this  amendment  go  into  effect  upon  passage.” 

(Adopted.  All  present  voting  yea.  Report  11  and  action  on.)

Report  4.  By  Rep.  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  from  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies,  together  with  the  Sub-Committee 
on  Finance,  had  one  meeting  during  the  past  year,  which  was  held  at  Atlan¬ 
tic  City,  N.  J.,  June  2,  1921. 

DAILY  JOURNAL. 

Several  bids  for  printing  the  Daily  Journal  were  received,  but  only  one 
of  them  was  in  accordance  with  specifications.  The  time  for  awarding  the 
contract  was  extended  to  July  1,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized 
to  communicate  with  other  printers  in  Toronto,  and  request  them  to  bid 
on  this  work.  The  Grand  Secretary  received  other  bids,  also  corrected  bids 
in  accordance  with  the  specifications  from  those  firms  that  had  not  origi¬ 
nally  met  the  requirements,  and  awarded  the  contract  to  The  Macoomb 
Press,  of  Toronto,  Ontario,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

PAPER  FOR  JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 

A  number  of  bids  were  received  for  furnishing  paper  for  the  Journal  of 
the  1921  session,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  The  B.  F.  Bond  Paper 
Company,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.

LABELS  FOR  INSIDE  COVERS  OF  RITUALS. 

During  the  year  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  of  Massachusetts,  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  a  new  form  of 
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label  to  be  pasted  on  the  inside  cover  of  every  ritual  furnished  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  order  to  meet  legal  requirements. 

The  label  reads  as  follows: 

This  ritual  is  the  property  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  It 

is  placed  in  the  custody  of . .  Lodge  No . .  to  be 

surrendered  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodge  of  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  when  demanded.  It  must  at  all  times  be  in  possession  of  or  under 
control  of  the  Noble  Grand. 

Book  No. . . . 

This  new  form  of  label  was  adopted  by  the  committee  with  the  further 
provision  that  all  rituals  be  numbered,  and  that  Grand  Secretaries  of  the 
various  Jurisdictions  be  required  to  forward  a  receipt  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  all  rituals  received,  said  receipt  to  embody  the  language 
of  the  label  above  set  forth. 

JEWEL  FOR  RETIRED  GENERAL  COMMANDING. 

The  committee  considered  design  for  a  jewel  for  a  General  Commanding, 
retired,  and  approved  the  following  design : 

To  be  made  of  14-Karat  gold  with  wreath  of  18-Karat  green  gold. 

Hanger:  Two  and  three-fourths  inches  by  one  and  nine-sixteenths  inches 
wide  over  all,  ornamented  three  links  on  top  with  scroll  work,  scroll  work 
at  sides. 

The  word  “  General  ”  in  the  upper  panel  in  hard  black  enamel ;  the  word 
“  Retired  ”  in  center  panel  in  hard  black  enamel ;  the  word  “  Commanding  ” 
in  lower  panel  in  hard  black  enamel.  Pin  and  safety  catch  on  back  of 
hanger. 

Lower  Hanger:  Two  and  three-eighths  inches  by  eleven  thirty-seconds 
inch  wide,  and  to  have  the  name  of  the  retiring  general  commanding  in 
hard  black  enamel. 

Pendant:  A  circle,  one  and  three-fourths  inches  in  diameter,  partially 
surrounded  by  a  wreath,  left  half  of  which  is  to  represent  oak  leaves  and 
the  right  half  to  represent  laurel  leaves;  wreath  to  be  18-Karat  green  gold, 
and  joined  at  the  bottom  by  scroll.  The  letters  P  M  with  ornamental  scroll 
between  letters  are  to  be  placed  on  top  of  circle  between  upper  points  of 
wreath.  The  circle  to  have  two  raised  borders,  between  which  appears  the 
raised  letters  “  Patriarchs  Militant  ”  in  the  upper  part,  and  the  raised 
letters  “  I.  O.  O.  F.”  in  the  lower  part.  In  the  center  of  the  circle,  the  shield 
in  purple  enamel,  with  the  words  “  Justitia  Universalis  ”  appearing  in  gold 
diagonally  across  the  shield  and  surrounded  with  hard  red  enamel.  In  the 
lower  left  hand  corner  of  the  shield  the  lamb  in  silver,  and  in  the  upper 
right  hand  corner  the  lion  in  gold.  Above  the  shield  a  raised  P.  M.  Crown 
in  gold  and  hard  red  enamel.  On  either  side  of  the  crown,  the  crook  and 
sword,  with  the  points  projecting  below  the  shield.  Three  oval  gold  rings 
connect  the  top  and  lower  hangers  on  each  end,  and  nine  oval  gold  rings 
connect  the  lower  hanger  and  pendant  at  each  end. 

BILLS  APPROVED. 

The  chairman  of  this  committee  has  approved  the  bills  for  printing  and 
lithographing,  and  for  jewels,  etc.,  supplied  during  the  past  year,  as  follows:

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Report  5.  By  Rep.  Avery,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Sub- 
Committee  on  Finance. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  with  Rep.  Bradford,  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  acting  in  the  place  of  Rep.  Gwinn,  of  Idaho,  by  direction  and 
request  of  the  Grand  Sire,  because  Rep.  Gwinn  was  prevented  from  attend 
ing  by  important  business  at  home,  visited  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  in  Baltimore,  on  August  23,  1921,  made  a  complete  examination  of  the 
books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  and  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  report: 

In  company  with  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  visited  the  safe  deposit  box  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  vault  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company  in 
Baltimore,  and  inspected  all  bonds  and  investment  securities  belonging  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  there  kept,  and  found  them  correct  and  to 
tally  with  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  as  printed. 

We  checked  all  accounts  and  vouchers,  found  the  accounts  in  balance 
and  found  vouchers  for  all  items  paid.  We  verified  all  vouchers  with  the 
report  of  the  officers.  Grand  Secretary  Kroh  gave  us  every  possible  assis¬ 
tance  in  our  work,  turning  over  to  us  all  books,  vouchers,  and  accounts,  and 
assisted  in  checking  the  same. 

We  commend  the  bookkeeping  and  accounting  methods  employed  in  the 
Grand  Secretary’s  office,  the  system  employed  being  easily  audited,  efficient 
and  up-to-date. 

The  attention  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  called  to  the  financial 
statements  as  printed  in  this  year’s  proceedings  under  the  heading,  “  Report 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer.” 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  reports  that  there  was  on  hand  in  cash  on 
August  1,  1920,  the  sum  of  $59,570.50;  that  there  was  received  during  the 
year  from  all  sources,  the  sum  of  $186,950.73,  making  a  total  on  hand  and 
received  of  $246,521.23.  There  has  been  paid  out  during  the  year  ending 
July  31,  1921,  for  all  purposes  the  sum  of  $173,465.99,  leaving  a  balance  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  $73,055.25,  an 
increase  of  $13,484.74  for  the  year. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  receipts  from  sale  of  supplies  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  July  31,  1920,  were  $160,331.11,  and  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 
1921,  $162,991.28,  an  increase  of  $2,660.17 ;  that  the  profits  on  supplies  for  the 
year  ending  July  31,  1920,  were  $86,709.80,  and  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 
1921,  these  profits  were  $89,090.84,  an  increase  of  $2,381.04,  and  that  we  had 
in  our  assets,  supplies  on  hand  July  31,  1920,  valued  (at  cost)  $25,484.61, 
while  on  July  31,  1921,  this  item  stood  at  $34,355.49,  an  increase  of  $8,870.88. 

It  will  thus  be  noted,  by  referring  to  the  appropriate  tables,  that  the  assets 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  increased  during  the  year  $23,170.49. 

We  carefully  checked  the  supplies  on  hand  and  found  them  substantially 
correct,  only  slight  discrepancies  being  discovered  and  these  substantially 
balanced  one  with  another. 

We  found  all  the  business  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  in  excellent  con¬ 
dition  and  the  work  being  kept  up-to-date.

Report  7.  By  Rep.  Millan,  of  District  of  Columbia,  from  the 
Committee  on  Appeals. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

Authority  of  a  Grand  Lodge:  The  authority  of  a  Grand  Lodge  over  an 
auxiliary  organization  formed  by  its  permission  and  over  funds  and  assets 
in  the  hands  of  such  organization,  raised  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  is  supreme, 
subject  to  the  limitation  which  it  may  impose  upon  itself  in  forming  such 
organization. 

LIMITATIONS  ON  THE  POWER  OF  A  GRAND  LODGE  IMPOSED 
OR  CONSENTED  TO  BY  ITSELF. — When  a  Grand  Lodge  consents  to 
a  grant  of  its  authority  for  a  limited  time  and  upon  condition,  to  an  auxiliary 
organization,  it  can  resume  such  authority  only  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  grant,  or,  if  the  laws  of  the  land  be  involved,  then  in  accordance 
therewith. 

CIVIL  CHARTER— DISSOLUTION  OF  A  CORPORATION  FORMED 
BY  AUTHORITY  OF  A  GRAND  LODGE.— When  a  Grand  Lodge  has 
authorized  a  relief  committee  to  become  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  a 
state  and  has  approved  the  form  of  its  charter,  it  cannot  compel  the  cor¬ 
poration  to  dissolve  and  liquidate  in  a  manner  other  than  that  pointed  out 
by  the  charter,  and  cannot  coerce  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
such  corporation  to  vote  for  its  dissolution  in  a  manner  other  than  that 
provided  by  the  charter. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals  have  had  under  consideration  the  appeal  of 
John  A.  Woodville  and  twelve  others,  all  Past  Grands  and  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  from  the  action  of  that  Grand  Body  in  adopting 
on  March  8,  1921,  certain  resolutions,  wdiich,  though  voluminous,  must  be 
considered  in  full  in  order  to  obtain  a  proper  understanding  of  the  questions 
presented,  and  which  are  as  follows: 
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RESOLUTION. 

Crowley,  La.,  March  8,  1921. 
To  the  Grand  Lodge,  1.  0.  O.  F .,  of  Louisiana: 

Brothers.— Relative  to  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Louisiana. 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  in  regular  session  convened,  That, 

Whereas,  This  Grand  Lodge  in  1906  and  again  in  1920,  in  regular  session’ 
did  order  and  direct  the  transfer  to  this  Grand  Lodge  of  all  of  the  property, 
assets  and  effects  of  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Louisiana,  and  did  direct  the 
liquidation  and  dissolution  of  the  said  association,  and  did  consider  the 
said  property  and  assets  should  be  used,  or  the  income  therefrom  should 
be  used,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at 
Crowley,  Louisiana;  and, 

Whereas,  Further,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  the  donors  and  contributors  of  the  initial  or  original  fund  con¬ 
stituting  the  assets  of  the  said  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Asso¬ 
ciation,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Louisiana,  which  was  recognized,  authorized,  and 
chartered  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  an  adjunct  to  it,  in  1865,  and  again  in 
1902,  can  best  be  carried  out  and  executed  by  the  said  assets  and  property 
being  administered  by  this  Grand  Lodge  direct,  or  by  the  Home  Board, 
under  the  direction  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  the  administration  of 
the  said  property  or  trust  results  in  negligible  benefits  to  those  who  are 
recipients  now  of  the  distribution ;  and  that  because  of  the  opposition  of 
some  of  the  brethren,  and  more  particularly  the  membership  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  change  of  administration  of 
said  funds  and  property,  this  Grand  Lodge  deems  it  necessary  and  advisable 
to  reaffirm  the  supreme  power  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  all 
matters  within  the  confines  of  the  Order  in  Louisiana,  and  subject  only  to 
the  will  and  authority  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  claims  the 
title  to  and  the  right  to  compel  and  enforce  a  transfer  and  conveyance  to 
it  or  to  any  other  corporation,  agency,  or  functionary  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
all  the  property  and  assets  of  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief 
Association,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Louisiana,  and  more  especially  the  real  estate 
and  improvements  thereon,  situated  at  614  South  Street,  facing  Lafayette 
Square,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  does  now  order  and  command  the 
said  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Louisi¬ 
ana,  its  officers,  Board  of  Directors,  and  members  or  delegates,  to  meet  on 
March  10,  1921,  at  614  South  Street,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  pursuant  to 
the  call  for  such  meeting  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  and  others  on  or  about 
February  1,  1921,  which  action  is  hereby  approved,  ratified,  and  validated, 
and  to  pass  the  necessary  resolutions  and  take  the  necessary  action  to  comply 
with  the  laws  of  Louisiana  and  the  will  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  to  transfer 
and  convey  unto  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  appropriate  documents,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  all  of  the  property,  assets  and  funds  of 
said  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of 
Louisiana,  and  to  dissolve  and  liquidate  its  affairs  as  a  corporation. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  the  rents  on  said  property, 
located  at  614  South  Street,  New  Orleans,  should  be  raised,  adjusted  and 
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equalized  until  they  are  fair,  reasonable  and  adequate  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  property  and  in  proportion  to  rents  of  similar  property  in 
said  city. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  the  Grand  Master,  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  a  committee  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  composed  of 
Past  Grand  Masters  Will  A.  Steidley,  Rudolph  Krause,  George  M.  King,  A. 
F.  Barrow,  W.  E.  McFarland,  and  G.  H.  Brooks,  who  are  hereby  appointed, 
and  who  may  fill  by  appointment  of  any  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  said  committee,  shall  be  and  he 
is  authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  said  property  and  assets,  either  for  cash 
or  part  cash  and  balance  on  credit  bearing  interest,  and  reinvest  said  funds 
in  a  permanent  interest-bearing  security  or  securities,  as  an  endowment  for 
the  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  the  income  and  revenues  from  which  shall  be  used 
to  support  and  maintain  said  Home;  provided,  however,  that  no  part  of  the 
principal  or  capital  shall  be  employed  or  expended  for  any  purpose  other 
than  a  reinvestment  for  a  permanent  endowment. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  any  officer  of  said  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Louisiana,  or  any 
member  thereof,  or  any  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or  of  any  subordinate 
lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Louisiana,  or  any  member  of  any  branch  of  the 
Order  in  Louisiana,  who  opposes,  hinders,  delays,  contests,  or  obstructs  the 
free  and  orderly  execution  of  the  will,  authority,  and  mandates  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  more  particularly  who  delays,  hinders,  or  opposes  the 
carrying  out  of  this  resolution,  or  attempts  to  defeat  its  purpose  and  object, 
either  by  inaction,  refusal  to  perform  his  duty  as  an  officer  or  member  of 
said  Association,  by  hindering,  opposing,  obstructing  the  officers  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  or  others  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  executing  the  will 
of  this  Grand  Body  as  evidenced  by  this  resolution,  or  otherwise  attempt  to 
defeat  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  expressed  herein,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  wilful  and  malicious  conduct,  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  as  violat¬ 
ing  his  obligation  as  such,  and  if  an  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  his  oath  as 
such,  and  as  defying  the  will  and  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  untrue  and 
disloyal  to  the  true  principles  of  the  Order,  and  subject  to  summary  trial, 
reprimand,  suspension  or  expulsion  by  his  own  subordinate  lodge  or  this 
Grand  Lodge,  or  both.  Provided,  that  in  case  of  violation  of  this  resolution 
by  an  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  shall  have  plenary 
power  and  authority  to  discipline  the  brother  and  declare  his  office  vacant 
and  appoint  another  to  fill  the  same ;  and  in  case  of  a  member  of  a  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  only  the  Grand  Master  shall  have  plenary  authority  to  reprove 
the  brother,  or  order  his  lodge  to  do  so,  or  to  try  him  summarily  and  sus¬ 
pend  or  expel,  as  his  lodge  may  determine,  for  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd 
Fellow. 

Section  6.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  any  subordinate  lodge  which 
opposes,  hinders,  delays,  obstructs,  or  attempts  to  defeat  the  purposes  and 
objects  of  this  resolution,  or  refuses  to  try  and  punish  a  member  for  so 
doing,  when  ordered  and  directed  by  the  Grand  Master  to  so  try  and  pun¬ 
ish,  shall  be  guilty  of  insubordination  and  disloyalty,  and  of  conduct  unbe¬ 
coming  Odd  Fellows,  and  subject  to  discipline,  reprimand,  suspension  or 
revocation  of  the  charter,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Master  will  be 
deserved  and  just. 

Section  7.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  this  is  an  emergency  measure 
for  the  purposes  of  securing  the  consummation  of  the  transfer  and  change 
in  the  property  referred  to,  which  has  been  a  source  of  contention  in  this 
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Grand  Lodge  for  years,  and  the  necessity  of  rigid  enforcement  of  the  will 
of  this  Grand  Body  is  apparent  from  present  and  past  experiences;  that  no 
constitutional  rights  of  any  one  shall  be  abridged  or  denied  by  virtue  hereof, 
and  the  right  of  appeal  either  by  the  lodge  or  a  member  from  a  judgment  of 
suspension  or  expulsion  shall  be  secured  to  each,  but  either  member  or  lodge 
that  deliberately  and  wilfully  contrives  to  defeat  the  authority  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  ought  not  to  look  to  it  for  relief. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  should  any  provision  of  this 
resolution  be  held  as  void,  unenforceable,  or  unconstitutional,  that  such 
decision  shall  in  no  wise  affect  any  other  provision  or  portion  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion  which  is  not  held  to  be  invalid,  null,  or  unconstitutional,  the  intention 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  being  to  legislate  so  as  to  make  its  will  and  authority 
effective  and  respected  in  and  concerning  matters  which  are  in  its  judgment 
internecine  and  wholly  internal  and  over  which  it  has  full  power  and 
authority. 

Section  9.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  legislation  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  herewith  be  and  the  same  are 
repealed  and  superseded  by  this  resolution.

This  case  has  been  argued  with  ability  on  both  sides  and  has  received  the 
most  careful  consideration  of  the  committee,  who  are  impressed  with  the 
fact  that  it  presents  one  of  the  most  delicate  questions  that  has  been  before 
them  in  many  years. 

It  is  argued,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  resolutions  appealed  from  seek  to 
violate  a  sacred  trust  and  to  impair  inviolable  and  inalienable  rights;  and, 
on  the  other,  that  it  is  a  justified  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Louisiana  to  enforce  its  lawful  authority  over  a  defiant  and  insubordi¬ 
nate  auxiliary  organization,  an  “  adjunct  ”  and  creature  of  said  Grand  Lodge. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  it  is  not  necessary  to  the  proper  disposition 
of  the  appeal  to  go  to  extreme  limit  of  either  of  these  views. 

The  history  of  the  organization  known  as  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Gen¬ 
eral  Relief  Association,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  of  Louisiana,  dates  back  to  the  closing 
years  of  the  Civil  War  in  the  United  States.  The  organization  began  with 
a  voluntary  committee  formed  among  the  members  of  the  Order  in  Louisi¬ 
ana,  principally,  if  not  wholly,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  having  for  its 
object,  “  The  care  of  widows  and  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  left  in  distress.” 
Donations  and  contributions  were  made  from  various  sources,  including 
some  from  beyond  the  borders  of  the  state.  Additional  funds  were  raised 
from  bazaars,  entertainments,  etc. 

A  surplus,  in  excess  of  immediate  needs,  amounting  to  between  five  and 
six  thousand  dollars,  was  accumulated  in  the  hands  of  this  committee,  and, 
apparently  with  the  laudable  purpose  of  preserving  this  as  a  permanent  fund, 
the  committee  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  in  1864,  a  peti¬ 
tion  in  these  words,  “  Beg  leave  to  get  your  consent  to  become  an  adjunct 
j  of  the  Order  under  the  supervision  of  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana  and  also  submit  herewith  our  constitution  and  by-laws 
for  your  approval.” 

Apparently  the  constitution  referred  to  consisted  of  a  form  of  articles  of 
incorporation,  designated  in  Louisiana,  a  notarial  charter,  the  signing,  ac¬ 
knowledging,  and  recording  of  which  made  the  signers  a  body  corporate 
under  the  laws  of  said  state.  The  life  of  such  corporation  was  limited  by 
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the  articles  to  twenty-five  years.  The  permission  was  granted  and  the  char¬ 
ter  and  by-laws  approved. 

This  charter  expired  in  1889,  but  it  is  conceded  that  the  organization  con¬ 
tinued  to  carry  on  its  operations  as  before.  After  a  lapse  of  thirteen  years 
the  committee  again  applied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  leave  to  incorporate. 
Leave  was  granted,  the  new  articles  of  incorporation  were  submitted  and, 
after  certain  changes,  not  specified  but  admitted  to  b«  slight,  approved,  and 
a  new  corporation  was  formed  to  exist  for  twenty-five  years  from  April  4, 
1902. 

This  charter  was  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  the  one  that  expired 
in  1889. 

Article  2  declared  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Association  to  be.  “  The 
creation  of  a  fund  for  and  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the 
deceased  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.” 

Article  4  provides  for  the  accumulation  of  a  fund  (designated  as  the 
capital  of  the  corporation)  of  $20,000,  the  application  of  three-fourths  of 
the  income  therefrom  to  the  immediate  relief  of  “  The  widows  and  orphans 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  through  the  lodges  of  this  state, 
and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  defunct  lodges  through  the  executive 
officers  of  this  association,”  and  the  addition  of  the  other  one-fourth  to  the 
capital  until  the  capital  should  reach  such  a  sum  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
association  would  yield  an  income  sufficient  “  To  afford  a  liberal  aid  to  every 
widow  and  orphan  under  the  charge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.” 

Article  5  provides  that  the  association  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate 
from  each  lodge,  elected  by  the  lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  the  Junior  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  these 
shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Article  11  provides  that  the  corporation  shall  have  and  enjoy  its  corporate 
powers  for  twenty-five  years  “  unless  sooner  dissolved  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  all  its  members  or  by  law.” 

Article  12  provides  for  the  liquidation  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
upon  dissolution,  by  three  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  at  a  regular  monthly  meeting  and  prescribes  their  procedure. 

Article  13  provides:  “These  articles  of  association  may  be  improved, 
amended,  or  altered,  with  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  whole  Board 
of  Directors  obtained  at  a  special  meeting  after  thirty  days’  notice  in  writing 
to  the  delegates  composing  said  board,”  and  Article  5  specifically  provides 
how  a  special  meeting  may  be  called.  Five  members  were  made  a  quorum 
and,  apparently,  because  of  the  failure  of  others  to  attend,  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation  seem  to  have  been  largely  managed  by  the  representatives  of 
the  six  lodges  in  New  Orleans. 

The  by-laws  of  the  corporation  contain,  in  Article  8  thereof,  a  provision 
that  should  any  lodge  entitled  to  representation  in  this  association  fail  to 
be  represented  by  either  regular  or  proxy  delegate  for  three  consecutive 
meetings,  said  lodge  shall  be  declared  to  be  without  standing  within  this 
association  and  so  notified  by  the  Secretary. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  nowhere  in  these  articles  or  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  corporation,  which  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  there  any 
suggestion  of  a  control  or  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  or  by  any  authority  other  than  its  own  Board  of  Direc- 
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tors  and  no  requirement  to  report  or  account  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  though 
regular  reports  seem  to  have  been  rendered. 

While  the  new  charter  declared  it  to  be  the  purpose  of  the  organization  to 
create  a  fund  for  the  purpose  therein  specified,  the  fund  had  already  been 
created  and  it  is  admitted  in  argument  that  there  had  been  no  additions  to 
it,  except  from  its  own  income  earnings,  from  the  time  the  original  charter 
was  granted,  but  by  these  it  has  been  very  largely  increased. 

About  1916  or  1917  the  directors  of  the  corporation  purchased,  with 
$20,000  of  its  funds,  a  building  located  in  a  good  section  of  New  Orleans 
and  remodelled  it  at  a  cost  of  $7000.  It  is  occupied,  at  moderate  rentals,  by 
the  several  lodges  in  New  Orleans,  and,  until  lately,  the  offices  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  the  headquarters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  maintained  there. 

In  1906  and  1907  the  Jurisdiction  of  Louisiana  established  an  Odd  Fellows' 
Home  at  Crowley  in  that  state  and,  coincident  with  its  establishment, 
decided  to  take  direct  possession  and  control  of  the  funds  and  property  of 
the  corporation  and  administer  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  home.  It  sought 
to  do  this  by  direct  action  rather  than  through  the  machinery  provided  by 
the  charter  of  the  corporation  or  the  civil  courts.  The  resolution  passed, 
as  recited  in  the  above  quoted  resolutions,  in  1906  provided : 

“  That  the  charter  of  Widows’  and  Orphans’  General  Relief  Association 
of  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Louisiana  be  revoked  and  that  monies,  funds,  and  bonds,  and 

other  property  of  Widows’  and  Orphans  General  Relief  Association . 

be  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Lousiana.” 

The  resolutions  of  1920  called  for  action  equally  direct,  but  contained  the 
additional  provision  that  “  the  Grand  Master  is  authorized  to  initiate  and 
prosecute  to  final  successful  conclusion,  any  and  all  steps,  legal  or  otherwise, 
on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  secure  possession  and  control  of  all  the 
said  funds.” 

The  methods  contemplated  by  the  resolutions  appealed  from  are  suffi¬ 
ciently  indicated  by  the  resolutions  themselves. 

A  strict  application  of  our  rules  of  procedure  would  forbid  reference  to 
any  occurrences  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  resolutions  complained 
of,  but  an  orderly  statement  of  the  case  can  hardly  be  made  complete  with¬ 
out  some  recital  of  certain  of  those  occurrences  which  have  been  discussed 
in  the  briefs  and  the  oral  arguments  on  both  sides,  though  we  are  precluded 
from  deciding,  on  this  appeal,  any  question  arising  out  of  said  occurrences. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  hold  the  special  meeting  directed  by  the  resolu¬ 
tions  on  March  10,  1921,  and  liquidators  were  appointed.  The  record  does 
not  show  how  many  directors  were  present,  but  it  is  conceded  to  have  been 
much  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  whole  number.  At  the  date  for  the 
annual  meeting,  March  26,  1921,  it  is  said  that  forty  delegates  from  outside 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  attended  and  elected  officers.  On  the  same  date  a 
smaller  number,  presumably  from  the  city,  held  a  meeting  at  another  hour 
in  another  room  of  the  association  building.  Apparently  each  of  these 
meetings  claims  to  have  been  regular.  None  of  the  city  delegates  attended 
either  the  meeting  of  March  10,  1921,  or  the  meeting  of  the  forty  country 
delegates  on  March  26,  1921.  A  little  later  the  Grand  Master  undertook 
to  arrest  the  charter  of  one  of  the  city  lodges,  Washington,  No.  3,  and  the 
result  of  this  unfortunate  tangle  is  the  bringing  of  three  suits,  all  now  pend¬ 
ing  in  the  Civil  District  Court  of  Orleans  Parish,  Louisiana,  viz:  (1)  A  suit 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  association  to  restrain  the  liquidators  chosen  at 
the  March  10,  1921,  meeting  from  proceeding;  (2)  a  suit  by  writ  of  quo 
warranto  brought  by  the  officers  elected  at  the  meeting  of  the  country  dele- 
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gates  on  March  26,  1921,  to  test  the  right  to  the  offices  from  which  they 
are  excluded  by  the  old  officers;  and  (3)  a  suit  brought  by  members  of 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  3,  to  restrain  the  Grand  Master  from  arresting  its 
charter. 

Finally,  we  are  informed  by  a  proclamation  of  the  Grand  Master  of 
Louisiana,  that  on  August  27,  1921,  he  arrested  the  charters  of  all  the  other 
five  lodges  in  New  Orleans  and  the  one  in  the  suburb  of  Algiers. 

DECISION. 

At  the  outset  the  committee  is  confronted  by  the  embarrassing  fact  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  pass  upon  the  matters  involved  in  this  appeal  without 
making  a  construction  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  association  and 
the  ultimate  right  to  make  that  construction  rests  with  the  courts  of  Louisi¬ 
ana,  whose  views  may  not  coincide  with  the  views  of  this  committee.  As 
a  basis  for  its  decision  and  action,  the  committee  lays  down  the  following 
conclusions  at  which  it  has  arrived : 

(1)  The  objection  that  this  appeal  is  not  well  taken  is  not  valid.  The 
certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary  that  permission  to  appeal  was  granted 
must  be  taken  as  conclusive  against  the  assertion  in  the  brief  of  appellee, 
that  it  was  not  granted,  and  the  resolutions  in  question,  particularly  resolu¬ 
tion  No.  5,  are  of  such  a  character  as  to  put  in  jeopardy  in  a  way  not  author¬ 
ized  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  the  membership  of  every  Odd  Fellow  in 
Louisiana  and  the  life  of  his  lodge,  and  therefore  to  give  any  Fellow  the  right 
of  appeal. 

(2)  It  is  unnecessary  to  pass  upon  the  question  whether  the  provision  of 
the  by-laws  of  the  association,  that  “  should  any  lodge  entitled  to  repre¬ 
sentation  in  this  association  fail  to  be  represented  by  either  regular  or  proxy 
delegate,  for  three  consecutive  meetings,  said  lodge  shall  be  declared  without 
representation  or  standing  in  this  association  and  so  notified  by  the  secre¬ 
tary,”  is  in  conflict  with  the  charter  itself,  which  gives  every  lodge  one 
representative;  or  whether  such  right,  if  once  forfeited,  may  be  regained. 
It  is  conceded  that  said  by-law  is  a  dead  letter  and  has  never  been  enforced. 
The  committee  take  judicial  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  there  were  seventy- 
two  lodges  in  Louisiana  on  December  31,  1920,  as  shown  by  the  records  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  that  any  had 
ceased  to  exist  or  had  failed  to  elect  a  delegate,  will  presume  that  the  Board' 
of  Directors  of  the  association  on  March  10  and  on  March  26,  1921,  consisted 
of  at  least  seventy-five  members. 

(3)  When  the  charter  of  1864  was  approved  the  fund  in  question,  accumu¬ 
lated  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Order  in  Louisiana 
and,  manifestly,  could  not,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  it  had  been 
accumulated,  be  returned  to  the  donors.  Not  being  the  private  property 
of  the  committee  having  it  in  charge,  it  was  subject  to  the  disposition  and 
control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  as  the  legal  head  of  the  Order  in 
that  state,  and  if  there  were  any  doubt  upon  that  subject,  it  was  removed 
when  the  committee  made  the  application  for  leave  to  incorporate,  thus 
acknowledging  the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  premises;  and  all 
earning  of  the  original  fund,  added  to  the  principal,  take  the  status  of  the 
original  fund. 

(4)  Up  to  the  time  of  the  first  incorporation,  the  fund  had  not  become 
impressed  with  any  such  trust  as  would  have  prevented  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Louisiana  from  directing  its  application  in  any  manner  it  might  see  fit. 
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(5)  The  Grand  Lodge  became,  in  effect,  the  donor  of  the  trust,  if  a  trust 
has  been  created  in  a  legal  sense,  because  the  fund  was  under  its  control, 
and  while  it  may  be  conceded  as  a  general  principle  of  law  that  the  donor 
of  the  trust  may  not  alter  its  terms,  it  is  equally  true  that  he  may  do  any¬ 
thing  that  he  has  reserved  the  right  to  do  in  the  creation  of  the  trust. 

(6)  The  Grand  Lodge,  in  permitting  the  association  to  be  chartered  for  a 
period  of  twenty-five  years  and  not  longer,  impliedly  reserved  the  right  to 
resume  control  of  the  funds  and  assets  of  the  association  at  the  expiration 
of  that  period.  The  same  may  be  said  of  its  action  in  granting  the  second 
application  for  leave  to  incorporate.  Furthermore,  the  necessity  for  obtain¬ 
ing  consent  implies  the  authority  to  refuse  that  consent,  and  there  would 
seem  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  Grand  Lodge  would  have  had  the  right  to 
resume  control  of  the  fund  at  any  time  during  the  thirteen  year  hiatus 
between  the  two  charters,  or,  if  it  had  refused  permission  to  apply  for  a  new 
charter;  and  it  would  seem  to  be  equally  clear  that  it  will  have  the  same 
right  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter. 

(7)  If  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  proceed  regularly  and  lawfully  to  resume 
its  control  of  said  assets,  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  association  or  any 
member  thereof  to  object  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  violate  the  trust  under 
which  said  assets  are  held  by  limiting  the  benefits  to  certain  beneficiaries 
or  imposing  new  conditions.  That  objection  may  properly  come  from  or  on 
behalf  of  any  beneficiary  whose  rights  may  be  infringed. 

(8)  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  Grand  Lodge  is  bound  by  the 
limitations  which  it  has  imposed  upon  itself  and  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and 
in  granting  away  its  power  and  authority  over  these  assets  upon  condition 
and  for  a  limited  period,  it  bound  itself  not  to  resume  such  power  and 
authority  except  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  grant  and  the  laws 
of  the  state  under  which  it  had  allowed  itself  to  be  brought  by  consenting 
to  the  acceptance  of  the  charter. 

(9)  When  the  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  charter  of  1902,  it  became,  in 
effect,  a  contracting  party  jointly  with  the  state,  and  with  the  association 
as  the  other  contracting  party,  in  the  contract  which  the  charter  makes,  and 
said  contract  can  be  terminated  only  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  charter 
itself,  viz:  by  the  efflux  of  time,  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  corporation,  meaning  three-fourths  of  the  entire  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  and  not  three-fourths  of  those  present  or  present  and  voting;  or  by  law. 

(10)  The  method  of  liquidation  provided  by  the  resolutions  appealed 
from  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  charter,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot 
coerce  the  vote  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  by  ordering  him 
to  vote  in  favor  of  a  resolution  of  dissolution,  and  cannot  lawfully  order 
a  sale  of  the  property  of  the  corporation  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  charter. 

For  these  reasons  the  appeal  must  be  sustained. 

For  the  purpose  of  doing  all  that  they  may  properly  do  to  end  this  unfor¬ 
tunate  controversy  and  possibly  prevent  future  appeals,  your  committee 
respectfully  suggest  that  if,  as  asserted  in  argument,  the  representatives  of 
the  lodges  outside  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  are  overwhelmingly  in  favor 
of  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  liquidating  the  corpora¬ 
tion,  it  should  be  easy  to  accomplish  that  end  by  securing  the  presence  of 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  Board  of  Directors  in  person  or  by  proxy  and 
voting  the  liquidation  provided  by  Article  11,  and  carrying  the  same  into 
effect  in  accordance  with  Article  12 ;  or  by  voting  such  improvement,  amend¬ 
ment,  alteration  in  the  charter,  under  the  power  reserved  in  Article  13,  as 
would  provide  for  such  administration  and  application  of  the  funds  and 
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assets  of  the  association  as  may  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Such  a  course  would  contemplate  a  dismissal  of  the  pending  suits  relating  to 
the  Association.  In  the  absence  of  such  a  vote,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  the  liquidation  of  the  corporation  must  await  the  expiration  of 
the  charter  on  April  4,  1927,  and  that  it  will  then  be  the  right  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  to  take  control  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation  unless 
the  courts  of  Louisiana  shall  decide  to  the  contrary. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  John  A.  Woodville  and  others  from  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  sustained.

Report  8.  By  Bep.  Blanchard,  of  Washington,  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Nancy 
E.  Justus,  Mosinee  May  Justus  and  Gail  E.  Justus  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 


SYLLABUS. 

NOTIFICATION  TO  A  BROTHER  OF  CHARGES  PREFERRED 
AGAINST  HIM . — Where  the  law  provides  that  in  case  of  an  investigation 
of  charges  or  a  trial  of  charges,  service  of  notice  shall  be  made  upon  a  brother 
prior  to  the  date  set  for  such  investigation  or  trial;  the  accused  must  be 
so  notified  or  the  whole  process  of  trial  is  illegal. 

The  statement  of  facts  in  the  case,  so  far  as  this  decision  is  concerned,  is 
as  follows: 

On  August  12,  1920,  there  were  filed  charges  against  Bro.  S.  P.  Justus  in 
Eclipse  Lodge,  No.  143,  of  Missouri.  Whereupon  the  Noble  Grand,  in 
accordance  with  the  law,  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the  charges. 

On  August  19,  1920,  the  committee  met  and  took  testimony  of  witnesses. 

On  August  27,  1920,  Brother  Justus  received  his  first  notification  that  such 
a  committee  had  been  appointed.  This  was  eight  days  after  the  taking  of 
testimony  by  the  committee. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts,  your  Committee  on  Appeals  find  that  the 
accused  was  not  notified  of  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  charges  against  him,  and  that  no  copy  of  the  charges  were 
served  on  him  prior  to  the  taking  of  testimony. 

Either  of  these  facts  make  the  trial  as  conducted  illegal  and  in  direct 
conflict  with  Section  103  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of 
Missouri,  and  Section  957  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  the  Order. 

Without  regard  to  the  facts  in  the  case  and  because  the  record  shows  that 
the  brother  was  not  served  with  notice  as  required  by  law,  your  Committee 
recommends  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  be  reversed.

Report  9.  By  Rep.  Brueck,  of  California,  from  the  Committee 
on  Appeals. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Brakie 
J.  Orr  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  report  thereon  as  follows: 

SYLLABUS. 

JURISDICTION  OF  A  GRAND  LODGE  TO  INTERPRET  ITS  OWN 
LAWS. — A  Grand  Lodge  has  the  authority  to  interpret  its  own  laws  under 
Code,  Section  391,  and  when  such  interpretation  does  not  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  final  and  will  not  be  disturbed. 

STATEMENT. 

It  appears  that,  at  its  annual  session  in  1919,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan 
adopted  a  modification  of  Section  2,  of  Article  VII,  of  its  General  Laws  for 
the  Government  of  Subordinate  Lodges.  Said  section  required  that  the 
Financial  Secretary  shall  prepare  the  several  lodge  reports  for  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

During  the  year  next  succeeding  said  annual  session,  the  Grand  Master 
was  asked  this  question:  “  Is  the  new  section  valid?  ”  His  reply  was  “  No.” 
The  Grand  Master  reported  said  question  and  answer  as  Decision  No.  7, 
in  his  annual  report,  and,  in  due  course,  said  decision  was  approved  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  annual  session  in  1920. 

OPINION. 

Whether  the  law,  as  adopted  by  said  Grand  Lodge  in  1919,  is  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  is  not  before 
this  committee,  inasmuch  as  said  law  has  already  been  repealed.  However, 
the  question  which  does  present  itself  is :  “  Does  the  action  taken  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  in  declaring  said  law  invalid,  conflict  with  the 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge?  ” 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  empowered  a  Grand  Lodge  to  enact  all 
laws  necessary  for  the  government  of  its  subordinate  lodges,  subject  only 
to  the  laws  and  rules  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (Code,  Section  369) ; 
and  further,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  given  a  Grand  Lodge  the 
right  to  construe  its  own  laws,  and  will  not  set  aside  such  decisions  unless 
“  the  interpretation  given  shall  cause  the  law  to  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.”  (Code,  Section  391.) 

We  do  not  find  wherein  the  action  taken  in  1920  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan,  in  declaring  said  law  invalid,  conflicts  with  the  laws  of  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge.  Therefore,  we  submit,  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of,  the  following  resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved ,  Tha*  the  aforementioned  appeal  be  dismissed  and  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  affirmed.

provided,  jurther,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not 
on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  in  which  one  or  more  Grand  Lodges, 
have  been  chartered,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand 
Lodges.  No  hotel-keeper,  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor,  saloonkeeper, 
bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order.”

where  it  appears  in  the  third  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  eighteen,  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows :

have  been  chartered,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand 
Lodges.  No  hotel-keeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloonkeeper, 
bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order.”

Whereas,  It  therefore  appears  to  be  just  and  reasonable  that  Past  Grand 
Patriarchs  be  accorded  full  privileges  of  a  Past  Grand  Master  with  respect 
to  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  wherein  they  are  Past  Grand 
Patriarchs, 

Therefore,  the  following  Bill  to  amend  Section  417  of  the  Code  is  herewith 
submitted : 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  417  of  the 
Code  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words :  “  That  Grand 
Lodges  may  provide  that  all  Past  Grand  Patriarchs,  in  good  standing,  who 
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have  taken  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Past  Grand’s  degree,  shall  be  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  which  they  are  Past  Grand 
Patriarch,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  duly  elected  Representative 
to  such  Grand  Lodge.” 

(Not  adopted.  Report  41.) 

Bill  12. 

Reps.  Davis,  Birney,  James,  and  Erickson,  of  Illinois,  presented 
the  following  Bill,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legisla¬ 
tion  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  626  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  reading:  “Section  626.  What  jewels  may  be  worn 
in  lieu  of  regalia,  when  members  who  are  not  occupying  official  positions 
and  who  are  in  possession  of  and  entitled  to  wear  veteran  jewels,  honorable 
veteran  jewels,  Past  Grand  Masters’  jewels,  Past  Grand  Patriarchs’  jewels, 
Past  Grand  Representatives’  jewels,  Past  Presidents’  jewels,  and  Rebekah 
veteran  jewels,  may  wear  the  same  in  lieu  of  regalia  except  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.” 

be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  “  veteran  jewels,”  in  the  third  line, 
“  veteran  buttons,”  so  that  when  so  amended  said  section  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“Section  626.  What  jewels  may  be  worn  in  lieu  of  regalia — when  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  not  occupying  official  positions  and  who  are  in  possession  of 
and  entitled  to  wear  veteran  jewels,  veteran  buttons,  honorable  veteran 
jewels,  Past  Grand  Masters’  jewels,  Past  Grand  Patriarchs’  jewels,  Past  Grand 
Representatives’  jewels,  Past  Presidents’  jewels  and  Rebekah  veteran  jewels, 
may  wear  the  same  in  lieu  of  regalia,  except  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

(Not  adopted.  Report  71  and  action  on.) 

Bill  13. 

Reps.  Trautmann  and  Mosher,  of  New  York,  under  instructions 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  presented  the  following  Bill, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

AN  ACT  TO  THE  CONTROL  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF 
EMERGENCY  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Article  XXII,  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws,  being  Bill  No.  8,  at  page  539  of  the  Journal,  1920, 
be  amended  by  adding  new  sections  thereto  as  follows: 

Section  18.  There  is  hereby  created  a  fund  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  to  be  set  aside  and  established  as  a  permanent 
fund  to  be  known  as  “  The  Emergency  Fund.” 
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Section  19.  The  fund  created  shall  be  drawn  upon  in  cases  of  emergency 
when  calamities  are  visited  upon  the  people  of  any  country  where  our  Order 
has  been  established  for  the  relief  of  our  membership. 

Section  3.  The  fund  created  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  20.  The  fund  created  shall  be  administered  and  expended  by  the 
officers  designated  in  Section  3  of  this  Bill,  when  emergencies  arise  where 
it  is  necessary  to  provide  immediate  financial  relief  as  they  may  deem  wise 
and  effective,  for  the  best  interest  of  our  membership  in  distress. 

Section  21.  The  fund  created  shall  always  be  maintained  at  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000).  When  amounts  have  been  drawn 
upon  this  fund  for  the  purposes  named  in  Section  4,  leaving  this  fund  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  designated  officers  are  hereby  em¬ 
powered  to  replenish  the  fund  to  that  sum  from  any  available  fund  or  invest¬ 
ment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  Bill  to 
provide  that  there  shall  be  at  all  times  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000)  in  “  The  Emergency  Fund.” 

Section  22.  For  the  purposes  of  establishing  and  maintaining  such  fund, 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  hereby  empowered  to  levy  and  assess  upon 
the  several  Grand  Lodges  an  annual  assessment,  commencing  January  1, 

1922,  of . cents  per  capita,  according  to  the  membership  of  their 

respective  reports  on  the  preceding  December  31,  and  annually  thereafter; 
and  the  Grand  Lodges  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  collect  and 
levy  the  necessary  tax  or  assessment  upon  their  respective  subordinates  to 
reimburse  them  for  all  such  taxes  and  assessments  levied  upon  them  respec¬ 
tively. 

(Not  adopted.  Deport  70.) 

Bill  14. 

Dep.  Mosher,  of  New  York,  presented  the  following  Bill,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committees  on  Legislation  and  Finance : 

Resolved,  That  Section  694  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  “  15  in  num¬ 
ber.”  in  the  sixth  line  thereof,  the  following :  “  and  one  additional  by  each 
Grand  Representative  for  every  10,000  subordinate  lodge  members  in  his 
Jurisdiction.” 

So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  694.  Copies  of  Daily  Journal  Furnished  Officers  and  Repre¬ 
sentatives — Mailing  Lists.  Each  officer,  Past  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  shall  have  the  right,  on  or  before  the  opening  day  of  the  annual 
session,  to  furnish  in  duplicate  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  mailing  list  of 
names  and  addresses  of  the  persons,  not  exceeding  15  in  number,  and  one 
additional  by  each  Grand  Representative  for  every  10,000  subordinate  lodge 
members  in  his  Jurisdiction,  to  whom  he  desires  to  have  mailed  the  Daily 
Journal,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  employ  a  clerk  or  assistant  at  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  allowed  Grand  Representatives,  who  shall  pre- 
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pare  and  mail  each  day  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  proceedings,  postage  pre¬ 
paid  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  each  person  whose  name  and  address 
shall  have  been  furnished.” 

(Indefinitely  postponed.  Report  27  and  action  on.) 

Resolution  7.  Reps.  Schiffley,  Craig,  and  Lilley,  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rebekah  Degree : 

Resolved,  Sec.  6  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  Code  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  reading: 

“  The  persons  herein  specified  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah 
lodge  of  this  Order,  subj  ect  to  the  laws  relative  to  residence  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  applica¬ 
tion  is  made;  and  conditioned  further  that  all  female  applicants  shall  be 
white  women  who  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  (except  that  the 
said  age  limit  shall  not  apply  to  applicants  who  are  the  wives  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows),  who  believe  in  a  Supreme,  Intelligent  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the 
Universe,  and  who  are  of  good  moral  character: 

“  (1)  All  persons  who  have  received  the  Rebekah  degree. 

“  (2)  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  daughters,  sisters  and 
mothers.  Also  the  daughters,  sisters  and  mothers  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows 
who  at  the  time  of  their  death  were  members  of  our  Order. 

“  (3)  All  unmarried  white  women. 

“  (4)  In  Jurisdictions  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  ail  white 
females  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  to  admission,” 

be  amended  by  striking  out  in  division  (3)  the  word  “  unmarried,”  so  that 
the  said  section  shall  read  as  follows : 

“  The  persons  herein  specified  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah 
lodge  of  this  Order,  subject  to  the  laws  relative  to  residence  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which 
application  is  made;  and  conditioned  further  that  all  female  applicants 
shall  be  white  women  who  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  (except 
that  the  said  age  limit  shall  not  apply  to  applicants  who  are  the  wives  of 
Odd  Fellows),  who  believe  in  a  Supreme,  Intelligent  Creator  and  Ruler  of 
the  Universe,  and  are  of  good  moral  charter: 

“  (1)  All  persons  who  have  received  the  Rebekah  degree. 

“  (2)  All  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing,  their  wives,  daughters,  sisters  and 
mothers.  Also,  the  daughters,  sisters  and  mothers  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows, 
who  at  the  time  of  their  death  were  members  of  our  Order. 

“  (3)  All  white  women. 

“  (4)  In  Jurisdictions  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  all  white 
females  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  to  admission.” 


(Not  adopted.  Report  73.) 
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Resolution  8.  Reps.  Cope  and  Cline,  of  Oklahoma,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the 
Order  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Whereas.  The  first  seventeen  subordinate  lodges  instituted  in  the  Indian 
Territory,  and  the  first  twelve  subordinate  lodges  instituted  in  Oklahoma 
Territory  were  instituted  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  all  reports  made  by  said  twenty-nine  lodges  prior  to  April 
26,  1893,  for  the  lodges  in  Oklahoma  Territory,  and  made  prior  to  August  3, 
1893,  for  the  said  lodges  in  the  Indian  Territory,  were  all  made  direct  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  said  lodges  worked  prior 
to  the  dates  given,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  all  the  reports,  papers,  and 
documents  covering  the  period  of  time  mentioned,  are  a  part  of  the  files  of 
the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  are  greatly 
desired  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  for  their  files,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  no  further  use  for  them  as  a 
part  of  their  files,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  trans¬ 
mit  by  express,  charges  collect,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Oklahoma,  all 
reports,  petitions,  cards,  certificates,  or  other  documents  in  his  possession, 
relative  to  the  organization  and  work  of  all  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Indian  Territory  upon  August  3,  1893,  and  also  relative  to  all  the  lodges 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  Territory  prior  to  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma,  on  April  26,  1893. 

(Adopted.  Report  50.) 

Resolution  9.  Rep.  Dolloff,  of  Massachusetts,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order: 

Resolved,  That  the  installation  ceremony  for  Rebekah  assemblies  be  so 
revised  as  to  correspond  to  the  form  in  vogue  for  installation  of  Grand 
Lodges,  reducing  its  length,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  an  intelligent 
ceremony. 

(Continued  until  session  of  1922.  Report  52.) 

Report  11.  By  Rep.  Woodruff,  of  New  Jersey,  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Finance. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  Bill  10  by  Rep.  Brad¬ 
ford  (page  24  of  the  Journal),  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  it  be  placed  upon  its  passage. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 
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Rep.  Bradford,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  asked  for  unanimous 
consent  to  place  Bill  10  on  its  passage  and  to  have  all  present 
recorded  as  voting  yea,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Report  12.  By  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Australasian  Affairs: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

The  Special  Committee  on  Australian  Affairs,  to  which  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  report  of  Grand  Sire  Borst  as  relates  to  his  findings  on  Australian 
affairs,  together  with  such  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  reports, 
documents  and  papers  emanating  from  various  Grand  Lodges  and  Odd  Fel¬ 
low  bodies  of  Australasia,  with  various  letters  and  papers  submitted  by 
individual  members  of  the  Order  residing  there,  having  given  the  important 
subject  matter  involved  careful  consideration,  desire,  in  the  first  instance, 
to  congratulate  the  Order  upon  the  manifest  success  of  the  visit  of  Grand 
Sire  Borst.  The  enthusiasm  with  which  he  was  received  by  the  membership 
in  Australasia,  both  officially  and  otherwise,  and  the  personnel  and  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  fraternity,  as  shown  by  his  report,  is  a  portent  of  a  great  future 
of  this  fraternity  in  Australasia. 

We  rejoice  in  the  success  of  our  Order  in  that  Jurisdiction  and  we  realize 
the  widespread  influence  of  such  a  visit  embodied  in  the  reciprocal  inter¬ 
change  of  views.  No  one  thing  will  contribute  more  to  the  peace  of  the 
world  than  the  influence  of  the  fraternity  coming  through  the  interchange 
of  views  frankly  expressed,  and  the  knowledge  of  each  other  that  can  only 
come  from  personal  intercourse.  Most  of  the  trouble,  not  only  between 
nations,  but  between  individuals,  from  which  the  world  has  for  generations 
suffered,  has  been  the  result  of  misunderstandings,  and  the  more  frequently 
men  of  different  nationalities  and  modes  of  life  can  sit  together  around  the 
council  table,  the  more  speedily  will  the  principles  of  brotherhood  and 
fraternity  become  a  part  of  the  universal  decalogue. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  we  desire  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  such 
movements  as  those  undertaking  by  Grand  Sire  Borst,  and  to  urge  not 
only  upon  our  brethren  in  Australasia,  but  upon  all  our  brethren  who  may 
dwell  elsewhere  beyond  the  seas,  the  vital  importance  and  the  great  value 
of  their  sending  representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  order 
that  we  may  the  more  readily  interchange  views,  learn  to  know  each  other 
better,  and  more  fully  realize  that  we  are  all  component  parts  of  one  great 
fraternity  professing  a  common  faith  and  working  for  a  common  purpose. 

It  is  very  apparent  from  the  papers  submitted  to  us  that  Australasia  has 
it  problems,  as  we  have  our  problems  in  America ;  but  it  is  also  evident  to 
this  committee  that  most  of  those  problems  must  necessarily  be  so  solved 
by  Australasia  itself.  We  believe  that  all  of  them  can  be  so  solved  if  the 
spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  fraternity  which  should  dominate  this  Order 
and  all  its  membership  is  not  only  understood,  but  exemplified.  No  large 
number  of  men  separated,  in  many  instances  by  wide  distances  and  governed 
by  divergent  laws,  can  attempt  to  affiliate  without  some  differences  of 
opinion.  But  these  differences  can  be  overcome  if  a  common  purpose  to 
overcome  them  is  manifested  by  all  concerned.  It  is  difficult  for  people  liv- 
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ing  thousands  of  miles  apart  to  understand  the  local  problems  of  each  other. 
In  the  United  States  and  Canada  we  have  distinct  states,  each  having  local 
laws  governing  its  own  citizens,  just  as  in  Australasia  there  are  different 
states,  each  state  having  its  local  laws  governing  its  own  citizens.  In  the 
United  States  and  Canada  the  citizens  of  a  state  also  owe  allegiance  to  a  fed¬ 
eral  government  of  each  of  these  countries,  and  in  each  of  these  states  is  a 
Grand  Lodge  governing  its  own  membership  but  each  of  these  Grand  Lodges 
owes  allegiance  and  is  subordinate  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  our 
political  divisions  there  is  no  great  difference  between  the  organic  form  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  that  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia,  and  each  considered  in  relation  to  the  Order  has  its  dual  sovereignty. 

And  we  may  say  in  passing  that  each  province  in  Canada  has  a  Friendly 
Societies  Act,  the  administration  of  which  does  not  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  functioning  of  Odd  Fellows’  lodges,  nor  with  their  active  affiliation 
with  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  enforcement  upon  their  member¬ 
ship  of  all  the  enactments  of  the  latter  lodge.  While  there  are,  undoubtedly, 
difficulties  in  Australasia,  we  yet  believe  there  is  no  real  conflict  between 
the  loyalty  due  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  state  and  the  loyalty  due 
the  fraternal  organization.  Many  of  the  problems  that  are  apparently  now 
troubling  our  brethren  in  Australasia  have  arisen  in  America.  When  they 
have  arisen  here,  we  have,  however,  endeavored  to  meet  them  in  a  spirit  of 
co-operative  fellowship,  and  the  use  of  horse  sense  has  readily  smoothed  out 
our  problems.  We  are  confident  that  our  brethren  of  Australasia,  by  the 
use  of  these  same  attributes,  and  of  which  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  and  is 
a  demonstration  can  readily  solve  all  their  problems,  if  met  in  the  spirit 
that  our  brotherhood  seeks  to  inculcate. 

FEDERAL  COUNCIL. 

We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  suggestion  from  some  of  our 
Australasian  brethren  that  a  Federal  Council  be  created,  as  a  substitute  for 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia. 

As  we  understand  the  suggestion,  the  powers  of  this  council  are  to  be 
practically  the  same  as  those  of  the  existing  Grand  Lodges  of  Australasia. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  is  the  holder  of  a  charter  from  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  charter  is  in  the  nature  of  a  contract.  There 
has  been  no  suggestion  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  that  that 
charter  be  terminated.  At  the  present  time  we  are  faced  with  the  sugges¬ 
tion  that  this  charter  be  abolished  and  a  new  one  granted,  without  any 
notice  or  action  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  sought  to  be  abolished,  that  it  desires 
that  step  to  be  taken.  There  certainly  has  been  no  evidence  presented  to  this 
committee  sufficient  in  character  to  even  warrant  the  suggestion  that  the 
charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  be  revoked  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

As  we  read  its  charter,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  exercises  dominon 
over  all  the  different  states  of  Australasia,  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
different  states  of  Australasia  have  received  and  hold  their  charters  from 
that  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  sent  delegates  to  its  conventions  and  recog¬ 
nized  its  authority.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  also  chartered  the 
Grand  Encampments  existing  in  the  various  states,  and  chartered  subordi¬ 
nate  encampments  in  states  where  there  is  no  Grand  Encampment.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  Rebekah  organizations  that  exist  in  Australasia.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  not  only  legally  created  and  chartered,  but 
in  fact  exercised  dominion  and  control  over  the  Fraternity  in  Australasia. 
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From  the  various  documents  submitted  to  us,  we  gather  that  only  one 
Jurisdiction,  of  certain  members  thereof,  suggest  a  separation  or  any  substi¬ 
tute  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  at  least  until  the  other  states 
or  a  very  material  part  of  them  voice  the  same  sentiment,  the  committee 
cannot  consider  any  change  in  the  existing  form  of  government  in  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  Australasia. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  there  are  many  miles  to  be  travelled  by  many 
of  the  Representatives  in  order  to  attend  a  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia,  but  that  would  be  true  of  any  substituted  body,  and  great  dis¬ 
tances  separate  many  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  from  the  meeting  place 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  complaint,  if  it  be  such,  against  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  seems 
to  simmer  down  to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  in  close  enough  touch  with  its 
subordinate  bodies.  If  this  be  so,  that  fault  can  be  remedied  by  Australasian 
Odd  Fellowship,  either  by  more  frequent  intercourse  between  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia  and  its  various  subordinate  Grand  Lodges,  or  by  its 
holding  more  frequent  meetings,  thereby  bringing  the  membership  of  the 
various  states  into  closer  communion. 

There  have  been  some  suggestions  made  in  America  that  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  meet  less  frequently,  but  that  suggestion  has  never  overcome 
the  practical  experience  that  frequent  meetings  of  the  Representatives  of 
the  various  Grand  Lodges  with  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  been  a 
great  power  to  cement  our  Brotherhood.  The  more  frequently  men  engaged 
in  the  same  work  get  together  to  discuss  their  common  problems,  the  more 
surely  will  their  structure  stand. 

We  sincerely  trust  that  the  Jurisdiction  from  which  the  complaints  against 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  come,  and- every  member  of  that  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  will  realize  the  fact  they  are  part  of  a  fraternity  that  can  become  a 
power  in  the  development  of  the  great  country  of  which  they  are  citizens, 
and  that  mutual  concession  and  mutual  goodwill  can  solve  almost  every 
one  of  their  problems. 


MEMBERSHIP  QUALIFICATIONS. 

When  the  charter  was  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reserved  to  itself  the  power  to  prescribe  the  qualifi¬ 
cation  for  membership,  and  the  charter  was  accepted  with  that  reserva¬ 
tion  therein.  Such  reservation  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  agreement 
between  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia, 
and  every  Odd  Fellow  within  the  Dominion  of  Australia  is  bound  by  the 
provisions  of  that  charter. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  Order  in  America,  the  constitution  of  that  body 
prescribed  that  one  of  the  qualifications  for  membership  was  that  its  mem¬ 
bers  should  be  white.  That  constitutional  provision  necessarily  prevented 
the  granting  of  the  power  to  any  other  body  to  admit  any  other  class  of 
persons  to  the  Order.  Therefore,  the  fundamental  law  of  the  Order  must 
be  obeyed  wherever  Odd  Fellowship  is  known,  and  it  is  unlawful  for  any 
Grand  or  subordinate  lodge  in  any  portion  of  the  world  to  admit  to  mem¬ 
bership  any  person  not  of  the  white  race.  This  rule  applies  to  Rebekah 
lodges  and  to  the  wives  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  question  whether  the  provi¬ 
sion  applies  to  the  wives  of  Odd  Fellows,  whether  they  must  be  white  in 
order  to  become  a  member  of  the  Rebekah  organization,  has  been  decided. 
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not  only  by  the  Grand  Sire,  but  expressly  adopted  in  1909  by  legislation 
enacted  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  Denmark,  and  is  part  of 
the  existing  Rebekah  code. 

We  may  not  stop  to  argue  over  the  use  of  the  terms,  superiority  and 
inferiority,  as  applied  to  different  races  of  men,  for  on  that  men  may  well 
agree  to  differ.  The  essential  thing  is.  that  differences  do  exist  between  the 
races,  and  this  is  an  ethnological  truth,  the  neglect  of  which  has  been,  as 
history  points,  disastrous.  We  must  recognize  that  there  are  races  of  man¬ 
kind,  separated  in  all  probability  from  the  earliest  periods  in  human  evolu¬ 
tion,  so  incompatible  that  intimate  association  between  them,  whether  physi¬ 
cal  or  otherwise,  is  impossible  without  detriment.  Many  of  the  most  trouble¬ 
some  problems  with  which  the  world  is  vexed  to-day  are  due  to  the  interplay 
of  incompatible  races.  The  blood  of  certain  races  of  men  may  not  be  inter¬ 
mingled  without  detriment  to  each.  This  is  a  truth  marked  by  a  red  line  in 
history. 

One  of  the  dreams  of  Odd  Fellowship,  as  of  all  men  who  love  mankind,  is 
that  the  time  will  come  in  the  world’s  history  when  all  men  can  meet  on 
equal  ground,  on  the  same  social  plane,  and  we  shall  then  know  the  brother¬ 
hood  of  man  in  its  broadest  sense.  By  this,  however,  we  do  not  mean  an 
intermingling  of  all  the  different  kindreds  of  men.  We  refer  to  that  time 
of  which  the  Scriptures  teach  when  all  men  shall  know  each  other  as  brothers 
in  name,  and  not  necessarily  in  blood.  This  day,  however,  has  not  arrived, 
and  is  still  far  distant. 

This  brotherhood  is  seeking  to  work  in  a  practical  way  in  a  practical 
world.  We  must  adjust  ourselves  to  existing  conditions,  and  for  the  present, 
at  least,  we  run  the  risk  of  inconsistency  in  profession  and  in  action  by  recog¬ 
nizing  the  limitations  and  the  prejudices  of  men.  Certainly,  to  change  our 
existing  law  at  this  time,  and  in  the  present  state  of  the  world,  will  raise  preju¬ 
dices,  and  while  human  passion  still  exists,  would  only  effect  the  destruction 
of  our  brotherhood  in  many  portions  of  the  wrorld. 

In  considering  the  qualifications  for  membership,  we  must  remember  that 
in  the  enactment  of  laws,  we  are  dealing  not  only  with  local  conditions,  but 
with  admission  to  a  world-wide  confederation,  and  that  a  brother  admitted 
t$  a  lodge  in  America  has  a  perfect  right  to  enter  into  and  participate  in 
all  the  the  proceedings,  formal  and  social,  of  any  lodge  in  Australasia  or 
any  other  portion  of  the  world,  and  that  an  Odd  Fellow  admitted  in  Austral¬ 
asia  is  an  Odd  Fellow  everywhere.  Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  one  law 
apply  to  the  brotherhood  throughout  the  world,  and  that  the  will  of  the 
vast  majority  of  membership  must  govern  and  control  every  individual 
therein. 

RITUALS.  # 

We  have  given  more  than  ordinary  consideration  to  the  suggestion  that  a 
shortened  ritual  be  adopted.  There  apparently  is  much  to  commend  it,  and 
we  would  be  disposed  to  acquiesce,  did  it  come  to  us  in  the  form  of  a 
unanimous  request  from  the  different  states  to  be  affected  by  the  substituted 
ritual,  or  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  There  apparently  has  been 
much  discussion  throughout  the  territory  involved,  as  to  the  conferring  of 
degrees  and  to  a  shortened  ritual. 

The  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  for  October,  1920,  shows 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  that  Grand  Lodge  requested  the  various 
subordinate  Grand  Lodges  to  submit  to  their  suggestions  as  to  whether  they 
c^esired  a  shortened  ritual,  and,  if  so,  to  submit  a  copy  of  what  they  con- 
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sidered  suitable.  “  The  request  to  Grand  Lodges  produced  little  result,  and 
did  not  disclose  any  general  desire  for  a  very  much  shortened  ritual.  From 
the  replies  received  it  appeared  that  a  shortening  of  some  of  the  lengthy 
charges  and  a  few  minor  alterations  would  suffice.”  (Page  2,  Australian 
Journal,  1920.)  Apparently,  the  demand  for  the  shortening  of  the  ritual 
comes  from  one  subordinate  Grand  Lodge,  but  even  in  that  territory  the 
opinion  does  not  seem  to  be  unanimous  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  a  shorten¬ 
ing  of  the  ritual,  or  its  character  if  adopted.  From  another  subordinate 
Jurisdiction  comes  the  form  of  a  shortened  ritual,  apparently  prepared  in 
reply  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  The  correspon¬ 
dence  from  the  territory  presenting  this  draft  shows  no  practical  unanimity 
for  it.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  we  could  not  consistently  grant  a 
shortened  ritual  to  one  of  the  states  of  Australasia  alone.  Any  substitute 
for  the  present  ritual,  or  any  modification  of  it,  must  necessarily  apply  to 
the  entire  territory  subject  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  we  think 
the  sober  second  thought  of  the  brethren  asking  for  a  shortened  ritual,  will 
endorse  this  view.  The  committee  therefore  suggests  that  any  form  of  a 
shortened  ritual  should  be  submitted  to  and  be  recommended  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia,  the  only  body  holding  a  charter  from  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  When  Australasia  agrees  upon  a  ritual,  and  submits  it  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  we  can  assure  our  Australasian  brethren  that 
it  will  be  dealt  with  with  in  a  fair,  impartial  and  friendly  manner. 

May  the  committee  at  this  time  suggest  to  our  brothers  of  Australasia 
that  the  matter  of  a  ritual  and  the  rendition  of  the  work  troubled  some  of 
our  brothers  in  America,  and  some  of  our  lodges  located  in  country  dis¬ 
tricts  expressed  doubt  as  to  their  ability  to  confer  degrees  in  proper  form 
under  the  existing  American  ritual.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  soon  learned 
that  they  could  confer  the  degrees,  and  the  subordinate  lodges  in  America 
are  conferring  the  degrees  under  the  existing  ritual  without  practical  diffi¬ 
culty.  There  is  nothing  in  the  present  ritual  that  requires  the  dramatiza¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  although  the  great  majority  of  the  lodges  use  that  form. 
One  of  the  members  of  this  committee  has  seen  the  first  degree,  for  instance, 
given  in  its  entirety,  using  every  word  in  the  ritual,  in  twelve  minutes’  time, 
and  then  has  seen  the  same  lodge  immediately  afterwards  consume  t*to 
hours  in  conferring  that  same  degree  in  the  dramatized  form,  a  concrete 
illustration  of  the  fact  that  the  ritual  can  be  used  in  one  form  or  the  other 
by  any  aggregation  of  men. 

The  ritual  enshrines  valuable  lessons  and  mighty  truths  capable  of  pre¬ 
sentation  in  striking  and  attractive  form.  Lectures  may  be  dry  things  if 
frequently  repeated,  but  the  work  laid  down  by  the  ritual  presented  in  a 
form  that  is  attractive,  and  which  at  the  same  time  illustrates  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  our  brotherhood,  is  anything  but  dry.  Lodges  in  North  America 
that  practically  were  but  skeletons  of  what  a  lodge  should  be,  have  by  use 
of  the  new  ritual,  become  live  and  active  centers,  and  every  lodge  of  which 
we  learn,  that  has  sought  to  really  use  our  ritual  in  an  understanding  way, 
has  not  only  materially  increased  its  membership  and  its  organization,  but 
has  given  a  more  enlightened  and  broader  outlook  to  the  individual  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  lodge. 

We  know  that  the  Odd  Fellows  in  different  parts  of  the  world  are  neces¬ 
sarily  governed  by  local  conditions,  but  we  are  making  this  suggestion  not 
only  because  we  have  learned  by  practical  experience  how  much  our  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  and  the  membership  thereof  benefited  by  the  constant  exem¬ 
plification  of  the  ritual,  and  our  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  our  lodge  rooijas 
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are  filled  whenever  it  is  known  that  a  degree  is  to  be  conferred.  A  common 
understanding  and  the  use  of  a  common  ritual  will  go  far,  very  far,  in  creat¬ 
ing  a  common  brotherhood. 

Further,  as  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  Grand  Sire  Borst  on  his  Austral¬ 
asian  visit,  a  revised  degree  ritual  was  prepared  in  1893  by  a  committee  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  and  approved  at  the  session  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  that  year.  As  stated  by  Bro.  H.  J.  Williams,  Past 
Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  in  a  reviser’s  note  on  that  Ritual: 

“The  object  of  this  revision  is  to  bring  the  ritual  of  the  three  degrees  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  within  the  scope  and  capability  of 
every  lodge  no  matter  how  small  its  numbers,  or  how  far  removed  from 
those  centers  from  which  instruction  usually  emanates  ....  the  work  is 
purely  one  of  simplification.” 

It  may  be  noted  that  this  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Ritual  had  thrpe 
of  its  six  members  from  the  state  from  which  the  most  strenuous  of  the 
objections  to  the  ritual  emanate.  Our  Australasian  brethren  have  been  privi¬ 
leged  to  use  the  ritual  so  amended  for  their  exclusive  use. 

Since  the  preparation  of  this  report  Grand  Representative  Lucas  from 
Australasia  has  presented  to  this  session  the  form  of  an  abbreviated  initia¬ 
tory  degree  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia,  acting  in  behalf  of  said  Grand  Lodge.  We  have  examined 
this  abbreviated  ritual  and  will,  if  the  matter  be  referred  to  this  committee, 
submit  a  report  thereon  in  secret  session,  and  we  recommend  that  the  action 
there  taken  be  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  in  proper  form, 
with  the  direction  that  it  be  disseminated  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges. 

OPEN  MEETINGS. 

Somewhere  in  the  correspondence  presented,  there  was  a  suggestion  or  a 
statement  by  certain  lodges,  proposing  that  all  meetings  should  be  open, 
except  when  a  degree  was  to  be  conferred.  This  is  contrary  to  the  general 
rule  of  the  Order,  and  we  do  not  believe  that  such  a  change  would  be 
beneficial. 

We  cannot  endorse  the  suggestion  that  lodge  meetings,  except  where  the 
degree  is  conferred,  should  be  open  to  the  general  public,  nor  do  we  believe 
that  any  benefit  would  ensue  to  our  Australasian  brothers  by  such  a  course. 
The  average  individual  seeks  that  which  it  is  not  easy  for  him  to  attain,  and 
we  think  that  every  Odd  Fellows’  lodge  should  be  a  meeting  confined  to 
Odd  Fellows,  and  we  further  think  that  the  conferring  of  the  degree  in  its 
entirety,  and  not  by  application  only,  would  not  only  impress  upon  the  mem¬ 
bership  the  vital  truths  exemplified  in  the  degree,  but  would,  in  fact,  after  a 
short  time,  attract  members  to  the  lodge  room.  We  have  found  that  to 
be  the  fact  in  America,  and  that  lodges  that  did  not  confer  the  degrees  have 
suffered  greatly  in  attendance,  in  strength,  in  virility,  and  in  membership,  as 
compared  with  the  lodges  that  did. 

It  might  be  well  if  the  degrees  were  conferred  at  stated  intervals,  once 
a  month  or  once  in  every  two  months,  or  at  other  times,  as  the  lodge  may 
for  local  reasons  best  determine,  but  the  abandonment  of  the  degrees,  we 
think,  would  be  a  liability  and  not  an  asset.  We  are  aware  of  the  contention 
made  by  proponents  of  the  course  here  objected  to,  but  we  think  that  the 
objections  outweigh  the  benefits. 
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INSURANCE  PROPOSALS. 

Our  Order  in  Australasia  and  New  Zealand  is,  like  all  other  societies  there, 
governed,  in  a  measure,  by  what  is  known  as  the  Friendly  Societies  Act.. 
This  law  in  the  several  Australian  states  is  patterned  very  closely  after  the 
earlier  act  of  the  same  name  and  covering  the  same  purposes,  enacted  by 
the  English  Parliament.  The  act  makes  no  attempt  to  interfere  with  the 
fraternal  and  ritualistic  features  of  the  several  Orders,  but  does  require  all 
financial  transactions  to  conform  to  certain  governmental  regulations  and  to 
pass  before  a  government  official. 

In  a  publication  entitled  “  Friendly  Societies,  New  Zealand,”  apparently 
compiled  by  Robert  E.  Hayes,  Registrar,  the  reason  for  governmental 
supervision  is  stated  as  follows: 

“  In  the  conduct  of  a  friendly  society,  there  is  a  unique  temptation  and 
a  unique  opportunity  to  indulge  in  unsound  finance.  It  is  so  easy  to  run 
a  society  for  twenty  or  thirty  years  (while  the  members  are  still  young), 
without  even  accumulating  a  fund  at  all.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  fund  is 
accumulated  against  old  age  it  has  to  go  on  accumulating  for  so  long  a  period 
and  lie  so  long  untouched  that  all  sorts  of  wrong  impressions  are  formed,  and 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  clamor  for  more  benefits  or  lower  contributions;  and 
even  the  most  unsound  societies  are  apt  to  point  to  the  funds  as  an  absolute 
proof  that  they  are  in  the  soundest  possible  position,  although  their  liabili¬ 
ties  may  be  growing  much  faster  than  their  funds.” 

Grand  Master  Percy  W.  Berne,  of  New  South  Wales,  in  his  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  that  Jurisdiction  in  1917,  made  the  following  statement: 

“  The  future  of  the  society  should  be  taken  into  our  easliest  consideration. 
In  my  opinion  it  would  be  worth  while  to  consider  the  transfer  of  the  society 
to  a  company  under  the  provisions  of  Section  61  of  the  Friendly  Societies 
Act,  with  the  idea  of  opening  up  new  fields  of  operations.  This  is  not  a 
subject  to  be  lightly  dealt  with  and  must  be  earnestly  thought  out,  but  it 
seems  possible  that  the  operations  of  the  society  could  be  extended  by  the 
method  suggested,  in  which  event  we  could  enlarge  our  operations.” 

Subsequently  he  wrote  an  elaborate  article  entitled  “Friendly  societies: 
Their  Past,  Their  Present,  Their  Future,”  in  which  he  advocated,  with  much 
industry  and  ability,  the  registration  of  our  society  as  a  fraternal  insurance 
company,  and  set  forth  the  details  of  a  plan  for  the  accomplishment  of  that 
object.  The  article  is  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  was  evidently  designed 
for  circulation  among  members  of  the  Order. 

His  proposition  is  tersely  stated  on  page  five  of  the  article : 

“  My  proposal  is  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  section  in 
question  and  registrar  as  a  fraternal  insurance  company,  to  carry  on  insur¬ 
ance  business  as  an  adjunct  to  our  present  activities,  with  a  view  to  making 
large  profits  for  increased  benefits  to  our  members,  which  otherwise  is  pos¬ 
sible  only  by  further  taxation  of  our  members.” 

He  suggests  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  inevitable  trend  of  all  friendly  socie¬ 
ties  is  toward  insurance,  and  asks,  “  but  what,  after  all,  is  a  friendly  society 
but  an  insurance  society.”  and  then  continues: 

“  It  seems  apparent  that  the  fraternal  element  (which  may  have  influenced 
friendly  societies,  and  more  especially  our  society,  in  the  past)  is  rapidly 
passing  away,  that  being  more  noticeable  since  the  passing  of  friendly  socie¬ 
ties  acts  framed  to  meet  modern  conditions.” 
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From  these  excerpts  the  general  character  of  the  plan  may  be  seen. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  our  brethern  to  the  fact  that  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  as  it  exists  and  works  on  the  continent  of  North  America  and 
generally  elsewhere,  is  not  a  mere  beneficial  organization,  making  its  chief 
aim  the  payment  of  benefits  to  its  membership,  but  seeks  to  be,  and  is,  a 
great  fraternal  organization,  making  the  chief  object  of  its  existence,  the 
strengthening  of  the  character  of  its  members,  uniting  them  in  bonds  of 
fraternal  intercourse,  and  by  bringing  men  of  all  grades  of  society  to  use 
the  lodge  as  a  common  meeting  place,  whereby  each  may  know  the  other 
better,  strengthen  the  ties  of  a  common  citizenship,  and  by  the  inculca¬ 
tion  of  the  spirit  of  loyalty  to  country  and  value  of  subordination  to  coun¬ 
try’s  laws,  to  strengthen  not  only  the  character  of  the  individual,  but  to 
make  more  sure  the  safety  of  the  state.  In  other  words,  Odd  Fellowship 
has  long  since  ceased  to  regard  the  payment  of  benefits  as  the  main  feature 
of  our  institution,  but  in  fact,  makes  it  a  very  subordinate  feature  and  a 
mere  incident  of  its  greater  work  of  fraternity  and  good-will.  And  because 
it  is  so  doing,  and  because  its  work  and  that  of  kindred  organizations  are 
along  the  line  of  friendly  life,  neighborly  intercourse,  and  neighborly  under¬ 
standing,  it  has  become  quietly  and  unostentatiously  a  great  power  for  good 
in  every  community  in  which  it  exists.  When  the  principles  of  our  Order 
are  written  into  the  laws  of  a  country,  and  mankind  is  taught  to  care  for 
and  educate  the  unfortunate,  to  fit  them  for  the  duties  of  life,  then  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  will  come  into  its  own,  and  for  that  end  every  Odd  Fellow  should 
work. 

We  realize  the  difficulties  that  confront  our  Australasian  brothers,  but  we 
believe  that  if  they  will  subordinate  the  idea  of  benefits  to  the  greater  lines 
of  fraternity,  they  will  reap  a  rich  reward. 

The  great  triumph  of  our  Fellowship  lies  in  extended  influence,  and  in 
the  fact  that  the  principles  of  our  Order  exemplified  by  our  members  in  every 
walk  of  life,  have  permeated  every  community  where  the  Order  has  a  home. 
It  is  not  mere  numbers  that  constitute  the  strength  of  Odd  Fellowship;  it 
is  the  character  of  that  membership,  and  we  know  that  our  brothers  of 
Australasia  will  agree  with  us  that  a  small  lodge  composed  of  leading  citi¬ 
zens  and  men  interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  land  and  in  the  welfare  ol 
the  Order  as  an  agency  for  the  upbuilding  of  that  land,  is  a  safer  foundation 
upon  which  to  build,  than  upon  a  membership  that  sees  only  in  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  a  mere  agency  for  the  distribution  of  benefits.  We  do  not  under¬ 
estimate  the  importance  of  caring  for  our  sick  members  when  they  are  desti¬ 
tute  or  in  need.  That  is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles,  objects,  and 
accomplishments  of  the  fraternity,  but  it  should  not  be  made  the  main 
thing.  The  teaching  of  the  principles  of  fraternity,  of  faith  in  God,  of  the 
brotherhood  of  man,  makes  the  strength  and  character  of  the  organization, 
and  when  with  this  is  combined  economy  in  the  use  of  funds,  close  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  business  of  the  Order,  a  zeal  to  have  the  fundamental  faith  of 
the  Order  fully  understood,  every  member  alive  to  the  importance  of  their 
being  understood,  then,  while  the  growth  of  the  lodge  may  be  small  at  first., 
it  is  ultimately  bound  to  hold  a  recognized  standing  in  every  community  in 
which  it  lives. 

Holding  these  views  as  to  the  character  and  purposes  of  our  fellowship, 
we  desire  to  emphasize  the  spirit  of  fraternity,  and  that  Odd  Fellowship  is 
a  fraternal  body  and  not  an  insurance  company,  and  we  cannot  endorse  nor 
accept  the  suggestion  that  any  Odd  Fellows’  body  in  Australasia  or  else¬ 
where  should,  by  registration  under  a  provision  of  the  Friendly  Societies 
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Act  or  otherwise,  convert  what  we  hold  to  be  a  fraternal  brotherhood  into 
a  business  organization,  whether  it  calls  itself  an  insurance  company  or 
otherwise.  We  appreciate  the  apparent  difficulties  under  which  our  brothers 
say  they  are  suffering,  but  the  fundamental  fact  remains,  that  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  is  not  a  business  organization,  but  is  an  affiliation  of  men  holding  high 
ideals  and  seeking  to  vivify  and  spread  those  deals. 

In  his  report  to  the  session  of  1914,  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Australasia  well  said: 

“  If  we  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  our  Order  is  first  and  foremost  a  frater¬ 
nal  organization,  we  will  depart  from  those  foundation  principles  which 
have  brought  this  great  society  to  its  present,  proud  position,  and  will  allow 
the  Australasian  division  of  it  to  sink  into  a  mere  insurance  society.” 

It  is  true  that  when  this  Order  was  organized,  benefits  were  a  prominent 
feature,  but  time  has  shown  the  fallacy  of  making  that  the  controlling  fac¬ 
tor,  and  no  Grand  Lodge  should  ever  seek  the  conversion  of  Odd  Fellows’ 
lodges  into  a  mere  insurance  organization.  To  do  so  would  nullify  all  the 
principles  of  the  fraternity. 

The  relief  of  a  brother  in  distress  and  the  care  of  his  family,  is  a  funda¬ 
mental  part  of  the  fraternity  and  that,  we  know  our  brethren  in  Australasia 
practice,  and  will  continue  to  practice.  The  care,  in  true  Odd  Fellowship, 
that  one  man  bestows  upon  another  man  in  the  hour  of  the  latter’s  dis¬ 
tress,  is  not  bestowed  under  contractual  rights,  but  in  the  spirit  which  should 
animate  individuals  living  side  by  side. 

We  have  a  splendid  example  of  true  fraternity  as  exemplified  and  prac¬ 
ticed  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  There,  the  Dominion 
and  the  various  provinces  have  enacted  Friendly  Society  Acts  involving 
registration,  but  in  actual  practice  this  has  not  interfered  with  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  Odd  Fellowship  as  we  know  it,  nor  has  it  hindered  in  any  way 
the  affiliation  of  our  Canadian  membership  with  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  nor  retarded  the  growth  of  the  Order  in  Canada,  nor  lessened  their 
enthusiasm  in  the  cause.  We  therefore  urge,  that  those  brothers  in  Austral¬ 
asia  who  suggest  registration  as  an  insurance  company  as  a  means  of  prog¬ 
ress,  reconsider  their  view's  so  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  Australasia  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  something  more  than  a  beneficial  society,  namely,  a  true  fraternal 
organization,  and  that  they  wrill  continue  with  old-time  zeal  to  do  the  work 
that  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  inculcates  and  enjoins. 

ENCAMPMENTS. 

Certain  complaints  have  been  made  that  various  encampments  are  insub¬ 
ordinate,  that  they  are  violating  the  principles  of  the  Order  and  refuse  to 
obey  its  mandate,  and  justify  their  acts  by  the  assertion  that  they  are  not 
responsible  to  any  Australasian  authority.  As  we  understand  it,  the  charters 
for  all  Grand  and  subordinate  encampments  in  Australasia  were  granted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  That  being  so,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia  exercises  dominion  over  the  subordinate  bodies,  and  should  hold  them 
accountable  for  any  infringement  of  the  law. 

We  may  suggest,  in  passing,  that  it  should  not  be  difficult  to  determine 
that  an  Odd  Fellow  may  not  be  a  member,  or  recognized  as  such,  by  one 
of  its  higher  bodies,  if  he  is  not  in  good  standing  in  a  subordinate  lodge. 
It  may  also  well  be  that  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia 
can  be  properly  recognized  as  such  in  that  body,  although  they  do  not 
belong  to  all  the  subordinate  bodies  in  reference  to  which  such  Grand  Lodge 
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may  be  called  upon  to  legislate,  because  of  the  fact  that  they  may  come 
from  Grand  Bodies  where  certain  of  the  higher  branches  above  the  subordi- 
from  lodge  do  not  exist.  These  are  questions  that  our  Australasian  brethren 
may  well  settle  without  suggestion  or  interference  on  the  part  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  so  long  as  they  are  disposed  of  in  accord  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  laws  of  the  Order. 

We  cannot  at  this  distance  weigh  all  the  offenses  presented  to  us,  or  sug¬ 
gest  how  they  should  be  remedied,  but  every  parent  ought  to  control  and 
punish  his  own  children,  and  if  there  is  any  need  of  any  discipline  or  re¬ 
straint,  that  should  be  administered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia, 
which  has  full  power  in  the  premises. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  committee  in  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  of  this  report  has 
had  access  to  a  number  of  reports,  letters,  and  documents  coming  from 
Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  and  from  individuals  in  Australasia.  The 
vast  majority  show  great  literary  merit  and  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  frater¬ 
nity  and  its  purposes.  Australasia  has  many  men,  of  whom  any  Order  could 
be  proud,  and  we  have  found  many  of  their  suggestions  worthy  of  careful 
considerations,  exhibiting  often  divergent  views,  suggesting  varying  remedies 
for  existing  conditions  that  breathe  a  common  regard  for  the  Order,  and 
thus  assure  us  that  they  are  all  alike  interested  in  finding  a  workable  solu¬ 
tion,  and  in  asking  the  opinion  and  guidance  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
they  are  animated  by  a  spirit  of  fidelity  to  it.  We  are  glad  to  thus  become 
acquainted,  and  we  assure  them  and  the  brothers  they  represent,  that  the 
purpose  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  often  shown  and  declared,  has  been, 
and  is  now,  to  establish  and  maintain  the  most  friendly  relations  between  it 
and  its  over-seas  dependencies  and  associates,  to  encourage  and  help  them 
in  every  possible  way.  The  membership  in  Australasia  are  our  brothers 
and  friends. 

We  appreciate  that  these  brothers  are  struggling  by  the  side  of  other 
orders  bearing  somewhat  similar  names,  and  who  are  organized  essentially 
as  insurance  companies  and  not  as  fraternal  orgnizations.  From  all  that 
has  been  submitted  to  us,  however,  together  with  observations  made  by 
Grand  Sire  Borst,  obtained  on  his  visit  to  them,  we  are  led  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  after  all,  the  fraternal  feeling  of  Odd  Fellowship  with  them  pre¬ 
dominates  over  that  of  mere  financial  assistance.  We  combine  in  this 
brotherhood  the  two  elements,  but  the  last  mentioned  must  not  predominate 
and  cannot,  unless  we  change  the  entire  scope  and  meaning  of  the  Order. 
These  brethren  may  increase  their  benefits,  but  we  want  them  to  hold  fast 
to  the  essentials  of  the  fraternity.  They  live  in  a  great  land  to  which  the 
door  of  opportunity,  in  this  progessive  day  of  the  world,  is  just  opening. 
Progress  to  their  land  and  its  development  will  bring  progress  and  develop¬ 
ment  along  fraternal  lines,  with  which  their  nation,  as  such,  is  so  closely 
allied.  We  want  them,  with  us,  to  hold  fast  to  the  hand  of  fellowship. 
Australasia  and  America  joined  in  brotherhood  will  do  much  toward  lead¬ 
ing  the  world  to  that  day  when  peace  shall  prevail  and  war  be  no  more. 

COMMISSION. 

Distance  always  hampers  fraternal  and  personal  intercourse,  creates  una¬ 
voidable  delays  in  correspondence,  and  the  consideration  of  suggestions  con¬ 
cerning  matters  in  which  we  all  have  a  common  interest. 
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In  order  that  we  and  they  may  be  brought  into  closer  communion  and 
have  more  prompt  reply  and  attention  given  to  their  correspondence  than 
is  possible  in  the  short  and  busy  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
when  such  correspondence  is  for  the  first  time  presented  to  the  Represen¬ 
tatives,  and  in  order  that  the  questions  in  which  our  beloved  brothers  are 
so  deeply  interested  should  have  the  most  careful  consideration,  their  wishes 
and  conditions  carefully  weighed,  we  think  that  there  should  be  a  some¬ 
what  permanent  body  created  within  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  which 
should  consider  matters  similar  to  those  we  have  been  considering,  and  such 
others  as  may  arise  during  the  time  when  that  body  is  in  vacation,  and  to 
that  end  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved:  That  there  be  hereby  created  a  permanent  commission  to  con¬ 
sist  of  three  members,  namely,  the  Deputjr  Grand  Sire,  the  chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  ex  officio,  the  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Commit¬ 
tee,  ex  officio,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to 
which  commission  shall  be  referred  immediately  upon  its  receipt,  all  com¬ 
munications  of  other  than  a  routine  or  purely  administrative  character 
coming  from  Jurisdictions  outside  the  continent  of  North  America;  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commission  to  carefully  consider  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter  of  such  communications  and  to  make  such  reports  relative  thereto,  or 
to  our  general  overseas  relations  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  at  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Said  commission  shall  meet  at  the  call 
of  its  chairman  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  designate,  and  shall 
receive  such  compensation  and  per  diem  as  it  provided  by  the  Code  and 
legislation  of  this  body  for  committees  thereof,  and  shall  continue  to  exist 
until  otherwise  ordered. 

Second:  Such  commission  is  empowered  to  compile  silfch  legislation  and 
historical  matters  as  seem  pertinent  and  proper  relative  to  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Jurisdictions  other  than  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  and. 
with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Sire,  print  the  same  in  pamphlet  form  for 
the  information  and  use  of  the  members  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Third:  The  Grand  Secretary  is  instructed  to  secure  as  soon  as  practical, 
a  complete  file  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  each  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
Encampment,  and  Rebekah  Assembly,  not  on  the  continent  of  North  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  as  far  as  possible  the  constitution,  rules  and  by-laws  of  each  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  existing  in  any  state,  territory 
or  province  in  which  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  or 
Rebekah  Assembly,  which  said  documents  shall  be  available  for  the  use 
of  said  commission.

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  decision  oi 
the  Grand  Sire,  numbered  9,  beg  to  report  that  m  considering  this  decision 

we  had  the  benefit  of  the  correspondence  from  which  lt.refJlted1^n  fleeted 
that  the  Grand  Encampment  referred  to,  at  its  session  in  May,  1920,  elected 
a  brother  as  Grand  Representative  who  did  not  possess  the  necessary  quali¬ 
fication  for  that  office  and,  therefore,  the  election  was  void.  The  vacancy 
consequent  did  not  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and 

therefore  the  Grand  Patriarch  was  without  P°wer.  t0MaPP°  btu‘ 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Encampment  at  its  session  in  May,  1921,  to  elect 

brother  to  the  office  who  was  eligible.  .  .  . 

The  vacancy  in  the  office  resulted  from  the  conceded  fact  of  the  ineligi¬ 
bility  of  the  brother  chosen,  and  was  not  a  matter  of  declaration. 
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Of  course  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  the  sole  judge  of  the  qualifica¬ 
tion  of  its  members  when  there  is  any  contest  as  to  eligibility;  but  here 
there  is  no  question  to  be  decided ;  the  controlling  fact  is  admitted. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  opinions  set  forth  herein  be  substi¬ 
tuted  for  the  answers  given  by  the  Grand  Sire.

on  page  172,  Journal  of  September  19,  1921,  beg  to  report  that  Rep.  Garner, 
of  Missouri,  appeared  before  the  committee  and  suggested  that  the  record 
was  incomplete,  and  after  due  consideration  thereof  your  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  appellee  having  failed  to  supply  sufficient  record 
within  the  time  provided  in  the  Code  (Section  716),  it  is  now  too  late  for 
any  omission  to  be  supplied.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  were  referred  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  beg  to  report  that  the  committee  has  carefully  examined  and 
considered  Decision  No.  7. 

The  question  presented  calls  for  the  definition  of  the  title  “  Ancient  Mem¬ 
ber.”  That  term  has  never  been  known  or  used  in  the  Order.  Prior  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Code  the  term  “  Ancient  Odd  Fellow  ”  was  applicable  to  a 
brother  who  held  an  expired  withdrawal  card,  or  one  who  had  resigned  his 
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membership,  and  to  one  who  was  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  body 
which  became  defunct  and  who  held  a  Grand  Lodge  card. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  decision  be  disapproved  and  offer  the 
following: 

“  Resolved,  That  said  decision  be  and  is  hereby  disapproved.’’

Report  18.  By  Rep.  Younger,  of  Ohio,  from  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary. 

7’o  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  were  referred  the  decisions  of 
the  Grand  Sire,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered  Deci¬ 
sion  No.  3,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  answer  should  be  modified.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the  answer  to  the  same  be  modified  to  read  as 
follows : 

“  Answer. — While  the  soldier  or  the  sailor  may  not  be  permitted  to  wear 
anything  on  his  uniform  on  the  street,  yet  in  the  lodge  room  it  is  different; 
all  must  meet  on  a  common  level,  whether  soldier,  sailor,  or  civilian; 

“  Therefore,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  compulsory  that 
appropriate  regalia  be  worn  during  a  lodge  session,  yet  it  is  nevertheless 
optional  with  the  individual  member  whether  or  not  the  regalia  worn  be 
that  of  the  highest  rank  he  has  attained  in  the  Order.”

The  Grand  Sire  appointed  J.  A.  Lucas,  Grand  Chaplain,  William 
Lucas,  Grand  Representative  and  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  and 
Rep.  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  a  committee  to  visit  the  Association  of 
Rebekah  Assemblies  and  to  extend  to  them  greetings  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Hubbard,  of  Texas,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  : 

AMEND  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  II. 

Whereas,  Section  1,  of  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  reads  as  follows: 

Article  II. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge — Qualifica¬ 
tions.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
members,  to  wit :  A  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand 
Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Mes¬ 
senger,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Representatives  from  the 
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several  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unre¬ 
claimed  charters  granted  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  all 
Past  Grand  Sires.  Each  member  shall  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing 
and  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  and  must  have  received  the  royal  purple  degree  and  be  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  an  encampment  in  good  standing. 

Now,  be  it  resolved,  That  Section  1,  of  Article  II,  of  the  Constitution  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  “  stand¬ 
ing  ”  in  the  last  line  of  said  Section  1,  of  Article  II,  the  words,  “  and  must 
have  received  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  and  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  canton  in  good  standing/’  so  that  Section  1,  of  Article  II,  shall 
read: 


Article  II. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge — Qualifica¬ 
tions.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
members,  to  wit :  A  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand 
Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Mes¬ 
senger,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Representatives  from  the  sev¬ 
eral  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unre¬ 
claimed  charters  granted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  together  with  all 
Past  Grand  Sires.  Each  member  shall  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing  and 
a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing,  and 
must  have  received  the  royal  purple  degree  and  be  a  member  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  of  an  encampment  in  good  standing,  and  must  have  received  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  degree,  and  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  canton  in 
good  standing. 

Rep.  Mohr,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  that  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  adjourn  until  9  o’clock  Wednesday  morning,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

The  chair  accordingly  declared  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned. 


Wednesday,  September  21,  1921,  9  a.  m. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  assembled  pursuant  to  adjourn¬ 
ment,  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Lucian  J.  Eastin,  presiding. 

Past  Grand  Sire  Henry  V.  Borst  was  called  to  the  chair  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  Sire. 
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Present :  The  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Sires  and  a  quorum 
of  Grand  Bodies. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Marshal,  by  order,  examined 
the  Representatives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Lucas,  Grand  Chaplain,  offered  prayer. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Sire,  declared 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  when  it  was  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  Journal 
be  dispensed  with,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  being  a  secret 
session,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  therefore  resolved  itself  into 
secret  session.

After  some  time  spent  in  secret  session,  Rep.  Snyder,  of  Kansas, 
moved  that  the  body  recede  therefrom  and  resume  regular  business, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

Report  12,  page  186,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Australasian 
Affairs,  was  considered,  when  Rep.  Lucas,  of  Australasia,  moved 
that  the  report  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  race  ”  in 
the  eighth  line  of  the  last  paragraph,  on  page  188,  “  except  that 
this  limitation  shall  not  apply  in  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand 
alone,  as  to  the  Maori  race/’  the  question  being  on  the  amendment 
it  was  not  agreed  to,  the  question  recurring  on  the  report,  it  was 
adopted. 

Report  13,  page  196,  from  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  adopted. 

Report  14,  page  197,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  adopted. 
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Report  15,  page  198,  from  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  adopted. 

Report  16,  page  198,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  adopted.

Section  1.  That  Section  138  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  said  section  the  following  words: 

“  As  soon  as  the  present  supply  of  official  certificates  is  exhausted,  the 
Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  reduce 
the  size  of  the  official  certificate,  so  that  it  will  not  be  larger  than  approxi¬ 
mately  four  (4)  inches  in  length,  and  two  and  one-half  (21)  inches  in  width 
and  shall  also  have  printed  across  the  face  of  the  certificate  in  large  numerals 
or  figures,  the  year  of  the  issue  thereof,  and  all  certificates  issued  and  signed 
by  the  proper  officers  in  any  particular  year  shall  be  such  certificates  as 
have  printed  on  them  the  year  as  above  provided.

Whereas,  wre  realize  the  handicap  of  our  present  organization  in  not  being 
closely  enough  allied  with  existing  forms  of  Odd  Fellowship,  in  that  we  are 
working  without  a  form  for  opening  and  closing  or  otherwise  conducting 
and  protecting  the  business  of  the  annual  sessions;  and 

Whereas,  forty  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  now  affiliated  with  the  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  by  vote  of  their  respective  Assemblies  in  regu¬ 
lar  session,  unite  with  this  Association  in  this  request  for  a  better  perfected 
organization ; 
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Be  it  resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  respectfully  petitioned 
to  enact  such  legislation  as  will  result  in  the  recognition  of  the  Association 
of  Rebekah  Assemblies  as  an  integral  part  of  Odd  Fellowship,  thereby 
strengthening  its  influence  in  furthering  the  best  interests  of  the  Rebekah 
Degree.

Report  19.  By  Past  Grand  Sire  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Memorials. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Memorial  of  John  Benjamin  Goodwin,  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  herewith  submit  the  following  testi¬ 
monial  : 

Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  died  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  May  12,  1921,  at  the 
age  of  70  years. 

He  was  born  in  Georgia  on  September  22,  1850,  was  educated  in  the  schools 
of  his  native  state  and  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the  law  when  he  was 
twenty-one  years  old. 

Shortly  after  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he  entered  upon  the  practice  of 
the  law  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  continued  to  practice  his  profession  in  that  city 
for  over  twenty-one  years. 

On  December  6,  1882,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Atlanta,  and  in  1893  was 
re-elected  to  the  same  office.  He  was,  at  different  times,  alternately  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  city  council,  the  State  House  of  Representatives  of  Georgia,  and 
other  prominent  bodies,  being  at  all  times  actively  connected  with  the  affairs 
of  the  city  and  state.  For  seven  years,  1874-81,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
city  council  of  Atlanta,  having  been  elected  mayor  pro  tempore  in  1881, 
mayor  1883-84,  and  again  in  1893-94.  Later,  during  the  years  1903-04,  he 
was  chairman  of  the  Fulton  County  Board  of  Commissioners  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

In  1896  and  1897  he  was  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of 
the  United  States  as  chairman  of  a  commission  to  treat  with  the  Indians  in 
Western  States. 

He  filled  all  these  positions  with  distinguished  ability. 

In  the  passing  of  Brother  Goodwin,  Odd  Fellowship  lost  a  lovable  and 
strong  man,  a  devoted  Odd  Fellow,  an  efficient,  painstaking  officer  who  per¬ 
formed  every  duty  devolving  upon  him  with  the  utmost  fidelity.  He  served 
as  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  sixteen  years. 

His  services  in  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  covered  a  period  of  forty-one 
years. 
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His  affiliation  with  Odd  Fellowship  extended  over  a  period  of  fifty  years. 
He  joined  Capital  Lodge  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  1872. 

In  1879  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  in  1880  was 
chosen  Grand  Representative  from  Georgia  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
in  which  capacity  he  served  until  1900 — when  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand 
Sire. 

In  1902  he  was  installed  Grand  Sire  and  served  in  that  position  two  years. 

In  April,  1905,  he  was  appointed  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  by  Grand  Sire  Robert  E.  Wright,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  caused 
by  the  death  of  Grand  Secretary  J.  Frank.  Grant,  and  was  installed  into 
that  office  on  May  12,  1905.  He  was  sucessively  re-elected  and  served  in 
that  office  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on  May  12,  1921  (being  the  anni¬ 
versary  of  his  installation  into  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge). 

In  the  administration  of  this  very  important  office  of  our  Order  Brother 
Goodwin  handled  every  problem  in  a  courteous  and  tactful  manner,  always 
reflecting  credit  not  only  upon  the  Order,  but  also  on  the  office  of  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  members  of  our  society  having  business  with  Grand  Secretary  Good¬ 
win  were  given-  every  attention  and  extended  every  courtesy  within  his 
power. 

Colonel  Goodwin,  as  his  closest  and  long-timed  friends  loved  to  call  him, 
was  a  gentleman  in  all  the  relations  of  life. 

He  was  endowed  by  nature  with  those  gentlemanly  and  kindly  qualities 
which  stamped  him  as  a  man  among  men.  He  was  modest,  genial  and 
affable  to  a  marked  degree.  His  home  life  was  tender  and  beautiful. 

He  was  a  true  Odd  Fellow,  a  citizen  of  the  highest  type,  a  devoted,  loving 
husband  and  father.  This  is  our  estimate  of  the  life  and  character  of  our 
departed  friend  and  brother.

Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant,  to  whom  were  referred  that  part 
of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  entitled  Patriarchs  Militant,  page  4,  the  report 
of  the  Adjutant  General  and  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  General  Mili¬ 
tary  Council,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  note  the  pronounced  and  rapid  growth  of 
this  branch  of  our  Order.  Last  year  we  were  gratified  to  see  an  increase  of 
10  per  cent  in  membership.  This  year  the  increase  is  approximately  21  per 
cent,  more  than  double  the  percentage  of  growth  in  the  subordinate  lodges. 
This  growth  has  been  well  distributed  among  the  different  Department  Coun¬ 
cils  and  cantons,  only  eight  Departments  failing  to  show  an  increase,  while

some  more  than  doubled  their  membership,  the  total  gain  reaching  the  grati¬ 
fying  figure  of  6177,  with  33  new  cantons  and  a  loss  of  only  three.

General,  and  the  other  officers  are  a  credit  to  the  organization  and  show  a 
comprehensiveness  and  carefulness  of  detail  as  well  as  a  broadness  of  view 
that  can  only  count  for  successful  and  prosperous  growth.

Beport  23.  By  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton,  of  Massachusetts, 
and  Bep.  Trautmann,  of  New  Y^ork,  in  the  matter  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey  against  Wieland  Lodge,  No.  113,  of  New 
Jersey,  and  others. 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  oj  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Having  been  appointed  by  Grand  Sire  Henry  V.  Borst  to  represent  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  counsel  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  attorney 
and  counsel  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  in  the  prosecution  to  a  suc¬ 
cessful  issue  in  legal  proceedings  instituted  by  said  Grand  Lodge  against 
Wieland  Lodge  (Secret  Journal,  1920),  we  beg  leave  to  report. 

The  issues  involved  arose  out  and  related  to  the  legislation  and  enact¬ 
ments  of  laws  by  the  Sovereign  Body  concerning  the  surrendering  of  all 
rituals  in  foreign  language  and  prohibiting  all  subordinate  bodies  from  work¬ 
ing  and  transacting  business  in  any  language  other  than  the  English. 

Wieland  Lodge,  a  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  was 
instituted  and  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  November,  1880,  at  Carl- 
stadt,  N.  J.,  which  was  then  wholly  a  German  settlement. 

The  charter  provided  among  other  things  that  it  should  act  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  Order  and  in  conjunction  with  and  obedience  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  adhering  to  and  supporting  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  in  default  thereof  its  charter  might  be  suspended  or  taken  away, 
or  should  it  be  dissolved  or  forfeit  its  charter,  its  property,  money,  books, 
and  papers  should  become  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

When  it  was  instituted  copies  of  a  German  ritual  were  supplied  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  constitution  of  Wieland  Lodge  was  printed  in  German 
and  the  proceedings  and  work  of  the  lodge  was  conducted  in  the  German 
language  with  knowledge  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  without  objection,  in 
which  language  the  lodge  continued  to  work  until  the  charter  was  suspended 
and  taken  up  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1919. 

The  legislation  and  enactment  of  laws  relating  to  foreign  language  rituals 
and  work  was  objectionable  and  displeasing  to  Wieland  Lodge  and  it 
refused  to  surrender  its  rituals  or  to  work  in  the  English  language,  and  on 
October  15,  1919,  it  resolved  not  to  surrender  its  German  rituals  and  to 
withdraw  the  lodge  funds  from  its  depository  and  to  turn  the  same  over  to 
a  committee,  which  was  to  form  a  new  benevolent  association,  and  at  a 
meeting  of  the  lodge  held  on  November  12,  1919,  it  again  resolved  to  retain 
the  German  language  and  rituals,  and  to  divide  the  funds  of  the  lodge  among 
its  members,  and  checks  for  the  pro  rata  which  were  drawn  that  night,  pay¬ 
able  to  the  members  respectively,  were  delivered  to  them,  all  of  whom 
except  three  endorsed  their  checks  and  delivered  them  to  the  chairman  of 
the  committee,  who  cashed  them  and  placed  the  total  amount,  $2250,  in  a 
private  safe. 

The  Grand  Master  upon  learning  these  facts  appeared  at  the  lodge-rooms 
at  a  subsequent  meeting,  and  upon  their  being  no  denial  of  the  facts,  arrested 
the  charter  and  made  a  demand  for  the  possession  of  the  rituals,  moneys, 
books,  and  property  of  the  lodge,  which  was  refused,  and  his  action  was 
thereafter  affirmed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  Grand  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Secretary  authorized  to  confer  with  Grand  Sire 
Borst  on  the  matter,  who  advised  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  at  once 
to  recover  the  funds,  books  and  property  of  the  suspended  lodge,  he  deeming 
that  the  question  was  of  vital  importance  not  only  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Jersey,  but  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Order  at  large. 

Grand  Representative  Charles  A.  Woodruff,  of  New  Jersey,  was  appointed 
counsel  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  undersigned  were  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  act  in  harmony  and  conjunction  with  him  on 
behalf  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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A  bill  of  complaint  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  against 
Wieland  Lodge  was  after  consultation  filed  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  New 
Jersey,  and  a  temporary  injunction  granted,  which  was  subsquently  made 
permanent,  pending  the  result  of  the  trial  of  the  case. 

The  case  finally  came  on  for  trial  in  November,  1920,  before  Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor  Fielder,  two  days  were  occupied  in  the  examination  of  witnesses,  and 
the  presentation  of  the  evidence  on  both  sides,  and  at  the  close  of  the  case, 
decision  was  reserved  with  direction  that  briefs  on  both  sides  be  submitted, 
which  were  subsequently  filed. 

On  July  23,  1921,  the  Vice-Chancellor  rendered  his  decision,,  granting 
judgment  and  decree  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  sustain¬ 
ing  the  legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Jersey,  and  directing  the  surrender  of  the  rituals,  books,  money, 
and  property  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  holding  that  no  vested  rights  at  any  time 
accrued  or  become  vested  in  the  lodge  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  German 
language  in  the  work,  that  its  use  was  purely  permissive  and  revokable,  that 
the  funds  were  trust  funds  and  were  wrongfully  diverted  by  the  lodge,  that 
the  action  in  suspending  the  lodge  and  the  arresting  of  its  charter  were  jus¬ 
tified  by  reason  of  such  wrongful  acts. 

We  herewith  submit  as  a  part  of  this  report  a  copy  of  the  Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor’s  decision. 

The  case  involved  difficult  questions  of  law,  requiring  careful  study  and 
examination  of  authorities,  as  well  as  much  laborious  research  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  briefs. 

The  questions  involved  the  rights  and  power  of  The  Sovereign  Body  to 
legislate  in  the  matter,  all  of  which  were  strongly  upheld  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.

DECISION.

Fielder,  V.  C. 

Complainant  is  a  fraternal  beneficial  order  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
this  State.  It  alleges  that  Wieland  Lodge,  No.  113,  an  unincorporated  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  of  the  Order,  while  existing  and  acting  under  a  charter  issued 
by  complainant,  accumulated  certain  property  and  funds  amounting  to  up¬ 
ward  of  $2200  impressed  with  a  trust  for  the  purpose  of  benevolence  and 
charity  toward  the  members  of  the  Order,  such  as  visiting  the  sick,  relieving 
the  distressed,  burying  the  dead,  and  educating  orphans,  under  the  constitu¬ 
tion,  laws,  and  rules  of  the  Order ;  that  upon  accepting  its  charter,  Wieland 
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(Lodge  agreed  that  in  default  of  its  operating  in  conformity  with  said  consti¬ 
tution,  laws,  and  rules,  its  property  and  funds  should  become  the  property  of 
complainant  for  the  purpose  of  benevolence  and  charity  under  the  rules  of 
?  the  Order;  that  on  or  about  November  12,  1919,  the  members  of*  Wieland 
Lodge,  determined  that  the  property  and  funds  of  the  lodge  should  be  divided 
pro  rata  among  themselves  and  that  pursuant  to  such  determination  a  divi¬ 
sion  was  made  among  the  members,  who  thereupon  delivered  the  same  to  one 
or  more  of  the  individual  defendants  to  this  suit,  who  still  have  possession 
of  the  same.  The  defendants  named  are  Wieland  Lodge  and  certain  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  lodge  who  acted  as  a  committee  for  the  distribution  and  subse¬ 
quent  holding  of  the  funds  and  other  property  of  the  lodge ;  also  a  bank  and 
a  building  and  loan  association,  which  last  two  defendants  do  not  appear, 
from  the  proofs,  to  have  any  connection  with  the  matter  in  controversy. 
Complainant  prays  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from  disposing 
of  the  funds  and  property  of  Wieland  Lodge  and  an  order  that  the  same 
be  turned  over  to  complainant. 

The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  is  composed  of  three  series  of 
lodges.  First,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  highest  and  supreme  lodge 
of  the  world,  with  headquarters  in  the  United  States;  second,  the  Grand 
Lodges  (of  which  complainant  is  one),  instituted  under  charters  granted  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  and  third,  subordinate  lodges  (of  which  Wie¬ 
land  Lodge  was  one),  chartered  by  a  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  was  instituted  by  charter  dated  August 
3  1833,  and  was  authorized  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  charters 
to  open  lodges  according  to  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  Wieland  Lodge  was  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey, 
November  18,  1880.  Its  charter  provided  that  it  should  act  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  Order  and  in  conjunction  with  and  obedience  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
adhering  to  and  supporting  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  in  default  thereof  its  charter  might  be  suspended  or  taken  away,  or 
should  it  be  dissolved  or  forfeit  its  charter  and  its  property,  money,  books, 
and  papers  should  become  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

When  the  charter  of  Wieland  Lodge  was  issued,  there  was  in  effect  a  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  adopted  in  1873.  This  remained 
in  force  until  a  revision  was  adopted  in  1918.  The  essential  features  of 
both  constitutions  applicable  to  this  case  are  as  follows: 

“  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  is  the  supreme  tribunal  of  the  Order  in 
this  State.  It  possesses,  by  virtue  of  its  charter  from  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  full  power  to  grant  charters  to  subordinate  lodges  or  to  suspend  or 
take  away  the  same  for  proper  cause;  to  pass  laws  for  the  regulation  and 
work  of  such  subordinate  lodges.  Subordinate  lodges  possess  such  powers 
only  as  are  conferred  by  their  charters  and  the  usages  and  laws  of  the  Order. 
In  all  cases  where  a  lodge  shall  have  been  suspended  or  expelled,  or  its  char¬ 
ter  shall  have  been  vacated  or  forfeited,  the  charter,  funds,  books,  papers,  and 
effects  of  all  kinds  shall  revert  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  effects  or  funds 
received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  any  suspended  or  expelled  subordinate 
lodge  shall  be  held  in  trust  to  be  restored  to  such  lodge  upon  expiration 
of  suspension,  reinstatement  after  expulsion,  or  resuscitation  at  any  time 
within  three  years  after  suspension  or  expulsion,  after  which  time  such  effects 
or  funds  shall  become  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  shall  be  placed 
in  the  general  fund.  Such  funds  and  property  are  held  only  in  trust  for 
the  charitable  purposes  of  the  Order  and  must  be  applied  solely  to  these 
purposes.  The  donation  or  division  of  such  funds  or  other  property  among 
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the  members  in  any  manner  not  especially  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  is  a  violation  of  the  trust  and  of  the  purposes  of  the  Order,  the  pen¬ 
alty  for  which  will  be  expulsion.” 

Wieland  Lodge  was  located  in  Carlstadt,  a  town  which  in  1880  was  in¬ 
habited  almost  exclusively  by  Germans  and  the  German  language  was  in 
general  use  by  the  people  of  that  locality.  One  of  the  inducements  held 
out  by  the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  who  organized  Wieland  Lodge  was 
that  those  who  joined  the  lodge  might  use  the  German  language  in  the  work 
of  the  Order  and  that  they  might  have  a  ritual  printed  in  German  for  the 
conduct  of  their  proceedings.  Copies  of  a  German  ritual  were  supplied  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  Wieland  Lodge,  and  the  constitution  of  the  latter  was 
printed  in  German,  and  the  proceedings  and  lodge  work  of  Wieland  Lodge 
was  conducted  in  the  German  language  from  the  time  of  its  organization,  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  without  objection 
by  them.  Wieland  Lodge  worked  in  harmony  and  sympathy  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  on  or  about  November  20,  1918,  when  at  a  duly  constituted 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  Wieland  Lodge  was  represented  by  its 
delegate,  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  a  vote  of  165  ayes  to  32  nays,  adopted  an 
amendment  to  its  code  of  laws,  providing  that  on  or  before  June  30,  1919, 
all  subordinate  lodges  working  in  any  other  than  the  English  language  should 
surrender  their  rituals  in  exchange  for  rituals  printed  in  English,  and  that 
after  December  31,  1919,  all  work  and  business  of  such  subordinate  lodges 
should  be  conducted  in  the  English  language.  A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  containing  this  amendment  was  sent  to  Wieland  Lodge,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  lodge  its  delegate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  reported  the  action 
taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  amendment  to  the  code  of  laws  was  dis¬ 
pleasing  to  the  members  of  Wieland  Lodge,  and  at  its  meeting  held  Octo¬ 
ber  15,  1919,  it  was  resolved  not  to  surrender  their  German  rituals  and  to 
withdraw  the  lodge  funds  from  the  place  where  they  were  kept  on  deposit 
and  to  turn  the  same  over  to  a  committee  which  was  formed  to  organize  a 
new  benevolent  association.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  held  November  12, 
1919,  it  was  again  decided  by  a  vote  of  43  in  favor  to  3  against,  to  retain  the 
German  language  and  rituals  and  to  make  a  pro  rata  distribution  of  the 
funds  of  the  lodge  among  the  members  thereof.  Checks  for  the  pro  rata 
distribution  had  already  been  drawn,  or  were  drawn  that  night,  each  payable 
to  a  member,  and  delivered  to  the  members.  Three  of  the  members  cashed 
their  checks  for  a  total  of  about  fifty-one  dollars,  and  the  other  members 
endorsed  theirs,  delivered  them  to  the  chairman  of  their  committee,  who 
cashed  them  and  thereafter  placed  the  total  amount  so  received  by  him 
(some  82250)  in  a  private  safe,  where  it  is  held  under  a  restraining  order  of 
this  court.  The  intention  of  the  seceding  members  of  Wieland  Lodge  was 
to  form  or  join  a  new  German  benevolent  association,  known  as  the  United 
Brothers  Lodge,  to  which  new  lodge  the  committee  of  Wieland  Lodge  mem¬ 
bers  holding  the  funds  formerly  of  Wieland  Lodge  was  to  pay  such  funds.  A 
meeting  of  the.  United  Brothers  Lodge  was  held  December  23,  1919,  and 
officers  were  elected,  but  no  constitution  was  adopted.  The  United  Brothers 
Lodge  had  no  charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  and  it  never  received 
any  of  the  Wieland  Lodge  money. 

The  individual  defendants  to  this  suit  contend  that  the .  organization  of 
Wieland  Lodge  as  a  German-speaking  lodge  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  continued  use  of  rituals  printed  in  German,  supplied  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  uniform  conduct  of  its  proceedings  and  work  in  Ger¬ 
man  for  nearly  forty  years,  with  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  the  Grand

Lodge,  constituted  a  contract  between  the  members  of  Wieland  Lodge  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  which  the  Grand  Lodge  could  not  rescind  or  repudiate  by 
its  action  of  November  20,  1918,  legislating  against  the  future  use  of  the 
German  language,  and  that  because  of  such  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
members  of  Wieland  Lodge  had  the  right  to  treat  the  contract  as  terminated. 

When  Wieland  Lodge  was  organized  one  of  the  by-laws  adopted  by  it 
(printed  in  German  and  translated  on  the  hearing)  reads  as  follows: 

“  All  business  and  procedure  of  this  lodge  shall  be  made  in  the  German 
language  and  no  proposition  for  the  change  of  the  business  language  shall 
be  adopted  as  long  as  there  are  still  five  members  of  this  lodge  who  know  the 
German  language  and  who  wish  to  retain  it.” 

This  by-law  amounted  to  an  agreement  among  themselves  that  they  pro¬ 
posed  to  adhere  to  the  use  of  the  German  language,  but  it  was  subject  to 
the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  enact  general  legislation  governing  all 
subordinate  lodges  and  to  regulate  the  written  work  of  the  Order.  The 
Grand  Lodge  might  permit  lodges  to  conduct  their  work  in  other  than  the 
English  language,  but  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  was 
deemed  advisable  for  the  good  of  the  Order  that  the  form  of  the  ritual,  or 
of  the  workings  of  the  Order,  should  change,  or  that  the  English  language 
should  be  used  by  all  subordinate  lodges,  it  had  the  reserved  power  under 
the  constitution  and  under  the  charter  granted  to  Wieland  Lodge  to  so  deter¬ 
mine  at  a  duly  constituted  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  When  its  action 
was  taken  November  20,  1918,  it  had  19  German,  6  Italian  and  1  Swedish 
subordinate  lodges.  The  charters  of  these  subordinate  lodges  defined  the 
extent  of  the  powers  and  rights  of  each  lodge,  and  expressly  provided  that 
such  lodges  would  act  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Order  and  in  conjunction 
with  and  obedient  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  adhering  to  and  supporting  the 
constitution  and  law's  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Inducing  men  to  join  a  lodge  in 
1880,  in  which  German  might  be  the  language  used  and  permitting  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  work  in  that  language  over  a  period  of  years,  no  more  constitutes 
a  contract  that  the  use  of  such  language  would  forever  be  permitted,  than  the 
printing  of  a  ritual,  delivering  it  to  a  lodge,  and  permitting  its  use  for  many 
years  would  constitute  a  contract  that  no  other  form  of  ritual  would  ever 
be  used.  The  Grand  Lodge  had  the  right  to  legislate  that  English  should 
be  the  only  language  used  in  its  subordinate  lodges  in  this  State. 

But  assuming  that  such  contract  did  exist,  its  breach  did  not  justify  the 
action  taken  by  the  members  of  Wieland  Lodge.  The  theory  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  was  that  they  had  the  right  to  continue  the  use  of  the  German  language 
in  the  work  of  their  lodge  and  to  continue  to  exist  as  a  subordinate  lodge 
of  the  Order,  notwithstanding  the  adoption  of  the  law  which  forbade  the 
use  of  the  German  language.  Their  contention  was  that  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  passing  such  a  law  was  void  as  to  them  and  they  need  not 
observe  it.  Therefore,  the  alleged  breach  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  did  not  justify  their  action  in  distributing  the  trust  funds  held 
by  their  lodge  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  Order.  (Schubert  Lodge  vs.  Schu¬ 
bert  Kranken  Verein,  56  N.  J.  Eq.,  78-82.) 

The  claim  of  the  individual  defendants  that  the  Wieland  Lodge  charter  was 
taken  away  because  its  members  refused  to  obey  the  language  law  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  not  founded  on  fact.  When  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  learned  of  the  action  of  the  members  of  Wieland  Lodge  at  their  meet¬ 
ings  October  15,  1919,  and  November  12,  1919,  he  appeared  at  a  meeting  of 
the  lodge  held  on  or  about  November  26,  1919,  and  demanded  that  their 
action  in  distributing  the  funds  of  the  lodge  be  rescinded,  and  upon  the 
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refusal  of  the  members  to  accede  to  his  demand,  the  Grand  Master,  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  his  authority  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
announced  the  suspension  of  the  lodge  and  informed  the  members  that  they 
could  be  heard  on  his  action  before  the  Grand  Committee,  and  it  was  then 
and  there  agreed  that  the  Grand  Committee  would  meet  December  12,  1919, 
at  the  Wieland  Lodge-room.  Formal  notice,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  was  subsequently  given  the  officers  of  Wieland  Lodge  that  on  the 
date  fixed  the  lodge  might  appear  before  the  Grand  Committee  and  be  heard 
on  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  appeared  by  its  presiding  officer  and 
a  committee  of  members,  who  admitted  the  distribution  of  funds  and  stated 
that  the  members  of  the  lodge  refused  to  reverse  their  action,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  filed  with  the  Grand  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  lodge  a  written  pro¬ 
test  against  the  suspension.  The  Grand  Committee  thereupon  sustained  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Master  and  demanded  the  funds  and  property  of  Wie¬ 
land  Lodge,  which  demand  was  refused.  The  suspension  of  Wieland  Lodge 
and  the  demand  for  its  funds  and  property  were  not  made  because  it  refused 
to  adopt  the  English  language  in  its  work,  but  because  it  had  paid  out  its 
funds  contrary  to  the  law  of  the  Order  and  had  distributed  such  funds  among 
its  members.  The  date  for  the  language  law  to  take  effect  was  January  1, 
1920,  and  that  time  had  not  yet  arrived. 

The  individual  defendants  next  contend  that  Wieland  Lodge  was  not 
lawfully  suspended  because  no  notice  was  given  to  its  members  (who  claimed 
property  rights  in  its  funds)  of  the  intention  of  the  Grand  Master  to  appear 
at  its  meeting  of  November  26,  1919,  and  that  no  notice  was  given  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Committee,  and  their  argument  seems  to 
be  that  Wieland  Lodge  is  still  in  existence  and  that,  if  its  funds  were  unlaw¬ 
fully  paid  out,  they  should  be  returned  to  the  lodge  and  not  paid  to  com¬ 
plainant,  and  in  support  of  this  argument,  it  is  pointed  out  that  complainant 
lias  made  Wieland  Lodge  a  defendant  to  this  suit.  When  the  bill  was  filed 
all  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  members  of  the  lodge  were  not  known  to 
the  complainant  and  were  not  disclosed  until  final  hearing.  Under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  complainant  may,  if  it  desires,  strike  out  Wieland  Lodge  as  a 
defendant  to  this  suit.  I  have  stated  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Master 
and  the  Grand  Committee  and  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  examine  the 
laws  of  the  Order  to  ascertain  whether  their  proceedings  conformed  to  such 
laws.  Wieland  Lodge  has  not  answered  in  this  suit,  but  the  answer  of  the 
individual  defendants  admits  that  Wieland  Lodge  no  longer  exists  and 
asserts  that  the  lodge  could,  by  its  voluntary  act,  at  any  time  relinquish  its 
association  and  affiliation  with  the  Grand  Lodge  and  that  it  had  decided 
so  to  do.  It  seems  quite  clear  from  the  evidence  that  the  members  of  Wie¬ 
land  Lodge  intended  to  abandon  and  destroy  it  as  an  organization  by  with¬ 
drawing  from  it,  dissipating  it  funds  and  attempting  to  form  a  new  organiza¬ 
tion.  They  did  all  in  their  power  to  dissolve  it,  and  the  individual  members 
are  now  estopped  from  setting  up  that  the  lodge  has  not  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  ceased  to  exist.  (Knights  of  Pythias  vs.  Germania  Lodge,  56  N.  J. 
Eq.  63.) 

The  final  defence  urged  by  said  defendants  is  that  the  funds  in  question 
were  moneys  of  the  members  of  Wieland  Lodge,  accumulated  by  them  for 
the  benefit  of  themselves  under  the  .rules  of  the  Order,  and  that  a  court  ol 
equity  will  not  divert  such  funds  to  a  purpose  foreign  to  its  accumulation. 
The  answer  of  said  defendants  admits  that  the  funds  were  held  by  Wieland 
Lodge  in  trust  for  the  purposes  of  benevolence  and  charity.  These  purposes 
are  shown  to  be  sick  and  funeral  benefits,  relieving  the  distressed,  educating 
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orphans,  and  the  maintenance  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  home  for  aged  and 
indigent  members,  in  which  home  fifty-two  aged  members  of  the  Order  are 
now  cared  for,  one  of  them  being  a  member  of  Wieland  Lodge,  and  funds  of 
defunct  lodges  revert  to  an  aged  Odd  Fellows’  Fund,  administered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.  If  the  funds  in  question  are  ordered  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
they  must  be  held  subject  to  being  restored  to  the  members  of  Wieland 
Lodge,  if  during  a  period  of  three  years  the  lodge  is  reinstated,  after  which 
period  they  are  held  in  trust  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  benevolent  and 
charitable  purposes  of  the  Order.  The  attempt  of  the  members  of  Wieland 
Lodge  was  to  divert  this  trust  fund  from  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes 
and  pay  it  to  themselves.  Most  of  them  intended  subsequently  to  pay  the 
money  they  received  over  to  another  organization,  the  objects  of  which  are 
not  disclosed,  while  some  of  them  had  no  such  intention  and  kept  their  pro 
rata  share  of  the  fund.  The  fund  was  undoubtedly  accumulated  over  a  period 
of  years.  Some  of  it  was  probably  paid  in  by  men  who  through  death, 
resignation,  or  expulsion  had  ceased  to  be  members  of  the  lodge.  If,  on 
abandonment  of  the  lodge  charter,  the  trust  fund  should  be  paid  in  any  other 
way  than  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  does  it  belong?  To  the  present 
members  of  the  lodge,  some  of  whom  are  perhaps  new  members  and  have 
contributed  but  a  small  portion  of  the  fund,  or  to  all  persons  (or  their 
representatives)  who  at  any  time  paid  into  it?  It  would  be  difficult  to  say 
in  whom,  if  not  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  trust  fund  vested  on  the  dissolution 
of  the  lodge.  I  think  we  can  look  only  to  the  constitution,  code,  and  laws 
of  the  Order  for  our  guide  in  determining  to  whom  the  funds  belong,  and  I 
find  that  by  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  force  when  the  money  in  ques¬ 
tion  was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  Wieland  Lodge,  the  fund  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  this  case  was  impressed  with  a  trust  to  be  administered  by  com¬ 
plainant  and  should  be  paid  to  it. 

I  think  my  view  of  this  case  is  supported  by  State  Council  vs.  Sharp,  38 
N.  J.  Eq.  24;  Knights  of  Pythias  vs.  Germania  Lodge,  supra;  Schubert  Lodge 
vs.  Schubert  Kranken  Verein  supra,  and  State  Grand  Lodge  vs.  Morrison, 

112  Atl.  862. 

The  charter,  rituals  and  paraphernalia  used  by  Wieland  Lodge  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  work  of  the  Order  should  also  be  turned  over  to  complainant.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  International  Relations,  to  whom  were  referred  cor¬ 
respondence  with  and  communications  from  several  Foreign  Jurisdictions, 
beg  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same  and  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report. 

Your  committee  have  read  and  considered  the  above-mentioned  cor¬ 
respondence  and  communications  and  find  the  same  to  be  as  follows: 

(1)  Letter  of  November  25,  1920,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia, 
informing  Grand  Sire  Oliver  in  regard  to  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia  at  Dunedin  on  October  25  and  26,  1920,  and  at  which  meeting 
Brother  Lucas  was  elected  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia  and  also  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(2)  Copy  of  letters  dated  January  4,  1921,  sent  by  the  Grand  Sire  to 
the  several  Foreign  Jurisdictions,  offering  them,  free  of  charge,  subordinate 
lodge  rituals  in  their  respective  languages,  and  advising  that  their  needs  be 
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forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  The  files  show  only  one  request  as  a 
result  of  these  letters  and  that  came  from  the  Noble  Grand  of  Friendship 
Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Proha,  formerly  Bohemia,  now  Czecho-Slovakia. 

(3)  Copy  of  letters  dated  January  4,  1921,  sent  by  the  Grand  Sire  to  the 
several  Quasi-Independent  Jurisdictions,  by  way  of  carrying  out  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  this  committee  of  last  year,  which  were  adopted  by  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body,  inquiring  about  any  and  what  amount  of  suffering,  on  account 
of  food,  and  other  necessaries  of  life,  there  was  among  our  membership,  their 
wives  and  children,  or  widows  and  orphans  in  those  Jurisdictions,  due  to  the 
World  War. 

The  files  show  the  replies  to  these  letters  have  been  very  few.  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  Smith,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  reports  there  is  “  absolutely 
none,”  referring  to  the  suffering  in  his  Jurisdiction,  and  states  that  the  sol¬ 
dier  boys  who  returned  in  health  have  been  assisted  by  the  government  in 
getting  a  new  start  in  life  in  trades,  on  farms,  etc.,  while  the  wounded  and 
invalids  are  being  cared  for,  and  widows  and  children  and  other  dependents 
are  receiving  liberal  pensions.  He  states  that  thousands  of  cottages  and 
houses  were  built  in  the  suburbs  of  the  cities  and  large  towns  and  were  sold 
to  the  returning  soldiers  at  cost  price  on  very  extended  terms  of  payment, 
running  up  to  forty  years.  He  further  states  the  public  are  standing  the 
increased  taxes,  caused  by  the  war,  without  “  squealing.”  and  that  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  although  nobly  offering  to  help,  “  need  not  worry  about 
the  various  states  in  Australasia.” 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Netherlands,  in  letters  of  March  2  and  March 
19,  1921,  appealed  for  help  to  the  suffering  of  all  classes  in  Austria,  particu¬ 
larly  Vienna,  and  the  Grand  Sire  informed  him  of  the  inability  of  our  Order 
to  contribute  to  such  general  relief,  due  to  the  lack  of  a  fund  providing  for 
such  purposes,  but  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Sire  had 
given  him  permission  to  appeal  for  help  to  the  Order  generally. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Germany,  Dr.  A.  Weiss,  in  a  letter  of  February  5, 
1921,  appealed  for  relief,  in  the  form  of  money,  for  the  people  of  Germany,  in 
general,  and  not  for  Odd  Fellows  or  their  dependents.  As  in  former  instances, 
it  became  necessary  to  inform  Grand  Master  Weiss  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  had  no  funds  out  of  which  money  for  that  purpose  could  be  taken. 

A  member  of  a  lodge  in  Bruel,  Mecklenberg,  by  letter  of  May  19,  1921, 
appealed  to  the  Grand  Sire  for  help  to  un-named  lodges,  and  the  Grand  Sire 
requested  him  to  make  his  appeal  through  the  Grand  Sire  of  Germany.  The 
files  do  not  show  any  further  correspondence  between  the  parties. 

(4)  Letter  from  D.  D.  Grand  Sire  A.  Schipull,  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
dated  March  29,  1921,  mentioning  the  celebration  of  the  102d  Anniversary 
of  our  Order  by  the  lodges  of  the  islands;  also  a  letter  from  Walter  J. 
Webb,  Secretary  of  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1,  Philippine  Islands,  stating  that 
this  lodge  is  thinking  of  operating  a  sanatorium  in  the  islands. 

(5)  Letter  from  Mrs.  Ernestine  Fenischel,  an  invalid,  dated  Berlin,  May 
21,  1921,  appealing  for  help,  but  presenting  no  credentials  as  to  being  in 
any  way  connected  with  our  Order.  The  Grand  Sire  replied  by  regretting  the 
Order  could  not  contribute  to  her  assistance  and  giving  the  reasons. 

(6)  Letters  of  sympathy  and  condolence  addressed  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Australia,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Netherlands  and  Belgium,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzer¬ 
land,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
upon  the  death  of  Grand  Secretary  John  B.  Goodwin. 
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(7)  Letter  dated  August  24,  1921,  from  Sergeant  Alva  L.  McDonald,  of 
the  U.  S.  Army,  addressed  to  Grand  Sire  Oliver,  stating  that  an  American 
Odd  Fellows’  Club  had  been  formed  in  Coblenz,  Germany,  by  a  number  of 
Odd  Fellows  in  the  American  Army  of  Occupation  on  the  Rhine  for  the 
purpose  of  “maintaining  Odd  Fellowship  wherever  the  flag  goes.”  He 
reports  the  club  to  have  a  membership  of  forty  and  as  holding  meetings 
twice  each  month.  The  Grand  Sire  very  happily  replied  to  the  letter  and 
wished  the  club  continued  success. 

(8)  Letters  passed  over  to  the  Grand  Sire  inquiring  about  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Praho,  Czecho-Slovakia,  and  which  received  the 
attention  of  the  Grand  Sire. 

(9)  A  number  of  circulars,  indentical  in  character,  forwarded  by  our  Grand 
Sire  to  the  Quasi-Foreign  Jurisdictions  inquiring  about  their  membership, 
their  funds,  benefits,  etc.,  and  which  have  been  returned  to  the  Grand  Sire 
fully  or  partly  answered. 

This  analysis  covers  all  the  correspondence  and  communications  that  have 
come  into  the  possession  of  the  committee. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  confirm  its  recommendations  of  last  year, 
which  were  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Body. 

However,  the  committee  desire  especially  to  emphasize  the  recommenda¬ 
tion,  No.  1,  which  appears  on  page  597  of  the  1920  Journal,  and  which  reads 
as  follows: 

“  That  this  Grand  Body  should,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  introduce 
a  schedule  of  official  visitations,  at  close  periods,  to  our  Quasi-Independent 
Jurisdictions,  so  that  by  personal  touch  the  latter  may  be  deeply  impressed 
with  the  sincerity  of  our  fraternal  love  and  our  profound  desire  that  they 
shall  feel  that  they  are  indeed  an  essential  part  of  our  Great  Order,  which 
needs  their  co-operation  and  best  thought  on  all  matters  relating  to  its  life 
and  progress.” 

So  far  as  your  committee  know  nothing  has  been  done  toward  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  this  recommendation,  and  it  respectfully  suggests  that  this  should 
receive  attention  in  the  very  near  future  if  progress  is  to  made  in  our  For¬ 
eign  Jurisdictions.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  commission,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
heretofore  created  for  the  purpose  of  considering  means  for  raising  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds  and  to  prepare  plans  for  erecting  a  home  for  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  which  commission  was  authorized  at  the  last  session  (Journal,  1920, 
page  622)  “  to  secure  an  option  on  or  purchase  outright,  a  site  in  Baltimore 
for  the  proposed  building,”  beg  to  report: 
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That  on  February  4,  of  this  year,  the  commission  met  in  Baltimore,  having 
previously  requested  Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  to  procure  a  list  of  available 
properties,  and  inspected  some  ten  or  twelve  locations  in  various  sections 
of  the  city.  We  found  all  suggested  properties  within  the  downtown  district 
high  in  price  and  at  the  same  time  too  limited  in  area  to  permit  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  such  a  structure  as  the  commission  conceived  to  be  appropriate  to 
the  needs  of,  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  aspirations  of,  the  Order. 
We,  therefore,  selected  as  most  available,  a  tract  fronting  two  hundred  feet 
on  Charles  Street,  between  25th  and  26th  streets,  and  of  a  depth  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  feet,  and  began  negotiations  for  its  purchase.  This 
property  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  admirably  located.  It 
occupies  almost  the  top  of  a  high  plateau,  is  on  the  principal  north  and 
south  street  of  Baltimore,  is  within  three  blocks  of  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
within  two  blocks  of  a  splendid  group  of  buildings  belonging  to  and  occu¬ 
pied  by  Goucher  College,  and  is  in  a  section  that  is  fast  becoming  the  most 
attractive  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  price  originally  named  to  the  commission  was  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
but  by  a  series  of  conferences  the  price  was  reduced  to  forty-eight  thousand 
dollars,  as  the  very  lowest  figure  for  which  the  property  could  be  purchased. 
After  consultation,  it  was  the  unanimous  judgment  of  the  commission  that 
the  tract  should  be  bought  at  that  price,  and  accordingly  a  contract  of  pur¬ 
chase  was  entered  into  and  $2500  paid  down,  balance  to  be  paid,  $13,500  on 
the  approval  of  title  and  conveyance  of  the  property,  and  the  remainder  of 
$32,000,  one-half  in  one  year  and  one-half  in  two  years,  for  which  a  purchase 
price  mortgage  was  given.  The  title  has  been  approved  and  the  property 
conveyed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  is  now  in  it  possession.  There 
is  an  old  mansion  upon  the  property,  which  is  now  rented  for  $125  per 
i,  month,  which  more  than  pays  the  taxes,  and  it  is  proper  to  mention  here 
that  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  the  property  when  occupied  by  the  Order 
will  not  be  subject  to  taxation. 

The  commission  has  given  careful  thought  to  the  character  of  building 
that  should  be  placed  upon  this  property,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  any 
building  erected  should  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  uses  of  the  Order; 
[  that  it  should  be  of  such  design  as  to  typify  the  accomplishments  of  our 
past  and  the  aspirations  of  the  Order  for  the  future.  It  should  be  a  temple — 
a  shrine — and  at  the  same  time  should  provide  ample  facilities  for  the  needs 
of  the  Order.  The  structure  should  be  so  designed  as  to  furnish  accommo¬ 
dations  for  the  Grand  Officers,  an  assembly  room  for  this  body,  convenient 
committee  rooms,  library,  vault  room  for  our  records,  facilities  for  the  dis¬ 
play  and  preservation  of  our  invaluable  portraits,  and  for  securing  a  perma¬ 
nent  and  indestructible  depository  for  our  mementos  and  relics.  These  are 
now  in  buildings  that  are  not  fireproof  and,  being  thus  unprotected,  are  a 
source  of  continual  anxiety  to  every  member  of  the  Order  who  appreciates 
our  traditions. 

Having  these  needs  in  mind  we  have  had  prepared,  under  our  instructions, 
preliminary  plans  and  designs,  which  present  in  fairly  accurate  form  our 
conceptions  of  what  this  temple  should  be. 

As  to  the  means  to  be  adopted  for  raising  the  funds  necessary  to  erect 
such  a  building,  we  recommend  that  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  the  conti¬ 
nent  of  North  America  be  assessed  in  an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  upon 
each  member  each  year  for  a  period  of  five  years,  to  be  paid  in  semi-annual 
installments. 
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YVe  further  recommend  that  all  money  paid  in  on  this  account  be  kept 
by  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Building 
Fund,”  and  invested  to  the  best  advantage  pending  its  use. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  commission  be  continued.

“  Section  1.  Payments  of  Weekly  Sick  Benefits  Compulsory.  Every  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  of  the  Order  shall  pay  to  its  sick  or  disabled  beneficiary  mem¬ 
bers  in  good  standing,  as  defined  by  its  own  by-laws  or  the  laws  of  its  Grand 
Lodge,  weekly  benefits  during  such  sickness  or  disability  as  prescribed  by 
the  laws  of  the  Order.”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after 
the  word  compulsory  (line  1)  the  word  “  exception”  and  at  the  end  of  the 
section  the  words  “  unless  the  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  shall,  by 
appropriate  legislation,  abolish  such  benefits  or  authorize  its  subordinates 
to  abolish  them,”  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Payment  of  Weekly  Sick  Benefits  Compulsory.  Exception. 
Every  subordinate  lodge  of  the  Order  shall  pay  to  its  sick  or  disabled  bene¬ 
ficiary  members  in  good  standing,  as  defined  by  its  own  by-laws  or  the  laws 
of  its  Grand  Lodge,  weekly  benefits  during  such  sickness  or  disability  as 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  unless  the  Grand  Lodge  having  juris¬ 
diction  shall,  by  appropriate  legislation,  abolish  such  benefits  or  authorize 
its  subordinates  to  abolish  them.”

LODGES  IN  THE  GRAND  JURISDICTIONS  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  AND  CANADA. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge: 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  I.  O. 
O  F  shall  compile  a  list  of  all  subordinate  lodges  in  the  United  States  anti 
Canada,  giving  the  name,  number,  location,  and  regular  meeting  night  ot 

everv  such  lodge  by  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  first  compilation  shall  be  as  of  December  31,1921,  when  said  list 
shall  have  been  prepared,  he  shall  cause  a  directory  to  be  printed  giving  the 
information  aforesaid,  alphabetically  arranged  as  to  town  or  meeting  places. 
This  directory  shall  be  so  printed  as  to  allow  additions  at  the  end  of  each 
calendar  year,  and  after  all  reports  are  in  for  each  calendar  year,  the  Grand 
Secretary  shall  prepare  a  supplement  showing  additions  or  subtractions  in 
each  Jurisdiction,  which  supplement  shall  be  furnished  for  insertion  in  the 

°r^ection  2.  When  said  directory  shall  have  been  so  prepared,  it  shall  be 
printed  and  kept  on  hand  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  sale,  and  he  may  sell 
it  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  for  re-sale,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  1.  O. 
O.  F.  shall  prescribe  the  price  at  which  such  directory  shall  be  sold  and 
shall  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  it  may  be  sold  to  Grand 
Lodges.  The  said  committee  shall  also  prescribe  the  terms  and  price  on 
which  supplements  to  said  directory  may  be  sold  to  Grand  Lodges  as  well 
as  to  subordinate  lodges  and  individuals.

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  section  one  fifty-nine 
(159)  of  the  Code  General  Laws  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  in  the  following  respect:  by  inserting  in  line  fifteen  (15),  after 
the  word  twenty-five  cents  (25c),  and  one  year  dues,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

A  member  of  the  Order  who  shall  change  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  his  subordinate  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  to  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  another  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or 
Rebekah  lodge  or  who  may  be  transferred  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  one  subordinate  body  to  another  by  a  change  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
in  which  he  shall  reside,  and  who  shall  be  in  possession  of  an  official  certifi¬ 
cate  or  visiting  card  showing  his  dues  paid  not  less  than  four  weeks  in  advance 
of  the  date  of  his  application  for  membership  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
who  shall  desire  to  unite  with  a  subordinate  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah 
lodge  at  the  place  of  his  new  residence,  may  do  so  by  making  application  for 
such  membership  in  the  branch  of  the  Order  from  which  he  holds  such  offi¬ 
cial  certificate  or  visiting  card  accompanied  by  his  official  certificate  or  visit¬ 
ing  card  and  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c),  and  one  year  dues,  and  by 
complying  with  the  law  applicable  thereto.  If  elected  to  membership,  as 
provided  by  the  local  law,  the  secretary  of  the  subordinate  or  Rebekah 
lodge  or  the  scribe  of  the  enc3.niprn.ent,  a-s  the  case  may  be,  shall  inim-edi&tely 
send  notice  of  such  election  together  with  the  said  fee  of  twenty-five  cents 
(25c)  to  the  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  issuing  the  visiting  card 
or  official  certificate  and  request  such  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge 
to  issue  a  transfer  certificate  for  the  member  as  provided  by  this  chapter. 
^**6  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge,  upon  receiving  such  request  and 
fee,  shall,  unless  charges  be  pending  against  such  member,  issue  such  transfer 
certificate  without  ballot  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the  secretary  of  the 
subordinate  or  Rebekah  lodge  or  scribe  of  the  encampment  making  such 
request.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  transfer  certificate  the  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  sign  the  constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the  new  lodge 
encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  without  the  payment  of  any  additional’ 
admission  fee,  and  the  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  issuing  such 
transfer  certificate  shall,  upon  receiving  notice  from  the  new  lodge  of  the 
date  of  signing  the  constitution  of  such  lodge,  refund  to  such  member  all 

un  ^aid  m  a.dvanc.e  of  su°h  date ;  provided,  that  if  a  physician’s  certificate 
shall  be  required  the  applicant  shall  pay  the  expense  thereof ;  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  entitle  a  brother 
transferring  or  those  claiming  under  him  to  receive  benefits  from  his  new 
lodge,  or  encampment,  until  such  time  as  he  shall  become  beneficial  under 
the  laws  of  such  lodge  or  encampment.

Your  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
reports  of  the  respective  Homes  in  the  different  Jurisdictions,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

There  are  fifty-seven  Homes  in  the  Order,  with  4626  resident  members. 
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The  total  cost  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Homes  for  the  year  1920  was 
$1,234,399.12,  an  average  cost  of  $266.84  per  resident  member. 

These  Homes  own  grounds  and  buildings  at  an  aggregate  cost  value  of 
$8,688,605.71. 

The  first  Home  of  the  Order  was  funded  at  Meadville,  Penn.,  in  1872, 
and  the  latest  Home  founded  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Idaho,  1920. 

The  State  of  Texas  has  319  resident  members,  and  leads  all  other  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  while  Nevada  has  only  three  resident  members. 

Thirteen  Homes  employ  a  woman  either  as  matron  or  superintendent, 
while  the  others  employ  both  a  matron  and  a  superintendent. 

The  following  Jurisdictions,  Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Texas,  have  a  maintenance  tax  of  two  dollars  per  member  and  a 
tax  of  ten  cents  per  member  is  collected  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Thirty- 
eight  Jurisdictions  collect  less  than  one  dollar  per  member  for  the  support 
of  its  Home. 

We  regret  to  report  that  eleven  Jurisdictions  have  failed  to  make  any 
report  for  the  year  1920.  In  view  of  this  fact  we  are  unable  to  tender  a 
full  and  complete  report  of  the  property  values  and  condition  of  these 
Homes.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  Jurisdictions  should  feel  a  sense 
of  duty  and  pride  in  showing  the  growth  and  improvement  of  its  Homes. 

We  would,  therefore,  earnestly  suggest  that  greater  attention  should  be 
given  this  important  matter  in  the  future  so  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
may  be  better  informed  concerning  their  conditions. 

The  Grand  Sire,  in  his  report,  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  every  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  creating  an  endowment  fund  for  the  support  of  its  Homes.  Experi¬ 
ence  has  taught  us  that  this  is  the  best  means  to  insure  a  good  and  perma¬ 
nent  Home.  We  are  advised  that  a  considerable  number  of  States  and 
Provinces  are  now  engaged  in  raising  funds  for  this  purpose.  Substantial 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  commendable  work  of  upbuilding  and  in  the 
development  of  these  glorious  institutions  of  the  Order.

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  OF  ARTICLE  XIII,  OF  THE 
CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND 

LODGE,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

The  following  amendment  is  intended  to  further  the  spirit  of  Americanism, 
which  speech  and  action  in  this  Sovereign  Body  during  previous  sessions  so 
ardently  stimulated,  and  our  national  forefathers  in  the  Union’s  making  were 
so  careful  to  allow  by  a  fair  measure  of  representation  to  populous  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  Our  claim  to  be  representative  as  now  constituted  has  been  justly 
disputed,  and  a  sincere  desire  to  insure  a  fairer  proportion  of  power  to 
those  who  contribute  a  preponderating  measure  of  energy,  prompts  this 
action. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  3,  of  Article 
XIII,  of  said  Constitution,  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  3.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  No  Grand  Representative  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  the  election  for  Grand  Officers,  and  no 
Grand  Representative  from  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  which 
shall  be  in  arrears  for  money  due  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  upon  any  question.” 

Be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  following  words  on  the  second  and  third  lines  of  said  section, 
reading  as  follows,  “  in  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,”  and  insert  and  add 
after  the  word  “  vote  ”  in  the  second  line,  the  following : 

“  Except,  that  the  Grand  Representatives  from  a  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
entitled  on  legislation  and  enactments  of  laws  relating  to  and  affecting  the 
ritual  or  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  on  questions  pertaining  to  the  finances 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  to 
two  votes  each,  where  the  number  of  members  returned  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  not  less  than  40,000  and  one  vote  for 
each  and  every  additional  40,000  members  returned  in  such  annual  report.” 

So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  3.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  No  Grand  Representative  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote,  except,  that  the  Grand  Representatives 
from  a  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled,  on  legislation  and  enactments  of 
laws  relating  to  and  affecting  the  ritual  and  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order, 
on  questions  pertaining  to  the  finances  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
in  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  to  two  votes  each,  where  the  number  of 
members  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  not  less 
than  40,000,  and  one  vote  for  each  and  every  additional  40,000  members 
returned  in  such  annual  report,  and  no  Grand  Representative  from  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  which  shall  be  in  arrears  for  money  due  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  ARTICLE  1, 

CONSTITUTION. 

Resolved,  That  Section  3,  of  Article  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  reading  as 
follows: 

“  Section  3.  Powers.  It  shall  have  exclusive  power  and  jurisdiction  as 
follows: 

“1.  To  establish,  regulate,  and  control  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order, 
and  to  fix  and  determine  the  customs  and  usages  in  regard  to  all  things 
which  appertain  thereto,  but  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order  shall  in  no 
wise  be  altered  or  amended  except  by  a  four-fifths  vote  of  the  members 
present. 
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“2.  To  provide  and  establish  suitable  lectures  and  other  written  work  for 
the  Order,  but  the  written  work  of  the  Order  shall  in  no  wise  be  altered  or 
amended  except  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present. 

“  3.  To  prescribe  the  forms  of  all  cards,  certificates,  and  ceremonies,  to 
designate  the  style,  material,  shape,  and  size  of  all  jewels,  and  to  fix  the 
design  of  all  regalia. 

“4.  To  determine  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order;  pro¬ 
vided,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Order  except  free  white  males, 
of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the 
Universe;  provided,  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  other  coun¬ 
tries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in  which  one  or  more  Grand 
Lodges  have  been  chartered,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such 
Grand  Lodges.  No  hotelkeeper,  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloon¬ 
keeper,  bartender,  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
this  Order.

A  BILL  TO  AMEND  SECTION  55  OF  THE  CODE  OF  LAWS  OF  THE 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  55  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  words: 

“  That  whenever  the  strength  of  the  cantons  warrants  it,  the  Department 
Commander  may  direct  the  canton  to  elect  additional  platoon  commanders, 
as  the  strength  of  the  canton  may  justify.  Such  platoon  officers  to  be 
elected  by  the  canton  on  the  night  of  the  annual  election,  they  to  be  war¬ 
rant  officers  and  to  rank  as  sergeants.”  The  section  to  read  when  amended 
as  follows: 

“  Section  55.  The  commissioned  officers  of  a  canton  shall  consist  of  a 
captain,  who  shall  be  commandant;  a  lieutenant;  and  ensign;  the  warrant 
officers  shall  be  a  clerk  and  an  accountant;  and  the  appointed  officers,  a 
standard  bearer,  a  guard,  a  sentinel,  and  a  picket,  who  shall  rank  in  the  can¬ 
ton  in  the  order  named.  Whenever  the  strength  of  the  cantons  warrants  it, 
the  Department  Commander  may  direct  the  canton  to  elect  additional  pla¬ 
toon  commanders,  as  the  strength  of  the  canton  may  justify.  Such  platoon 
officers  to  be  elected  by  the  canton  on  the  night  of  the  annual  election, 
they  to  be  warrant  officers  and  to  rank  as  sergeants.” 

(Adopted.  Report  78.)

Your  Special  Committee  on  Courtesies,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  the  appreciation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  many 
courtesies  received  from  the  hands  of  the  brethren  of  the  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  Ontario,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

In  these  momentous  reconstruction  days  when  the  bond  which  holds  the 
two  great  English-speaking  peoples  seems  cemented  more  closely  than  ever, 
it  is  peculiarly  suggestive  of  the  great  international  amity  that  exists  between 
the  two  nations  that  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  presided 
over  by  a  Canadian  Grand  Sire,  in  the  person  of  our  distinguished  and  well- 
beloved  brother,  Hon.  Joseph  Oliver,  should  be  held  on  this  side  of  the 
international  boundary  line. 

The  membership  of  our  great  Order,  a  large  percentage  of  which  is  in 
the  Grand  Jurisdictions  which  lie  within  the  confines  of  the  United  States, 
has  been  delighted,  during  the  year  of  his  incumbency,  to  do  honor,  along 
with  the  members  in  the  Canadian  Jurisdictions,  to  so  splendid  a  gentleman 
and  well-beloved  brother.  It  is  especially  fitting  then  that  this  session  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  have  been  held  in  Toronto,  the  home 
city  of  our  Grand  Sire,  where,  among  his  brethren  who  had  come  from  the 
north,  the  south,  the  east,  and  the  west,  he  could  preside  over  this  session 
of  the  Supreme  Body  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

No  report  of  this  character  would  be  complete  without  reference  to  that 
most  lovable  and  distinguished  Canadian  brother,  Dr.  Cl.  T.  Campbell, 
Past  Grand  Sire,  whose  presence  graced  these  sessions  on  two  occasions. 

The  personality  of  this,  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Sire,  radiates  a  most  benign 
influence,  and  his  visits  and  his  lucid  enunciation  of  the  principles  and 
aspirations  of  the  body  of  Odd  Fellowship  were  an  inspiration  and  pleasure 
beyond  compare.  We  would  that  words  were  more  eloquent  to  express  the 
sentiments  and  the  happiness  that  was  radiated  through  this  Body  because 
of  his  visit  to  us. 

Some  one  has  said : 

“  The  seasons  came  and  went,  and  went  and  came, 

To  teach  men  gratitude,  and 

As  they  passed  gave  warning  of  the  lapse  of  time, 

Which  else  had  passed  unheeded  by.” 

So  we  have  gathered  in  ninety-seventh  annual  session  in  the  Queen  City, 
Toronto.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  the  Indians  whon  gathered  on 
the  northern  edge  of  Lake  Ontario  in  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury  and  spoke  in  their  own  language  of  the  “  Place  of  Meeting,”  they  had 
in  mind  a  fortified  trading  post.  The  word  they  used  for  that  expression  was 
“  Toronto,”  and  so  it  seems  almost  like  fulfillment  of  prophecy  that  in  the 
year  1921  this  Sovereign  Body  should  gather  at  the  “  Place  of  Meeting  ”  in 
order  that  we  might  perform  those  functions  which  are  essential  for  the 
welfare  of  our  great  fraternity. 

Since  our  temporary  sojourn  in  this  wonderful  dynamic  city  of  this  great 
empire  of  the  north,  we  have  become  cognizant  of  the  untold  potentialities 
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of  a  great  and,  to  a  large  extent,  undiscovered  country.  We  are  impressed 
with  its  already  stupendous  accomplishment  and  the  prospective  of  com¬ 
mercial  enterprise,  the  bounds  of  which  are  undreamed. 

We  could  not  be  unmindful  if  we  would  of  that  splendid  spirit  of  benef¬ 
icent  hospitality  which  has  been  showered  upon  us  during  every  moment 
of  our  stay.  To  recount  the  multiplied  evidences  of  that  hospitality  is  no 
light  task,  and  if  any  there  be  which  may  not  be  mentioned  in  this  report, 
we  would  have  you,  our  brethren  of  Ontario,  to  know  that  our  heart  goes 
out  in  great  measure  for  every  effort  that  has  been  made  for  the  pleasure, 
comfort,  and  convenience  of  the  visiting  thousands  who  have  dwelt  within 
the  walls  of  the  city  during  the  period  of  this  ninety-seventh  annual  session, 

In  enumerating  the  outstanding  events  of  the  past  week  to  which  our 
attention  has  been  directed  by  the  kindliest  spirit  of  great  hearts  full  to  over¬ 
flowing  with  emotions  of  fraternal  welcome,  we  would  first  direct  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  members  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  all  members  of  the 
Order  to  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  the  distinguished  chairman  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Committee,  Joseph  Powley,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  G.  P.,  P.  G.  R.  In  the  exercise 
of  the  onerous  duties  devolving  upon  him  by  virtue  of  that  position,  no 
sacrifice  of  time  or  effort  has  been  too  great,  and  we  take  this  occasion  to  con¬ 
gratulate  him  on  a  most  successful  fruition  of  herculean  accomplishment. 

To  General  Commanding  G.  M.  Hermiston  for  his  courtesy  and  thought¬ 
fulness  in  his  careful  attention  to  all  the  features  of  Patriarch  Militant  enter¬ 
tainment. 

To  Grand  Secretary  Wm.  Brooks,  of  Ontario,  whose  every  attention  to  all 
the  niceties  of  the  conventions  and  proprieties,  whose  broad  experience  and 
wise  counsel,  together  with  unceasing  labor  in  our  behalf,  will  ever  be  held 
in  grateful  remembrance. 

What  has  been  said  with  reference  to  the  chairman  of  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee  may  also  be  said  of  the  other  committee  chairmen  and  the  members 
of  committees,  and  we  take  this  occasion  to  give  permanent  expression  of 
our  appreciation  of  their  work  and  worth  with  great  emphasis. 

The  chairman  of  the  Reception  and  Entertainment  Committee,  Bro. 
Malcolm  Sinclair,  Grand  Representative,  has  been  most  indefatigable  in  his 
efforts  to  provide  entertainment  in  such  quantity  and  of  such  quality  that  all 
guests  to  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  unanimously  de¬ 
clared  that  seldom  has  it  ever  been  equaled. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment,  Rebekah  Assembly,  and  De¬ 
partment  Council  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  we  extend  felicitations  for  the 
splendid  unity  of  action  which  has  brought  about  so  delightful  entertain¬ 
ment  and  such  careful  attention  to  all  the  details  incident  to  the  care  and 
well-being  of  the  visiting  thousands. 

To  the  Rev.  Dr.  Auld,  pastor  of  Old  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church _ 

the  church  home  of  our  Grand  Sire — we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  for  the 
splendid  discourse  rendered. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Hon.  N.  W.  Rowell,  ex-President  of  the 
Dominion  Privy  Council  and  first  representative  from  the  Dominion  to  the 
Conference  of  the  League  of  Nations,  for  his  wonderful  and  inspiring  address 
on  “  International  Relations,”  which  was  a  peculiarly  appropriate  one  under 
the  circumstances  under  which  we  meet. 

Our  thanks  are  due  the  Toronto  Masonic  Male  Chorus  and  the  Imperial 
Concert  Band  and  for  the  music  furnished  for  the  Sunday  services  at  Massey 
Hall. 
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We  would  not  omit  the  splendid  public  services  at  the  opening  session  in 
the  Legislative  Assembly  Chambers  of  the  Parliament  Buildings;  the 
addresses  of  the  chairman  of  the  meeting,  W.  J.  Hamilton,  Grand  Master; 
Hon.  W.  E.  Raney,  Attorney-General,  for  his  welcome  on  behalf  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario;  Joseph  Powley,  P.G.M.,  P.  G.  P.,  P.G.R.,  for  his  in¬ 
spiring  address  on  behalf  of  all  the  members  of  the  Order  in  Ontario;  His 
Worship  T.  L.  Church,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Toronto.

This  report  would  not  be  complete  did  we  not  mention  Mrs.  Oliver,  wife 
of  the  Grand  Sire,  for  her  attention  to  eveiy  detail  that  lay  within  her 
power  to  help  in  making  the  stay  of  the  ladies  a  pleasant  one;  to  the  Sir 
Knights  of  Cyrene  Preceptory,  No.  29,  for  their  felicitous  communication 
expressing  a  desire  to  assist  in  entertaining;  to  the  Shriners’  Auto  Club  for 
furnishing  ears  for  the  automobile  drive;  to  the  children  of  the  Ontario 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  for  their  brief  visit  to  this  Body ;  to  the  children’s  band 
from  the  Illinois  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’  Home;  and  to  all  others,  who  in 
any  way  helped  to  make  the  1921  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  one 
memorable  in  the  annals  of  Odd  Fellowship. 


Signed  by  the  Committee. 
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Rep.  Mosher,  of  New  York,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  2  OF  ARTICLE  III. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows:  “  Section  2.  Elective  Officers — 
When  and  How  Elected  and  Installed.  The  elective  officers  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  who  are  eligible  to  vote  by 
ballot  at  the  stated  communications  held  on  each  even  numbered  year,  and 
shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  before  the  adjournment  of 
said  communications.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to 
elect.  The  nomination  and  election  shall  take  place  on  the  second  day  of 
the  session,  and  nominations  for  each  officer  shall  be  immediately  succeeded 
by  the  election  for  the  same  and  before  the  nominations  and  elections  for 
the  next  office.” 

Be  amended  by.  striking  out  after  the  word  “  stated  ”  in  the  fifth  line 
thereof  the  words  “  communications  held  on  each  even  numbered  ”  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “  communication  held  each  ”  and  by 
striking  out  after  the  word  “  said  ”  in  the  eighth  line  thereof  the  word  “  com¬ 
munications  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  communication,”  so 
that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  2.  Elective  Officers — When  and  How  Elected  and  Installed. 
The  elective  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  who  are  eligible  to  vote  by  ballot  at  the  stated  communication 
held  each  year,  and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  before  the 
adjournment  of  said  communication.  A  majority  of  all  votes  shall  be 
necessary  to  elect.  The  nomination  and  election  shall  take  place  on  the 
second  day  of  the  session,  and  nominations  for  each  office  shall  be  imme¬ 
diately  succeeded  by  the  election  for  the  same  and  before  the  nominations 
and  elections  for  the  next  office.” 

Rep.  Wilson,  of  Ontario,  was  recognized  and  presented  Grand 
Sire  Oliver  with  a  handsome  watch  charm  and  fob,  which  was  most 
graciously  accepted  by  him. 

William  Lucas,  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive,  addressed  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Rep.  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  moved  that  Brother  Lucas  be  requested 
to  furnish  a  copy  of  his  address  for  the  Journal  of  Proceedings, 
which  was  agreed  to.

We  rejoice  over  the  achievements  of  the  past  and  in  the  happiness  that  has 
been  ours  in  this  delightful  session  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

0  Lord,  our  Lord,  we  importune  with  Thee  to  bless  every  one  in  this 
Queen  City  on  the  lake,  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  our  dear  sister  country 
that  joins  with  us  in  constant  felicity.

LEGISLATION  AFFECTING  THE  S.  G.  L.  CODE  OF 

1915 

AMENDMENTS  TO  SECTIONS. 

Section  467. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  467  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “  and  ”  after 
the  word  “  support  ”  in  the  fourth  line  thereof,  and  inserting  after  the  word 
“  maintenance  ”  in  said  fourth  line,  the  following :  “  and  endowment,”  so  that 
said  section  shall  then  read : 

“  Section  467.  May  Levy  Assessments  to  Support.  Grand  Bodies  shall 
have  power  to  appropriate  their  general  funds  and  to  levy  assessments  upon 
their  subordinate  bodies,  by  per  capita  or  other  form  of  tax  for  the  erection, 
equipment,  support,  maintenance  and  endowment  of  such  Homes  as  may  be 
established  under  the  provisions  of  Section  466.” — Journal,  pages  151,  222, 
227. 

Section  265. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  265  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  endowment  ” 
in  the  fourth  line  thereof  the  following:  “  (other  than  an  endowment  fund 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  Home  that  is,  or  may  be,  established  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  466),”  and  also  by  inserting  in  said  section  after  the 
word  “  maintenance  ”  in  the  tenth  line  thereof  the  following :  “  and  endow¬ 
ment  as  aforesaid,”  so  that  the  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read: 

“  Section  265.  Endowment  Associations,  Insurance,  Etc.  No  Grand  Lodge 
or  Grand  Encampment  shall  have  power  or  authority  to  levy  assessments  or 
collect  dues  or  fees  for  the  purpose  of  creating  or  maintaining  any  endowment 
(other  than  an  endowment  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  Home  that  is, 
or  may  be,  established  under  the  provisions  of  Section  466),  or  other  fund  to 
be  disbursed  directly  or  indirectly  by  such  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  benefits  in  any  form  to  be  disbursed 
by  such  Grand  Bodies,  or  for  the  purpose  of  providing  fire  insurance  for  the 
property  of  its  subordinates.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  proper  assessments  or  collections  for  the  construction,  mainte¬ 
nance  and  endowment  as  aforesaid,  of  Homes  for  the  aged  and  indigent  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  or  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows.” — Journal, 
pages  151,  222,  227. 

Section  320A. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  a  new  section  be 
added  to  the  Code,  to  be  known  as  Section  320A,  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  320A.  Grand  Encampments  may,  by  legislation,  permit  sub¬ 
ordinate  encampments  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  which  do  no’: 
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pay  benefits  of  any  character,  to  provide  by  law  for  the  expenditure  of  not 
to  exceed  one-half  of  their  annual  income,  exclusive  of  that  from  special 
trust  funds,  for  social  purposes,  to  promote  and  advance  the  Order.” — Journal, 
pages  152,  243,  255. 

Section  688. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  688  of  the 
Code  of  General  Laws,  as  amended  at  the  1920  session,  be  further  amended 
by  changing  “  year  1920  ”  in  the  proviso,  at  the  end  of  said  section,  to  read: 
years  1920  and  1921,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read: 

“  Section  688.  Grand  Representative.  Grand  Representatives  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  stated  compensation  or  other  emolument,  but  shall 
be  allowed  mileage  of  10  cents  per  mile  one  way  to  be  computed  from  their 
respective  residences  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
by  the  nearest  travelled  route  according  to  the  distance  laid  down  in  the 
United  States  Postal  Guide  and  a  per  diem  of  $5  for  not  less  than  six  days 
for  each  regular  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  provided,  that  for 
the  years  1920  and  1921  the  mileage  allowed  shall  be  11  cents  and  the  per 
diem  $7.50  in  lieu  of  the  amounts  above  named,  and  that  in  view  of  the 
emergency  arising  because  of  the  increase  in  railroad  and  hotel  rates  that 
this  amendment  go  into  effect  upon  passage.” — Journal,  pages  154,  185,  186. 

Section  174,  P.  M.  Code. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  174  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  words:  “  And 
retired  Generals  Commanding  and  Past  Department  Commanders.”  The 
section,  as  amended,  to  read : 

“  Section  174.  How  Organized.  The  General  Military  Council  shall  be 
composed  of  the  several  Department  Commanders  or  a  duly  accredited  repre¬ 
sentative  from  each  Department  Council,  said  representative  to  represent  his 
Department  in  the  absence  of  the  Department  Commander.  And  the 
Retired  Generals  Commanding  and  Past  Department  Commanders.” — 
Journal,  pages  230,  264. 


Section  55,  P.  M.  Code. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  55  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  Code  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  words: 

“  That  whenever  the  strength  of  the  cantons  warrants  it,  the  Department 
Commander  may  direct  the  canton  to  elect  additional  platoon  commanders, 
as  the  strength  of  the  canton  may  justify.  Such  platoon  officers  to  be  elected 
by  the  canton  on  the  night  of  the  annual  election,  they  to  be  warrant  officers 
and  to  rank  as  Sergeants.”  The  section  to  read  when  amended  as  follows: 

“  Section  55.  The  commissioned  officers  of  a  canton  shall  consist  of  a 
captain,  who  shall  be  commandant;  a  lieutenant,  and  ensign;  the  warrant 
officers  shall  be  a  clerk  and  an  accountant;  and  the  appointed  officers,  a 
standard  bearer,  a  guard,  a  sentinel  and  a  picket,  who  shall  rank  in  the  canton 
in  the  order  named.  Whenever  the  strength  of  the  cantons  warrants  it.  the 
Department  Commander  may  direct  the  canton  to  elect  additional  platoon 
commanders,  as  the  strength  of  the  canton  may  justify.  Such  platoon  officers 
to  be  elected  by  the  canton  on  the  night  of  the  annual  election,  they  to  be 
warrant  officers  and  to  rank  as  sergeants.” — Journal,  pages  256,  264. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  SECTIONS. 

Section  3. 

Subordinate  Lodges  if  Authorized  May  Reduce  Benefits. — A  Grand 
Lodge  may  grant  its  subordinate  lodges  the  privilege  of  adopting  a  by-law 
providing  that  after  a  brother  has  received  52  weeks  sick  benefits,  the  lodge 
may  pay  $1.00  per  week  during  the  continuance  of  his  disability. — Journal, 
pages  22,  164,  178. 

Section  788. 

Meetings  of  Lodges  Falling  on  Holidays  May  Be  Omitted. — A  lodge 
may  decide  by  vote  to  omit  a  meeting  on  the  regular  night  when  it  falls 
on  a  holiday. — Journal,  pages  22,  164,  178. 

Section  610. 

Members  Required  to  Wear  Regalia  Continuously  During  Session. — 

The  regulation  regarding  soldiers  and  sailors  uniforms  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
and  Navy  refers  only  to  the  streets.  They  are  not  allowed  to  wear  anything 
on  their  clothing  on  the  street,  but  in  tjie  lodge  it  is  different  and  they 
will  have  to  comply  with  our  regulations  and  wear  appropriate  regalia. — 
Journal,  pages  22,  199,  202. 

Section  160. 

To  Complete  a  Transfer  of  Membership,  Member  Transferring  Must 
Sign  the  Constitution  of  the  Lodge  to  Which  He  Transferred. — A 

brother  transferring  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  one  lodge  to  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  another  must  sign  the  constitution  of  the  lodge  to 
which  he  is  transferred  in  order  to  complete  the  transfer,  otherwise  his 
status  in  the  Order  is  the  same  as  a  non-beneficial  member,  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  period  covered  by  the  advance  payment  of  dues. — Journal, 
pages  23,  164,  178. 

Section  490. 

A  Member  Holding  a  Withdrawal  Card  Living  in  the  Territorial 
Jurisdiction  of  One  Lodge  may  Become  a  Member  of  Another  Lodge  by 
Consent. — The  holder  of  a  withdrawal  card  is  eligible  to  become  a  member 
of  a  lodge  within  whose  territorial  jurisdiction  he  does  not  reside,  by 
deposit  of  such  withdrawal  card,  provided  consent  is  given  by  the  lodge 
within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  resides. — Journal,  pages  24,  164,  178. 

Sections  486  and  490. 

May  Attain  Membership  by  Transfer  Certificate  in  Jurisdiction  Other 
Than  That  of  Which  Applicant  is  a  Resident. — A  member  of  a  Rebekah 
lodge  living  in  one  state  may  apply  by  transfer  certificate  for  membership  in 
a  lodge  in  another  state  which  is  nearest  her  residence,  provided  the  Grand 
Master  of  each  Jurisdiction  as  well  as  the  lodge  within  whose  territorial 
jurisdiction  she  resides  gives  permission  for  the  purpose. — Journal,  pages  24, 
164,  178. 


Sections  514  and  811. 

Five  Members  Voting  on  Applications  for  Membership,  Legal. — It  is 

legal  when  only  five  members  are  present  and  vote,  provided  it  does  not 
conflict  with  local  law. — Journal,  pages  25,  198,  202. 
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Section  286. 

Members  in  Arrears  for  Dues  May  Vote. — A  lodge  can  hold  a  meeting 

and  transact  business  with  five  members  present  if  three  of  them  are  in 
arrears  for  dues,  provided  it  is  not  in  conflict  with  local  law. — Journal, 
pages  25,  198,  202. 

Sections  302  and  315. 

Lodges  Cannot  Use  Funds  for  Purchase  of  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
Jewels. — It  is  not  legal  for  a  lodge  to  use  its  funds  to  purchase  Decoration 
of  Chivalry  jewels  for  its  members  or  others. — Journal,  pages  25,  198,  202. 

Section  816. 

May  Solicit  Funds. — It  is  legal  to  solicit  funds  for  certain  purposes  other 
than  those  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  provided  same  is  not  in 
conflict  with  local  law,  and  then  only  upon  application  to  and  granting  of  a 
dispensation  by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  Order  for 
that  purpose. — Journal,  pages  25,  198,  202.

Election  of  a  Grand  Representative  Who  was  Ineligible  does  not 
Create  a  Vacancy. — A  brother  was  elected  Grand  Representative  who  did 
not  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  for  that  office,  therefore,  the  election 
was  void.  The  vacancy  consequent  did  not  occur  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  therefore  the  Grand  Patriarch  was  without  power  to 
appoint,  but  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Encampment  at  its  succeeding 
session  to  elect  a  brother  who  was  eligible  to  the  office.  The  vacancy  in  the 
office  resulted  from  the  conceded  fact  of  the  ineligibility  of  the  brother 
chosen,  and  was  not  a  matter  of  declaration. — Journal,  pages  25,  197,  201.

Proposed  at  September  Session,  1921. 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  ARTICLE  I. 

Resolved,  That  Subsection  4  of  Section  3  of  Article  1  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  reading  as  follows: 

“4.  To  determine  the  qualification  for  membership  in  the  Order;  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Order  except  free  white  males 
of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe ;  pro¬ 
vided,  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not  on  the 
Continent  of  North  America,  in  which  one  or  more  Grand  Lodges  have  been 
chartered,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand  Lodges. 
No  hotelkeeper,  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquor,  saloonkeeper,  bartender 
or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ‘  twenty-one  ’ 
where  it  appears  in  the  third  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  ‘  eighteen,’  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

“4.  To  determine  the  qualification  for  membership  in  the  Order;  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Order  except  free  white  males 
of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and 
who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe ;  pro¬ 
vided,  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not  on 
the  Continent  of  North  America,  in  which  one  or  more  Grand  Lodges  have 
been  chartered,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand 
Lodges.  No  hotelkeeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloonkeeper, 
barteiider  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order.” 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  IX. 

Whereas,  Section  1,  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  reads  as  follows:

Each  member  shall  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing 
and  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing, 
and  must  have  received  the  royal  purple  degree  and  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  an  encampment  in  good  standing.” 

Now,  be  it  resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  “  standing  ” 
in  the  last  line  of  said  Section  1  of  Article  II,  the  words,  “  and  must  have 
received  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  and  be  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  a  canton  in  good  standing,”  so  that  Section  1  of  Article  II  shall  read: 

Article  II.

“  Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge — Qualifica¬ 
tions.  This  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following

Each  member  shall  be  a  Past  Grand  in  good  standing  and 
a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  and  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing,  and 
must  have  received  the  royal  purple  degree  and  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  an  encampment  in  good  standing,  and  must  have  received  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  degree,  and  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  canton 
in  good  standing.” 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  following  amendment  is  intended  to  further  the  spirit  of  Americanism, 
which  speech  and  action  in  this  Sovereign  Body  during  previous  sessions  so 
ardently  stimulated,  and  our  national  forefathers  in  the  Union’s  making 
were  so  careful  to  allow  by  a  fair  measure  of  representation  to  populous 
jurisdictions.  Our  claim  to  be  representative  as  now  constituted  has  been 
justly  disputed,  and  a  sincere  desire  to  insure  a  fairer  proportion  of  power 
to  those  who  contribute  a  preponderating  measure  of  energy,  prompts  this 
action. 

Be  it  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  That  Section  3  of  Article 
XIII  of  said  Constitution,  reading  as  follows: 

“  Section  3.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  No  Grand  Representative  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  in  the  election  for  Grand  Officers,  and  no 
Grand  Representative  from  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  which 
shall  be  in  arrears  for  money  due  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  upon  any  question.” 

Be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  following  words  on  the  second  and  third  lines  of  said  section, 
reading  as  follows,  “  in  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,”  and  insert  and  add 
after  the  word  “  vote  ”  in  the  second  line,  the  following: 

“  Except,  that  the  Grand  Representatives  from  a  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
entitled  on  legislation  and  enactments  of  laws  relating  to  and  affecting  the 
ritual  or  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  on  questions  pertaining  to  the  finances 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  to 
two  votes  each,  where  the  number  of  members  returned  in  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  not  less  than  40.000  and  one  vote  for 
each  and  every  additional  40,000  members  returned  in  such  annual  report.” 
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So  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  3.  Qualifications  for  Voting.  No  Grand  Representative  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote,  except  that  the  Grand  Representatives  from 
a  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  entitled,  on  legislation  and  enactments  of  laws  relat¬ 
ing  to  and  affecting  the  ritual  and  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  on  questions 
pertaining  to  the  finances  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  the  election 
of  Grand  Officers,  to  two  votes  each,  where  the  number  of  members  in  the 
last  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  not  less  than  40,000,  and  one 
vote  for  each  and  every  additional  40,000  members  returned  in  such  annual 
report,  and  no  Grand  Representative  from  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  which  shall  be  in  arrears  for  money  due  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question.” 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  3,  ARTICLE  1.

provided,  further,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  countries  not 
on  the  Continent  of  North  America  in  which  one  or  more  Grand  Lodges 
have  been  chartered,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  such  Grand 
Lodges.  No  hotelkeeper,  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloonkeeper, 
bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order.

“  6.  To  organize  and  issue  charters  to  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  with  such  power  and  jurisdiction  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may 
determine,  and  to  recall  such  charters  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
votes  cast.  But  no  more  than  one  Grand  Lodge  and  one  Grand  Encampment 
shall  be  chartered  in  any  State,  Province,  District  or  Territory. 

“  7.  To  organize  and  enact  laws  for  the  government  of  such  other  branches 
or  departments  of  the  Order  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  advisable, 
and  to  abolish  the  same  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast. 

“  8.  To  enact  all  laws  of  general  application  to  the  Order. 
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“9.  To  construe  its  own  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  to  declare  and  interpret 
the  customs,  usages  and  practices  of  the  Order,  and  to  determine  the  legality 
of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  practices  of  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies.” 

Be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  New  Zealand  ”  in  the  5th  line 
of  paragraph  4,  of  said  Section  3,  the  words  “  and  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,”  and  by  inserting  after  the  words  “  Grand  Lodges  ”  in  the  8th 
line,  the  words  “  provided,  further  that  the  age  qualifications  shall  in  no 
event  be  under  eighteen  years,”  so  that  when  so  amended  the  section  shall 
read  as  follows: 

“  Section  3.  Powers.  It  shall  have  exclusive  power  and  jurisdiction  as 
follows : 

“  1.  To  establish,  regulate  and  control  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order

“5.  To  introduce  the  Order  into  such  countries,  domestic  or  foreign,  as  it 
may  deem  advisable ;  to  charter  lodges,  encampments  and  Rebekah  lodges 
in  such  countries,  and  to  retain  exclusive  control  of  such  lodges  until 
Grand  Bodies  shall  be  legally  organized  and  chartered  therein. 

“6.  To  organize  and  issue  charters  to  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  with  such  power  and  jurisdiction  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
may  determine,  and  to  recall  such  charters  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  cast.

“  8.  To  enact  all  laws  of  general  application  to  the  Order. 

“  9.  To  construe  its  own  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  to  declare  and  inter¬ 
pret  the  customs,  usages  and  practices  of  the  Order,  and  to  determine  the 
legality  of  the  laws,  ordinances  and  practices  of  Grand  and  subordinate 
bodies.”

Be  amended  by  striking  out  after  the  word  “  stated  ”  in  the  fifth  line 
thereof  the  words  “  communications  held  on  each  even  numbered  ”  and  in¬ 
serting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “  communication  held  each  ”  and  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  after  the  word  “  said  ”  in  the  eighth  line  thereof  the  word  “  com¬ 
munications  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  communication,”  so 
that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  2.  Elective  Officers — When  and  How  Elected  and  Installed. 
The  elective  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  who  are  eligible  to  vote,  by  ballot  at  the  stated  communica¬ 
tion  held  each  year,  and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  before 
the  adjournment  of  said  communication.  A  majority  of  all  votes  shall  be 
necessary  to  elect.  The  nomination  and  election  shall  take  place  on  the 
second  day  of  the  session,  and  nominations  for  each  office  shall  be  imme¬ 
diately  succeeded  by  the  election  for  the  same  and  before  the  nominations 
and  elections  for  the  next  office.” 
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NINETY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  SESSION  AT 

TORONTO,  1921 

Our  good  brothers  and  sisters  of  Ontario  spared  neither  effort  nor  expense 
to  entertain  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  visitors  who  attended  the 
97th  annual  session  held  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Toronto,  September  19-24 
1921,  and  that  their  efforts  were  crowned  with  success  is  evidenced  by  the 
many  expressions  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  from  the  members  of  the 
Body  and  visitors.  In  the  circles  of  Odd  Fellowship,  Toronto  has  established 
a  reputation  for  hospitality  unsurpassed.  Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  the  splendid  manner  in  which  every 
function  arranged  for  was  carried  out  and  for  the  smooth  and  orderly  way 
in  which  their  plans  were  executed.  The  entertainment  of  their  guests  had 
been  thought  out  and  every  contingency  that  might  arise  had  been  provided 
for.  In  every  arrangement  the  committee  seemed  to  have  had  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  entire  population  of  Toronto  who  joined  them  in  the 
spirit  of  the  occasion  and  manifested  a  disposition  of  friendliness  and 
co-operation  to  the  strangers  within  their  gates,  with  the  result  that  all 
returned  to  their  homes  feeling  that  they  had  been  most  royally  entertained. 

Those  who  had  arrived  in  Toronto  by  Saturday,  September  17,  were  con¬ 
veyed  to  Hanlan’s  Point  as  guests  of  the  Toronto  Odd  Fellows  where  they 
witnessed  the  closing  game  of  baseball  in  the  International  League  and 
which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all.  On  Saturday  night,  September  17,  an 
informal  reception  or  “  get  together  ”  meeting  was  held  in  the  King  Edward 
Hotel,  which  was  largely  attended  by  the  Grand  Representative  and  visit¬ 
ing  Odd  Fellows  and  their  ladies. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  September  18,  a  special  religious  service  was 
held  in  Massey  Music  Hall,  which  was  preceded  by  a  sacred  concert  by  the 
Toronto  Imperial  Concert  Band  and  the  Masonic  Male  Chorus  of  one 
hundred  voices.  The  officers  and  representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  formed  in  line  at  the  King  Edward  Hotel  promptly  at  two  thirty 
and  headed  by  the  Patriarchs  Militant  as  an  escort  proceeded  to  Massey 
Hall.  Upon  their  arrival  they  found  the  large  hall  well  filled.  They  were 
conducted  to  a  portion  of  the  auditorium  which  had  been  reserved,  and  after 
enjoying  a  number  of  selections  by  the  band  and  the  Masonic  Chorus  they 
listened  to  a  most  excellent  sermon  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Auld,  Pastor 
of  “  Old  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church,”  which  is  the  church  in  which 
the  Grand  Sire  holds  membership.  After  the  sermon  the  vast  audience  were 
favored  with  a  most  eloquent  address  by  the  Hon.  N.  W.  Rowell,  K.  C., 
representing  the  Premier  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
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SERMON  BY  REY.  WILLIAM  MUIR  AULD,  D.  D. 

“  And  he  desiring  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  and  who  is  my 
neighbor.”  St.  Luke’s  Gospel,  Chapter  10,  verse  29.  These  words  belong  as 
you  will  all  readily  remember  to  the  Parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan,  or 
rather  the  incident  of  which  tlu  text  and  the  Parable  form  integral  parts. 
Let  us  note  the  circumstances,  just  by  way  of  refreshing  our  minds;  for  1 
have  no  doubt  you  are  all  thoroughly  familiar  with  them.  One  day  a  lawyer 
came  up  to  Jesus  and  said:  “  Master  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  Eternal 
life?”  This  we  may  reasonably  believe  was  no  perfunctory  question;  but 
rather  one  as  sincere  as  it  was  pointed  and  direct.  The  pith  of  the  lawyer’s 
question  is  this:  Master,  in  w7hat  does  a  true  life  consist?  A  deeper  ques¬ 
tion  it  is  not  possible  for  a  man  to  ask.  If  we  have  given  any  real  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  matter  of  life  and  living,  we  too  have  asked  it.  It  is  thus 
a  matter  in  which  we  cannot  very  well  help  being  interested;  so  we  are 
prepared  to  go  along  with  the  lawyer  and  share  in  the  instruction  which  he 
received. 

*  *  * 

To  bring  the  matter  home  to  ourselves,  it  was  as  if  any  one  of  us  were  to 
ask,  what  does  it  mean  to  live  the  true  life,  or  what  does  it  mean  to  live  the 
Christian  life — for  all  concede  the  Christian  life  to  be  the  highest  con¬ 
ceivable  type  of  life — and  the  answer  given  were,  what  does  “  The  Book  ” 
say,  which  contains  the  revelation  of  God’s  will  for  man?  .... 

So  addressed  the  lawyer  replied :  “  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all 
thy  mind,  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.”  Christ  said  you  have  made  an 
excellent  answer,  this  do  and  thou  shalt  live.  It  was  very  cleverly  done. 
The  lawyer  was  made  to  supply  an  answer  to  his  own  question.  But  anxious 
to  put  himself  right  for  having  asked  a  question  which  he  was  compelled  to 
answer  himself  so  easily,  he  said,  “  but  who  is  my  neighbor  ” — truly  a  very 
pertinent  and  practical  question.  We  are  glad  he  asked  it,  for  in 
reply  Christ  spoke  what  many  regard  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  His  utter¬ 
ances — the  Parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  A  traveling  man  goes  on  a 
journey  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho  and  falls  among  robbers  who  strip  him 
of  everything,  and  leave  him  by  the  roadside,  bruised  and  bleeding.  By  and 
by  a  Priest  comes  along  that  way  and  passes  heedlessly  on;  then  a  Levite 
who  took  a  look  at  him  and  went  heartlessly  on  his  way.  But  a  Samaritan 
rode  up,  saw  the  poor  fellow,  took  pity  on  him,  dressed  his  wounds, 
hurried  him  forward  to  an  Inn,  had  him  taken  care  of  and  paid  all  expenses 
Now  said  Christ  to  the  lawyer  which  of  these  three  proved  neighbor  to  the 
man  who  fell  among  the  robbers?  Only  one  answer  was  possible,  and  he 
gave  it:  he  that  took  pity  on  him.  Then  said  Christ,  “Go  and  do  like¬ 
wise.”  Let  that  spirit  rule  your  heart  and  you  are  in  possession  of  the 
secret  of  true  living.  *  *  * 
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Now  what  lessons  would  the  lawyer  take  away  with  him  as  the  result  of  this 
encounter  with  Christ,  and  what  lessons  may  we  learn? 

1.  The  Sacred  Duty  oj  Compassion. — The  Parable  teaches  a  kind  ol 
natural  neighborhood.  It  places  a  new  value  and  emphasis  on  the  tender 
heart  and  benevolent  disposition  to  all  who  suffer  and  are  in  need.  Need, 
sheer  need  renders  a  man  our  neighbor,  no  matter  what  his  race  or  character 
or  creed  may  be.  Need  renders  a  man  our  neighbor  if  he  live  next  door  or 
in  the  famine  stricken  areas  of  India  and  China.  As  the  old  Psalm  has  it, 

“  Our  neighbor  is  the  suffering  man 
Though  at  the  farthest  pole.” 

This  human  disposition  finds  its  divine  sanction  in  the  God  whom  Christ 
revealed.  The  Benevolent  God  and  Father  embraces  all  his  children  and 
does  not  withhold  his  gifts  even  from  the  unthankful  and  the  evil.  “  He 
maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just 
and  the  unjust.”  Mankind  are  all  the  children  of  the  one  God  and  Father 
and  between  them  there  is  a  consequent  natural  kinship  which,  however, 
they  do  not  always  recognize  a  fact.  Men  do  stupidly  war  with 
each  other,  despise  and  hate  each  other,  develop  an  exclusive  national 
selfishness,  foster  prejudice  and  animosity  against  those  outside  their  own 
borders,  heap  fuel  on  the  fire  that  keeps  the  kettle  of  international  discord 
boiling;  but  in  so  doing  they  do  violence  to  their  better  nature.  Below 
all  these  things  which  are  the  products  of  greed,  hate,  fear  and  jealousy, 
there  is  the  instinctive  feeling  that  man  stands  to  man  in  a  convenant  of 
mutual  helpfulness  and  sympathy.  This  divine  instinct  planted  by  God  in 
the  soul  of  man,  which  it  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  this  noble  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  to  foster  and  develop,  seeks  to-day  a  wider  expression.  For  it 
is  precisely  the  development  and  organizing  of  this  deep  human  instinct, 
which  in  the  genial  atmosphere  of  your  fraternity  has  been  made  so  effective 
for  good,  that  is  the  most  notable  thing  in  the  political  as  well  as  in  the 
religious  world  of  the  present  day.  From  it  springs  the  desire  for  League  of 
Nations  and  a  bringing  together  of  all  the  scattered  forces  of  Christendom, 
that  in  all  respect  the  strong  may  succor  the  weak  everywhere.  And  more 
than  that  is  hoped  for.  It  is  hoped  that  the  wide  pathway  of  life  may  be 
cleared  of  every  enemy  and  evey  robber  whether  of  war,  pestilence,  famine, 
poverty,  suffering  and  distress,  that  the  journey  of  life  may  be  possible 
to  all  in  perfect  security,  health  and  peace. 

*  *  * 

2.  The  Duty  of  Love  to  God. — This  you  will  observe  the  lawyer  took  for 
granted.  But  supposing  this  man  had  been  tinged  with  the  modem 
sceptical  or  agnostic  spirit,  he  might  have  added  to  the  question,  who  is 
my  neighbor,  who  is  God,  whom  I  am  commanded  to  love  with  all  my  heart, 
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soul,  strength  and  mind?  Let  us  draw  out  for  a  moment  this  word  which 
did  not  require  to  be  spoken — the  word  concerning  our  disposition  to  God. 
Now  love  is  precisely  the  one  thing  in  the  world  which  cannot  be  com¬ 
manded.  We  can  if  we  are  so  circumstanced  command  respect,  but  we 
cannot  command  affection.  Yet  here  is  this  command  sanctioned  at  this 
point  and  elsewhere  by  the  Saviour.  What  kind  of  a  command  is  it?  It 
is  not  the  command  of  mere  authority.  Frederick  the  Great,  that  Royal 
Ruffian,  caught  a  boy  one  day  running  away  from  him  and  after  warmly 
cuffing  his  ears,  said,  “  Don’t  you  know  that  I  want  my  people  to  love  me?  ” 
Frederick  lived  to  command  and  to  be  obeyed,  and  he  foolishly  thought  he 
could  command  even  the  love  of  his  subjects,  as  some  parents  think  they 
can  command  the  affection  of  their  children  simply  by  demanding  it.  Love 
is  not  called  forth  in  that  way.  This  command  to  love  God  with  all  the 
powers  of  our  being  would  fail  to  arouse  a  single  sentiment  in  our  hearts 
were  God  Pot  such  as  to  win  from  us  this  supreme  affection.  The  command 
to  love  God  springs  out  of  the  character  of  God.  Christ  makes  us  see  what 
God  is  in  his  infinite  goodness  and  overflowing  love.  By  plain  teaching 
and  by  parable  Christ  reveals  the  loving  heart  of  God  our  Heavenly  Father. 
Jesus  transformed  the  dread-name  “  Almightly  ”  into  the  tender  name 
u  Father.”  He  reveals  God  as  infinitely  lovable,  who  because  he  first  loved 
us,  we  cannot  but  love  him,  with  all  our  heart,  mind,  soul  and  strength. 

*  *  * 

3.  The  Basis  of  True  Brotherhood. — “  And  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.” 
When  you  read  this  remarkable  Parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan  carefull>, 
you  cannot  fail  to  observe  that  the  lawyer’s  attention  is  directed  supremely 
to  the  Samaritan.  He  is,  and  not  the  suffering  man,  the  outstanding  figure  in 
that  little  story.  “  Which  of  these  three,”  asked  the  Master — “  Priest,  Levite, 
Samaritan,  thinkest  thou  proved  himself  a  neighbor  to  the  unfortunate  man 
who  fell  among  the  robbers.”  The  lawyer  said  the  Samaritan  (though  he 
refrained  from  using  the  hated  word  Samaritan) — why,  because  he  showed 
mercy.  Thus  the  great  thing  impressed  on  the  mind  of  the  lawyer,  the 
thing  which  he  sorely  needed  to  have  impressed  upon  him  was  this:  Every 
one  was  a  real  neighbor  and  brother  to  him  who  showed  this  merciful  and 
loving  spirit.  This  disposition  created  a  new  kinship  among  all  who  pos¬ 
sessed  it  and  broke  down  many  artificial  barriers  which  separated  man  from 
man.  In  an  interesting  way  this  brings  the  second  command  into  line  with 
the  first.  Our  love  for  God,  as  we  saw,  was  only  possible  because  God  was 
the  infinitely  good,  because  his  character  was  such  as  to  call  forth  in  us  the 
deepest  love  and  reverence  of  our  hearts.  We  are  to  love  our  neighbor  as 
we  love  ourselves.  Now  we  know  very  well  that  we  cannot,  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  do  not  love  ourselves,  but  detest  ourselves,  save  as  we  arc 
good  and  right  and  true.  And  while  we  must  at  all  times  have  a  true  and 
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genuine  compassion  for  everyone  in  real  need,  we  cannot  love  others  with 
the  purest  affection,  any  more  than  we  can  love  ourselves  save  as  they 
reflect  in  some  degree  genuine  goodness  and  virtue.  In  the  instance  before 
us  the  Master  was  greatly  concerned  with  pointing  out  to  this  Jewish  lawyer, 
blinded  with  all  manner  of  prejudice  that  his  neighbor,  his  brother,  whom 
he  could  love  as  he  loved  himself,  yea  as  he  loved  his  God,  was  the  man, 
any  man,  entirely  apart  from  race,  religious  persuasion,  cast  or  creed,  who 
manifested  in  life  the  God-like  spirit  as  illustrated  in  the  Parable.  In  a 
word  all  who  love  in  the  spirit  of  the  Samaritan  are  brothers. 

*  *  * 

Now  what  is  the  fact  to  which  this  organization  of  Odd  Fellows  bears  wit¬ 
ness?  What  is  the  fact  to  which  the  Christian  church  itself  bears  witness? 
They  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  true  community  of  interest,  true  com¬ 
munity  of  spirit,  is  possible  only  among  men  of  like  temper  and  ideals. 
Brotherhood  is  made  to  rest  among  us  in  the  firm  foundation  of  Christian 
virtue,  and  if  we  tried  very  hard  we  could  not  describe  the  content  of  this 
virtue  in  more  expressive  words  than  these,  “  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth.” 
We  do  not  deny  that  brotherhood  may  be  made  to  repose  on  quite  other 
foundations;  but  we  say  none  is  so  deep,  so  strong,  so  enduring,  so  God-like, 
so  Christian  as  this:  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth.  Imperfect  as  the  expres¬ 
sions  of  this  ideal  brotherhood  may  be  in  the  Order,  and  in  the  Christian 
church  at  large,  they  yet  bear  their  testimony  to  the  world  concerning  the 
spirit  of  genuine  brotherhood.  These  crystallizations  of  Christian  brother¬ 
hood  are  prophetic  of  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord.  Just  as  the  earth 
brings  forth  her  tender  sprouts  in  spring,  and  these  are  an  earnest  of  the 
coming  summer,  and  the  golden  autumn,  so  these  signs  of  brotherhood  are 
heralds  of  the  universal  reign. 

Then  let  us  pray  that  come  it  may, 

As  come  it  will  for  a’  that 
That  sense  and  worth,  o’er  a’  the  earth 
May  bear  the  free,  and  a’  that, 

For  a’  that  and  a’  that, 

It’s  coming  yet,  for  a’  that 
That  man  to  man  the  warld  o’er 
Shall  brothers  be  for  a’  that. 

*  *  * 

And  in  conclusion  as  you  think  of  the  Good  Samaritan  you  will  not  fail 
to  think  of  Another.  The  spirit  of  the  Good  Samaritan  is  the  spirit  of 
Christ.  True  brotherhood  and  true  life  are  founded  on  Christ’s  likeness  and 
on  the  expression  of  His  spirit  in  life.  There  is  a  beautiful  legend  which 
comes  to  us  from  the  east.  It  tells  of  a  rose  so  sweet  that  the  very  soil  which 
clung  about  its  roots  became  permeated  with  the  wonderful  fragrance. 
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Little  bits  of  this  soil  were  carried  everywhere  into  homes  and  conveyed  to 
the  sick  and  sorrowful  the  fragrant  and  refreshing  spirit  of  the  rose.  There 
is  another  rose  whom  we  sometimes  call  the  Rose  of  Sharon,  even  Christ, 
to  whom  if  we  cling,  His  spirit  of  sweetness  and  love  will  saturate  our  lives 
and  make  us  wherever  we  go  fragrant  and  full  of  blessing  and  refreshment 
to  others. 

This  do  and  thou  shalt  live. 

ADDRESS  BY  THE  HONORABLE  NEWTON  W.  ROWELL,  K.  C. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  As  a  citizen  of  Toronto  may 
I  say  that  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  join  in  welcoming  to  our  city  and  country 
so  many  representative  citizens  of  our  sister  nation.  You  have  come  to 
us  on  a  mission  of  amity  and  peace — we  welcome  you  most  cordially. 

I  believe  the  objects  of  your  Order  are  “  to  visit  the  sick,  to  relieve  the 
distressed,  to  bury  the  dead  and  to  educate  the  orphan  ”  and  the  men  who 
do  these  things  you  call  “  Odd  Fellows  ” — I  should  call  them  “  Christians.” 
In  the  pursuit  of  these  brotherly  and  Christian  ideals  you  do  not  limit  your 
operations  to  your  own  national  boundaries — you  have  an  international 
vision;  an  outlook  as  broad  as  human  need.  The  existence  and  work  of 
organizations  such  as  yours  and  the  spirit  of  fraternity  which  is  developed 
through  them  tends  to  promote  a  good  understanding  between  the  peoples 
of  our  two  countries  and  are  real  contributions  towards  international 
brotherhood  and  peace. 

While  the  world  is  still  suffering  and  will  continue  to  suffer  for  years  from 
the  loss  and  devastation  of  the  late  war,  we  have  great  reason  for  thank¬ 
fulness.  For  more  than  one  hundred  years  our  two  nations  have  lived  side 
by  side  in  peace,  with  an  unprotected  and  “  unguarded  boundary  ”  of  5400 
miles.  More  than  a  hundred  years  ago  we  agreed  that  there  should  be  no 
battleships  on  our  common  international  boundary  borders  and  both 
nations  have  profited  by  this  agreement.  We  have  not  lived  in  peace  for 
more  than  a  hundred  years  because  there  have  been  no  disputes  between 
us — there  have  been  many  disputes,  grave  disputes — disputes  relating  to 
territory,  to  property  rights  and  other  matters,  which  in  the  past  have  led 
to  cruel  and  devastating  wars.  We  have  lived  in  peace  because  the  peoples 
of  our  two  countries  and  their  governments  have  determined  that  these 
disputes  should  be  settled  by  arbitration  on  the  basis  of  reason  and  justice 
rather  than  by  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword.  Some  of  these  settlements 
have  not  met  with  favor  on  either  side,  but  who  will  say  that  these  settle¬ 
ments  were  not  vastly  better  than  any  settlement  that  could  have  been 
secured  by  the  sword.  We  have  demonstrated  to  the  world  that  it  is 
possible  for  two  nations  to  settle  their  differences  by  reason  rather  than  by 
force  and  that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  both  nations  to  settle  their  disputes 
in  this  matter. 
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We  do  not  permit  private  individuals  to  settle  their  disputes  by  force — 
we  do  not  permit  a  man  who  has  a  quarrel  with  his  neighbor  to  attack  him 
on  the  street  or  to  shoot  up  the  town.  If  he  did  he  would  be  interfering  with 
the  rights  of  his  peaceable  neighbors — he  would  be  a  disturber  of  the  peace 
and  the  community  as  a  whole  would  punish  any  such  action.  To-day  the 
world  is  one  great  community — steam  and  electricity  and  the  achievements 
of  modern  science  have  annihilated  distance  and  that  which  injures  one 
portion  of  our  humanity  prejudicially  affects  all.  The  time  has  come  that 
humanity  for  its  own  protection  and  preservation  must  say  to  disputing 
states  that  they  must  settle  their  disputes  in  a  manner  that  will  not  bring 
loss,  suffering,  and,  perchance,  ruin  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  There  may  be, 
there  are,  honest  differences  of  opinion  as  to  how  this  result  can  be  best 
brought  about,  but  there  should  be  no  difference  of  opinion  that  the  time 
has  come  when  humanity  as  a  whole,  when  the  nations  acting  in  co-operation 
are  entitled  to  say  to  nations  having  disputes — you  must  adopt  a  method 
of  settlement  which  will  not  bring  loss  and  injury  to  your  peaceable 
neighbors.  Any  plan  that  may  be  devised  will  not  necessarily  prevent  war. 
The  rule  of  law  in  our  respective  countries  does  not  prevent  the  violation 
of  law,  but  the  individual  who  violates  the  law  puts  himself  outside  the 
protection  of  the  law  and  is  punished  for  his  offence,  so  the  state  that 
refuses  to  recognize  its  obligations  to  its  sister  states  to  preserve  the  peace 
should  receive  similar  treatment.  A  great  step  in  advance  has  been  taken 
this  year  by  the  establishment  by  the  League  of  Nations  of  the  new 
Permanent  Court  of  International  Justice — a  court  composed  of  judges 
representing  the  world’s  chief  civilizations  and  its  chief  legal  systems — a 
court  to  which  the  nations  may  go  to  have  their  disputes  settled  on  the 
principles  of  right  and  justice  rather  than  by  military  strength  or  power. 
1  am  glad  to  see  that  one  of  your  distinguished  jurists — John  Besset  Moore — 
has  been  elected  a  member  of  this  court.  I  am  sure  that  his  presence  on 
the  court  will  contribute  to  its  strength  and  prestige.  But  neither  the 
constitution  of  this  court,  nor  the  creation  of  any  other  organization  for 
the  preservation  of  peace,  will  in  itself  avert  war.  These  organizations  must 
be  supported  by  the  public  opinion  of  the  world.  War  lays  its  heaviest  hand 
upon  the  toiling  masses,  the  common  people  of  every  land,  and  we  must 
make  our  appeal  to  the  common  people  to  back  up  these  great  efforts  in 
international  co-operation  and  for  world  peace.  We  must  appeal  to  the 
women  of  all  our  countries  for  they  suffer  most  through  war,  to  give  these 
new  organizations  their  whole-hearted  support. 

The  British  Empire  and  the  United  States  have  led  the  world  in  the 
movement  for  international  arbitration  and  the  peaceable  settlement  of 
international  disputes.  The  co-operation  in  the  past  of  these  great  states 
has  made  possible  the  establishment  of  the  League  of  Nations  and  the 
Permanent  Court  of  International  Justice.  If  the  world’s  peace  is  to  be 
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maintained  if  reason  is  to  replace  force  in  the  settlement  of  international 
disputes,  continued  co-operation  between  these  two  great  branches  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  race  is  essential  and  I  am  sure  every  lover  of  international 
justice  and  peace  may  count  on  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  your 
Order  in  maintaining  and  strengthening  this  co-operation.  If  we  main¬ 
tain  and  strengthen  the  spirit  of  co-operation,  one  may  confidently  predict 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  find  common  ground  as  to 
the  best  methods  to  be  adopted  to  preserve  international  peace. 

PUBLIC  RECEPTION  AND  ADDRESSES. 

On  Monday  morning,  September  19,  promptly  at  nine  o’clock  in  the 
Legislative  Hall  of  the  Parliament  Building  the  opening  exercises,  to  which 
the  public  was  admitted,  were  held,  Grand  Master  W.  J.  Hamilton  of  Ontario 
presiding.  The  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
was  delivered  by  the  Hon.  W.  E.  Raney,  Attorney  General,  Mayor  T.  L. 
Church  welcomed  the  Odd  Fellows  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  and 
Bro.  J.  Powley,  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Ontario,  delivered  the  address 
of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Ontario.  To  all  of  these 
addresses  the  Grand  Sire  responded  most  appropriately. 

Address  of  Honorable  W.  E.  Raney. 

Grand  Sire  and  Brethren  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows:  It  is  forty-one  years  since  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  first  met  in  Toronto.  I  said  this  Grand  Lodge,  aithough  I 
suppose  that  few,  if  any,  are  here  to-day  who  attended  that  meeting  in  1880. 
“  Time  like  an  ever  rolling  flood  bears  all  his  sons  away.”  That  meeting  was 
not  held  in  this  hall,  which  at  that  time  had  not  been  built,  but  in  the  old 
Parliament  Buildings,  the  historic  old  pile  on  Front  Street.  Then  twenty-six 
years  later,  in  1906,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  again  met  in  Toronto — on 
this  latter  occasion  in  this  hall.  And  so  it  came  about  that,  when  the  Grand 
Sire  approached  the  government  of  Ontario,  and  asked  the  government  for 
the  use  of  its  Legislative  Assembly  Hall  for  this  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  was  told  that  it  was  against  all  precedent,  and  that, 
if  his  request  were  granted,  there  would  be  no  possibility  of  refusing  all  other 
societies  on  the  continent,  he  was  able  to  cite  these  two  precedents,  one 
under  a  liberal  administration  and  the  other  under  a  conservative  adminis¬ 
tration;  and,  when  the  point  was  submitted  to  the  lawyer  of  the  cabinet, 
the  lawyer  could  not  but  advise  that  the  Grand  Sire  had  made  out  his 
case.  And,  after  all,  what  more  appropriate  place  than  this  for  this  parlia¬ 
ment  of  a  great  fraternal  organization,  an  organization,  I  am  told,  compris¬ 
ing  some  two  and  one-half  million  members.  Ontario  has  a  population  of 
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nearly  three  millions,  men,  women  and  children;  the  whole  of  Canada  a 
population  of  some  nine  millions;  but  this  assembly  represents  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  ten  or  twelve  millions  of  people — a  nation  in  itself,  and  not  bound 
by  physical  features.  Thus,  this  assembly  and  its  acts  will  touch  the  lives, 
not  only  of  more  people  than  there  are  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  but 
probably  of  more  than  there  are  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada;  and  why 
should  a  parliament  of  such  an  Order  not  be  housed  in  a  Parliament  Build¬ 
ing?  And  more  and  more,  Grand  Sire,  we  are  realizing,  as  time  passes,  that 
the  regeneration  of  the  world,  after  the  great  cataclysm  and  catastrophe, 
depends  not  on  armies  and  navies,  the  reeking  tube  and  iron  shard,  not  upon 
narrow  national  patriotism,  founded  too  often  upon  hatred  of  other  nations, 
but  upon  the  great  principle  of  the  brotherhood  of  man,  for  which  this  and 
the  other  fraternal  orders  stand.  It  gives  me,  therefore,  Grand  Sire,  the 
very  greatest  pleasure  to  bid  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  welcome  to  Ontario,  and  to  place  at  its  disposal  this 
Legislative  Hall,  and  to  say  to  you  that  we  desire  you  to  make  yourselves, 
during  your  stay  in  Toronto,  as  much  at  home  as  though  you  were  in  your 
own  respective  States  and  Provinces. 

Address  of  Mayor  T.  L.  Church. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Sire,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
I  assure  you  it  gives  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  honor  this  morning 
as  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  to  extend  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  a  most  cordial  and  royal  and 
hearty  welcome  to  Toronto.  You  have  heard  from  the  Head  of  the  Province, 
who  is  a  very  distinguished  Odd  Fellow.  While  not  much  of  an  Odd  Fellow 
myself,  I  am  an  even  fellow,  and  may  say  that  we  have  a  number  of  con¬ 
ventions  visiting  Toronto  from  time  to  time,  but  there  is  no  body  of  men 
whom  we  welcome  more  than  the  gentlemen  I  have  the  honor  to  address  this 
morning.  You  have  an  organization  here  this  morning,  and  a  great  parlia¬ 
ment  of  this  great  fraternal  Order.  The  Odd  Fellows  here  today  are 
leaders  of  public  opinion  in  the  Order.  You  would  not  have  been  selected 
to  serve  in  this  Order  if  you  had  not  some  qualifications  of  leadership.  Your 
organization  stands  for  God  and  country — an  organization  which  does  not 
exist  for  selfish  ends,  but  for  the  great  cause  of  service  and  sacrifice.  The 
noble  work  which  this  Order  has  done  in  the  past,  which  it  did  in  the  war, 
and  which  it  is  doing  in  the  after  war  days,  is  most  commendable — that  is 
looking  after  the  women  and  children,  and  those  who  are  more  unfortunate, 
and  especially  the  education  of  the  children  in  this  great  fraternal  Order 
You  are  doing  God’s  work  and  the  country’s  work. 

I  am  glad  we  have  the  distinction  in  the  city  here  to  have  the  Grand  Sire 
of  the  Order.  I  cannot  say  too  much  of  him,  because  I  have  known  him  all 
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my  life,  since  my  childhood.  He  is  a  man  of  integrity,  and  made  a  very 
good  Mayor  for  the  few  years  he  was  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  he  is  a  good 
citizen,  and  nobody  can  be  a  member  of  this  Order  unless  he  is  a  good 
citizen. 

I  am  especially  glad  to  welcome  this  morning,  when  I  look  around  this 
magnificent  Chamber,  so  many  of  our  kith  and  kin  from  the  United  States. 
You  look  around  and  see  the  various  States  represented,  and  we  are  glad 
to  welcome  you  here  this  morning.  After  all  is  said  and  done,  you  are  our 
own  kith  and  kin,  and  blood  is  thicker  than  water.  We  stand  for  the  same 
principles  of  civilization  and  righteousness  and  truth  and  freedom  and 
justice.  In  1912,  we  completed  one  hundred  years  of  peace  with  your 
country.  It  is  the  greatest  attribute  and  greatest  example  of  the  world  that 
two  peoples  live  side  by  side  and  have  been  able  to  settle  all  their  boundary 
questions,  all  their  fishery  questions,  their  trade  questions,  and  questions  of 
all  kinds  by  meeting  around  the  table.  Talk  about  the  League  of  Nations — 
there  is  the  best  example  of  the  League  of  Nations  that  civilization  ever  saw. 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  say  anything  further  than 
this :  As  you  walk  the  streets  of  this  “  Soldier  City  ”  (we  sent  over  65,000 
men  to  the  war,  and  between  six  and  six  thousand  five  hundred  soldiers  will 
never  come  back — they  are  sleeping  in  Flanders  and  France),  as  I  say, -as 
you  walk  the  streets  of  this  “  Soldier  City,”  and  see  the  soldiers  that  walk  our 
streets,  and  also  the  civilian  population  as  well,  you  will  find  a  very  warm 
feeling  towards  the  people  who  come  from  the  other  side.  I  hope  you  will 
carry  back  all  the  tidings  and  greetings  from  the  people  of  Ontario,  and  the 
people  of  Toronto,  towards  your  country  and  towards  your  people,  and  I 
hope  you  will  tell  them  what  a  warm  feeling  there  is  for  your  country.  I  am 
going  to  hand  the  keys  of  the  city  over  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  I  think  they 
will  be  quite  safe  in  the  Grand  Sire’s  hands. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  you  all.  I  know  you  are  going  to  have  a 
very  fine  week.  I  am  sorry  we  haven’t  more  accommodation  in  the  way  of 
hotels.  I  hope  you  will  have  a  very  good  time,  and  there  is  a  splendid 
program  for  you.  I  know  we  are  happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part,  and  hope  to 
meet  again.  I  thank  you. 

Response  by  Grand  Sire  Joseph  Oliver. 

In  rising  to  reply,  the  Grand  Sire  met  with  a  glowing  reception,  which 
must  have  warmed  his  heart.  When  quiet  reigned,  he  spoke  as  follows: 

Hon.  Mr.  Raney,  I  wish  to  thank  you  most  heartily  for  the  welcome 
you  have  just  given,  in  the  name  of  the  Province,  to  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  world.  I  assure  you  that  you  need  have  no  misgivings  over  the  loan  of 
the  chambers  for  this  convention.  You  had  precedent  behind  you,  as  on 
two  previous  occasions  we  met  here  under  Liberal  and  Conservative  Govern¬ 
ments  respectively,  and  now  under  Farmer  regime.  More,  this  is  an  inter¬ 
national  and  world-wide  gathering,  and  in  many  respects  differs  from  any 
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other  convention  which  is  held  in  the  Province.  I  assure  you  that  the 
honor  will  not  be  misplaced,  as  all  the  members  are  cognizant  of  the  privi¬ 
lege  granted  them  and  will  govern  themselves  accordingly.  At  this  time 
when  so  much  is  being  said  and  done  in  re  the  League  of  Nations,  I  do 
not  know  of  anything  so  calculated  to  assist  in  furthering  the  amity  that 
exists  between  the  Dominion  and  our  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the 
imaginary  line,  than  the  fact  that  these  beautiful  chambers  have  been  placed 
at  our  disposal  during  the  week,  when  we  are  met  together  to  consider  the 
best  means  of  propagating  the  principles  of  brotherhood  as  represented 
in  our  Order. 

To  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  whom  I  have  known,  as  you  have  already  stated, 
since  boyhood  days,  on  accepting  the  keys  of  the  city,  I  stand  bond  for  the 
good  behavior  of  the  brethren,  and  feel  sure  that  I  shall  have  every  reason 
to  be  proud  of  their  conduct  during  their  stay.  It  means  much  to  the  city 
to  have  a  convention  of  this  character  within  its  borders;  and  I  am  hopeful 
that  the  attendance  at  the  reception  you  are  so  kindly  tendering  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  and  their  friends  will  be  such  that  you  will  be  able  to  recall,  with 
pleasure,  the  hospitality  shown  to  us  by  the  most  hospitable  city  in  this 
fair  Dominion. 


Address  of  Bro.  J.  Powley,  P.  G.Rep. 


Brothers:  Odd  Fellowship  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario,  in  all  its 
branches  extends  to  you  a  sincere  and  cordial  welcome  to  this  city  and  Prov¬ 
ince  on  the  occasion  of  your  ninety-seventh  communication.  With  a  mem¬ 
bership,  the  vast  majority  of  whom  acknowledge  allegiance  to  the  Great 
Republic,  your  assembling  here  to-day  attests,  if  indeed  proof  be  wanting, 
that  Odd  Fellowship  knows  no  limitations  of  geography  or  nationality,  that 
in  truth  its  sympathies  and  beneficient  activities  are  wide  as  humanity  itself. 
Much  is  heard  now-a-days  of  a  far-reaching  international  movement  to  knit 
together  the  scattered  members  of  the  family  of  man  in  the  bonds  of  friend¬ 
ship,  friendship  which  is  the  surest  guarantee  of  peace  on  earth  and  the  true 
harbinger  of  that  blessed  day, 

“  When  the  war  drum  throbs  no  longer  and  the  battle  flag  is  furled, 

In  the  Parliament  of  man,  the  Federation  of  the  World.” 

Such  a  movement  wherever  originating  must  command  the  sympathy  and 
whole  hearted  support  of  every  humane  person,  and  it  is  with  extreme 
satisfaction  that  Odd  Fellows  reflect  that  this  fraternity,  now  grown  so  great 
from  small  and  humble  beginnings,  was  a  pioneer  in  this  great  humanitarian 
movement  and  for  over  one  hundred  years  it  has  inculcated  and  ex¬ 
emplified  in  an  ever  widening  circle  the  benign  and  unifying  doctrine  of 
human  brotherhood. 
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Only  three  times  in  its  annals  has  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met  in 
Canada,  first  in  the  year  1880  and  again  in  the  year  1906 — on  both  occasions 
in  Toronto,  the  Capital  City  of  the  Premier  Province  of  the  Dominion ;  and 
on  the  third  occasion  in  1912  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  the  growing  gateway 
city  to  our  rich  grain  Provinces  of  the  west.  In  the  history  of  Canada,  as  in 
that  of  the  great  democratic  community  of  the  south,  the  interval  since  your 
first  meeting  here  has  been  crowded  with  stirring  events  and  marked  by 
steady  and  gratifying  progress.  In  the  year  1880  our  new  confederation  had 
numbered  scarcely  more  than  a  decade  of  years  of  life  and  its  provinces 
were  busy  adjusting  themselves  to  their  new  environment  and  relationship, 
not  without  friction  and  heart  burnings  as  was  the  case  in  the  earlier  years 
of  the  greater  federation  to  the  south.  How  different  is  Canada’s  position 
to-day !  With  a  population  more  than  double  and  looking  to  the  future  in 
well  grounded  confidence  and  hope,  with  her  provinces  from  ocean  to  ocean 
linked  together  in  the  fructifying  bonds  of  reciprocal  trade  by  rail  and 
water,  with  her  well  nigh  boundless  resources  of  forest  and  field,  mine  and 
fishery,  being  speedily  exploited  and  transmuted  by  an  industrious  and 
self-reliant  people  into  all  the  varied  forms  of  merchantable  wealth,  thus 
raising  the  level  of  well-being  of  the  entire  community,  Canada  fronts  the 
world  to-day  endowed  with  all  the  sovereign  powers  and  prerogatives  of  a 
nation,  but  still  proud  to  avow  herself  a  member  of  that  federation  of  free 
peoples,  each  the  equal  of  the  other  in  status  and  authority,  which  is  the 
British  Empire. 

During  this  interval  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  has  shared  in  the  general  expansion  and  prosperity.  On  the  occasion 
of  your  first  visit  in  1880  our  membership  was  not  large  and  our  assets 
amounted  to  less  than  $400,000,  which,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  have  grown  to 
the  magnificant  sum  of  over  $3,000,000  to-day.  At  that  time  12,168  Odd 
Fellows  joined  in  extending  to  you  most  cordial  greetings  while  to-day  the 
voices  of  62,000  Ontario  Odd  Fellows  are  lustily  raised  in  bidding  you 
a  most  hearty  welcome  on  your  second  return  visit  to  our  Jurisdiction. 

Odd  Fellowship  from  its  earliest  inception  has  recognized  that  the  life  of 
man  is  of  ceaseless  flux  and  change,  and  that  in  the  realm  of  morals  not  to 
go  forward  is  to  go  backward.  Impressed  by  this  great  truth  it  has  always 
laid  special  emphasis  upon  the  urgent  need  and  duty  of  progress  and  growth 
in  the  life  and  character  of  its  members.  Early  in  its  history  our  Order  for 
the  upbuilding  of  its  members  seeking  further  knowledge  and  instruction  in 
the  way  of  truth  instituted  the  Encampment  branch.  The  brothers  in  this 
jurisdiction  were  not  slow  to  appreciate  the  benefits  offered  by  this  branch 
of  the  Order,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  its  membership  in  this  Province 
has  grown  upwards  of  eleven  thousand.  In  their  name  and  on  their  behalf 
we  welcome  you  to-day. 
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While  the  life  of  man  at  its  best  is  a  growth  and  evolution  from  lower  to 
higher,  truly  it  is  not  “  primrose  path  of  dalliance  ”  where  the  seeker  after 
pleasure  and  self-indulgence  may  tarry  at  his  will.  On  the  contrary  it  is  a 
stem  unceasing  warfare  with  the  evil  that  is  in  the  world.  The  words  of  the 
Great  Teacher — “Think  not  that  I  came  to  send  peace  on  earth:  I  came 
not  to  send  peace  but  a  sword  ” — are  as  true  to-day  as  when  2000  years  ago 
they  rang  out  their  clarion  call  to  duty.  Appreciating  to  its  full  this  vital 
truth  our  Order  makes  its  appeal  to  the  imaginative  impulses  of  its  members 
and  by  the  institution  of  the  Militant  branch  has  enlisted  the  knightly  and 
chivalrous  instincts  of  our  race  on  the  side  of  virtue  and  goodness  in  the 
never  ending  warfare  of  the  spirit.  Thus  are  summoned  to  reinforce  its 
members  in  the  upward  struggle  towards  the  good  and  the  true,  those  mili¬ 
tant  forces  of  our  nature,  loyalty,  fortitude  and  courage,  the  crowning  glory 
of  the  soldier.  On  behalf  of  nearly  one  thousand  chevaliers  we  bid  you 
welcome. 

Perhaps  in  no  development  of  its  policy  were  the  foresight  and  wisdom  of 
leaders  of  Odd  Fellowship  more  clearly  evidenced  than  in  their  fashioning  of 
the  attitude  of  our  Order  towards  womanhood.  Now  that  the  world  wide, 
long  waged  battle  for  the  enfranchisement  of  woman  is  won,  few  persons 
have  the  hardihood  to  deny  woman’s  essential  equality  with  man  and  her 
just  claim  to  the  highest  realization  of  her  powers  and  possibilities.  But  the 
world’s  attitude  toward  woman  was  vastly  different  when  in  the  year  1851 
Odd  Fellowship  had  the  courage  and  discernment  to  institute  the  degree  of 
Rebekah.  Amply  has  this  great  auxiliary  of  our  Order  in  every  jurisdiction 
upon  this  continent  justified  its  institution  not  only  in  its  influence  upon 
the  numerous  membership  of  the  Rebekahs  but  in  its  beneficial  reaction 
upon  the  other  branches  of  the  Order.  On  behalf  of  the  twenty-two  thou¬ 
sand  Rebekahs  in  this  Jurisdiction  we  bid  you  welcome,  welcome,  thrice 
welcome. 

At  this  communication  Canadian  Odd  Fellowship  is  conscious  of  the  high 
honor  conferred  on  it  in  that  meeting  in  a  Canadian  city,  you  meet  also 
under  the  presidency  of  a  Canadian  Grand  Sire.  Only  twice  has  Canadian 
Odd  Fellowship  been  so  honored;  once  in  the  person  of  our  revered  and  re¬ 
spected  brother,  Dr.  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  now  the  first  in  seniority  among  living 
Past  Grand  Sires  and  easily  first  in  the  affection  of  Canadian  Odd  Fellows. 
To-day  we  meet  under  the  presidency  of  Bro.  Joseph  Oliver,  a  robust  and 
consistent  upholder  of  Odd  Fellowship,  in  whose  elevation  to  his  high 
office  every  Canadian  Odd  Fellow  feels  honored. 

It  is  the  hope  and  desire  of  the  members  of  all  branches  of  the  Order 
in  Ontario  that  your  stay  here  may  be  pleasant  and  enjoyable,  and  that  your 
deliberations  may  be  helpful  to  this  great  fraternity,  so  that  every  Odd 
Fellow  who  has  participated  as  actor  or  spectator  may  go  back  to  his  home 
with  a  higher  and  truer  conception  of  the  great  and  beneficient  mission  of 
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Odd  Fellowship  in  propagating  the  salutary  principle  of  brotherhood  and 
strengthened  in  his  resolve  to  extend  so  far  as  he  may  its  benign  influence 
among  men. 

Response  by  the  Grand  Sire. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Brother  Powley:  On  behalf  of  the  officers  and  members 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  allow  me  to  express  to  you  our  most  sincere 
thanks  for  the  splendid  address  of  welcome  which  you  have  just  delivered. 

I  assure  you  we  appreciate  the  expressions  conveyed  therein,  and  while 
it  is  true  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  membership  is  in  the  Republic 
to  the  south  of  us,  yet  we  cannot  forget  that  we  have  present  with  us  to-day 
a  representative  from  the  far  away  fields  of-  Australasia,  in  the  person  of  the 
Grand  Sire  of  that  portion  of  our  membership,  and  judging  from  the  reports 
that  we  received,  as  the  result  of  a  visit  paid  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst  last 
year  to  that  Jurisdiction,  we  see  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  a  very  live  factor 
in  the  life  of  that  country. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  Orders  such  as  ours,  are  going  to  be  the  means 
of  spreading  fraternalism  all  over  the  world,  and  the  only  possible  chance 
of  doing  away  with  the  horrors  of  such  calamities  as  the  one  we  have 
just  recently  passed  through.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Order  in  Ontario 
has  been  so  successful  and  has  gone  forward  since  we  last  met  here  in  1906. 

Personally,  as  one  of  those  who  helped  to  entertain  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1880  and  1906,  I  had  very  little  idea  that  I  would  be  among  the 
guests  to  be  entertained  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

This  is  the  third  time  of  meeting  here  and  the  fourth  time  that  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  met  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

In  1912,  as  you  state,  we  met  in  Winnipeg,  the  gateway  to  the  great 
Provinces  of  the  western  portion  of  the  Dominion,  where  millions  of  acres 
await  the  coming  of  the  population  that  is  sure  to  be  there,  to  develop  the 
greatest  wheat  growing  country  that  the  world  has  ever  seen,  and  we  look 
forward  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  to  the  fact  that  from  that  portion  of  this 
continent,  we  will  have  received  a  large  influx  of  our  membership,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  established  the  Order  on  a  firm  basis  in  that  western 
country. 

Let  me  assure  you  that  we  appreciate  the  fact,  that  while  a  great  majority 
of  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  owe  allegiance  to  the  flag 
of  another  nation,  still  we  are  animated  by  that  same  love  of  democracy  and 
fraternalism,  that  is  bound  to  build  up  two  great  nations  side  by  side,  who 
for  over  100  years  have  lived  in  peace  and  harmony,  with  only  an  imaginary 
line  dividing  the  two  countries. 

May  we  ever  continue  to  live  so  that  we  can  develop  the  fraternal  spirit 
which  will  be  a  blessing  to  the  community  at  large. 
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On  Monday  afternoon  the  Representatives  and  visitors  were  given  a  most 
enjoyable  automobile  ride  covering  about  30  miles.  On  this  ride  the  visitors 
were  carried  to  various  points  of  interest  in  and  around  Toronto. 

On  Monday  night  the  Grand  Sire’s  reception  was  held  in  the  magnificent 
ball-room  of  the  King  Edward  Hotel  and  it  was  estimated  that  more  than 
1500  attended.  This  reception  was  a  scene  of  great  beauty :  the  splendid  uni¬ 
forms  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  the  bright  colors  of  the  ladies’  gowns 
mingled  with  the  staid  garb  of  the  men  produced  a  scene  long  to  be  remem¬ 
bered,  especially  when  viewed  from  the  balcony  surrounding  the  ball-room. 

On  Monday  sessions  of  the  General  Military  Council,  the  Association  of 
Rebekah  Assemblies,  the  Grand  Secretaries’  and  Grand  Scribes’  Association 
and  the  Fraternal  Press  Association  were  held. 

The  Patriarchs  Militant  banquet  was  held  at  King  Edward  Hotel,  Tuesday 
evening,  September  20.  Covers  were  laid  for  250.  All  enjoyed  the  excellent 
menu  and  the  splendid  musical  program  so  well  rendered.  Toasts  were  re¬ 
sponded  to  by  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  General  Commanding, 
Grand  Representatives  E.  W.  Bradford,  W.  W.  Millan,  and  others.  All 
voted  it  a  delightful  occasion  and  one  of  the  best  banquets  ever  held  by  the 
Patriarchs  Militant.  This  banquet  has  become  a  regular  feature  of  the 
annual  gathering. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  mayor  and  council  of  Toronto  tendered  the  Grand 
Representatives  and  visitors  a  reception  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
which  was  largely  attended  and  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  present.  Immediately 
following  the  reception  a  complimentary  performance  was  provided  at  the 
Royal  Alexandria  Theatre.  This  was  also  largely  attended  and  proved  a 
most  delightful  event. 

Wednesday,  as  usual,  was  set  apart  for  the  parade.  Notwithstanding  a 
threatening  storm  at  just  the  time  of  the  formation,  it  was  conceded 
by  the  Toronto  press  to  be  the  largest  and  most  beautiful  parade  ever 
held  in  that  City  of  Conventions.  The  promptness  and  precision  with 
which  the  vast  number  of  persons  and  organizations  of  Odd  Fellows  moved 
reflects  much  credit  upon  the  brothers  having  the  arrangements  in  charge. 

Wednesday  night  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  upon 
28  officers  and  chevaliers  at  the  King  Edward  Hotel.  The  large  hall  was 
crowded  and  the  ceremony  most  beautifully  conducted  by  General  G.  M. 
Hermiston,  General  Commanding  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  members  of  his 
staff  from  different  parts  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.

On  Thursday  afternoon  the  Entertainment  Committee  had  provided  a

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fill  his  heart  with  joy.  He  has  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  every  member 
of  the  Body  and  is  loved  by  all.  He  was  called  upon  and  addressed  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Address  of  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Sire. 

Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 
While  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  old  acquaintances  at  this  session, 
it  is  no  less  gratifying  to  meet  new  men  who  have  come  into  this  Body 
during  my  enforced  absence.  For  in  assuming  leadership  in  the  Order  you 
have  become  an  important  element  in  its  councils.  Grave  responsibilities 
rest  on  you ;  the  honor  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  your  hands.  A  gallant  soldier 
leading  his  men  in  battle  fell,  mortally  wounded.  His  comrades  crowded 
around  him,  but  he  waved  them  aside  saying,  “  Leave  me  here,  but  carry 
on  the  flag.”  So,  we  who  are  passing  from  service  say  to  you,  “  Leave  us, 
but  carry  on  the  flag.”  The  fathers  laid  deep  and  broad  the  foundations  of 
the  Order.  Their  successors  have  raised  thereon  the  magnificent  temple 
of  to-day.  To  you  is  entrusted  the  duty  of  carrying  on  the  work  and 
ensuring  the  ends  for  which  the  temple  exists.  Here  you  learn  the  duty  of 
service:  service  to  your  Order,  to  the  community  in  which  you  live,  to  the 
countries  of  which  you  are  citizens.  But  more  than  these,  as  members  of 
an  international  fraternity,  a  wider  sphere  of  influence  is  yours.  When  the 
last  great  war  was  over  we  had  hoped  the  reign  of  peace  would  come.  But 
the  war  clouds  still  darken  the  sky;  racial  and  national  prejudices  still  burn 
with  an  unholy  fire.  Why  cannot  others  take  a  lesson  from  the  experience 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  For  more  than  a  century  two  nationalities 
have  grown  up  side  by  side,  under  different  forms  of  government,  with 
different  laws,  and  to  some  extent  with  different  customs  and  usages. 

We  have  had  occasional  unpleasantnesses,  aggravated  too  often  by  the 
unscrupulous  politician  seeking  his  own  personal  advantage.  But  the 
common  sense  of  our  people  has  smoothed  out  any  little  roughness  and  there 
has  been  peace  between  us. 

Along  a  frontier  of  4000  miles  no  frowning  forts  on  either  side  bristle 
with  hostile  guns.  On  the  Great  Lakes  which  separate  our  eastern  boundaries 
no  battle  cruisers  watch  each  other  with  jealous  eyes.  Can  others  not  do  as 
we  have  done?  It  is  for  you  as  members  of  an  international  organization  to 
use  your  influence  to  spread  the  principle  of  fraternity  far  and  wide. 

To  this  end  your  individual  service  should  be  given.  Your  sympathy  and 
support  should  go  out  to  the  Premier  of  Great  Britain,  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  every  man  of  high  or  low  degree  who  strives,  by 
diverse  ways  it  may  be,  but  honestly  strives,  to  hasten  the  time  when  men 
“  shall  learn  the  art  of  war  no  more.”  May  we  all  have  courage  and  loyalty 
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to  do  our  duty  as  Odd  Fellows,  so  that  when  the  end  may  come  to  each  one 
of  us,  and  we  hear  from  across  the  river 

“  Low  voices  softly  call, 

Come,  here  is  rest  for  all 
Labor  is  done.” 

we  may  be  cheered  by  the  thought  that  we  have  given  the  best  we  could  to 
humanity,  and  that  the  world  is  better  because  we  have  lived  and  labored  in 
it.  So  may  God  bless  and  keep  us  all. 

An  outstanding  feature  in  connection  with  the  session  was  the  presence  of 
William  Lucas,  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia  and  a  duly  credited  Representative 
from  that  country  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This  is  the  third  time 
that  Australasia  has  sent  a  Representative.  At  the  session  of  1908  Bro. 
George  T.  Clarke,  Past  Grand  Sire,  attended  as  Representative,  and  in  1910 
Bro.  J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  of  Australasia,  was  accorded  that  honor, 
and  like  his  predecessors  Brother  Lucas  has  returned  to  his  home  bearing 
the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  entire  membership  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Address  of  William  Lucas,  Grand  Representative. 

Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Brethren  :  I  desire  to  express  to  you  all  before  leaving  for  my  home 
’neath  the  Southern  Cross,  and  as  Representative  of  the  brethren  of  the  great 
Australian  Jurisdiction,  my  heartfelt  appreciation  for  the  exceeding  kindness 
and  courtesy  extended  to  me  during  my  visit  to  you.  It  has  indeed  been  a 
memorable  one. 

Last  year  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  a  visit  from  Past  Grand  Sire 
Honorable  H.  V.  Borst,  and  whom  we  were  delighted  to  welcome,  in  order 
that  a  member  of  this  Grand  Body  could  study  the  manner  and  condition 
of  affairs  in  our  Australian  and  New  Zealand  Jurisdiction,  and  to  ascertain 
wherein  their  conditions  differ  from  those  on  the  continent  of  America,  and 
we  rejoice  to  know  that  from  the  report  of  the  special  committee  presented 
to  you,  that  he  found  the  brethren  in  Australasia  were  earnest  in  their 
endeavor  to  extend  the  great  principles  of  fraternity  and  to  live  up  to 
all  the  grand  teachings  of  our  beautiful  ritual.  That  we  have  our  difficulties 
in  Australasia  is  only  too  true — the  great  distance  from  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  the  infrequent  visits  between  America  and  Australia,  the 
smallness  of  our  population  in  comparison  with  that  of  this  land,  the  vast 
area  of  Australasia,  and  the  temperament  of  our  people  are  all  problems  that 
can  only  be  understood  by  close  observation  and  personal  contact,  and  I 
feel  that  the  visit  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Borst  has  done  much  in  the  desired 
direction  as  evidenced  by  the  very  excellent  report  placed  before  you  by  the 
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Special  Committee  on  Australasian  affairs,  and  I  do  hope  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  suggestion  therein  that  some  tangible  arrangement  can  be  made  for 
more  frequent  visitations  both  to  and  from  our  Jurisdiction,  for  the  reason 
that  it  will  enable  us  to  more  readily  understand  and  exchange  different 
views  and  realize  to  the  fullest  extent  our  obligations  and  responsibilities 
in  working  for  the  good  of  the  common  race  and  the  extension  of  the 
principles  of  our  great  fellowship.  It  is  with  this  object  in  view  that  my 
brethren  have  sent  me  to  you  as  their  Representative,  and  I  am  delighted  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  be  among  you  and  learn  of  the  manner  in  which  this 
great  brotherhood  on  this  continent  conducts  its  affairs,  and  I  have  indeed 
learned  much  from  my  short  association  with  you.  The  fraternal  greeting  and 
brotherly  interest  that  has  been  extended  to  me  I  shall  long  remember.  The 
great  influence  of  the  Order  among  the  citizens  of  your  land,  the  vastness  of 
its  ramifications,  the  grand  work  that  is  being  accomplished  in  spreading  the 
principles  of  friendship,  love,  and  truth,  the  untiring  energy  displayed  in 
caring  for  the  aged  members,  the  care  and  education  of  the  orphans,  and  the 
noble  work  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  are  indeed  great  object  lessons  to  one 
coming  among  you  for  the  first  time,  and  I  return  to  my  native  land  filled 
with  admiration  and  enthusiasm  which  I  hope  will  be  the  means  of  inducing 
my  brethren  to  emulate  and  spur  them  to  greater  effort  in  the  work  of  our 
great  fraternity.  May  the  Great  Author  of  our  being  bless  and  guide  the 
Order  in  its  efforts  for  the  realization  of  that  day  when  one  law  shall  bind 
all  nations,  tongues,  and  kindreds  of  the  earth — the  law  of  universal 
brotherhood. 

To  the  Grand  Sire  and  Officers  and  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  manner  in  which 
I  have  been  received. 

To  the  Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  and  also  the 
members  in  Toronto,  I  am  indebted  for  the  manner  in  which  I  have  been 
entertained.  I  hope  to  return  to  my  Jurisdiction  and  unfold  to  them  a  story 
of  the  great  fraternal  manner  in  which  I  have  been  received  and  also  the 
manner  in  which  you  have  all  endeavored  to  practice  those  magnificent 
principles  inculcated  by  our  great  fellowship. 

To  the  members  of  the  various  Jurisdictions  through  which  I  have  passed, 
I  also  tender  my  appreciation  for  the  many  acts  which  have  made  my  visit 
enjoyable,  and  I  wish  them  to  convey  to  their  various  Jurisdictions  my 
thanks  accordingly. 

I  have  indeed  received  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  for  which  I  am 
grateful  and  in  bidding  you  good-bye  I  wish  you  everyone  all  the  success 
that  you  can  possibly  desire  in  your  efforts  in  the  extension  of  the  work  of 
our  great  fraternity. 
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MEMORIAL 

ADDRESS  OF  FRANK  C.  GOUDY,  PAST  GRAND  SIRE.  S 

In  submitting  the  report  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Memorial,  I 
cannot  add  anything  to  the  committee’s  estimate  of  the  life  and  character  of 
Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin.  In  the  loss  of  a  brother  and  friend  whom  we  all 
admired  it  is  difficult  for  one  to  control  his  feelings  in  giving  expression,  by 
way  of  a  fraternal  tribute.  I  can  only  say  I  never  knew  a  man  who  would 
do  more  to  serve  and  accommodate  a  friend.  Brother  Goodwin  was  not 
effusive  or  demonstrative,  but  showed  his  good  will  by  his  uniform  courtesy 
to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  was  essentially  a  modest  man,  of 
refined  manners  and  gentlemanly  bearing.  In  his  work  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  he  modestly  and  efficiently  filled  the  positions  on  committees 
which  were  assigned  to  him,  and  as  an  officer  he  always  inspired  confidence 
and  respect  in  those  who  wrere  co-operating  or  serving  with  him.  In  short, 
he  endeavored  to  be  useful  rather  than  ornamental.  His  integrity  as  a  man 
and  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  as  well  as  a  public  servant,  was  of  the  highest  type. 

We  can  only  add  he  was  a  patriotic  and  lovable  man,  and  a  splendid  citizen. 

ADDRESS  OF  ALFRED  S.  PINKERTON,  PAST  GRAND  SIRE. 

Grand  Sire:  Brother  Goodwin  has  finished  his  pilgrimage.  The  formal 

resolutions  recite  the  steps  of  his  fraternal  and  public  career  but  cannot — 

* 

no  such  resolutions  can — express  our  sense  of  personal  loss  nor  measure  the 
meaning  of  his  withdrawal  from  the  councils  of  the  Order.  Only  one  of  our 
number  antedate  him  in  membership.  For  over  40  years  he  served  here — 
comrade,  counsellor,  guide. 

The  session  at  which  he  became  Grand  Representative  beheld  a  son  of 
Georgia  assume  the  office  of  Grand  Sire.  Ridgely,  of  sacred  memory,  was 
Grand  Secretary,  the  veteran  VanSant,  Grand  Treasurer. 

He  served  with  Woodyatt,  Carlin,  Randall,  Shaffner,  Dilks,  Nicholson, 
Herring,  and  a  host  of  others  who  have  written  our  Order’s  history.  He  him¬ 
self  has  illumined  many  a  page.  From  his  entrance  until  the  hour  he  laid 
him  down  to  rest  in  beautiful  Druid  Ridge — the  song  of  birds  for  a  lullaby 
and  flowers  to  deck  his  couch — he  was  a  prominent,  potent  figure  here. 

When  I  entered  this  Body  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals, 
soon  to  become  its  chairman.  For  years  he  held  the  scales  with  even  poise 
and  none  questioned  the  integrity  of  his  judgment  or  the  fairness  of  his  rule. 

On  the  floor  he  was  an  associate  to  be  sought,  an  opponent  to  be  dreaded. 
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He  attacked  and  he  defended  with  candor,  simple  speech,  knowledge  of 
facts,  and  law.  He  relied  on  these  attributes  and  upon  the  sound  sense  of 
his  associates  rather  than  upon  flashing  rhetoric.  He  never  sought  to  delude 
with  specious  words.  His  was  the  argument  of  sincerity — clearly,  simply, 
and  adequately  expressed.  He  passed  to  the  Chair  without  a  rival  and 
without  a  challenge,  the  only  man  in  my  day,  in  many  years,  to  receive  such 
an  honor.  His  service  as  Grand  Sire  was  a  model  of  fidelity;  his  record 
there,  an  open  book.  His  reports  and  addresses,  as  throughout  his  service 
as  Grand  Representative,  noted  for  clearness  of  expression  and  happiness 
of  phrase.  The  hearer  and  reader  always  understood  his  meaning. 

The  laurels  won  as  Grand  Sire  had  not  withered  when  he  was  called  to  the 
office  of  Grand  Secretary.  This  is  no  place  to  recite  the  details  of  a  service 
known  to  you  all.  We  can  hardly  realize  his  absence,  nor  that  it  is  a 
permanent  one. 

In  the  counsels  of  Georgia’s  fellowship  his  was  a  directing  voice.  He 
served  there  long  and  well.  He  earned  the  honors  it  bestowed,  and  the 
fraternal  annals  of  that  State  are  brightened  by  his  life.  In  Baltimore  he 
became  a  member  of  the  “  mother  ”  lodge  and  he  died  in  the  fellowship  that 
was  Wildey’s  first  creation. 

Grand  Sire,  Brother  Goodwin  was  your  friend  and  mine.  Our  grief  is 
sincere,  our  loss  is  personal.  He  was  a  man  who  believed  in  and  practiced 
fraternity,  who  knew  the  worth  of  friendship,  who  earned  the  love  of  those 
who  knew  him. 

Life  was  not  always  pleasant.  He  had  his  sorrows — troubles  that  tested 
his  love,  his  loyalty,  the  fiber  of  his  manhood — but  he  met  them  bravely  and 
without  complaint.  I  knew  him  long  and  loved  him  well.  So  knowing  and 
so  loving  I  bring  this  tribute  of  clumsy  words. 

Hail  and  farewell,  friend  and  comrade  of  many  years!  Blessed  be  thy 
memory,  flowers  adorn  thy  couch,  peace  be  thine. 

ADDRESS  OF  R.  L.  J.  SMITH,  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVE. 

Grand  Sire  and  Brothers  :  Coming  as  I  do  from  Georgia,  “  the  Empire 
State  of  the  South,”  which  was  the  birthplace  and,  for  many  years,  home 
of  our  lamented  Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin,  I  have  been  requested  by  the 
Committee  on  Memorials  to  make  a  few  remarks  upon  this  sad  occasion. 

First  of  all,  I  desire  to  say  that  Brother  Goodwin  was  a  Georgian  “To  the 
manor  bom,”  and  was  a  typical  type  of  the  citizenry  of  the  Empirt  State  of 
the  South.  Big  in  body  and  in  brain,  great  in  his  love  of  our  noble  Order, 
Brother  Goodwin  stood  as  one  of  the  greatest  exemplars  of  the  principles 
upon  which  Odd  Fellowship  was  founded. 

Brother  Goodwin  was  bom  in  the  year  1850  and  reared  in  the  good  old 
county  of  Cobb,  where  he  lived  until  he  reached  his  majority.  At  that  time 
he  moved  to  the  then  embryonic  city  of  Atlanta  where  he  was  connected  for 
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the  first  few  years  of  his  residence  in  that  city  with  one  of  Atlanta’s  daily 
papers.  While  serving  in  the  capacity  of  reporter  for  the  daily  press  he  also 
studied  law,  and  in  1874  was  admitted  to  the  bar  as  a  practicing  attorney  and 
counselor-at-law,  and  continued  in  the  active  practice  of  that  great  profession 
until  he  was  elected  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Lodge  in  1902. 

Brother  Goodwin,  while  in  no  sense  of  the  word  a  politician,  was  in  every 
sense  of  the  word  a  publicist  and  statesman,  and  took  an  active  interest 
in  everything  appertaining  to  the  weal  of  his  state,  county,  and  city.  As  a 
result  of  his  interest  in  matters  of  this  kind,  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  City  Council  of  Atlanta  in  1874,  and  filled  that  station  with  eminent 
satisfaction  to  his  constituents  until  1881.  At  the  last  named  date  he  was 
elected  city  attorney,  and  with  his  accustomed  zeal  and  energy  filled  that 
position  so  acceptably  that  the  citizens  of  Atlanta  later  elected  him  as  mayor 
of  that  growing  city,  in  which  position  he  served  with  eminent  distinction 
for  two  terms.  He  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Fulton  County  for  several  jmars;  also  as  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  later  was  appointed  by  Honorable  Hoke 
Smith,  the  then  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  as  chairman  of  the  commission  to 
trade  with  the  Indians  in  the  western  states.  All  of  which  positions  he 
filled  with  eminent  ability  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  his  constituents 
and  his  country. 

Brother  Goodwin  served  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  O.O.  F. 
of  Georgia  1879-80;  and  as  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  1880-1900,  that  being  the  longest  term  of  continuous  service  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  ever  held  by  any  Georgian.  Brother  Goodwin  was 
elected  deputy  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1900  and 
Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1902,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  serving  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  Grand  Secretary. 

It  was  my  pleasure  and  high  privilege  to  have  known  Brother  Goodwin 
for  many  years,  and  I  esteemed  him  most  highly  for  his  many  splendid 
traits  of  Christian  character,  and  his  over-mastering  love  for  the  principles 
of  our  noble  Order.  Personally  I  do  not  believe  in  waiting  until  our  friends 
are  dead  and  gone  before  sending  them  flowers,  and  thus  conveying  to  them 
proof  of  our  friendship  and  our  love.  I  have  made  it  a  rule  for  many, 
many  years  not  to  wait  until  my  friends  are  dead  before  sending  flowers  with 
which  to  grace  their  coffins.  I  make  it  a  practice  not  to  keep  the  alabaster 
boxes  of  my  love  and  tenderness  sealed  up  until  my  friends  are  dead,  but  to 
fill  their  lives  with  sweetness;  to  speak  approving,  cheering  words  while  their 
ears  can  hear  them,  and  while  their  hearts  can  be  thrilled  and  made  happier 
by  them.  The  kind  things  which  you,  my  brethren,  mean  to  say  when 
your  friends  are  gone,  let  me  earnestly  urge  you  to  say  before  they  go. 
The  flowers  you  mean  to  send  for  their  coffins,  send  now  to  brighten  and 
sweeten  their  homes  before  they  leave  them  forever.  If  my  friends  have 
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alabaster  boxes  laid  away,  full  of  fragrant  perfumes  of  sympathy,  which 
they  intend  to  break  over  my  dead  body,  I  would  rather  they  would  bring 
them  out  in  my  weary  and  troubled  hours,  and  open  them  while  I  may  be 
refreshed  and  cheered  by  them  and  while  I  need  them  most.  I  would  rather 
die  and  be  buried  in  a  plain  pine  coffin  without  a  flower,  and  have  a  funeral 
without  a  eulogy,  than  to  live  a  life  without  the  sweetness  of  fraternal  love 
and  sympathy.  Let  us  then,  Grand  Sire  and  brethren,  learn  to  anoint  our 
friends  beforehand  for  their  burial. 

Postmortem  kindness  does  not  cheer  the  troubled  spirit;  flowers  on  a  coffin 
cast  no  fragrance  backward  over  life’s  weary  way. 

Closed  eyes  can’t  see  the  white  roses, 

Cold  hands  can’t  hold  them,  you  know, 

Breath  that  is  still  cannot  gather 

The  odors  that  sweet  from  them  blow. 

Death,  with  a  peace  beyond  dreaming, 

Its  children  of  earth  doth  endow; 

Life  is  the  time  we  can  help  them, 

So  give  them  the  flowers  now ! 

Here  are  the  struggles  and  striving, 

Here  are  the  cares  and  tears; 

Now  is  the  time  to  be  smoothing 

The  frowns  and  the  furrows  and  the  fears. 

What  to  closed  eyes  are  kind  sayings? 

What  to  hushed  heart  is  deep  vow? 

Naught  can  avail  after  parting, 

So  give  them  the  flowers  now ! 

Just  a  kind  word  or  a  greeting ; 

Just  a  warm  grasp  or  a  smile — 

They  are  the  flowers  that  will  lighten 
The  burdens  for  many  a  mile. 

After  the  journey  is  over, 

What  is  the  use  of  them ;  how 

Can  they  carry  them  who  must  be  carried? 

Oh !  give  them  the  flowers  now ! 

Blooms  from  the  happy  heart’s  garden 
Plucked  in  the  spirit  of  love; 

Blooms  that  are  earthly  reflections 
Of  flowers  that  blossom  above ; 

Words  cannot  tell  what  a  measure 
Of  blessings  such  gifts  will  allow 

To  dwell  in  the  lives  of  many, 

So  give  them  the  flowers  now ! 

This  is  my  creed,  my  brethren,  and  I  have  endeavored  as  best  I  could  to 
live  up  to  it,  and,  therefore,  I  have  not  waited  for  this  sad  occasion  before 
carrying  flowers  to  my  departed  friend  Brother  Goodwin,  but  I  have  made 
it  a  point  during  his  life,  and  especially  during  his  last  illness,  to  send  him 
flowers  fragrant  with  the  friendship  of  true  Odd  Fellowship,  and  have 
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expressed  to  him  face  to  face  my  sentiments  of  appreciation  for  his  great 
work  in  behalf  of  our  Order  and  of  my  love  for  him  personally  before  he 
crossed  over  to  the  other  shore.”  Brother  Goodwin  like  other  great  and 
good  men,  was  “  cast  in  heroic  mold.” 

“  As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  its  awful  form, 

Swells  from  the  vale  and  midway  leaves  the  storm, 

Though  round  its  breast  the  rolling  clouds  are  spread, 

Eternal  sunshine  settles  on  his  head.” 

Big  of  body,  big  of  brain,  with  a  soul  that  embraced  all  mankind  in  its 
brotherly  love,  with  a  world-wide  vision  in  which  he  foresaw  the  glories  of 
Odd  Fellowship  knitting  the  whole  world  together  in  the  indissoluble  bonds 
of  fraternal  love,  with  an  undying  love  for  this  great  order  to  which  we  all 
owe  allegiance,  Brother  Goodwin  filled  well  his  part  in  every  public  and 
private  station  in  life,  and  dying  left  behind  him  an  unblemished  record. 
To  that  record,  my  brethren,  I  now  point  with  fraternal  pride,  and  remind 
you  of  the  fact  that 

“  Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us, 

We  can  make  our  lives  sublime, 

And  departing  leave  behind  us 
Footprints  on  the  sands  of  time. 

Footprints  that  perchance  another, 

Sailing  o’er  life’s  weary  main, 

A  forlorn  and  shipwrecked  brother, 

Seeing  shall  take  heart  again.”
